2. The year opened with a cash lialance of Us..M!,4H0-O-l and outstanding 
advancea of Rs. 4,889-9-1, making a total of Rs. ()0,875-9-5. This amount, 
together with Rs. 73,507-9-8. receiveil during the year, made a total of 
Hs. 1,34,383-3-1 available forexpenditure during the year. The actual ex[»en- 
diture during the year was Rs. 52.(58.5-2-7, iwclmling unadjusted advances 
of Rs. 8,123^11-3. The tictual cash lulauce on the 31st March 1918 wa.s

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MEMORANDUM. 

In Hubmiuing to Govern merit our opinion on each of the cases examined 
by 118 , we desire to explain our proceedings v/ith special reference— 

(1) to the priKjedure which we have adopted within the limits of our 

authority prescribed by Government in their Resolution appoin¬ 
ting our Committee, 

(2) to the priiiciph^s and rules (of law and evidence) which we have 

followed in weighing the testimony in each case, and 

(3) the appropriateness of that prixjedure and those principles and 

rules to the exceptional circumstances, estent and character, 
of the revolutionary crime out of which the cases we have 
examined have arisen. 

II. The total number of cases ex<tmined and advised on by us is 806. 
Of these 100 related to State prisoners dealt with under Regulation 111 of 
1818; 702 t<t internees umler the Defence of ln<iia Act ; and 4 to persons 
dealt with under the Indian Ingress Ordinance. In 6 of the total number of 
cases <*xamined by us. we have advised Government that, there are not 
sufficient grounds, in our «tpinion, for believing that the parties concerned 
ha v«* acted ilia manner |trejudicial to the public safety or the defence of 
Rritish India, and tliat, therefore, they should be unconditionally released. 
In the rest we have advis»‘d that the parties have, in our opinion, so acted. 

III. The easf'S of the Stat(! prisoners and internees, which have arisen 
out of the movement of riivolutionary crime in Bengal, have been dealt iviih 
by us for convenience under certain groups, suggested by the course of events 
and l-y the developments of the investigation by the police. The groups are 
18 in number, of which (> consist of members of the Dacca Anushilan vSamiti ; 
iht'tierman plot and tin* conspiracy for the theft of Rodda’s mausers form, 
separate gi’oupK; and tin* remaining sections, except the miscellaneous 
section, relate to the various l)ranches of the Western Bengal party, which 
party extended its op'rations also into biastern Bengal. Tin* miscellaneous 
group is vi-ry small. This formation of groups is based on the organisation 
if the revolutionaries themselves, except in the case of the Dacca Anushilan 
Saniiii. whieh is one solf-eontained organisation. 

i\’. Our study ami examination of the cases have iinpresseil us with 
the eorrect ness of I he conelusioii arrivetl at in their Report by the Seilition 
l/ommittee. 1918 ;juesided over by the Hon’ble Mr. dustice Rowlatt^ as to 
the alliama* and inter-eonneetion of all the groups, formed into one revolution¬ 
ary moviumuii with one eommon olvji'ct. viz., the overthniw of His Abajesly's 
Government in India by f<»ree. All the individual cases stand so closely 
inler-eonnected as parts of one whole, that they form, botli as to the 
pTsonnel and the acts tif <*rime. one continuous movement of revolution, 
which must be legjirded as living and prolonge«l in all its parts until the 
movement i.s cotnpletely extinguished. 

We <h‘sire to emphasise this view of the int.ei*-conneetion of tln*se revolu¬ 
tionary organisations In'eause (as we shall show presently in this memoran¬ 
dum) of the practical importance of that inter-eonneetion in a judieial 
investigation of these cases of nwolutionary crime. 

V, The procedure adopted by us in examining the cases was as 
hdlows :— 

(1) .Vf the very outset we invited through the Additional Secretary to 
Government a written representation from each party, stating 
his defence, duly signed by hhn and submitted to this Com¬ 
mittee through the usual official channel. In only 167 out of 
8()6, the total number of cases examined by us. have we 
received written representations. These we have eonsidennl. 

The usjtal official channel being, we understand, the censoring authorit y, 
the use of the latter expression for the former in the official intimation given 
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to tlie parties to snlmiit their defences to us iu writing appears to have given 
rise in somi*»quarters to the iinpres8i()n that those defences wer*< suhjei^t to 
censorship hehire their stihniissioii to us. That impression is erroneous. 
The representations appear to have roaehoil us in tlndr original condition 
without any interferenci' on the part of the censoring or other authority, as 
may lie seen from the fact that the representations in some, though hut 
a very few cas(*s. n.se fn^e and strong language and allege ill-treatm<*nf and 
torture. 

(2) In each case (except where the party has heen eon\'cted or lioiind 
(town hy a (’riininal Court' we have taken care to see that the 
parlies wert'duly inlorme<l of the eharg»*s against them hy a 
^ formuhttion in etudi case of the charge's in writing, and that 

tin* answ(*rs to tin* charges were duly taken down in full, in 
most of the cases, the charges had aln*ady I'ceii formulated 
and the answers reewdeel. In addition, in most <'as«'s, .i state- 
un*nt of tin* party hail alst» heen lakt'ii down in writing. 

(8) In cases where there had l►een an omission to formulate the 
charges, the protH'diin* adopted hy us was this. Where the 
parly concerned had made a confession of his crime, and tin* 
confession was ilistinct. or wheia* the parly had made an 
exculpatory statement in writing, and it was unmislakcal<ly 
clear from that stat«*ment that In* had distinct intimation of the 
specitic charges against him as ;i revolutionary, the niori* 
omission to frame a charge and n*cord tin* answ»*r in writing 
has hei*n trc:iti*d hy its as a mere t»‘ehnical irregularity, not 
ahecting the merits of the case. Where, however, such .state¬ 
ment was ahst*nt. or. having heen made, it ilid not show clearly 
that the party had distinct intimation "f the charg(*s against 
him. we directed :i prop(*r formulation of the charges tiini the 
answers thert*to of the party conecriicd hi ing taken down in 
writing and sent to us for the pur|>oscs of our fiinling. 

4i Whcrevei* in any individual cast* wt' fouinl that any point relevant 
to it was ohscurc and ret|uir»*d further cliieidiil ion. we c;dh*d lor 
inlonnation on tiiat point, and hail it made clear hefore recording 
our tinding. 

a, W ti examined .sonic of i he I’olici* olli<-ers. Kiiropean ;ind Indian, 
wlio wt*re conoern'*d in the inv»*stigaiion of the erime with a 
view loohtain full iuformation on the iiiethoiis t*niployed in the 
neieciion of the crime, the "hiaiiiing ol conh ssions. and tin* 
conduct of st'arclies. 

'In We carefullvins]»ccfed the large and various niimher of Kxhihils 
Collected togt'thcr in the Museum at !.h»* Police Training College, 
consisting of homhs. arms, amniunitioti. mati'rials ttf 'lacoity. 
seditious lelft*rs. hiHiks. ])apt*rs. t*tc.. which had ht*eii either 
firodiiced in Courts at tin* trial of revolutionaries for murder or 
dacoity, or seiz(*il hy tlm police during searches or w'hile appre¬ 
hending otteinlcrs for revolutionary crime. 

VJ. The terms of refen*nce to us. delitiing our jurisdiction, directed 

th.'it our plot .ling- slioiihl he h(*ldin cfunera. ’and no Counsel would he 

permitted to appear. Nothing was said mi tin* (pi(*stion of our power to 
reipiire htdore Us for the |■urpos^*s of our examination of tin* cases the 
pre.si*ncc of ;iny ol the parties concerneil. if in our tliscr«*tion wi* d(*cnit*d 
'.iich pn*senct; n(*ccsHary. Iiiiplit'diy. therofore. we had that power hut wc 
liavt* not exercised it for the following reasons ; il' Our (himmittec is in 
the naturt* of an appellate or revising authority, which does not usuall> 
retpiire the pres(*nce of a convicted jarty in revising his t;ase. (2; Kv«*n then. 

might have eX(*rcised our discretion hy retiuiring tin* prcst'iicc of a pai tj 
111 I wo in any case found it m*cessary in thtf inli‘n*sts of tin* party himself. 
Put in no cast* did such necessity, in our opinion, arise. We did not think 
that hearing his defence from his ow'ii mouth wottld havt* plactsl a party in a 
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hotter ;^ition than a p¥<^red by him after full deliberation 

aut^itt^ to ua for oonsideration. Such written defence we invited. 

experience we have found that if an acoueed person is not 
defended^by Counsel, he, generally speaking, spoils his case when he conducts 
his own defence or in answer to questions from the trying Judge either gives 
*• .^oswers, or makes vague protests of innocence, or mal^s unwit¬ 

tingly Mmissions against himself, or by his demeanour in answering questions 
jwejudiceS nis defence by producing an unfavourable impression on the mind 
the Judge. That risk to the parties whose cases we have examined was 
almoet certain, seeing that from 70 to 80 per cent, of them are inexperienced 
and young Htu<l<mts. (.S) Tlie exceptional conditions of revolutionary crime 
and the special procedure of judicial investigation necessitated by those 
conditions (with which we deal in the concluding part of this memorandum) have 
also Weighed with us in not calling the parties before us. The Sedition Com¬ 
mittee, 1918, have jtointed out in their Report that several of those, who-have 
made long and detailed confessions to the police and thrown light on revolu¬ 
tionary organisations and crime and enabled Government to track their course 
successfully stage by stage, have made those confessions on “ a well-under- 
stood though oftt'n unexpressed condition.” that their names will not be 
divulged, and that scrupulous care will be taken to save them from exposure 
“ to the vengeance of their associates ” (page 21 of the Report). We have 
satisfied ourselv(!S that those persons are unwilling to appear before any 
judicial or rytta^i-judicial tribunal, however constituted, whether sitting in 
open court or “ in camera.” and make any statement or answer any questions. 
Under those circumstances, to difl'erentiate between them and others would 
have been dangerous. 

VII. The prineiph<s and rules of evidence which we have applied in 
examining tlu* merits of each case will be best ma<te clear by dividing the 
eases into three classes— 

Flfit—P< •rsons who have made confessions of the crime to the police. 

SmmhI .—INm-sohs who have made no such confessions but who have 
beiMi named as members of the revolutionary organisation by 
pt'rsonK wlio have confessed. 

Third .—Persons who do not fall under either of the above heads, i.e., 
IM*rsi>ns against whom the evidence is other than that of 
confessions or of accomplice testimony. 

VIII. Pealing with the first (tf these three classes, it is to be remarked, 
that, of the total of eight hundred and six cases examined by us. one 
hundred and sixty-t*ight were cases of confessions. Only eighteen out ol 
of tb^se one humirtHl ami sixty-eight have retracted their confessions by 
their written representations addressed to us. In only ten cases in all are 
there allegations of torture—seven of those are from the Presidency and the 
rest from the Alipur .Fail. It is also to be noted that of these ten persons 
7 did not plead torhirt' before the commencement of our enquiry. 2 not till 
19 mouths and one not till 1 months after the alleged ill-treatment. Thirteen 
of the parties who have addressed written representations to us have in 
tbeir repesentations uilh(<r made full or partial admissions of guilt or stated 
that they have nothing to say aigainst the charges. 

ft is a most, remarkable feature of the cases we have examined that 
almost without exception the persons who hail been, before arrest, among 
the most active and dangerous members of the revolutionary movement, but 
who, after arrest, havt' been repemtant and realised their situation and have 
full confessions, giving, with fullness of detail, infonnation about it, and 
whose infonuJition has been most helpful to the t»olicc in unravelling the plot 
and sttocossfully breaking up the revolutionary organisation, have not 
retracted their confessions ; they have made no complaint of torture or ill- 
trealment, but have adhered to the confessions faithfully. 

Our examination of the cases had led us to the conclusion that the con¬ 
fessions are due to remorse, and repentance on the part of those who have 
inad#,them and their honest belief that if they disclose the whole truth and 
help Government in extinguishing revciuntary crime, they will find all easy 
tw themselves. 
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IX. For the purpose of deterauning the admissibility in eyidenoe ci a 
confession made to the police by a person arrested for revolutionary crime 
and, of appraising its evidentiary value in a judicial investigation conducted 
on the lines and within the limits prescribed by the Government in their 
terms ot reference to us, it is important to keep in view the radical difference 
between the nature and conditions of ordinary crime on the one hand, and of 
revolutionary crime on the other with special I’oferenoe to the means and 
machinery which it is rendered necessary in the public interests for the State 
to employ in accordance with its constitutional powers and obligations for the 
purpose of jn'cventing tliat crime, securing its detection and its punishment 
when detected. 

A With the l)imd ground on which this distinction rests from the judicial 
point ot view, we deal in the concluding part of tins nH'inorandum. Here we 
state the difference so far as it liears on the question of confessions made to 
the police. 

X. Ordinary crime, by which we mean crime which is committed for 
private purposes and not with the object of upsetting the Government ami 
striking at its very foundations and authority, is individual in its nature, that 
is to say, when a person is arrested for such crime ami tried in a Criminal 
Court, there is an end of the casi*, wlietlier lie is convicted or acquitted!. 
A confession, therefore, whether made to the police or t<i a Magistrate before 
trial or to the trying Court, is in operation and at'rves its ])ur|iOHe only until 
the case is tried and disjKJsed of. The iiu'uns and prtieess of sifting its 
truth continue up to the result of the trial in a Court ; when the trial ends, 
the confession has exhausted itself, aft«‘r that tin' confession tlies, as it were, 
ami being no longer operative, it is not any further sul»jeet to tlu* sifting pr«»cess 
of truth. Under these conditions a I'oliee ollicer is liable, as human nature 
goes, to the temptation of making up a <'aso by extorting a confession and 
securing credit with the least labuur ami trouble. On this ground of pcJiey, 
therefore, a confession made to a I’oliee oflieer is mad»' iiiatlmissible in evi¬ 
dence, subject to one e.\cepti<»n (eiid><Hlle<l in the Indian Kvidence Act) that 
so miieh of a statement made to a I’oliei- (jAieer by an acc used jH*rsoii as leads 
to the discovery of any material fact is admissil>i«>. 

Xf. It is otherwise with erimo arising out of and din'ctly conneetetl 
with a revolutionaiy organisation whieli aims at the overthrow of flu* eslab- 
li.slie<l Government of the land, wbndi has extemled over a im»re i>r less witle 
area, emltraccd a large number of persons, and which carries on its criminal 
operations by means of secret conspiracies, terrorism, daeoities, and murders. 
Unlike ordinary crime, which being individual and standing by itself, dies 
when it has been detected and disposi«l of ami no lunger eontimies its o[S‘rntion 
revolutionary crime is coll<*ctive and continuous in its operation. Its indivi¬ 
dual members are inter-connected, each iidluenees the eontinuous fortunes of 
tli<! vvluJe as to the activity of the organisation in the prosecution of its revfs 
lutionary purposes. 

If an individual member of tim revolutionary organisation is arrested and 
dealt with l)y the State, the revf.lutionary crime (lot^s not. end, it goes on, and 
where a per.snii arrested confesses the r‘rime. the confession is useful to 
Govc'rnment only if it l)ec(tmes a starting point to tho polic*; for fresh iiiveati- 
gation of t he crime, contiuiums as it is. Every such oonfi'ssirni. so far from 
exhausting its activity with the arrest and dis|K)sal, according to law, of the 
person making it, continues subject to the sifting prooess of truth for a imtg 
period. The temptation, therefore, to w’hich a I’oliee officer is exposed, of 
extorting eoiifossions, true or fals(\ in tho case of ordinary crime is very much 
less in the case of revolutionary crime. The risk which the police i*un of 
certain exposure is greater in the latter than in the former. 

XII. In the case, therefore, of confessions made to Police officers, by 
,.,.;|er8on8 arrested on the charge of revolutionery crime, the question of their 
w. lil'js^ibility in evidence and of the weight to be. attached to them, when 
iirei must depend not on whether those confessions were extorted either 

lint in inducement or other like means, but on whether tho confesskms 

that iiearW ^“5^* confessions, by the very nature and conditions of revolutionary 
'ntinuously—so long as the revolutionary crime is uontinuoua— 

* certain tests as to their truth. The tests are : Has |he person 
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who admitted to the police his complicity in revoltfl-ionary crime slopiietl 
there or has he gone further and given a history of the organisation, its mem¬ 
bers, its materials, its methods, its actions and plots, its planned operations, 
so far as he knows them and had the means of knowing them? Has the in¬ 
formation which he has given to the police put them on the right track of the 
revolutionary movement ? Has he led them step by step to the captere of 
personas, arms, ammunition, and other articles of revolutionary crime ? Have 
the concndc facts referre<l t(t by the confessing party been verified as a result 
of subs(iqu<mt (niquirit'S made by means of t he clues he has furnished or dues 
found by the |K)lice independently from f)ther sources or by other means ? Has 
the information he has given as to planned dacoities or murders been verified 
by those da<'oities or murders taking phure. ? Have the places or houses men¬ 
tioned by him as the rendezvous of rev dutionaries or the hiding places of 
absconders b<‘en. when raidi'd, proved to b(^ such by the discovery of arms, 
ammunition, seditious littsrature («• other incriminating papers and material ? 
Have the absconders who were long in hi<liug and could not be traced been 
arresteil in sul>Htantially the saim* cfnelitions as wen* disclosed in the confes- 
sitniK befor** the arrests? Abo\e all. has the c<uife8sion helped the authorities 
in advamung step by step m the dire<aion of brtuiking up the revolutionary 
»)rganisa*,ion8 y 'I hese tests atford the sure moans for finding whether the 
eonfessions an* true and may he safely aeted upon in adjudging the question of 
th<> guilty or iniuKviiee of the party confessing and of other parties implicated 
hy him. 

.\III. Ihd'ore examining eaeh of the cases on i s merits, we applied 
ourselvn's at the outset of our epcpiiry to a careful serutiny of tlie most import¬ 
ant of the confessittns, with a view to find tnit whether and how far tln*y 
satisfied the tt*sts above tui.'iUiom'd. In that serutiny we hatl this advantage 
that we were called upon to examine each of the trases not as and when it 
artise. hut long af^er tin* confessions, which have proved helpful to the poliue 
in successfully and step hy stejt coping with revolutionary crime, had siifticienl 
tiim?—in some caM*s years, in some eases months—lo uiuh'rgo the sifting 
prtM'ess of trull) ami | rove tl)ems»*lves by the discoveries ma<le. abscomlers 
iraceil and arrested, bichlen revolutionary haunts, arms and ammunition and 
other materials of revolutionary erimt* found in eotisequenee of inforiuatioa 
ami clu»*s given in the confessions. We are satisfied that the police havt< 
takt>n care to see that the confessions t ln*y hav»* ohtainevl are true r.ini have 
beeti helpful. We havt* come across (%'ises which show that sometimes the 
polita* have b«*eii over-eautious in that resp*‘et For instance, we have come 
aen*ss a case when* a |vuly after arrest im|)lieated hims«'lf in a dacoity in 
his eoub ssion. but i he *>oliee judging ap{)arently from the inherent eharaeter 
of the statements would not bi*lk*v<‘ that he Inui taken part in that dacoity. 
H«» was told, therefore, that In* was trying to mislead the police. Suhsequent 
<liseov«*ries attd information from mdepemlent sources having, however, gom* 
to eorroborate the story of the party as to tin* part he hatl taken in the 
dacoity. he was auain questioin'il ami reaffinuetl his story on oath taki'ii hy 
touching the feet of an ehlerly relation. In aiu'l.her case, tlie jiarty coneerm*d 
admitting itis eharaeter as a member of revolutionary «*rganisations, liad. l\v 
important <liseb*8Un's, materially ln*lpi^d the police in the tracing out of 
absconders attd tin* iliseovery of revolvers. (*tc. In the etnirse of subst*quent 
investigation tlie police, however, found that the party in questitiu had con¬ 
cealed the more serious of his own eriines, such as dacoities ami murders, 
etc. thmfroiited wit h t hose proofs, he admitted he ha<l concealed some of the 
more soriftUK of his own erimes frcm the p*>Iic©. In the result he was di-alt 
with as a State prisoner. 

XIV. We mM*d not ptirstie further the great tiare which appears to us 

to have lM>en taken to secure confessions, true and helpful, in unearthing tin* 
secret course of revolutionary orgaaisations. ••• •••*♦•• 

XV. Informat ion given hy a confessing revolutionary about <*ottoeab*d 
arms and ammunition «tr <^her materials of revolutionary crime ami their 
discovery in consequence of such information may ho open to the suspicion 
tl^t the |M)lic« may have planted the materials in certain places and then 
pretended to hav.e found them there by the light of that information. The 
volame of tho material discovered precludes any such idea in the cases before 
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us. Anne aod ammAition or explosivde have been recovered fr^ mwe 
than 80 active I'hvdatumarieEi eince the c(»nmenoetnent ci the war. In all 
but 7 of these cases the man with whom the arms wore found bad been 
mentioned as a revolutionary before his arrest, either in revdutionai^. docu* 
ments or by his associates. Further, apart from the fact that it wonid 
have been impossible to plant materials in so'many places throughout India, 
each leading to the discovery of materials in other places, there cannot be 
the slightest ground for suspicion where, as has been the case in many 
instances before us, in consequence of disclosures made by confessing 
revolutionaries, the police have been able to trace and arrest revolutionary 
, absconders, who had eluded detection—some for years and some for months— 
after'^heir names had been uumtioned in the confessions. The remarkable 
point al)oat the confessions was that tin* absconders were named as hiding 
in certain groups or batches, the persons forming a group were mentioned, 
and when they were arrested, they were found in very much the same groups 
as had been disclosed by tlie confessions. The confessions, which have so 
operated and put the police on th^ right tra(?k, an* still operating in that 
way, as we li^ve been able to find from the cases of absconders who have 
been arrested after the commencement of our enquiry, and whose cases also 
have been examined by u.s since. 

XVI. The second class of cases we have examimMl consists of ^lersons, 
who have made no confessions but against whom the evidence is of accom¬ 
plices, t.e., of persons who have confesstMl their complicity in iwolutionary 
crime and implicated others by name as members of tin* organisation. 
According to the Indian Evidence Act and the English rule of law, the 
testimony of an accomplice* or approver is admissiblo in evide*nce ; but it lias 
been the practice of the (’ourts not to convict an accused person on such 
testimony if it is not corroborateid in inate'rial particulars relating to the 
accused. In most of the eases Itefore us mate*rial cnrroboi^tion exists. In 
the rest the testimony has been sohdy that of accomplices. The ludian 
Evidence Act and the English law agree that, though it is not safe as a rule 
to convict on the unsupported testimony of an acc<»inplice. yet a conviction 
based only on such testimony is not illegal. *’ Tlie general current of 
authorit 3 ' is stnmg and unvarying to the effect tha* thedmlgir should direirt llm 
jury that they may convict on the unsupported testimony of an accomplice, 
but that he should advise them in all ordinarj' cases not to tin so.” (Wills 
on Circumstantial Evidence.) Crimes arising out. of and committed by 
members of secret rt*volutionary conspiracies are not onlin iry eases. As by 
their vows and their methods the conspirators carry on their crimes in the 
closest secrecj' and sp-re.Kl torrorism among the public, the evidence obtain¬ 
able in such cases can only be for tho most part of accomplices. If, therefore, 
a confession made hy a revolutionary is found to be true, wlicu judgcsl l»y 
the testa mentioned above, it is entitled to weight as a reliable piece of 
(svidence, not onlj' against the confessing revolutionarj' himself, but also 
against others whom Ije has implicated with himself in revolutionary crime, 
unless there is anything tft show that the revolutionary confessing and im¬ 
plicating those Olliers had some indirect motive to falsely implicate them. 
The cases l»efore us wh<*re any private (tnmity has he<«n allog«sl are very few 
indeed. Two considerations must be regar<led as of considerable weight 
in this connection. Most of the ptirsons confessing have lieen students whose 
ages vary between 18 and 22. Wlmever has had any intimate knowledge and 
experience of student life in India knows that, whatever the infirmities of 
Indian students, however impiiisive and liable to he led away-liy sentiment, 
t hey are, generally speaking, not given to implicating others in crime falsely. 
They may and indeed do. often suppress the truth as to others involved in 
crime with them, but it is rarely the case that they falsoly name others os 
criminals with them. It is possible to suggest that, though a person con¬ 
fessing to a revolutionary crime may have no indirect motive himself for 
implicating others falsely in the crime, yet ho may do that at the instigatimi 
of the police to enable them to bring into trouble every one on whom they 
have their eye, rightly or wrongly, as a pditioal suspect. Examining the 
eonfessiotis from that point of view, we have found that, the parties in 
their confessions implicated certain persons of their own accord and given 
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oIttSB to their identity by disclosing to the police their secret nicknames 
M members of revolutionary oiganisations and other details which the police 
had no means of knowing otherwise, and which were confirmed by subse¬ 
quent discoveries of revolutionary correspondence and-cipher lists. We have 
come across cases, of which the following may be cited as a typical illustra- 
ticm : A certain detenu, whom we shall call A here, and whose case has been 
before us was charged as a revolutionary, who had' opened in Calcutta a mess 
harbouring students jrho were members the of revolutionary party. The evi¬ 
dence to support that charge was of certain approvers and certain incriminatii^ 
cirodimstances. In his defence, he admitted that he had let a portion of his 
residence for a students’ mess, but he denied that he had kept that mess or had 
anything to do with its members. He phiadod that beyond taking rent from 
the students of tiu; mess, he hatl no connection with or knowledge of them. 
The case wa.s placed Ijel'ore us with that material for our examination, and 
wo examine*! it on those materials ami disposed of it. Subsequently, in the 
examination «jf other cases, we found that there was other evidence against 
A— evidence which was undersigned, and as such had escaped the notice of 
the police, and therefore was not brought in so as to form a part of the 
record of A’sease placed before us or befori‘ any authority, who had to deal 
with the case previously with a view to action under the Defence of India 
Act. This nt‘w evidence, which had escaped notice, but which we were able 
to detect because of its e(^eney, was specially valuable by reason of the fact 
that it consisted partly of the testimony of approvers and partly of state¬ 
ments mtide hy piTsons arrcfsted. in place.s, more or less far aw'ay from 
Ualentta nmler the Defeiiee of India Act. These latter did not confess but 
pleaded innoc»‘nc<‘. ainl in their exculpatory statements they incidentally 
inontiomsl A’s m»‘ss in giving an account of their movements in Calcutta and 
other places. Dm* th(»so persons was a relation of A himself. They all men¬ 
tioned the mt'ss as .\’s when* tht*y had lodged and boarded with A. When 
they ma<ie thosi* statements. Jieither they nor the police (outside Calcutta)* 
to whom tliey wen* madt*, had tlie remotest idea that the statements had a 
bearing on the east* against ;\. Tliough the statements were reporte«l to the 
[M>lice in (’alentta in t iie usual course of official business, the latter proved 
their Itona Jiilrs by not. bringing them in as additional evidence against A. 
That evdem'C was of stiuh'iits who naim*d A incidentally' to describe their 
own movements ami to prove their own innocence without any idea of 
implicating A. 

XVII. The tfiinl and last class of eases we liave examined consists of 
persons who d<* m*! fall under either one or the other of the classes dealt 
with above. They are— 

vl'i 1‘ersoiis wlio, having been cojivicted and sentenced to terms of 
imprisonmeut by Criminal Courts for either (x>litioaI dacoities or 
other political offences, have been released from jail, and dealt 
wit h 1 ‘ithcr as State prisoners or internees. Though these persons 
have suffered for their crimes the penalty imp<'>sed upon them 
hy the Criminal Courts, there is a strong presumption against 
them that they were members of revolutionary organisations, 
and have acted in a n^uner projudieal to the pul)lic safety or 
the ilefonce of Hritish India, and that therefore their liberty 
should be restricted under either Rogfflation III of 1818 or the 
Defence of India Act, until Government are satisfied that they 
are ixmitent and no longer C‘>ustitute a danger to tin* State and 
stK‘iety. 

(2) Persons who have been bound down by Criminal Courts either 

under section 109 ot" six'tion 110 of the Ocnle of Criminal 
PrcxHuluro under circumstances disclosed in t he prc*ceedings of 
thcHiie Courts which raise a strong presumption of their <;ompIi- 
city in revolutionary crime. Tin* saim* considerations that 
apply to (1) above ap^ly to this class of jM'rsons. 

(3) Persons arrested while in possession *)f arms or ammunition or 

other incriminating materials and articles of revolutionary 
crime. These persons under the eireumstaiices of the arrest 
carry their own evidence against themseh'es. 
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(4) Persons oauffht under ificriminating ^roumataiiDe^i sttohi m shad* 
. owing Polioe^btScers eni^ged, in the duty o£ iiivestigttfeing and 
unearthing revolutionary crime, against whom there is other 
evidence also. 

(!i) Persons incriminated as revolutionaries in the cipher lists, corres> 
pondence and other papers ot revrdutionary organisations found 
at the searches of revolutionary resorts or on the persons of 
revolutionaries when arresteil, and 

(6) Persons who, though they have not confessed, have in liieir 
statements made admissions necessarily leading with ’'other 
circumstances to an inference of guilt. 

XVII I. We Imve treated the evidence of ciphers as admissible against 
tkfbse named in the cipher lists because the records before us show conclu¬ 
sively that cipher language was used and cipher lists of the members of 
revolutionary organisations were kept as a part of their system. When a 
person is named in such documents as a member of a revolutionary organisa¬ 
tion, the evidence of the cipher stands on a better footing than the testimony 
of an approver. When an organisation wljose object is revolutionary crime 
works by secret metlio<Js and adopts the ciplior system to conceal the names 
of its members and its acts and movements, we think that tlu» ciphers, lioing 
one of the metlioils of the criminal conspiracy, must bo rcgjvrded as a piece 
of evidence valuable under the circumstances. Sulistantinlly such lists arc 
the lauguage of the organisation itself as a whole, and may Im' used ns* 
evidence against any person naintnl in the cipher unless tln'ro is anything to 
show that the inclusion of his name was made for purix^ses other than lliat 
of the I evolutionary movetnent. The very fact that the organisation has 
taken care to keep a list of it;; members in cipher language is piisif that the 
names of the persons mentiom*d went instirle 1 there imt for the purpost* of 
of bringing any of them into difticulti(‘S. but for the piir|)<»se of saving tlieiii 
from detection and exposure. In using this class of evidence*, we have n<»t 
acted uprai it alone. We have taken care to satisfy ourselves that against 
the party implicato<l by the cipher evidence ihent was also the evidence 
of other incriminating circumstances lo warrant a limling adverse to him, 
such as luV iruxle of life, his movements, liis false explanations of suspicious 
circumstances admitted bv him. 

XIX. Wo bav. • in <‘very case docliiiod to act on circumstances of mere 
suspicion, by vvlilcli we mean absence of positive proof of guilt and the mere 
presenc<' of circumstama*s of an etiuivtsial character not necessarily lending to 
a presumption of crime. For instance, mere asstxjiation with proved revolu¬ 
tionaries, or mere residence in a mess consisting of revolutionaries and others 
or mere seditious talk of an irrcspon.-iible character in company, without more 
of an incriminating nature, has been treated by us as insuhieient for action, 
whether under Uegnlation III of 1818 or the Defenci^ of India Act or the 
Ingress Ordinance. Wt; should also point out that it is a part of the system 
of these revolutionary organisations in securing recruits for their | urpuses 
that they begin by catching young students under the bait of religion, well 
knowing that the religious impulse forms the strongest clement in the Indian 
character. In the ianjf^age of one of the internees, at first they were 
attracted l»y mer(> religious ideas with liothing of politics—’‘Oup idea was to 
reach Gcxl and not to be in touch with prilitics.” Accordingly religious 
organisations were started with the ostensible purpose of iudexUrinsting 
young men with the lovi* of Gal and man, but in reality and secretly aiming 
at the preparation of the minds of th<»so young men in such a way as to incite 
them silently to revolutionary crime. The loaders of those specious religious 
organisations, who knew their real character and object, and who transferred 
the young men brought within their fold to the regular revolutionary organi¬ 
sations have been rifpitly dealt with either as Btate prisoners or internees. 
Hut their assistants, who brought recruits to thixu.^ leaders for the purposes of 
the so-caliod religious organisations, have Ixxm held by us innocent in the 
absence of positive prcxif of knowledge on their part of the criminal cliaraoter 
of their organisation. 

XX. Our procedure has ipdmi not been in full conformity with the 
Evidence Act and tlie (Joile of Criminal Procedure. Under the limitations 
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of ottr powers, we have not been able to test the materials placed before us by 
means of examination and cro^s-examination and arguments from Counsel for 
the defence. That defect of our enquiry is due to the special and exceptional 
situation and conditions, which have been created by the i-evolutionary 
organisations, out of which the cases submitted for our examination 
have arisen, and which, differentiating sharply the crimes of those move¬ 
ments from ordinary crime and criminals, have rendered full adherence to 
the procedure of the Evidence Act and the Criminal Procedure Cole imprac¬ 
ticable. They hav*:* necessitated the adoption of a special procedure depart¬ 
ing from some of the details but consistent with the basic principle of that 
Act an»l the ('o h;. That basic principle is (1) that all procedure must be 
practicable, and such as to ensure, as the special circumstances permit, a 
fair trial, and (2) th.'it, the law of evidence and the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure allietl to tliat law.being iiierelj’ a judicial means or macliinery for 
sifting the truth in a case submitted for investigation, the means or machin¬ 
ery must be appropriate* for the purposes of a fair and praetieabh? trial to the 
actual conditions ant] situation created hv the crime. 

XX f. That 1 teing the basic principle and primary object of all criminal 
prtH-eilure, we havt* ttt take inu> account tin* exceptional situation created by 
the I’evolul ionarv organisations in Bengal and the distinction necessarily 
arising out t)f that situation between revolutionary crime and ordinary crime. 
We have alreatly ilealt in the foregoing part of this meiiioraiiduin with one 
point of distinction betwe(*n them, but a brotuler distinction is this. The 
;-ecords befort; ns conclusively prove that the revolutionary organisations are 
secret ennspiracitf.s. wliich have spread into ditterent parts of the Provinee, 
enter**d homes. hcIkkiIk and colleges, and have reilueed tht*ir secrecy of 
operations almost to seientdie methotls. They have pledged their iiKunbers 
to the closest se<MV<‘y of llieir movements on pain of instant <kath by murder 
in the event of tliselosnre ; tliai is one of their rules, ami every attempt has 
beet! nni'le to give ellout to it. Before the Defence of India A<‘t w.asi 
brought into force, I he fair trial of a j.crson aeeusetl of revolutionary <*rime 
had been rendered praeti -ally impossible by the murders of api)r(m*rs. 
witnessi‘s. police olHcers ami law-abiding citizens suspected by revolution- 
arie,** of having given information to or (»therwise assisted the police in tin* 
tleteclion of revolutionary crime. A situation of terrorism was created, the 
current of irnlh and justice was disturbrnl, so as to prevent a fair, open and 
iuqtartial trial in the ordinary Criminal (Jourts with tin* result that approvers 
and wilnes.ses would not eoim* forward togive evhlence ?>penly lest they should 
bt* assassinated. In the language «»f on«* of the interm*es “ then* are very 
many nieinl'crs who are nienibers against their will attii seek some esca|)o 
from tin* bomls of tin* snmiti. They see no prospect. If they disobey the 
samili. they will be shot. If they (tliey, tln*y "ill l)e caught by the polict* 
sooner or later, an*! their oatlo**k in life is hopeless. Such men would l»e 
only tiK» willing to help Ciovernmenl secrolly.” When .lotimlra Mukharji. 
one of tin* most violent l(•aders of the organisation, who was wounded in an 
open **neounter with (ho polici* in 191.^, had been hiding in a revolutionary 
resort in (.\'d<*ulta. an .acquaintance of his niuued Nirode Haidar, happening 
to eoim* in one nu>rning. merely accosted him in these words ; " Holloa. Jotm.” 
Jotiii M ^arji at once drew his revolver and shot Haidar on mere sus| icioii 
that In* was a spy. Ib'volutionaries, who having received woumls in liacoities 
were unable to t*8(r.ape. were shot dead by their a8soei.att‘s in the dacoities for 
fear that if loft alive th ‘y might confess and di8cb»se the seert*ts of revolu¬ 
tionary organisations. fTudor these circumstances, it is impossible t<t secure 
a lair trial l»y the procedure of the Evidence Act ami Criminal l’riH*eduiv 
Ctsle, which is appnipriate only to the normal conditions of crime. The 
procedure to di*al with rt*voUitionary crime has to be practicable in the .^enst* 
of being appropriate to its special conditions, so as to secuia* as fair a trial as 
is feasible under the exceptional situation. Our sjM*(dal piiK*»‘,lure cannot be 
therefore regarded as violating the primary principle on which tln»se laws 
are based.

BY THE KING. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

For Prohibiting the Importation of Cocaine and Opium into the 

United Kingdom. 


GEORGE R.I. 

Whereas by Section forty-three of the Castoms Consolidation Act, 1876, 
it is provided that the importation of arms, ammunition, gunpowder or any 
other goods may be prohibited by Proclamation ; 

And whereas it is expedient that the importation into the United 
Kingdom of cocaine or of opium should be proiiibited except as iiereinafter 
provided: 

Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy Council in 
pursuance of the said Act and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf. 
Ho hereby proclaim, direct and ordain as follows:— 

As from and after this date subject as hereinafter provided, all cocaine 
and all opium shall l)e prohibited to be imported into the United Kingdom ; 

Provided always, and it is hereby declared, that nothing in this Procla- 
inution shall apply to cocaine or opium importt^d under the licence of one of 
Our Principal Secretaries of State and in accordance with the provisions of 
such licence. 

The word “cocaine" includes ecgonine, and any substance, whether 
prepartion, admixture, extract or otherwise, containing 0‘1 per cent, (one 
part in a thousand) or more of cocaine or ecgonine, or of any salt or deid- 
vative thereof. 

The word “ opium ’’ means raw opium, {mwdered or granulated, opium, 
or opium prepared for smoking and includes any solid or semi-solid mixture 
containing opium. 

The cocaine and opium (Prohibition of Import) No. 2, Ptoolamation, 
1916, is hereby revoked. 

This Proclamation may be cited as The Cocaine and Opium (Prohibi- 
Aion of Import) No. 3 Proclamation, 1918. 

Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palace, this Twenty-fifth day of June, 
in the year of'Our Lord One thousand nine hundred and eighteen, and in the 
N inth year of Our Reign.

15. The facsimile stamp shall always be kept in tlie pei'sonal custody »>f 
the officer whose signature it represents and shall never be used exee[)t in 
his piusence and actually in Ills sight. The common seal of the District 
Board shall also be kept in the personal custody of the Chairman. Vice- 
Chairman or Becretary and shall be used only in their presenee. 


.Audit. 


l(). The Finance Committee appointeil under section bb of the Act shall 
audit the accounts of the District Fund every month, and shall certify the 
result and the eorrecliuiss of the account as audited by them in an audit 
certificate (Form No. .59), \vhi<di shall be sent t*. the Aci-ountant-Deneral by 
the 25lh of the following month. If the meeting of the Finance Committee 
be delayed for an.y unavoidable reason, the certificate of the Financ(‘ Com¬ 
mittee shall be sent as soon as it is ready. 

17. Thi* Finance Committee, in auditing the monthly accounts, shall 
examine the registers and accounts enumerateil in the audit certigeate on 
Form No. .59. with a view to .seeing that the.v are posted up to date, that they 
are maintained in thecorri^ct form, and tliat all the nc'cessary columns have 
been filled in. They shall also sei* that all signatures or initials which each 
form requires have been given and have been dati'd. They shall verify the 
correctnes.s of the cash-book by comparing it with tin' treasury chalans and 
pass-book and with vouchers and counterfoils of cheques. Tlie Chairmafl’s 
iwrmanent advance account and the District Engineer’s imprest cash-book 
shall Ihi carefully checked with the sul)-vouchers and any questionalile 
charges challenged. The acquittain'C rolls of the District Boartfs and Di.strict 
Engineer’s offices anti t»*her payee .s receipts shall Ih‘ carefully scrutinized to 
see that all sums have been ilisbur.sed anti receipts takt'ii. The tiles of work 
abstracts shall be examined to .see that the District Board’s Accountant has 
initialled these in token t»f having checked the amounts with his own 


registers. 

18. The accounts of the District Fund shall be examined and audited by 
tin' Examiner of Local Accounts in Bengal as far us possible not less often 
than once a year. 

19. The Board shall at the time of audit cause to be produced all 
accounts. rcglst<*rs, documents and subsidiary papers which may be required 
b.v the Auditor to as.sist him in his audit. 

20. In auditing the accounts the Examiner shall see that they have 
been kept and are presented in proper form ; that the particular items of 
receipt and expenditure aiv stated in sufficient detail : and that the iiayments 
are supported by adequate vouchers ami authority. He shall examine 
whether the receipt and expenditure are in all cases slurb as ate authorized 
by law. He shall also reduce such payments and cluuges as are exorbitant: 
and shall surcharge moneys not duly accounted for. or lost by m'gligcncc. 
upon the person who ought to account for the same, or whosi* negligence or 
improper conduct has caused the loss; and shall disallow and strike out such 
payments as are not authorized by law or competent authority. The 
Examiner or Auditor shall verify the casli or imprest balance in the hami of 
the Chairman or the District Engineer and other employes of the District 
Board, 


Loss of money by smboxsiemont, theft or otherwise. 

21. Money or the Irrecoverable value of store.s. lost by theft, fruinl. the 
negligence of indix'iduals or other cause shall not bo written off from the 
accounts except with the .sanction of tltc Commissioner of the Division. 
When the amount of the loss exceeds Ks. 50d, or when the lo.ss is tine to any 
defect in the system of accounts, collection, etc., the sanction of (iovernment 
is necessary. *

22. The Colioctor ol' the (tistrict shull, <ui or before the 1.5th August in 
each year, i)rej)ui’e and transmit to tiie District Boani an ostimute of the 
balaiure of the District Itoad Fund to i>e transferred to tlie credit of the 
District Fund during tiie financial year next ensuitig under .section 52, 
(•lau.se (1) of the Act.

.H(J. When the collection of revenue is leased out for lixed anion nts. th»' 
recoveries shall 1 m‘ watched by means of the Demand and t^dleciion Keiri'.-ier 
of rents in Form No. 4.

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37. A separato page or sets of pages of the register shall be set apart for 
each of the above kinds of revenue for which there is a fixed monthly, 
quarterly, half-yearly or annual demand. 

38. As, however, the sources of revenue apd the circumstances are varied, 
the form may bo modified with the approval of the Accountant-General, 
Local Audit Department, to meet local requirements. 

39. The register in Form No. 4 shall be opened by bringing forward all 
arrears due from farmers w’hose leases have terminated and have not been 
renewed. The entries shall be made serially, one below the other, grouped 
according to the years for which the arrears are due, so that tlie total demand 
and realizations can be ascertained by totalling the vertical columns. In the 
case of such expired leases columns 3,4, 7, 8 Jind 10 and 11 need not Iw 
•filled ig. 

40. Below the arrear demands due by defaulters shall la? entered the 
demands for current leases. These shall be grouped so that all the pounds 
or ferries subject to the control of each Local Board and Union Committee 
come together, and sufticient space shall be left after eacli group to insert 
any fresli leases granted during the year. A grand total shall, however, b(? 
made of the whole demand, arrears as well as current, and of the realizations 
of each month. The entries in columns 1 to 8 and 10 and 11 will be tilled in 
from the kabuliyat, and tho.se in column 9 from the previous year’s account 
if the same lessee is in jmssession of the property. Columns 7 and 8 shall 
show if the instalments are to be paid monthly or quarterly, or shall show 
tin* due dates for payment, i.e., first day of each month or (piarter, etc. 

41. The security dejmsit shall be credited direct to “Kent ’’ in the cash¬ 
book as it is practically an advance payment of rent. In the register of 
rents it sliall be entered in the collection column of the month in which it is 
realized. The first March column (column 14) is provitletl for security 
dep<>srts on current year’s leases paid in March of the financial year. 

42. On the e.\i)iry of the lease, the amount paid as security «lej)osil will 
be entered in red ink in the collection columns for the last month of the 
lease and the outstanding balance reduced thereby. 

43. Rents received shall be entered in the c<»lleciion c«tlunins of the 
month in which they are received. 

44. 'rh»‘ totals of each monthly collection column shall be (‘ompanal by 
the Vice-Chairman with the abstract register of rec<‘ii»ts and he shall place 
his initials at the foot of <'ach column. The total of the final March column 
must be added to the next year’s first March column to effect the agreement. 

45. When a lease is cancelled for any reason and the pound, ferry or 
other property resold the demand up to date shall be worked out and 
compared with the collections up to date. . 

46. The nmiissions shall be sanctioned by the District Board at a 
meeting. 

47. If any pounds, ferries or other property havt> been place<l in charge 
of Local Boards, duplicates of these registers shall Ik» kept by the latter in 
the same way as the District Board, ami these shall l»e prepared and checked 
in accordance with the iustrindions in rules 39 to 45. Directly the 
settlement for the year has been ma»le by the Load Board, a copy of the sale 
list, accompanied by the kabuliyats in original, shall be forwarded to the 
District Board. At tint close of each (luarter a return in Form No. 5 shall l>e 
submitted to the District Board by each Local Board. Jn this form thte 
arrears due oti expired leases slmll bo groujied separately by the year untT 
below these shall be entered the citrrent leases. These returns will inform 
the District Board of the action taken in regard to arrears. The details of 
the demands atid collections shall also be carefully compared with those 
recorded in the register maintained by the District Board, ami any dls-^ 
crepancies’shall Ire immc<llately ivconciled. 

MIsoallaneous Revanu* manMatf tfapaptmaiitaliy. 

48. When the collection of revenue is managed dejmrtmeutally, ».#?.„ 
collected through District Board subordinates, instead of being leased out to 
renters the collection shall Ik; effected by means of machine-numliered 
receipt tickets in Form No. 6. 

49. The tickets shall be bound in Irooks of 25, 50 or 100 as convenient 
and shall bear consecutive machine numbers. Before issue to the collecting 
sircars, the tickets shall be stamped with the common seal of the District 
Board in the presence of the Vice-Chairman. The stock of tickets shall be 
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kept in the custody o£ the Vice-Ohairmaii and a stock account of their 
receipts, issues, and balances shall be kept by the accountant in Form No. 7 
and the collecting sircars shall give their receipts in tlie pr(»per column for 
tickets made over to them periodicallj. 

50. The collecting sircars shall without fail grant a ticket to the person 
who jwys toll or other dues. The progi*e8.sive total of the sums received shall 
be kept on the counterfoil of each ticket in the place provided at the foot, as 
each ticket is issued. An inspecting officer shall see that these totals are 
taken regularly as directed in this rule, and shall initial the ])ages which he 
checks. 

51. At such times as may be li.\ed by the Board but at least once a 
fortnight and oftener when the amount in hand is nearly e(jual to the collect¬ 
ing sircar's security, he shall remit his colled ions to the treasury with a 
chalan. Form No. 8, in tri])licate. The fttil of theciialan that is returned, shall 
be pasted in tlie book of r»‘coipt tickets as evidence of the remittance having 
been made. Tlie j)rogressive total on the counterfoil shall run from the date 
of last creilit to the date of ne.xt credit, and the amount remitted shall agree 
with the progressive total made on the last counterfoil on the day of 
remittance. 

52. At least once a quarter, ami at shorter intervals as often as {H>ssible, 
the collecting sircar’s accounts shall be e.xaminetl on the spot l>y the secretary 
ora memberof the Board or other officeraj)pointed by the Board on this behalf. 
The inspecting officer shall review and check the totals of at least 2 j>er cent, 
of the pag(‘.< of the receipt ticket book, initialling those tliat he checks. He 
shall also compare the totals of the books witli the amounts remitted t<» 
the treasury as siniwn l)y the chalans and witli the cash in the haiuls of the 
collecting sircar. The check shall b.' matle from the time of the last exami¬ 
nation under this rule, and a rt'port of t!i > results shall be forwarded to the 
Board. 

Miscellaneous Demands. 

53. (/ ) For demands not t»therwise provided for in these rides, the Boanl 
shall kee]» up a tnisetdianeous ilemami register in Form No. t(. 

Columns 1 to 7 of the register shall be posted when the bills are sign¬ 
ed and the entries reganling ]).iyineut shall be made in columns S to 12. 

(3) The amount shall then be creilited in the treasury in the usual way 
(see rule 1.58>. 


Bills and Receipts. 

54. Bills shall be prepared, where necessary, in Form No. It) and shall 
be entered in the appropriate column of the miscellaneous demand register. 
Form No. 9, and their satisfaction noted in the protH'r column. No other 
receipts need be given in such cases. 

55. For all money r»*ceived by the Board under the rules in this chapter 
and in all other ca.ses in which no receipt form has bctni prescribed in the 
rules, a receipt in Form No. 11 shall be given bj- the Vict^-Olmirman or the 
Secretary. The total amount received shall be written in words both on the 
receipt itself and on the counterfoil. 

5(5. The bill'and receipt forms shall be bound in counterfoil books. 
Each book shall contain 100 forms and no book shall be brought into u.se 
until all the foils and counterfoils have been consecutively numbered. The 
numbers shall, if possible, be printed. 

57. The receipt and issue of all forms shall be recordeil in a stock book 
(Form No. 7» and on no account shall loose unnumbered forms be kept in the 
office. 


Bungalow Fees. 

58. Travellers’ bungalow fees are levied accortling to sanctioned scales 
and the rules issued ill connection therewith, and they will be checked by 
reference to the entries made by the travellers themselves in the register 
Form No. 12 maintaini^d in the bungalow concerned. 

Rooalpts on account of fruit trees. 

59. in onier to enable a proper check to Ih‘ exeirised over the realiza¬ 
tions of avenue produce, a register in Form No. l.’i sliould be maintained in 
the Engineer’s office showing the total number of fruit-liearing trees of each 
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kind in each inila of a load separately. This register shell he corrected 
from time to’ time as new trees are grown and dead trees are removed. 
Tlie overaesj’s or sub-overseers shall conduct the sales .of these trees and 
forwani sale lists through the District Engineer to the Chairman for 
approval. After the sale lists have been approved by the Chairman a note 
of the demand shall be kept in the Miscellaneous Demand Register to enable 
the Board’s office to watch recoveries. 

School Fees. 

(JO. The Kcliool fees from (he Boaiti’.s stdiuols shall be realized by tlie Head 
Musters and credited to tlie treasury direct. When it is found inconvenient 
to refnit the sums into tlje treasury, they may be allowed to be retained in 
part payment of tin* o.xpeii.ses of the school. In the latter case, the total sum 
I’ealized during tlie month slndl be deducted from tlie total of the establish¬ 
ment j)ay bill for the niontli, and the net amount shall be claimed. 

fij. 'I'he Head Master shall submit on tlie 1st of every montli to the 
Boawi's ofliee a statement of the ainoniits realized during the lust montli and 
tlie amount <iutstanding at tlie end of (lie month, in Form No. 14. The 
Board's offlc;* sliall check tlie statement and the amonnt.H realized witli the 
amounts credited in tlie treasury, or with the amounts dedmded from the 
monthly esiablislinicnt pay liill. (See rules 211 to 21S.) 

Subscriptions and Donations. 

(12. SnliKcriptioiis ami donations foi- spi'cial purposes shall lie recorded 
in Forni No. l.'». Tlie.se .sidiscrlptioiis sliall not be H]))iropriute(l for any other 
purpose's ; and to prevent (Ills, a separate acconnt shall lie kept in Form 
No. 42. (See ride 117.) 


Contributions, 

tJ3. Tlie realization of amounts due on a<*<-ount of eontriliutions shall be 
watclied by nieiinsof tiie Mi.seelianeons Demand Kegisti'r (Form N<». M). As 
soon as the demand can i>e asee'i'tained and (Ik' amount b(‘e*onies due, a liill 
.sliail lie prepared by tli(> Hoard in Form No. 10 and accounted for in tin* wav 
laid elowii in rules aJi and .')4.

(>4. Tlie salary iii 11 of tlie Di.strie.t Board Fstablishment shall be elrawn 
in Form No. ItJ and tin* cert iff tjaU; at the fool eif the form .sliall l)e signed by 
the Chainiiaii or Viee-Cliairiiniii. When .salary is drawn for portion of a 
montli only, tlie rate at wliieh it is drawn and tlie number of ilays for whicli 
it is claimed siiull Ih; stated either against the name of the employ^ in the 
hotly of t.l e bill or in a not«‘ at tlie foot of the page. 

()5, When an euiidoye is absent n'om duty ami acting urrnngeineiitH are 
made in consequence of his absence, the aliscntee statement on the reverse of 
the bill in Form No. 17 shall be filltMl in ami signed liy the Olinirinan or Vice- 
Chairman. 

66 . Pay not distributed shall tie refunded liy short drawn! in the next 
monthly pay bill. 

67. To the first bill ill which a periodical increment Is drawn by any 
oflicer a certificate in Form No. 18 sliall be appendetl. 
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OS. Tlu! i))i.y of all temporary employes wlio are entertained undm-

For I he amount of Provident Fund deductions and contributions a sejiarate 
voucher shall be drawn uj) including, if necessary. l he deductions and contri- 
imtions on si'vtiral bills and showing merely the total ihsluctions and contri¬ 
butions on accoui’t of each salary bill. 'I’he amount of this voucher shall be 
paid in (lash or by chetiue as tluf erase may be in the Post Ollice Savings Bank. 
'I'iiesc'remitlanccrs to t he Savings Bank should, whenever possible, be made 
betwec'u the 1st and 1th of «*ach month in onli'r that interest may accrue for 
the mooth of deposit 

Arrear Biiis. 

71. .\rrear pay shall not be drawn in tlu* ordinary monthly bill, but in a 
separate bill, with a<|Uotation of th(‘ liill from which the charge was omitted 
or withheld or on which it wa.'> refundiHl liy deduction, or of any special order 
granting a ni‘W allow.ince. Such bills may be presenfe;! at any time and may 
incbulc as many items as are necessary, but they shall lx* supported by a 
cerliticate from the head of the ollice that the amount was not paiil before, 

72. When I In* bills are paid the numix'r and date of tin* vouciier shall 

be noted on the origimti l>ill from which the charge was withheld or mnitted 
or in which it was refunded, agaitist the item (umcerned in order to iirevont a 
second <*laim from Ix'ing entertained. , 

Distribution of Salaries. * 

7.>. Every District Board employe .shall give a reci'ipt with date* in the 
a|)pro|)i iaie etdnmn on the Form No. Iti for the sum paid to him and shall 
ill the case of sums e.xceeding Rs. 2d. afli.v a reci'ipt stanij) befon* signing. 
'I'lie cost of such n'ci'ipt stamp must be borne liy the per.son who received 
the money and not by the District Board. Einployi's unable to write shall 
make their mark and shall lie jiaid in the presenci* of tin* Vice-Chairimin or 
soiiu* responsibh* otlieer. who shall record a cerliticate to tliat efl'ect. 

71. The drawer of tin* bill is pi'rsonally responsible for every salary 
drawn on a liill signed by him until In* has pai<l it to the persons entitled to 
reeei v(‘it. and has had the at*<juittance roll signed and if necessary, slanipetl 
by the payee. If the |»ay»‘e does not present himself before the end of the 
month, the amount drawn for him shall be refunded by sliort drawal in the 
next bill; liis salary can in* drawn anew under rule 71 wlu*n he presents 
himself to receive it. Pay shall not in any cireiimslanees be placed in 
deposit. 

7,5. 'Idle drawer of the liill shall not readjimt tlie .salaries of tlie estali- 
lishmenl liy giving one oflicer more and another less, than the sanctioned pay 
of his post, nor shall he distribute the pay of an absentee otherwise than as 
providc'd liy any general or spi'cial ordiTs of the Board. 

Records of Service. 

7(!. (/) A service-book in Form No. lit. printed in English ami the 
Vernacular, shall lie supplied, at his own laist. to t'Vi'ry employe liolding a 
substantive appointment on tin* permanent ('stablislinient of a District 
Board. It shall be kept in tlu <*ustody of the Chairman, whose signature as 
well as that of tin* employ^ on llte lirst page shall lie attested ('very five years. 

(2) ddie servici'-book is a contemporary record of the t'inployi'''s oflicial 
life, including b'ave of every descri]ition. (*very period of susp(*nsion from 
employm«'nt, and every other interruption of si'rvice. witii full details of its 
duration. Every entry relating thereto shall be written acro.ss the page and 
attested by the Chairman or Viee-Chairman. or the Si'cretary.

82. In the case of pensions or gratuities other than invalid, the appli¬ 
cant’s services shall be verified, and the form of application tilled up ill the 
same way as in the case of an invalid jiension, when the application for 
pension or gratuity is made by tin? applicant. 

83. The Chairman shall certify on the application wlietlier the character, 
conduct, and past services of tln^ applicant are such as to entitle him to tlu; 
favoural)le consideration of the District Board. If the application is for 
pension on the superior scale, he sha'll enter all periods of leave, suspension, 
etc., which are not r(H*koned as service, fie shall al.so record his oj)inion 
whether the service claimed has been established and shall be admitted or not. 

84. The application in Form No. 23, with the applicant's .service-book, 
his last pay-certificate, the medical certificjiU* of incapacity for further service 
(if the application is for an invalid pension), and the. documents relied upon 
for the vinification of the service ciaimed. will then be forwarded to the 
Accountant-Gem'ral, who will return the papers with a certificate as to 
whether the servic** cl.umed has been duly ]>roved, and whetlier the pension 
applied for is admissible under the rules.

87. A pension<‘r not ivsiding in the district in which he was employed 
may draw his pension by agent without appearing in person on })roduction 
of the certificates required by the Civil Service Regulations, article 94(5. In 
such a case the District Board shall obtain every year some proof imlepen- 
of the certificate, through the police or the officers of the Board of the 
district in which the pensioner resides, or otherwise, that he is actually alive . 
The District Board may pay a iiensioner by postal money-order in any case 
in which hardshij) wouhl arise if the pensioner were reipiired to attend in 
person at the District Fund office : 

Provided:— 

(1) that the pensioner requests the Board in writing to remit the 

money in this manner; 

(2) that tin* remittance is made at tlie sole risk of the pensioiu'r and at 

his cost; and 

(3) that before the money is remitted the Board is furnished with a 

life-certificate in respect of the month for which the money is to 
be remitted, such certificate lH*ing sigju'd by a Magistrate, or by 
the Chairman or a member of the District Board within the 
limits of whose jurisdiction the pensioner is living, or by s)nnc 
person exercising the powers of a Magistrate under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure or by any Registrar or Sub-Registrar under 
the Indian Registration Act, 1908, or by any pensioned ollicer 
who, before retirement, exercised the powers of a Magistrate, or 
by a Chaplain, or by any gazetted officer of (lovermnent or 
any person holdinl^: a Government title. 

In such a case the District Board shall obtain annually independent 
proof of the pensioner’s continued existence in the manner contemplated 
in this rule. 
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88 . In cases in which the pension of an ollicer is dehituble to more 
Mian one district Fund, the entire amount of pension shall be paid by any of 
the District Boards under which the officer was employed, at the option of 
the payee, the District Board or Boards, remitting their proportionate share 
or sliares to the disbursing Board selected. 

89. On the issue of the authority in Form No. 21 for the payment of 
pension, it shall be entered in a register in Form No. 25. On appearance of a 
pensioner claiming pension, his personal marks shall be checked, and his 
signature to the receipt for pension compared with that given in the register 
and the payments noted on.the back of the order in Form No. 24, which shall 
he presented every time payment is claimed. 

90. A pensioner who is nnabh' to appear in consequence of bodily 
illftess or infirmity may receive his pension upon the production of a life- 
certificate signed by some well-known and trustworthy person approved by 
the Chairman. In sindi case the tiisbiirsing ofTicer, who is personally resjion- 
sible for any payment wrongly nnule shall taki' all possible precautions to 
prevent iinjiosition, ami, sIkiII In'fore tin' first payineiit r»f eaidi year, recpiire 
proof iH»t only of the e.xistence of the pensioner, but also of his inability to 
attend in person to receive payment. 

91. if a pt'iisioner or a person entitled to a gratuity di«'s. payment of any 
arrears actually due may be made to his heirs, provich'd that they appl.v 
within si.'c months after his deatli. Kvi'ii if the p<'nsi<ni or gratidty has mtt 
been sanctioned lu'fore tin'death of the ollicer. tin* pa.vnu'nl may be made 
under special sanction of the memi)ers of the District Board in met'ting. If 
an ollicer ilies before actuall.v retiritig. or bi'lng di.schiirged. his heirs have no 
claim to anyt hing.

Travelling Allowance. 

112 . Travellijig allowance may be grunted to Dittrlet Board employes 
for journeys undertaken in the interests of the Board. The travelling 
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allowance paid to such utBcers ahall not, without the express sanction of the 
Locai Government, exceed what would be admissible to similar oflictn’S in 
Government service under Part XI of the Civil Service Regulations. 

113. Travelling allowance otlier than permanent travelling allowance 
shall be drawn on a bill in Form No. 32 for the Chairman, the Vice-Chainnaii, 
members of tlie Di.strict and Local Boards and other gazetted officers and in 
Form No. 33 for other officers. Every travelling allowance bill shall be 
couniersigned by a controlling officer before payment. 

Instructions for preparing Traveliing Allowance Bills. 

114. in the preparation of travelling aliowujice bills, the following in¬ 
structions shall l>o observed ;— 

(a) Only one kind of allowance shall be entered on one line, each halt 
or journey or portion of journey having a line to itself. 

ib) Hours of journey shall.be mentioned only (1) when, for an alwence 
from head-quarters of not more tlian two consecutive days, daily 
allowance is claimed lor two days, (2) when mileage or actual 
expenditure in lieu thereof is claimed, (3) when both railway 
•)!■ steamer faia; and daily allowance are claimed in respect of a 
j(»urney by rail or steamer immediately preceded or followed by 
a journey by road or by a halt. 

(c) 'fhe number of miles travelled shall be entered in all cases of jour¬ 

neys by road or by boat. 

(d) 'I'lie daily allowance of an officer acting in an appointment shall 

be calculated on the maximum pay of the appointment. 

ipi A fraction «»f it mile in tlie total of each journey for each person 
shall not be charged for. 

(/) When the first item of travelling allowance to any officer is a halt, 
the date of tanumenceinetit f)f that halt shall be stated in the 
remarks column. 

Uj) Ihdailsof actual expenses charged shall be given at the font of 
the bill. 

\h) When pa.ssage money is drawn for private servants accompanying 
an oflicer on a journey by sea or river, a certificate showing the 
number of servants who actually accomi)anied him shall be 
furtnshed. 

(i) Full messing cli.irges according to the steamship Company’s tariff 
may Ik* drawn by an officer of any class who certifies that 
he ha.s paid such full charges for messing on that day and that 
he has actually dined on board. 

Status in regard to Travelling Allowance. 

11,a. •;/) District Engineers will, for the i»urpo.se of travelling allowance, 
be regarded as officers of the first class irrespective of their pay, 

(2) Ui)per and lower subordinates employed under a District Boaiil may 
1)6 allowed the s;ime rates of travelling allowance as U))j>er and lower suboi- 
dinates employed in the Public Works Department on corresponding rates 
of pay. 


Travelling Allowance of non-official members. 


lit). Members of District and Local Boards, who are not (lovertimettt 
ufficers, and who do not hold the post of Chairman •)!• Vice-Chairman of a 
District Board are entitled to draw from the District Fund travelling allow¬ 
ance at the Slime rates as are admissible under Chapter 111, Civil iService 
Regulations, in the case of Government offiem-s of the Second Class, bn- journeys 
toattend meetings of District or Local Boaids or meetings of committi'cs and 
joint committees of such Boards.

120. Chairimm of District Boards shall be regarded as controlling 
ollicers for the purpose of passing bills for travelling allowanct' drawn (d) by 
oflicers employed under tlie District Hoard; </>) by the Vice-Chairtnan and 
members of the District Hoard for jeturneys perform(*il by them in attemling 
meetings of the boar<ls; and tc) by Chairnn'ii and Vice-Chairmen of Local 
Hoards. 

121. Chairmen of Local Hoartls shall be regarde<l as the conil•olling 
oflicers f«)r the coiintersignatur.- of the travelling alb»wance bills of the 
Local Hoard employes ami of members of Local Hoards for aiu iHlIng 
meetings. 


Scrutiny of claims to Travelling Allowance. 

122. (I) The tijivelling alb»wance bills of Engineers and AssisUint 
Engineers shall b(‘ closely .scrutinised and countersigned by the Chairman 
himself, and those of tlu' subordinate estublisbmentsshall be .scrutinised by 
the District Engineer with reference to the diaries submitted by them and 
then countersigned by the Chairman. 

(2) ft is the duty «jf the controlling officer to scrutinise the necessity, 
frefpiency, and duration of journeys or halts for which travelling albtwance 
(whether permanent or other) is claimed. The controlling officer may 
disallow the whole or a portion of the travelling allowance claimable for any 
journey or hall, if he considers that the journey was unnecessjiry or 
that it was not completed with flue expedition, or that the halt was of 
excessive duration.

124. Travelling allowance drawn for a member of an office eatabliah- 
ment, but not i)aid to him within the month in which it is drawn, sliall be 
refunded by short drawal in the next bill jiresented for travelling allowance. 
If no such bill l>e submitted by the end of the month, the undisbursad 
amount shall Ik* refunded into the treasury in cash. 
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Pepm«n«nt Travelling Allowanoe. 

125. Permanent travelling, conveyance and horse allowance shall be 
drawn nlong with the pay of the officer and riot on travelling allowance 
bills. Whenever a conveyance or horse allowance is drawn, a certificate 
shall be famished that a conveyance or horse was actually maintained. 
In cases where a pony allowance, as such, has been sanctioned by the 
BouiM, the maintenance of a pony for the discharge of the outdoor duties of 
the otlicer shall be insisted on.

{b) ('laK. llf-H I>.i.|>eniiariea, for whirii aeiHirate accoonta arc not a]low«<l at the Treaaury, but the fiinda 
of wiiicli are kept under the direct control of the local authority. 

126. The accounts of Dispensaries included in Class Ill-A under rule’ 
2S of the Dispensttry Rules shall not he entered In those of the District 
Doaixi which is only concerned with them as an agency for the realization of 
endowments in the Board urea, and its paying a ivguliir subscription from 
the Dislriet Fund. Dispensaries of Class III-B being a Board asset and 
liability, their aeeounts shall be entertHi in those of tlie District Board. 

Class lll>A. Dispensaries, i.e., those whose aocounte are 

not inoorporated. 

127. (1> The iticuine from life endowments and investments shall be 
realized by the District Board and reinittcfl to tin* treasury for credit to the 
account of the diH|>euHury fund, an intimation being at. the .same time sent 
to tlie Managing Committee. 

(2) Tlie periodical contrilmlion lo be made out of the District Fund 
shall be i>aid on cheques to lie drawn in favour of the Chairman or St'cretary 
of the Dl.sj)cnsary Committee and crtnlited to tlie ledger account of the 
disiieusary kept at the treasury by transfer. 

Class lll-B. 

128. All Hubscriiitions and donations and other miscellaneous receipts 
collected by Managing Committees of District Board Dispensaries (class 
III-B) sball Ih‘ depo.sited intact in the postal savings bank in the name of the 
Chairman or Secretary of the Managing Committee, who is authorized to 
withdraw tlierefrom such amounts as may be required for expenditure with¬ 
in budget limits. The Ohairman of the Mauagiug Committee shall send 
monthly profonnd accounts in Form No. .31, showing separately the charges 
paid fmm the Board’s office and those paid in ca»h by Ute Chairman or St'cre- 
tary. Tlie latter amount must be brought to account in the District Board 
office through the adjustment i*egister. Form No 51, by debit to the head 
“24—Medical hospitals and dispensaries." and credit to the head “ XX— 
Medical contributions from other sources." 

Cure should be taken to make this adjustment for the month of March 
before the accounts of the year are closed. But for each institution vested 
in the Board a subsidiary balanced account shall be kept in Form No. 35, in 
which shall be crediteil («) all endowments, funds ami contributions received 
by the District Board on its behalf, and (6) all sums allotted iu the budget 
estimate for its eslublislimeut and maintenance wliich are chargeable to-the 
general revenues of the district fund and in widch all expenditure incurred 
shall be charged. The balance of this account which shall be struck at the 
close of eaeij month shall not be appropriated to any object other than tin? 
establishment and maintenance of the institution to whicii it belongs. 

129. The monthly pro fof'mA accounts submitted by the Managing Com¬ 
mittee sliall be checked in the District Board office with the balanced account. 
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Advanoos. 

Perman«nt Advano*. 

l.SO. Wlieuever the District Board decides that a permanent advance 
may be granted to tlie Obairman, Vice-Chairman, Secretary or other 
oflieer for payment of jietty ciiargcs, the procinhire indicated in rules 131 to 
134 shall be adopted. 

131. On first receiving or taking charge of the permanent advance, tin- 
Chairman ami all other imprest-hohlers shall sign and lile an acknowledg¬ 
ment in these terms:—'• 1 acknowledge to have in my possession a ptninanent 
advance of Rupees (Ii.s. ), which sum is due from me to 

the District Board an<l 1 am pei-sonally accountable for the amount.” 

1,32. A similar acknowledgment slndl also be given by the imprest- 
holder on the first working day of each year. 

133. The permanent advance, wlien first drawn, shall be charged in the 
cash-book to the liead " Advances,” ami shall be debited to tin? imprest- 
holder’s account in the advance ledger, Form No. 3(J. 

131. There will be no further operations upon the ledger ucconnt until 
the advance is finally repaid. It need not be repaid at the eiul ol each year 
If the amount originally U.xcd for the permanent advance is subsequently 
increase*! or decrea.sed by the District Board, the original advanc*'shall Im> 
repaid and a fivsh atlvanee dravvn.

13.5. All moneys advanced to officers or employes of the District Board 
or to contractors or other persons (whether on account of the iMirmauent ad¬ 
vance or otlierwi.se), shall, in the first instance, be <;hargod to the head “Ad¬ 
vances in the abstnict register of expenditure and entered in the Advance 
Ledger Form No. 36.

•lone upon receipt of detailed bills and proper vouchers for tlie exwndltuix* 
incurred out of the advance. These adjustments shall be carried through 
the Adjustment Register Form No. .51, in the manner prescribed in rules 1^5 
and 206. Before the order for adjustment is made, the bills and vouchers 
put forward in support of the ex^nditure shall be passed by the Ohainnan 
or Vice-Chairman in the same manner as other bills are passed.

Review of Advance and Deposit Ledgers. 

140. Ejicli separate account in the ledgers of advances and deposits 
shall be specially reviewed by the Chairman not less often than once a 
quarter. 'I'iu* officer who signs the accounts shall at the same time satisfy 
himself that steps are lieing taken to recover or adjust advances which have 
lieen outstanding f<»r more than three months. At the close of every quarter 
a list in Form No. 38 shall be prepare<l of outstanding advances, and a list of 
outstanding deposits in Form No. 39. The jxisting, in the advance ami 
deposit ledgers shall be proved with the accounts at the end of each quar¬ 
ter. 

111. When a dejiosit is outstanding for more than tliree years from the 
date when the work was finished and the depositor does not come to take the 
refund notwithstanding llie service of a notice on him. or when tlie where¬ 
abouts of the depositor are not known, the dejiosit will be adjusted as^a 
tni.scellancous receipt, repayable on a subsequent claim with the previ<»us 
sanction of the Commi.ssioner. 

Register of Security Deposits other than Cash. 

142. Security deposits in c;ish shall Ih» enteivd at once in the cash-book 
of the Board and the deposit ledger and paid into the Treasury like revenue. 
All other forms of .security, such as Government pai>t‘r. bonds for landed 
property and the like shall be recorded in a register in Form No. 4t). Wlien 
the seeurity is surrendered the depositor shall give a receipt in the column 
provided for the purpose. 

Qovsrnmont Security Register. 

143. All Government securities which shall Itecome, by purcliase or 
otherwise,, tlio sole property of a BoartI shall be accounted for In Form No. 40. 
They sliall not be written olf this form unless disposeii of absolutely by 
sale or otherwise, e.g.. Government securities merely made over to the 
Accountant-General for mtfe custody, under the rules eontuined in Chapter 11 
t)f tlie Civil Account Code, shall not be written off this account. 

Annual Voriflontion of Soouritios. 

J44. Tlie total amount of securities wliicli are in the .safe cusiody of 
the Aecountant-General shall be verifieil annnnlly by the Viee-Chairman 
with the list published by the Accountant-General in* the Calcatfa Gazette 
in January of every year and a certificate of verification given in the 
remarks column of the register agiiinst each entry therein. 

145. Securities which are In the custody of* the Chairman liimself sliall 
Im verified by the l»cnl Auditor at the time of audit. 

Loans. 

146. (0 The transactions in reganl to any loan contracted by a Districi 
Board shall be i-ecorded iu Form No. 41. 

{2) When n loan is raised iuthe open market under the condition that a 
sinking fond is to be formetl for its repayment, the payments to the sinking 
fund, as they fall due, shall be made to the Commissioner of the Division 
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and th« Collector of the district, who shall hold the funds in trust for the 
redemption*of the principal of thelban. Onreceipt of the money the trustees 
shall lodge it in the treasury for credit to a personal.ledger account, to be 
opened in their names, and as soon as a sufficient balance is available, tliey 
shall invest the same in Government securities for retention in the custody 
of the Comptroller-General umier the rules in Chapter 11 of the Civil 
Account Code. When any loans or debentures fall due, the trustees shall 
realize the whole or a sufficient portion of the securities held in their names, 
and apply the sale-proceeds thereof, so far as they will extend, to satisfy 
such loans or debentures. The interest accruing on the investments shall be 
added to the balance of the trust account until the sinking fund is complete. 

(3) The transactions of the trust account sliall be recorded in a cash¬ 
book in Form No. 1 of the Account rules for the Guidance of Administra¬ 
tors of Trust Funds,” issued with Bengal Government, Financial Department 
order No. 11<S0-86T—F., dated the 12th September 1912, which shall be kept 
by the trustee.s. As soon as possible after the Slat March in each year, the 
trustees shall forward to the Chairman of tlie District Board an abstract of 
the account in Form No. Ill of tiu* trust fund rules and obtain from him a 
written acknowledgment of the correctness of the account. The trustees 
shall bring to the notice of Government any default in payment to the 
sinking fund, wliich is not immediately remedied. 

Appropriation Register of loans and special grants and

Qoveenment SeOMeltles, Endowments end other Funds. 

117. In order to ciieck the ap]>roprialiou of ftinds ralstHi by loan or 
special grants by (iovernment or ctuitribntions intended for special pnrpos»*s 
by individuals or local bodies an apjiropriation register shall b(‘ ke]>i in 
Form No. 42. The e.KjuMiditure shall be posted monthly from tlie register 
of works. Without the sanction of Government previcmsiy obtaimMi, no 
portion of such fumis shall la* appro]>riated even tem|)orarily to any object 
other than tliat for which It was intended. Separate pages »)r sets of p;(;ies 
shall be .set a|>art bn* each endowment or fund.

Allotment of Funds by the District Board. 

I.*) I The District Board shall, from time tn time, uuiko allotments of 
funds to eacii Local Board sabordinate to it for ex|Hnnlltuiv on tin* matters 
under their control and administration. 

l.'il. In making any such allotment the District Board siiull Wfiid an 
intimation to the 8adar Treasury Officer, who will advise the officer in charge 
«»f the treasury or sub-treasury at or near tlie head-quarters of tlie Local 
Board concerned, of the aiuouiit allotted to such Local Board. 
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162. On receipt of such intimation, tl»e officer in charge of the treasury 
or sub-treasury snail place the amount of the allotment to the credit of the 
Local Board, and shall enter it on the receipt side of the jmss-book of the 
Local Board. The Local Board shall obtain funds by drawing cheques 
against the amount of the allotments thus placed at its credit from time to 
time. These cheques shall be signed by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman of 
the Local Board if their amounts be below Rs. 100; otherwise they shall be 
signed by both Chairman and Vice-Chairman, or, if either be absent, by tlie 
Chairman or Vice-Chairman present and a member duly authorized by the 
Local Board.

Ramittanoes into Traasury on account of District Fund. 

1.53. Moneys paid into a sub-treasury on account of th(^ District Fund 
sliall not l)c credited in the pass-book of the Local Board ; but shall, wlien 
incorporated in the Sadar treasury account, he credite<I in the pass-book of 
the Distiict Board. The Local Board shall send an account of such pay¬ 
ments to the District Board not less often than once a month. 

Cash-book. 

1.54. The Local Boanl shall keej) a cash-book in Form No. 43. On the 
n^ceipt side' shall be posted the allotments made by the District Board from 
time to time; and on the e.xpeuditure side? shall be posted details of the 
(dieques drawn by tin? Local Board against the amount of those allotments. 

1.5.5. The cash-book shall be closed and signed by the Chairman each 
month on the day fi.xed liy the District Board, so "that an authenticated 
copy thereof supported by vouchers in original may be sent .so us to reach 
tlie District Boaid’s office positively on the la.st day of the month. The 
transactions of the month subsequent to the closing of the cash-book shall l>e 
incorporated in the next month’s account. The cash-book for March shall, 
however, be closed oi^theSlst, tlie authenticated copy witli vouchers being 
submitted within seven days to the Chairman of the District Board.

Custody of District Fund Money. 

166. The District Fund shall be lodged with the Collector of the ilisirict, 
who shall keep semrate accouut thereof. Donations which priviitc persons 
give to the District Board for objects of legitimate exlumditare on condition 
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that they are to be placed in fixed deposit in a bank or invested in secnrities, 
may be so placed in deposit or invested by the District Board. 

Payment Into the Treaeury. 

157. (i) All sums due by any person to the District Board, and all 
moneys collected by authorized servants of the Board, as well as rents due 
by pound find ferry-tirmers, shall be sent direct to the treasury to l)e credited 
to the District Fund and shall not be sent through the office of the District 
Boanl. Moneys collected by servants of the Board shall be remitted in full 
to the treasxiry, and no portion tliereof may be appropriated towards expendi¬ 
ture except in certain cases of scii^ol fees and fines referred to in rule 211. 

(2) Tf in any case money .is tendered at the office of the Board, the person 
tendering it shall be directed to take it to the treasury, whore it will be 
received and credited to the District Fund. 

^ Not*.—(S«« rule 4.) 

158. (/) All money paid into the treasury otherwise than by money- 
order to the credit of the District Fund, whether by servants of the District 
Board or others, shall be accompanied by a ciiaian in Form No. 8. 

(2) This chalan shall he in triplicate, having the wonls “Original,” 
“ Duplicate” and “Triplicate” printed or written in red on the first, second 
and third parts, respectively. The first part shall bo retained by the treasury 
office, the second part shall la? returned on the same day to the office of the 
District Board, and the ihijwl part shall lie delivereil to the [xerson imyliig 
in the money: 

Provided th.nt payments into the treasury of tlie rents of pounds and 
ferries which are administered by fxxcal Boards shall be accompanied by 
chalans in quadruplicate, and the fourth part shall i»e sent by the treasury 
to the office of the Local Board. 

Road and Public Works Cess^ 

159. On the last working day of eacli month tlie Collxvtor sliull transfer 
to the credit of the District Fund, and sliall enter in the pass-book, the 
amounts of the following itJins calculated in accordance with the provisions 
in the Bengal Treasury Manual, Chapter XVI. paragraph 3(K)— 

(rt) Road cess on latids. 

(6) Public w’orks cess. 

(c) Cess on mines and railways. 

(d) Interest on arrear collections of road and public works cess. 

(e) Miscellaneou.s. 

(/) Recoveries on account of cost of collection of arrear ce.ss. 

Grants from Provfnolal Revenues. 

160. When a grant is made to the District Fund from Provincial 
revenues, the AccountantrGeneral shall instruct the Treasury Oflicer to 
credit the amount of the grant to the Distr ci Fund, and send the Chairman 
a cojiy of his letter. Recurring gr.ints arc payable to the District Fund at 
the beginning of eacli yxiar. Tlie credit shall be made by book transfer; no 
bill or cheque shall lie drawn, and no money shall *l>e paid out of the 
Treasury. 


Pass-book. 

161. All moneys remitted to the treasury to the credit of the District 
Board, and all payments made by the treasury on cheques or otherwise on 
account of the District Board, shall l)e entered in a pass-imok (Form No. 44); 
the pass-book shall remain in the custody of the Chairman or Vice-OUairman 
and it sliall bo sent to the treasury on the lonth and also on the lust working 
day of every month and on any other day on which the District Board may 
r^uire the posting to be done. On receipt of the jHiHs-book by the treasury 
officials, the receipts and payments up to date, and credits referred to in rules 
159 and 160 shall f>e entered therein, and when the l>ook is received on the 
last working day of the month, the account shall be baioiiced and signed by 
the Treasury Officer, the amount being entered in wortls as well as figures. 
The book shall be returned to the office of the District Board as soon as 
the entries prescribed in this rule have been made in it, ».e., on the day of 
receipt or the next open day at latest. 
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162. The pi88>b<K)k will be supplied by the treasury. It is not a 
Pistricl Fund accoaiitrl:K)ok, but is simply a copy of the account kept in the 
treasury of the money paid into the credit of, and disbursed on account of, 
the District Board, and must therefore aiways be written up only by the 
Oovermnenl Treasury Department by whom the original account is kept. 

16B. No entries or marks shall, under any circumstances, Ije made in the 
pass-book by any one connected with the District Board’s office. 

164. The Cffiiirman shall examine this pass-book from time to time, and 
shall immediately call the attention of the Treasury Officer to any discre¬ 
pancy. that may appear between the credits and debits shown in the pass¬ 
book and those shown in the accounts of the District Board's office. 

Balance Certlflcate. 

165. Tin? Treasnry Officer shall supply the Chairman, immediately after 
the close of each month, with a balance certificate in Form No. 45. 

166. This certificate shall be sent by the District Board to the Account- 
ant-Oenerul, Bengal, attaiehed to the audit certificate (Form No. 59). 

Ovcpdrawal of Balance. 

167. N(» Local Fund is allowed to overdraw the balance at its credit 
without the 8i>ecial .sanction of the Local Government. A deticit, may, 
however, if nucc.ssury, he allowed to the extent to which the road and public 
works cesses can he a.scertainod to have been actually credited in the 
treasury subsequent to the close of the previous month’s account minus the 
cost of collection up to date. 

166. If the Local Government sanction an overdraft when, owing to 
widesprejul disfress, the instalments of any local cess creditable to District 
Boards are sus{)cnded or remitted and the income of the District Boards 
•indergoes a sudden diminution, these overdrafts should be recouped when 
the 8US))ended cess is realized. Whenever Government authorize advances of 
money to a District Fund, the Boartl will l)e allowed to overdraw its account 
at the treasury to the extent of the authorizeri advance and H|>ecial instruc- 
tifuis on the subject will Ihj issued by the Accountant-General on each 
occasion. No entry will Ihj made in the pass-book on luccipt of these 
instructions, which will merely be noted for guidance by the Treasury Officer 
and will indicate the limit Imyond which drafts shall not he permitted. 

Transactions with the Post-office. 

169. When money is remitted to a District Boaixl by means of post-ollicc 
money-oniei's or when the amounts of money-orders issued on the reriuisition 
of H District <tr Local Bosird arc returned unpaid they will, in acconlance 
with the post-office rules on the subject, be sent by the post-office of jjaymeni 
direct to the Treasury Officer for adjustment of the amount by book transfer 
to the cretiit of the District Fund. An advice-list with coupons and 
acknowledgments attached will be .sent on the same day by the Treasury 
Officer to the District or Local Board’s office, as the case may be, in token of 
the adjustment having Ikhju made. The Chairman shall despatch the 
acknowledgments to the remitters of the money-order. The Chairman of the 
i^etd Board shall also forward the original coupons with a copy of the 
advice-list to the oflice of the District Board, retaining the original advice-list 
in his (jwii oflice and shall furnish full details of all items of unpaid money- 
orders which will Ih‘ entered in red ink, 

Moii«y-ord«PS. 

17(1. When writing <»ul money-orders in iMiymont of a bill the number 
of the cheque and the serial number of the item in the bill shall be written 
on the acknowledgment portion. When received btick the acknowledgment 
shall Ije carefully filed in serial order with the vouchor. Wanting 
acknowledgments shall be called for after a month from the Postal Depart¬ 
ment. 


Ragistttr of undttlivarmi Mongy-oiKittrs. 

171. (1) A register in Form No. 46 shall be opened for money-orders 
which the Postal Department refunds to the District Board owing to the 
payee not being found.

(2) The register will serve the double piiriwse of providing a means of 
watching that these refimda are brought to credit, and in ctiee of the payee 
afterwards making application for the luou^y, of ascertaining whether the 
sum is due from the District Board or from the Postal authorities. 


Payment of Claims. 

172. A Boant shall pay promptly every claim against its fund that is 
clearly due. Every contractor .shall, so far as possible, Im> paid on monthly 
bills, and every lal)Onrer employed <lirect by the Board or an official of the 
Board shall iW paid daily or weekly as he may desire. But no money shall 

^be drawn before it is actually recinired for payment; and no undue delay 
‘shall (wcur in the dis])osal of money drawn. 

173. (/) Every bill or other claim for payment from tiic District Fund 

shall be presented in tlie first instance to the accountiuit, who shall check 
and examine it, and, if it b(> found correct and in oiiler shall sul)mit it for 
orders to tlie Chairman. If payment of tlie bill so presented is to Ik- made, 
an order for tlie paynumt shall be endorswl iifion it. The order for payment 
shall run as follows:—“Pay Rupees only (Rs. ), “ tlie 

amount iHung written in words as well as in figurt's, and shall be signed by 
the Chairman. 

(2) The Accountant shall also note on it the classilicalion of the eliarges 
according to tlie heads laid down in Form I, or in such grtmti r detail us may 
be neees.sary for entry in the casli-book after payment. 

174. All iiayments exceeding Rs. 20 shall be made by clieque; claims for 
smaller sums shall be paid in cash from the permanent advauci'.

175. In pa.ssing for payment liills in respect of public works charges 
which luivc bi'en altvady passed by the District Engineer, the District Board’s 
office shall compare the rates allowed by the District Engineer witli those 
sanctioned in the agreement, and, in cases in wliicli tliere is no agreement, 
shall compaiv tlie bills with the sanctioned estimate. 

176. A register of work bills shall be kept in Form No. 17 and all bills 
passed for payment shall be entered therein. From this regisno- tin* Board’s 
office must check the allotment and balance available for each work and the 
District Engineers accountant must also refer to it in onler to verify his 
register of works. 

177 (/). If the bill is to be paid out of the imprest, tlie chairman shall 
sign the pay order on the bill and make it over to the accountant for pay¬ 
ment. The accountant shall, after jiaynumt, stamp the voucher with the 
words “ jiaid in cash in conspicuous type. This shall Imi attached as a siili- 
voucher to the next contingent bill ( Form No. 28), If the bill Is to 1 h' paid 
l>y che(iue, it shall be made over to the accountant. The cheque shall be 
written out by the accountant and the bill stamped “ Paid by cheque No. 
dated ” in conspicuous type. Both the bill and the cheque shall then 
Is! jilaced liefore the Chairman wlio shall sign the cheque and initial (with 
date) the “ paid ■’endorsement on tlie bill in token of liaviug signeil the 
cheque, for the liill.

17S. Every payment from the District Fund siiall be supported by a 
voucher in a proper form duly signed and receipted by tiie payee himsidf or 
his authori.swl agent and stampe(l, if necessary. A receipt signed by anotlier 
person for the creditor will be invalid. 

179 (I). Payments to illiterate persons shall Im‘ attested l>y a competent 
witness in addition to the paying officer. 

(2) When the payee signs in vernacular the amount acknowledged shall 
lie noted by him in the same vernacular.

Clause 4 (5).—The portion from “and includes “ to the end of this sub¬ 
clause has been struck out as we do not consider it advisable that the 
functions of the Commissioner of Police under the Act should be delegated. 

Clause 4 (4 ).— This sub-clause has been struck out as being unneces¬ 
sary as there are now only a few references to the Corporation. 

Clauses 5 and We have omitted clause 8 and have 'revised clause 5 
so as to enable the. Commissioner of Police to fix the time when hackney- 
carriages should be registered, as it is not possible to register all hackney- 
carriages at the same time. Amendments in this respect have also been 
made m clauses 10 {2), 26 {2\ 34 (2) and {3) and 62 {2). 

Clause 3, —We consider that the control of hackney-carriages should be 
transferred from the Corporation to the Commissioner of Police in Calcutta, 
and alterations have been made in this clause and in clauses 4(5), 7, 17(5), 
30(5), 60, 79 and 8l with a view to give eflFect to this transfer. 
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Claiuge 7.-rWe consider that the < functions of the Registering Officer 
should not be delegated to any police-officer below the rank of sergeant, and 
we also consider that the functions “of the Registering Officer conferred by 
clauses 9,10, 18, 26, 26, 31, 33 and 61 should be retained by the Registering 
Officer. 

Qlaifjm 9{2). —It seems .to us desirable to inclnde in this sub-clause a 
provision to the effect that the Registering Officer shall satisfy himself that 
the municipal tax in respect of the carriage has been duly paid for the half- 
year before he registers the carriage. 

Clause 10{1). —It seems to us to be necessary to make it clear in this 
snb>clanBe that the license shall only be delivered upon payment of the 
registration fee leviable under a by-law made under clause 71 of the Bill. 
A similar alteration has been made in clause 26(f). 

Clause 12. —We have re-drafted sub-clause (f) to include in it a, pro¬ 
vision for service of a notice in writing uppn owners of hackney-carriages to 
produce' them for inspection at such time as the Registering Officer may 
appoint. 

Similar alterations have been made in clause 28. 

Clause 13.— do not consider it equitable that the driver’s license 
should be cancelled if the carriage is unfit for public use. We have there¬ 
fore struck out the reference to the driver in this clause. We have made 
similar alterations in clauses 23, 31 and 42. 

Clause 14. —W'e have added two sub-clauses to this clause in order to 
make it necessary for the registered owner of a hackney-carriage to give 
notice of the transfer of his carriage, or of the discontinuance of the use of 
the carriage as a hackney-carriage. 

Clause 17, sub-clause (2). —We consider it desirable to insert a second 
proviso to^ enable the carriage to be released on the owner furnishing security 
for its proiiuction. 

Sub-clause (3).—We consider that a carriage seized under clause 17(2) 
may, if necessary, be detained at the Registration office. 

Sub-clause (4).—We have extended the period of 10 days to 16 days. 
We have also inserted a provision for previous advertisement of 
the auction. 

Sub-clause (3).—We have extended the period from 20 days to one 
month. 

Similar alterations have been made in clause 30. 

Clause 21. —We have inserted the word “ wilfully" before the word 
neglects ” in order to make intention the essence of the offence. Glauses 40 
and 41 have been similarly altered. 

Clause 22 (2).—We have extended the period of non-delivery from three 
days to seven days. A similar alteration has also been made in clause 41(2). 

Clause 23 .—We have omitted the reference to the driver’s license as a 
consequential amendment following the alteration made in clause 13. We con¬ 
sider that it should be compulsory for the Registering Officer to take possession 
of the plate in the circumstanoes and we haVe therefore substituted “ shall ” 
for “ may ”. Similar alterations have been made in<5lause 42. 

C'ftmse 25.—-We have-inserted the words “or intended to be used ’in 
this clause to enable an owner to have the horses registered, even though 
there is no carriage to be registered along with them. 

Clause 26.—For the reasons noted against clause 10 we have revised sub¬ 
clause {!) of this efeuse. 

Claum 26.—For the reasons noted against clause 12 we have revised sub¬ 
clause (2) of this clause. We have also added a proviso to sub-clause (^) 
giving the owner an opportunity befpre prosecution to explain the non-pro¬ 
duction of his horse. ‘ .

Clause SO. —We have revised this clause (Hi tbe ^me lines fts olRute 17. 

Clause Si. —^For the reasons given against clause. 13 we have omitted tli'e 
reference'"to the drivser’s license. 

Clause 54A.--Thi8 new clause provides for notice to be given ol a change 
of a driver’s residence. It is considered desirable that the Registering Officer 
should know where the, drivers actually reside. 

Clauses 40 and 41. —The alterations made in these clauses are made 
for the same reas()ns as those given against clauses 21 and 22. 

■*' Clause 42. —We have revised this clause on the same lines as clause 23. 

Clause 45.-^We have added a provision requiring the Magistrate tc inform 
the Registering Officer of eveiy endorsement wMch he makes on the driver’s 
license under this clause. 

Clause 47 (2) (c).—We have struck out this alternative provision as being 
unnecessary. The reference to this provision in the proviso to clause 47 
has also been omitted as a consequential amendment. 

Clause 49 (2). —We have substituted five miles for four miles as the rate 
of speed for a hackney-carriage hired by time. 

Clause 51. —We have inserted sub-clause (g) in order to prevent 
carriages being left unattended in streets or public mt^ces. Sub-clause (r) is 
designed to put a stop to the growing evil of the use of hackney-carriages 
for immoral purposes. 

Clau^ 53. —The words “ or attendant ” have been inserted after the 
word “ driver ” wherever it occurs in this clause, so as,to extend the scope of 
the clause to an attendant. 

Clause 57 (1). —We have recast this sub-clause making it optional for the 
hirer to drive to the nearest Magistrate or to the Registering Officer. 

Clause 59 {2). —The words “ Local Government " have been substituted 
for the word “ Corporation ”, as we recommend that the by-laws under clause 
71 should be made by the Local Government. 

Clatise 60 (/).—We consider that in view of the transfer of hackney- 
carriages to the Commissioner of Police, the Commissioner of Police should be 
consulted before the Corporation builds public stands under this clause. 

Clause 63 {I) {h).—rVie consider it desirable to include in the particulars 
of the register of licenses the place where the palanquin is to be kept. 

Clause 67 (3).—We have altered the license fee of palanquin bearers from 
eight annas to four annas. We consider eight annas too much in the case of 
palanquin bearers. 

Clause 77.—-Now that the control of hackney-carriages is to be transferred 
to the police it is advisable that by-laws under the Act should be made by 
the Local Government. 

Su6-elause {jj ).—We consider that this new provision is necessary iii 
order to protect hackney-carriage horses from pruel or inhumane treatment. 

Suh-dame (1). —We have revised this sub-clause in order that the 
placi^ of advertisements on hackney-carriages, etc., may be permitted under 
certain conditions. 

Clause 75 (7).—We have reduced the period within which prosecutions 
may be instituted from three months to one m<Hith, as is the case in Madras, 
as we consider that offences under this Act shouM be prosecuted with as 
^little delay as possible. . 

Clause 7fi.—We have extended the scope of this clause to include all 
property, instead of merely that (ff the Corporation, as it seems right that all 
property should be treated alike in this respect. 

Clause 77 (7).—We have substituted the words “ officer in«oharge ” for 
the words “ Inspector or other officer on duty.’l 
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. Cle^ 77 (8).~T^ sulHilatlse has been added as it is more convenient 
{or p^le tomake inqbiriee fi^ the Begiisteriog Officer concerning any article 
left in a public conveyance. 

. Olattse 79 A—-This new clause is based on . section 127 of the Public 
Health Act, 1$75 (38 & 39. Viet., c. 55) and section 11 of the Infectious 
piseas'^ (Prevention) Act, 1890 (58 & 54 Viet,, c. 34) and provides for the 
disinfeirftion of a hackney-carriage or palanquin engaged to convey a patient 
suffering from any dangerous infectious disorder or a corpse. We consider 
that a clause like this is very necessary in this Bill. 

Clauae 79 B .—We consider it necessary to provide in the Bill that the 
driver of a hackney-carriage or the bearer of a palanquin should not be 
arrested nor the carriage or palanquin seized when it is actually used for the 
conveyance of a passsenger until some arrangement is made for the passenger 
to proceed to his destination, and wA have suggested t^o methods by which 
this may be effected. 

Clawe SO {1). —^This sub-clause has been revised on the lines of section 
22 of Burma Act IV of 1917. 

Clauae 81. —We consider that the “ Commissioner of Police ” should be 
included in this indemnity clause. 

Clauae 82 .—Some necessary alterations have been made in this clause. 
A reference to clause 80 has been included in sub-clause {2) in order to 
provide for the disposal of fees and fines in areas outside Calcutta. 

Clauae 82A .—This new clause supplies a defect in the existing Act. 
It provides that a hackney-carriage registered in any town or area mtside 
Calcutta can ply for hire within a radius of six miles from the place where 
it is registered. This will enable such carriages to ply in adjacent places 
without being registered in those places. 

We recommend that the Bill, as thus amended, be passed.

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NOTE OF DISSENT BY THE fiONm® ftAI RA|^H4t

It is nearly 54 years ago since the first legislatiqB en the sn^ect was 
dndertakeh. The obiects ol that measure were “ to r^'tcam the extortmu «£ 
native liverystablfi keepers, to pjmvide a re^latedi scale d iar^ and nthey 
wise to place the relations of the carriage^lurihe community and the owners 
and drivers of gharries on a satisfactory footing .\• It became law as Bengal 
Act I of 1864. An amending Act was introduced for the more efi|.oient 
control over drivers, and it became law as Bengal Act V of 18(NS. 1%i8''*Aet 
continued till 1878. From 1864 to 1878 the Registering Officer was Under 
the'^'ccntrol of the Commissioner of Police. In 1878 an amending measure 
was introduced by the Hon’ble Mr. Reynolds which became Bengal A(^ IV 
of 1878, and it autborined the Local Government to place the R^^tering 
Officer under the control and supervision of the Corporation, and since 1878 
. the Registering Officer and the administration of the Haekneycarriage Act 
have been placed under the Corporation of Calcutta. The history of the 
administration of the hackney-carriage department under the Corporation is a 
steadyiand continuous development, progress and improvement of hackney- 
carriages in Calcutta. The Corporaticm had its standing hackney-carriage 
committee which worked with unremitting zeal and energy for the improve¬ 
ment of the hackney-carriage service and this has been acknowledged by 
Government. When the department has been for over 40 years under the Cor¬ 
poration which has done so much to improve the service, I hope the Legislature 
will be very chary to take away the administration of this department from 
a popular b^y and place it in the hands of a single person, however exalted 
his position and authority may be. The Corporation proposed in 1910 an 
amendment of the Hackney-carriage Act of 1891, in order to further improve 
the service. An amending’ Bill was introduced in 1916, but as the Select 
Committee materially changed it, the Bill was withdrawn, re-drafted and re¬ 
introduced this year. If the original Bill had been sent up to the Council the 
question of transfer of the Hackney-carriage Department to the Police would not 
have arisen. The Bill of 1918 was sent to the Corporation when the Chairman 
advocated the transfer of the hackney-carriage to the Police, for he started the 
idea ‘‘ that the hackney-carri^e should be under the Police and the fire- 
brigade under the Corporation as was the ordinary system in other countries ”. 
He asked as a quid quo that the control of the fire-brigade should be 
transferred from the Pdice to the Corporation There was divergence of 
opinion amongst the members of the Corporation. Mr. Phelps stated that the 
hackney-carriage service had attained a certain amount of efficiency after 
mpy years and the Police had a lot of pnportant things to do and he, therefore, 
failed to see what advantage would accrue from the transfer. The Hon’ble 
Raja Hrishikqsh Laha, representing an important section of the community, 
thought that the public would not uke the transfer because they would not 
be able to approach the Police so easily as the Corporation. He emphasized 
that the public would surely oppose the jwoposal. The Chairman, Mr. Pa^ne, 
admitted that there had been substantial improvement in the hackney-carrmge 
service, but he thought it would be a quid wo qw to mt the fire-nrigade in 
exchange. In my opinion, it is the idea of getting in nand the fire-brigade 
department that dominated the, proposal. The Corporation, on the advice of 
Mr. Payne, by a very bare majority (it would not be far wrong to assume 
by the Chairman’s casting vote) resdtved “ that the.control of the hackney- 
carriages should be transferred to the Police and that the control of the fire- 
brigade should at the same time be transferr^ to the Corporation Blit|, as 
stated by the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill, the fire-brigade will not 
be made over in exchange to the Corporation, and. therefore, it mujst be 
assnm^ that the Corporation is not prepared to part with the 'haickney- 
carria^ department. It has been urged by two European, Associations that 
the hackney-carriages should be transferred to the Police ast in itheir 
Apinion, aB vdb^les should bounder timir contrd. May lash what about 
iS^be carts? The cart registration is in the hands of the ^Ooi^oration and 
I believe it will be admitted that rite bullock oatt oftners a^ drivers are

.carriages. T^e preeent Commiesttaier <rf BoUce asked for the transfer of the 
haokney-cariiage department. His predecessors, ddring the last 40 years, did 
net ask for it, and the ground, so far as I understind, urged by Mr. Clarke 
is the difficulty in serving summonses on hackney-carriage drivers. 1 ao n,ot 
understand why, now that under the present Bill thfe addresses and changes of 
address^pf drivers must be notified to the l^gistering Officer, what parti¬ 
cular difficulty will arise in serving the summons. If there is any difficulty 
surely the same must appear in the case of bullock carts. I do not know 
whether the next stage will be to take away cart registration from the 
Corporation. 

. Much is said abont the efficient supervision of the Police. 1 do not cast 
any reflation upon them, but as it may imply relative inefficiency of the 
Corporation in the noatter of the adnoinistration of the haekney-carriage 
department, I should like to ^uote £ere what a European Commissioner, 
representing the Trades Association, observed :— 

“ Mr. Shelton said that the control exercised over the taxi-cabs in Calcntt'a 
was not as it should be. There was no classification of the taxi-cabs, no 
uniformity in the dress of the drivers, and no inspection of fittings or 
machinery. He, therefore, suggested that the taxi-cabs should be brought 
under the control of the Corporation.” Farther, “ Mr. Shelton said that, when 
this question of controlling the taxi-cabs in Calcutta was discussed previously 
it was thought that under the Police they would be more efficiently managed; 
but it proved otherwise. As they had a well-organized department in the 
Corporation, namely, the hackney-carriage department, be thought they 
could very efficiently deal with the taxi-cabs. These vehicles were generally 
in a dirty condition and, therefore, stricter supervision was necessary.” 

1 can confidently state that the public opinion, particularly the Indian 
section of the community, are opposed to the transfer. Both the British Indian 
Association (I assume from Kaja Hrishikesh Laha’s observations) and 'the 
Indian Association are strongly opposed to it. 

I do not wish to add any observation of mine. As regards the trans¬ 
ference of the department to the Police it will not centralize the control in one 
place, for there is the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals who 
will deal with the gharry wallahs quite independently of the Police.. Next, 
the Corporation will shortly have a Civil Veterinary Department and all 
horses and other animals in the city must pass through its hands. The 
complete control of all animals in Calcutta, inclusive of the S. P. C. A. agepcy, 
and the administration of the Glanders and Farcy Act will be transferred 
to the Corporation. As soon as the war is over and funds are available, the 
Corporation will organize this department. ^ 

Another point is that an appeal against the order of the Registering 
Officer lies with the Commissioner of Police. Here again I oppose the one- 
man rule. A Board should be constituted consisting of the representatives of 
the municipalities included in the area and the Commissioner of Police may 
be associated with them, and they should form the appellate authority whose 
decision should be final, or, in the alternative, a Court of Law. 

There may be some other pmnts on which I may have to speak in the 
Conncil, but it is not necessary to note tj^em all here. 

I would recommend that the opinion of public bodies on the new proposal 
which was not in the Bill as introduced in Council be^ invited.

NOTE OF* DISSENT BY THE HON^E fiAl MAHENDBA OH^ANDBA 

MITRA BAHADtTE \ 

1 AaltEE to the modifications made by the S^ct Odmmittee in lihe Hackney- 
carriage Bill, subject to the fdlowing note of dissent 

Looking to the history of legislation, it appears that Bengal Act Y of 
1866 which was introduced by Mr. F. E. Cockrell in the Bengal Legislative 
Council was amended in 18.78 by Mr. Eejmplds. The Act of 1866 placed the 
Registering Officer and the administration of the law relating to hackney- 
carriages entirely under the control of the Commissioner of Pouce, Calcutta. 
Tfih object of Mr. Reynolds’ amending Act (Benf^al Act IV of 1878) was to 
authorize the Local Government to place the Registering Officer under the 
contrd and supervision of the Corporation. Since then the Registering Officer 
and the administration of the Hackney-carriage Act have been trtmsferred 
from the Commissioner of Police to the Corporation of Calcutta. Since 1878 
the hackney-carriage service has been administered satisfactorily by a body 
of gentlemen elect^ by the rate-payere of Calcutta and appointed by Govern¬ 
ment. 

As there are no adequate reasons for this transfer, I do not agree with the 
majority the members of the Select Committee who consider that the 
cimtroi of the hackney-carrit^es should be transferred from the Corporation to 
the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, and in my cpinion alterations should not, 
therefore, be made in clauses 6, 4(^), 7, 17(2), i0(2), 60, 79 and 81.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND HEASONS. 

The adulteration of food, particularly of articles of common consump¬ 
tion, such a.s milk, ghee, mustard-oil, etc., is extiumely prevalent, and the 
existing law has entirely failed to check the evil. The present Bill has been 
framed for the purpose of remedying the defects in the law, which make this 
practice possible, and of ensuring the purity of the staple articles of food 
which are most liable to adulteration. 

The Bill, which excludes Calcutta from its operation, provides for the 
fixing of a statutory standard of purity for various important articles of 
food. In the interests of the consumer the Bill is based on the general 
principle that a person who sells food must take the responsibility that tiie 
food is not adulterated j but protection is afforded to a vendor who sells 
an article which he purchased with a written warranty to the effect that 
it was the same in nature, substance and quality as that demanded by 
the purchaser. It prohibits the storing of adulterants in any factory where 
ghee, mustaid-oil, etc., are manufactured, and powers are taken for the 
appointment of public analysts, for the compulsory sale to authorised 
persons of food for the purpose of analysis, and for the inspection and 
seizure of food which is believed to be adulterated. A private purchaser is 
also given power, under certain .safeguards, to cause his purchases of food to 
be analysed. A certificate granted by a public analyst will be taken as 
suflQcient evidence of the results of the analysis in a Court of Law. 

The subjoined notes explain the moj-e important clauses. 


NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

1. Clause /.-^Calcutta is excluded from the scope of the Bill as the 
Calcutta Municipal Bill contains special provisions dealing with the satne 
subject. With this reservation tl)e power of extension has been made as 
general as possible to meet the varying circumstances of the mnfassul. 

2. Clause 2. —The definition of the word “adulterated” is similar to 
that contained in Bengal Act I of 1917. 

3. Clause 4. —Power is taken to the Local Government to declare tlie 
normal coustituents of any article of food and to make rules to determine 
what variations from the normal will raise the i)resumption that the 
quality of the food has been reduced, lowered or injuriously affected. 

4. Clause 5.—This clause, the ba.sis of which is the offence of clieating, 
follows similar provisions itj the United Provinces Prevention of Adultera¬ 
tion Act, 1912 (U. P. Act VI of 1912). 

h. Clause 6. —It is proposed to enact more stringent provisions baaed 
on fixt'd standards in respect of certain important articles of food by means 
of this clause, which is mainly based on sections 41,5 and 417A of the City of 
Bombay Municipal Act, 1888 (Bom. Act III of 1888). The provisions have 
l)een inmle lyore stringent in the interests of the consumer on the principle 
that a person who sells food must himself take the responsibility that the 
food is not adulterated; but protection is given to a person who sells under 
n warranty. 

The provision in this clause relating to butter is based on section 3 of 
the Margarine Act, 1887 (50 k ,51 Viet., c. 29) and sections 1 (6) and 4 of the 
Butter and Margarine Act, 1907 (7 Edw. 7, c. 21). 

6. Clause 7. —This clause, which is bused on section 20(7) of the Sale of 
Food and Drugs Act, 1899 (62 & 63 Viet., c. 51), is intended to prevent 
collusion between the vendor and the warrantor, by prescribing a time limit 
for the production of the warranty. 

7. Clause 8 .—This qlause is based on section 49.5B of the Calcutta Muni¬ 
cipal Act, 1899 (Ben. Act Ill of 1899). The operation of this clause has, 
however, been limited to factories. 
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• 8. Clame 9. —This clanse has been inserted to ensure the labelling of 
tins of skimmed condensed milk in such a way as to warn the public that it 
iS' unsuitable for infants. The clause is based on Hongkong Ordinance 
No. 20 of 1911. ^ . 

9. Clause 10. —This clause is based on section 7 of the United Jt^rovinces 
Pievention of Adulteratiou Act, 1912 (U. P. Act VI of 1912). 

10. Clause 11. —This clause is based on section 507 of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act, 1899 (Ben. Act III of 1899), and provides for the compulsory 
sale or surrender foj' the purposes of analysis of food during the proce-sses of 
manufacture, transit and storage. 

„ il- Clause 12. —This clause is based on section 9 of the United Provinces. 
Prevention of Adulteration Act 1912 (U. P. Act VI of 1912), but differs 
from that section inasmuch as it makes division into three parts compulsory, 
following the English Ltiw on the su bject. 

12. Clause 13. —This clause is based on section .503 of the Calcutta 
Municipal Act 1899. Provision is made for .safeguarding the position of the 
owner of food seized, by compulsory iinalysis of the food. 

13. Clause 14. —This clause is based on section .505 of the Calcutta Muni¬ 
cipal Act 1899. 

14. Clauses 16,16,17 and 18 follow similar provisions in the United 
Provinces Prevention of Adulteration Act, 1912 (U. P. Act VI of 1912). 

15. Clause 19 provides for the credit of monies to be realized under 
this Bill. 

16. Cfatti'c 2i.—The penalties proposed under this Bill follow those 
enacted in the Calcutta Municipal (Amendment) Act 1917 (Ben. Act I 
of 1917).

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to amend the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1907 
(III of 1907), which contains the law of Insolvency in force in British India 
outside the Presidency towns and the town of Rangoon. The Act came into 
force on the Ist January 1908, ard since then, with the e.\ception.of a few 
unimportant amendments made in 1914, it has not been amended. Ten ;^ears’ 
experience of the practical working of the Act has brought to light many 
defects which have from time to time provoketl crititusm from most of the 
Local Governments and md a few of the Judges who have ha<l to administer 
its provisioiis. Numerous suggestiojis for the amendment of the Act on 
various points have also been rtuseivcfl from time to time from the commer¬ 
cial communities ami inembers of the legal profession. 

2. The chief indictment of the Act is that it lends itself to the protec¬ 
tion of fraudulent debtors, that it subjects an undischarged insolvent to 
little or no pmctical inconvenience, and that its provisions for the punish¬ 
ment of fraudulent iiusolvents are not effective in practice. 

8. One of the principal defects in the existing law arises from the fact 
that the conduct of the debtor in many cases never conies under the .scrutiny 
of the Court. The stage at which the mi.soonduct of the ilebtor should come 
befoiv the Court, and at which most of the provisions affecting a fraudulent 
insolvent would opemte, is when he appli(‘s for his <li.scharge. But there is 
nothing in the Act which re()uires him to apply for his discharge, and in 
practjpe such applications aiv rare. To remedy this unsatisfactory stsite of 
the law, it is proposed to include in the Act provisions which will cuMiipel 
an insolvent to apply to the Court within a prescribed period for his dis¬ 
charge or to lose ilie protection afforded by the insolvency proceedings. The 
Court will have power to extend the prescribed peritxl and, when the 
iuljudicatiou order is annulled owing to the failure of the insolvent to apply 
in time for his discharge, a l're.sh petition on the same facts will be barred. 
These preposed changes are effected by the proviso to proposed new section 
(SC in clause 4 of the Bill, new sub-section (lA) (ii), in clause 10, the amend¬ 
ments in clause 11 (1), (8> and (4), and the amendments in claii.sc 20. 

4. It is now settled law that under the Act, as it stands, it is not open 
•to the Court to reject the petition of a debtor on the ground that the applica¬ 
tion is an abuse of the law. While admitting that the object of an insolvency 
law is to deal with all insolvents, whether honest or not, and that no 
applicant wlio is in fact insolvent should be liable to have his petition 
dismissed in limine, it seems reasonable that the Court should have discre¬ 
tion as to the amount of protection to be afforded to a petitioning debtor in 
each Individual case, the debtor being required to show that he is in fact 
unable to pay his debts, and that he has not concealed his property. These 
changes in the existing law are effected by the amendment in clauses 9 and 
10 (2) and by clause 12, which inserts a new section 16A as to protection 
orders on the lines of section 2,5 of the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act, 
1909. 

h. A farther defect in the Act is the absence of provisions sufficiently 
defining the power of Courts to decide questions of law and fact arising in 
insolvency proceedings. In certain cases,e.g., those mentionc<l in sections 18 
(3), 36 and 37 the^Court is empoweretl to pass orders, and section 47 defines 
the general .powereof the Court in regard to proceedings under the Act, but 
aovmere is a general power conferred on the Court to deal with and decide 
important questions of law and fact (e,g; a question of title to property) 
whioh may arise in the insolvency proceedings. Tliis question has recently

been the subject of oooflicting decisions in the Aliulinbad and the Calcutta 
High Courts. In Nilmotiey Chowdhri v. Durga Charan ChowdhtH 
(22 C. W. N., 704), the Calcutta High Court dissenting from the Allahabad 
High Court held that the Insolvency Court him no such power, and that a 
question of title td property should be tried in a separate suit. It is 
obviously desimble that this conflict between the two High Courts should 
be terminated, and having reganl to the prevalence of benami transactions 
in India and the importance'of arming Courts with adequate powers for the 
speedy realisation of assets in the interests of civditoi-s, the Government of 
India are of opinion that the Court should be given full power to decide all 
questions raised in insolvency proceedings. Clause 8 of the Bill accordingly 
enacts a provision on the lines of section 7 of the Presidency Towns Insol¬ 
vency Act. 

(5. Proceedings instituted against fraudulent insolvents are frequently 
infructuous. 'I'his is largely due to the lack of precisii)n in the Act as to the 
procedura to be adopted by the Court which desires to take action. The 
wording of sub-section \2) of section 43 is unduly vague, regard being had 
to the fact that it constitutes a criminal iiffence, ntid experience has shown 
that it frequently creates difliculties. It is proposed that the penal 
provisions of existing .section 43 should be amended on the lines of 
section 1^3 of the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act, and that the procedure 
to be followed on a charge should be defined on the lines of section 104 of 
Unit Act. It is proposed to eiulKHly these provisions in the two separate 
sections 43-A and 43-B inserted by clause 1& of the Bill, which also in-serts a 
new section 43-C containing provisions similar to those of section 105 of 
the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act. It seems desirable to make it clear 
that a dishonest insolvent who has l)een guilty of an offence under the Act 
can be proceeded against even after he has obtained his discharge, or after a 
composition submitted by him has been accepted. 

7. The summary administration of petty insolvencies is now largely 
governed by rules made by the High Courts under section 51 (2) (o of the 
Act, but it seems desirable that the Act itself should contain more \letuileKl 
provisions than at present and that further simplification of procedure 
should be effected. It is proposed tlieivfore that. In addition to any farther 
imxlifications to l)e made by ruJ(‘.s, section 48 should contain certain definite 
provisions, and it is thought that, if these changes are made, it w.mld be 
well to confine summary administratioji to cases where the assets do not 
exceed Its. 200 instead of the existing iiipit of Us. 500, and to reserve dis¬ 
cretion to the Court to flirect the ortUnary procedure to l)e followed in 
cases where it thinks such a course desirable. 

8. These amendments will, it is hoped, go far to check the abuses 
rendered possible by the defects in the existing law. 

9. Opportunity has lieen taken to effect certain minor amendments in 
the Act, and an explanation of the reasons for the changes proposed-will be 
found in the Notes on Clauses.

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

Clause 2.— The expression “available act of insolvency” is not used 
anywhere else in tlie Act, and a definition therefore seems unnecessary. No 
such definition is to be found in the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act. 
The amendment in the definition of “ property ’ makes it clear that trust 
property is not to be dealt with under the Act as projsjrty of the insolvent. 
It is propo.sed to include a definition of the expression “ transfer of property ” 
on the lines of the definition in section 2 of the Presidency Towiw Act. 

CkMM 4 is principally a drafting amendment. The opportunity hak been 
taken to split up section 6 into five separate sections with a view to re¬ 
arrange its different parts in their logical order. New section 6A meraly 
reproduces existing section 6 (6), New section 6B deals with the conditiotu 
on which a creditor may petition, and reproduces existing section 6 (4) 

(S). New section 6C deals with the debtor’s petition and reproduces existing 
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s««tion ^wlth the addition of a proviso which is a corollary to the 
a^hdinetro i n clauses 11 and 20 of the Bill regarding the annulment of an 
order of a^Mication. • 

V How tortion 6D reproduces existing section-6 i2) with the addition of a 
provwO designed to biice a defect. Section 6 (2) lays down where an 

insolvent petition is to be presented, butdoes not contain any saving in the 
event of<«be petition being presented in the wrong Court The point was 
raised in Mnmo Pershad v. Watsoti (18 0. W. N., 1050), where tho insolvent 
successfully ptosented an appeal on tiie ground that the petition liad been 
presented ihlnO wrong Court, The proposed proviso is intended to stop 
this ioophele in the existing law. 

New section 6E merely reproduces existing section 6 (7). 

MiMM i amends section 10 to make it clear that the object of coiitinning 
proceedings on the deatli of the debtor is for the purpose only of realising 
and distfiouting his property. 

QtaMM 6<—This amendment appears to be iiecessjiry in view of the i)roviso 
to section 6 0 in danse 4 and section lA (t<) in clause 10. 

CItllM I. —Section 13 (n) gives i)ower to iippoint an interim receiver at 
any time between the adini.ssion of tlie petition and tho order of adjudication, 
but tho Act is silent as to tlie power’s of .an interim receiver. It is considered 


desirable that an Interim receiver should normally be appointed wlien tho 
petition is admitted, and sliould he armed witli sucli of the powers conferable 
on a receiver under the Code of Civil Procedure as the Court may direct 
(c/. section 16 of the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act). It is thought, how¬ 
ever. that these provisions would come more appropriately into section 12 of 
the Act. 


MailM 8 is comsequential to tint amendment in clause 7. 

ClailM 111 —The first ainendinent is consoquenti il to the first amendment 
in clause 14, 


The araoiidment of section 16 (2) is consequential to clause 12, which 
inserts a new section as to protection oider. 

The other amendments in this clause are explained in paragraplis 3 and 
4 of the Statement of Objects and Reasons. 

Olftiin li.—Tlie first amendment is one of drafting, and the sc'uond is 
designed to obviate the nece.ssity of sending notices to creditors wlio liave 
not yet proved their debts and thus to shorten tlie proceedings. 

ClauM 14.—Botli sectioal6(i) and section 27 contemplat«> tlie possibility 
of a composition or .scheme before adjudication. The Presidency Towns 
Insolvency Act in section 28, on tlie other hand, only contem])lates a com¬ 
position after adjudication. Under the English law a composition can be 
made (1) after the receiving order and prior to adjudication, or (2) after 
adjudication. But under tho Indian law there is no receiving onler proce¬ 
dure at all, and the order of adjudication is made on tlie hearing of the 
petition. It is very doubtful whether umler the Provincial Insolvency Act 
the Court would have before it tlie necessary facts to justify it, in dealing 
with compositions or schemes prior to adjudication. It is therefore proposed 
to follow in this respoct the procedure under the Presidency Towns Insol¬ 
vency Act and allow compositions and schemes only after adjudication. 
This is effected by tho first two amendments. 

The third amendment in the clau.se is a drafting one—(c/.) sub-section (7) 
of section 27. 

OlMM 18.—As it stands, section 34 would not prevent the whole of tlie 
debtor’s property from being sold for the benefit of an individual creditor 
after the filing of the iietition and before the oi-dcr of adjudical ion is made. 
The amendment prevents this and brings tho section into line witli section 
53 of the Presidency Towns Insolvency Act. 

fltaWM 18.— This amendment is cousequoutial to the proposed definition 
of “ transfer of property ” in section 2. 

0iUM 17 makes it clour that the transactions referred to in section 38 are 
bond fide transactions. Tliere api>oara to be no doubt *11101 this is tlie 
intention. 

filUM 18.— Apparently the duties imixisedon the debtor by sub-section u) 
of section 43 arise as soon as the Court has made an order under section 1- 
(/). It seems deskable to make this clear. It is difittcult to see how the 
d^tor can be under any obligation to assist in the distribution of ins pro- 
pmftyi unless he is adjndg^ an insolvent. It is proposed therefore to amend 
the conelading part of sub-section (I\ and to relegate to a separate sub-section 
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the proviBioiis which impose on debtor th^ dtiiy of, a^iog in the diftri* 
bation of his property. Olapse liB effects these c^haoges. , 

GlauM 21.— The effect of existiiM section 45 is lo release a dischai^l 
insolvent from liability under an oraer of maintenance made nnder seo 
tion 488 of the Code of Oriminal Procedure, 18h8, and in this respect the 
section is in conflict with section 46 of the Presidency Towns Insolvency 
Act. It is proxwsed to bring it into accord with the latter Act. 

Glauii In vi&w of the power which the proposed new section 3A 
would confer on Courts exercising insolvency jurisdiction, it is jiroposed to 
IJrovide speciflcally that decisions in the exercise of this *ix»wer shall be 
appealable. 

Cluife24. —Under the Indian law no statutory disabilities :ittach to the 
X)osition of an undischarged insolvent. It is dotil)tful whether public opi¬ 
nion in tins country is at i)resent inclined to attach much disgnice to a j>er- 
son in this position, hut it appears desirable that.the sense of the community 
should be stimulated by providing certain statutory disqnaliflcationsin addi¬ 
tion to those already imposed, by tito Kogulations relating to members of 
the Legislative Council. A xiurallel provision is to ha found in section 32 of 
the Bankruptcy Act, 1883 (46 & 47 Viet., c. 52). 

Clausa 25. —These amendments are introduced with a view to curtail the 
excessive number of notices which are at present required to be imblished 
in the Gazette.

(/V) The Calcutta water is purified by settlement in large settling tanks;- 
exposed to the sun and air ; and settling is aided by the use of alum or 
allumino-ferric which assists in the precipitation of suspended matter,, 
including bacteria. After settlement the water is passed through slow sand 
filter beds, which remove a ver^ largo proportion of the remaining bacteria.. 
The water is constantly being analysed both chemically and bacteriologioally 
and a high standard of purity is always insisted on.

I HAVE the honour to report for your information that samples of un¬ 
filtered water taken from the Ganges (Bhagirathi) were examined chemically 
and bacteriologically in my laboratory during the week ending the 25th May, 
1918, and as a result it was found that the water contained countless bacteria 
in 'Ic.c. and showed non-resistant type focal bacilli in 'Olc.c. indicating 
that it contained such a large amount of pollution, probably derived from 
human excreta, as to render it dangerous to use it for drinking purposes 
unless it has first been filtered or boiled. Neglect of these precautions will 
esfpose persons to the risk of contracting cholera, typhoid fever, dysentery, 
diarrhoea and other water-borne diseases. It is also unsafe to use the un¬ 
boiled or unfiltered water for cleansing dishes and plates or other vessels used 
for food. 

In the case of municipalities possessing a proper filtered water-supply 
distributed by means of pipes, people should be urged to use this water for 
drinking purposes and cleansing dishes, etc., in preference to water from any 
other source. 

In every case the attention of the whole population should be called, if 
necessary, by beat of drum, to the dangerously contaminated condition of the 
river water as shown by this report.

As there appears to be some misapprehension on 
tile subject, it may be explained that fascal bacilli (sometimes also called 
excretal organisms), some of which are derived from animals and some from 
human bein^, are present in practically all surface waters, e.p., rivers and 
tanks, in inhabited areas in India. Government are advised that the 
organisms themselves are probably innocuous and that 90 per cent, die within 
48 hours in a stream exposed to the sun, but that if there is a very large 
number of them or the pollution is very recent, it is probable that pathogenic 
organisms, such as those which cause cholera or typhoid fever, will be present 
among them. In other words, it is not the fa;cal bacilli themselves that are 
the cause of disease, but other organisms which may be present with them 
though in infinitely smaller numbers. The fascal bacilli serve to indicate 
possible danger and are therefore an index of pollution. 


(6) The riparian municipalities have been urged in the Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner's letter No. D-862-84, dated 15th June, 1918, of which a copy is laid 
on the table, to prevent nuisances being committed on the river bank.

“ The responsibility for the prevention of epidemic diseases in rural areas 
rests with the District Boards. When an outbreak of small-pox occurs, the 
Civil Surgeon deputes licensed vaccinators to vaccinate the people of the 
aflff^ctod area, and, when necessary, the Sanitary Commissioner deputes an 
officer to ail vise and report. When there is an outbreak of plague (which is 
foruinately rare) the District Magistrate, in consultation with the Ci\;il 
Surgeon, deputes medical officers to treat patients, to arrange for the disinfec¬ 
tion of houses and to inoculate any persons who are willing to bo inoculated : 
the Sanitary Commissioner also deputes an officer to advise the local officers 
and report to himself on the action taken. In other cases District Boards 
t;ike action to prevent the spread of epidemic disease by deputing medical 
officers, disinfecting sources of water-supply, etc., and the Sanitary Commis¬ 
sioner, when necessary, deputes officers to advise and report.”

(2) Third year.—Applicants who pass the Intermediate examination 
from the Presidency College are regarded as having a prior claim.

First year .—In the first placo consideration is given to Muhammadans 
who have matriculated in the First Division and stops are taken to ensure 
that 25 per cent, of vacancies are given to Muhammadans, then suitable 
matriculates are taken from the Dacca Collegia(t.e School, Armanitola High 
School and other local 8cho()l.s ; next, candiates from schools in the Dacca 
Division, who are willing to reside in the College hostels, are admitted; 
family connection with the College and relationship to local 'Govornmont 
ortioerH constitute, in all cases, special claims to consideration. 

Third year .—All students who have passed the Intermediate examination 
from- Dacca College arc admitted ; with regard to the admission of students 
who have passed from other Colleges, the same principles are observed as 
in granting admissions to the first year class.

THE CHITTAGONG PORT (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1918. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cumraing moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
amend the Chittagong Port Act. 1914. 

He said ;— 

• “ My Lord, 1 rise to beg leave to intnxluce a Bill to amend the Chittagong 
Port Act of 1914. The Hill is known as the Chittagong Port (Amendment) 
Bill, 1918. 

Tlie amendment proposed is very short and very simple. It is solely in 
the interests of the port and is non-contentious ; and it has already received 
the approval of the (yoverument of India and the Secretary of State. The 
relief suggested is also very urgent. Hon’ble Members will see that in the 
agenda it is proposed to take the Hill into consideration at the present stage, 
and intimation of this has alnsady been given by the publication of the Bill 
in the Gazette of the 7th August and by the circulation of copies of the Bill 
to each Hon'bUf Member of this Council. It will, therefore, bo convenient if, 
when intnxlucing the Bill, I explain very shortly the change proposed and the 
urgent necessity for tlu‘ same. 

Section 58 of the Chittagong Port Act, 1914. gives to the Port 
Commissioners power to impose river dues on all goods landed or shipped. 
Sub-section (2) of that section imposes a maximum of 4 annas a ton. In 
connection with cm-taiu subsidies given to the port by Government, the 
Government of India had suggested that this maximum should be removed ; 
and apart from that, the Port Commissioners themselves have desired that 
this maximum should be removed and, in view of the unsatisfactory condi¬ 
tions of the finances of the port, that the river dues which are at present 
levied at a maximum of 4 annas a ton should be increased. The commercial 
community of Chil.tagong, as 1 have ascertained recently from my visit there, 
also realise the propriety of increa.sing without delay the revenues of the poi't 
by means of the river dues ; and, finally, Sir George Buchanan, in his recent 
report on the development of tin* port of Chittagong, wliich was received by 
this Governm»;nt after measurt's for the abolition of the maximum river dues 
had been initiated, has recommended that the Chittagong Port Act be imme¬ 
diately amended and the limitation to a specific sura be’deleted from the Act. 

“ These. Sir. are considcjjpd .sufficient reasons for amending the Act, and 
they also explain the urgency of the measure which is now before the Council. 
Hon’ble Members will, I am sure, at the same time, appreciate that the 
abolition of this limitation is quite distinct from the determination of what 
rate per ton will hereafter bo considered appropriate’ for the conditions of 
Chittagong. Such a determination is naturally and pi-imarily a matter for the 
consideration of the Port Commissioners themselves. 

It is proposed to attain the required object in the proposed Bill by the 
omission of sub-section (2) of this section 58, which contains the limitation 
of 4 annas per ton ; and there is a consequential amendment in sub-section 
{3) insomuch as there is therein a reference to the existing sub-section (2.) 

On the ground, therefore, of simplicity, of urgency and of the absence 
of controversy, I think there is good justification for asking Your Kxcelleucy, 
as I shall shortly do if the present motion be accepted, to suspend the rules 
of business and i)ermit the Bill to be taken into consideration at once. It 
may be suggested that much more than the abolition of the existing limitation 
as regards river dues requires to be effected in connection w'ith the develop- 
meat of the port of Chittagong : that is quite true; but the fact that other 
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The Chittagong Port {amendment) Bill, 1918.

forms of relief are required, should not preclude the grant of this relief in the 
shape of the removal of the statutory limitation which could be granted 
without delay.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Gumming also moved His Excellency the President to 
suspend the Rules of Business to admit of the Bill being taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

The PsRSiDENT having declared the rules suspended, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Gumming moved that the Bill be taken into consideration. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Martin said :— 

“ My Lord, thb Bill before the Council to-day has been framed for the 
purpose of removing a defect or at least an anomaly in the Chittagong Port 
Act of 1914. When that Act was framed no one could be expected to antici¬ 
pate the calamity of a world-war and the strain which would be put upon the 
finances of the port by the loss of revenue resulting from shortage of tonnage. 
The strain has been so great that we are faced tfMlay with a situation which 
makes it imperative that the limit of 4 annas per ton River Due imposed by 
the existing Act be removed forthwith, and that the rate be increased as soon 
as possible. 

Speaking for the Commercial Community of Chittagong I may say that 
this is looked upon as inevitable and the necessity is recognised, so that there 
need be no hesitation in passing the enactment now before us. 

And now, with your permission, my Lord, I should lik(? to say a few 
words on the position generally. 

I have had the honour to sit in this Council as representing the Port of 
Chittagong since the year 1916, and though I have not sought to press the 
needs of our port on the attention of Government or the Council from my 
place here it is not because our needs have been met or that they have 
disappeared, but that Government have been fully advised of the situation* 
in other ways. 

I can assure tliis Council that if tireless and frequent represeiiitation 
could have accomplished it wo should have a very flourishing port at Cliitta- 
gong to-day, and we should not be in the pfjsition in which wc now find 
ourselves of having to implore the Govemmem of Bengal or the Imperial 
Government, or both, to save us from total extinction at a cost vastly greater 
than would have been necessary had we been listened to, as .we had every 
right to expect to be, years and years ago. We have had the misfortune to- 
be caught in the whirlpool of partition and repartition, of having to plead our 
cause with a new Government, and just as we had managed to convince 
them, of having to begin all over again with another—an uphill task, if ever 
there was one. 

Lest it be thought even now that the port of Chittagong, if developed, will 
serve only the, interests of a few merchants who happen to be established there, 
and that we are presumptuous in a claim for development and expansion by 
means of funds from the public Exchequer, it is only necessary to say that the 
port is the natural doorway serving a tract of country some 80,000 square 
miles in area, much of it as densely populated as any in India. It is fitting 
that this should be brought to mind here in Dacca, for Chittagong is without 
a doubt the proper and legitimate port for this vast and wealthy province of 
Eastern Bengal. If further argument is necessary, I need only refer to the 
potentialities of development represented in the Assam-Bengal Railway.. 
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Without a jwrt at its terminus this Railway is so severely handicapped that 
instead oi being a paying concern as it should be, it remains a burden on the 
State. ^ 

My Lord, we have now reached a crisis in our alFairs. Conditions in the 
Kornaphuli river are so bad that the port is menaced with becoming closed to 
ocean traffic and this I need hardly remind you means bankruptcy and ruin. It 
means the abandonment of all the valuable works with which the port has 
been provided at a cost of enormous sums of public money. I am not an ex¬ 
pert in these matters, but I do not think I am wrong in saying that if the 
silting up of the river is allowed to continue it will be impossible to get it in 
hand later on. 

I have already indicated that this terrible state of affairs might have 
been prevented had action been taken years ago, but do not let us think of 
that now. Let the situation be faced and the nsmedy found, whatever the 
cost may be. The investment will be large, but even now it will be sound. 

I do not speak without authority in this. Sir Francis Spring in 1914 and Sir 
George Buchanan this year were eloquent and unanimous in their opinions as 
to the paramount necessity of rendering the port navigable, and the beneficial 
development which will result therefrom. 

f 

They have pointed out the way in which this may be carried out and 1 
think it will be agreed that the opinions of these two gentlemen represent 
the greatest weight of authority which can be brought to bear on the subject 
of port development in India to-day. 

The economic welfare of a country must be of necessity the first consi¬ 
deration of its governing authority, for without expansion of trade and 
commerce there cannot be expansion in any other direction. 

Add to its opportunities for accumulating wealth and a community 
cannot fail to go ahead. 

Surely it is for the Government to see that nothing is neglected which 
will increase those opportunities. Still more would it seem to be the duty of 
Government to see that the facilities which exist of bringing wealth and 
prosperity to the country are not allowed to go to ruin owing to neglect or 
apathy or procrastination. 

Sir George Buchanan visited Chittagong with a mandate from the 
Imperial Government (Railway Department) to report on the condition of the 
port, and prospects of development. His report is a most valuable one and 
sets forth in the clearest possible language what should be done. The 
Hon’ble Member in charge has visited us quite recently and I take this oppor¬ 
tunity of expressing to him on behalf of those I represent, our appreciation of 
his sympathetic recognition of our most urgent needs. The Port Commis¬ 
sioners and the Chamber of Commerce have been asked to address Your 
Excellency's Government in the matter and this has been done. 

We are forced to ask for large sums of money in the shape of grants, as 
we are quite unable in our present financial position to undertake to repay or 
to meet the interest on loans. We ask for permission to undertake the most 
urgent works immediately, and we specially ask that provision of suitable 
dredging plant be made without delay. The difficulties are great, but if the 
need is really recognised, I feel confident that they can be overcome. Once 
more, my Lord, T would respectfully beg to impress upon Your Excellency the 
urgency of the matter. Further delay may mean disaster, and I apfteal to Your 
Excellency and to Your Excellency’s Government, on behalf of the inany 
important interests which are involved, for all the assistance wliich it is in 
your power to give.” 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Gumming moved that the Bill be passed.

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem moved the following resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that having regard 
t6 the rate at which houses can be rented in Darjeeling nowadays, the 
present rate of house rent allowed to (lovemment servants drawing below 
Rs. 100 per month be raised to Ks. 20 per month. 

He Said :— 

“ My Lord, I do not think that I need say many words in commending 
this resolution to Your Excellency and to the Council for acceptance. The 
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facte are very eimple. The house allowance sp:^nted to the assiaitattts of the 
Bo^ifrulii^ecretariat who have to move to Darjeeling for the season was fixed 
many years back and house rent in Darjeeling has increased very much since 
then, and I am told that houses cannot be got, or proper accommodation 
secured for lass than Rs. 20 a month in Darjeeling. It is very hard on the 
poor clerks drawing salaries of less than Rs. 100 to have to pay for their 
accommodation'out of their salary, and not out of the house rent paid to them 
by Government. For a few months also they have to pay house rent in 
Dacca. I hope, my Lord, that this resolution will be accepted ; it will entail 
only a small increase in expenditure and it will relieve a very deserving 
number of Government servants who help to a very great extent in assisting 
those who carry on the administration of the country. With these few words, 

I beg to commend the resolution to the acceptance of the Council.’’ 

The Hon’ble Mb. Donald said :— 

“ My Lord, I do not think that the Hon’ble Member knows the position 
or has correctly stated the &et 8 . The allowance which he speaks of is an 
allowance given to assistants for whom it is found impossible to provide 
accommodation in Government buildings. Rupees 25 a month is given to 
assistants drawing over Rs. 400, Rs. 20 to those drawing Rs. 100 and more, 
and Rs. 10 to those drawing less than Rs. 100. It is true we nave accommo¬ 
dation in Darjeeling for, roughly speaking, about two-thirds of the assistants 
who go up, and so far there have been no complaints about the high rates 
of rent at Darjeeling.. The solution surely is that junior assistants should be 
provided with free quarters and that senior assistants with their bigger 
allowances should be turned out. The Hon’ble Member*says that they can¬ 
not get a house at less than Rs. 20 a month. I have got the actual figures. 
There were 48 assistants drawing less than Rs. 100 during this last hot 
weather; 28 of them had free quarters and 20 drew house allowance. Of 
those who drew house allowances, three were actually paying less than Rs. 10 
for their accommoilation, 14 paid Rs. 15 and five paid more than Rs. 15. If 
we are going to give more than Rs. 10 as house allowance, the money will 
not go to the landlords, but to the clerks who will put it into their own 
pockets. Besides this house rent, the assistants are given other allowances ; 
a clerk whose pay is less than Rs 60 gets an allowance of Rs. 40. and a clerk 
whose salary is between Rs. 60 and Rs. 100 gets Rs. 50, so if they have to 
pay a few more rupees in house rent, it does not trench on their pay. 

We have information also as re^rds the rents paid by tjje senior 
assistants and we find that they can get accommodation at the rates allowed 
to them by Government; but in any case, their allowance, which is still more 
liberal, nuikes it easy for them to pay a little more than the amount which is 
allotted to them by Government as house rent; and it is easier for them to 
do so than for the jupior assistants. 

Our proposal is to provide junior assistants with free quarters, and to 
allow senior assistants to look after themselves if they cannot find accommo¬ 
dation in Government quarters. It is on these lines that Government 
propose to work. They will look into the case further and make provision 
for the junior assistants in preference to the senior assistants. I think that 
this &irly meets the position of hardship to which the Hon'ble Member 
refers, and I think, in view this, he will withdraw his resolution.”

The Hon’We Maulvi Abul Kasem said :— 

“ My Lord, after the statement made by the Hon’ble Mr. Donald in reply 
tftihis roscdutidn, I beg l»ve to withdraw it.”

Tbe Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem also moved tfie following resolution 
^ This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that, having regard 
to the inconvenience caused to the junior assistants in Government service 
in journeying with menials and other lower class people, the Government of 
India be approached with a view to removing the restrictions imposed by 
Note 1 to Article 1011 of'the Civil Service Regulations on these assistants 
and permitting tliem to travel by second class on the Darjeeling-Himalayan 
Railway. 

He said :— 

“My Lord, the note to Article 1011 of the Civil Service Regulations lays 
down that on all railways where there is no intermediate class accommodation, 
Government servants who are entitled to intermediate accommodation are 
allowed to travel second class, but the note to that article makes an excep¬ 
tion in the case of the Darjeeling-Himalayan Railway. Ido not know on 
what ground the Government of India excluded this railway from this 
concession and it is not necessarv for me to draw attention in this Council 
to tbe fact that the aslsistants in the. Secretariat have to travel thii'd (dass 
on this line where there is no intermediate accommodation and that they have 
to travel with menials and low class persons, coolies and others travelling in 
the Darjeeling district, and altogether there is great inconvenience in doing 
so. There is to my mind no reason why the same concession should not be 
shown to the assistants of the Bengal Secretariat as is dcme to those 
Government servants in other parts of fhe country where they travel on 
lines where there is no accommodation for an intermediate class. It is a 
very small matter, and I think that the attention of the Government of India 
has only to be drawn to it, to remove this restriction, and I hope that my 
resolution will be accepted.” • ' 

The Hon’ble Mk. Donald said :— 

“My Lord, the exception made in the note to Article 1011 of the Civil 
Service Regulations, to which the Hon’ble Member refers, was made very 
many years ago. It was considerrid that that rule should apply to the 
ordinary railway systems of the country, and it was not the original intention 
to apply it to a special line like the Darjeeling-Himalayan Railway wliich is 
more of a tramway than a railway, and'where the fares are very much higher 
than those of ordinary lines. Then again, the second class accommodation 
on ordinary lines usually secures sleeping accommodation during night 
journeys ; but this is not the case on the Darjeelin^Himalayan Railway, 
where the journey from Siliguri to Darjeeling is perfonned in daylight and' 
covers only five hours. Another point is that the second class accommodation 
on the Darjeeling-Himalayan Railway is very limited and it should be 
reserved for those who can afford to pay for it. These were the reasons 
which led to^ an exception beinjij made in Article lOll in respect of this 
railway. This was done many years ago, and the position is not different 
nowadays. But, after all, there is not much hardship to the junior assist¬ 
ants in travelling with menials and other low class, people. There are about 
50 assistants goin^ up on or about the same day and they can easily arrange 
to occuigr a carnage or at least a compartment among themselves. Then, 
again, the second class accommodation on the Darjeeling-Himalayan Railway 
is very limited, and if Government servants all go up toother on one or two 
days in the. second class, they will fill up all the Second ^ss accomm^atton 
available, andTthus capse a good deal of inconvenience, particularly to ladies 
travelling with children, who usually travel up to Darjeeling at or about the 
same time as Government.

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. F’AZL-uli-HxQ moved the following resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council i*ecommends to the Governor in Council that a school for. 
teaching weaving and spinning on approved lines be opened at Dacca and 
other suitable centres in Bengal. 

He said :— 

” My Lord, it is now my turn to set the ball rolling so far as my resolu¬ 
tions are concerned. But before I take up the resolutions concerned, I wish ta 
make a statement which, I am sure, will give something like a relief to my 
colleagues and certainly to those who have been charged with the duty 
noting all our speeches—I mean the silent victims of our eloquence, the 
reporters, who are sitting over there. Certainly the attendance of the non- 
official members of the Council is most discouraging.” 

The President said :— 

” Order, order. 1 do not quite see what bearing tliis observation has on 
the particular motion which the Hon’lde Member is now moving. I must 
ask the Hon’hle Member, when moving his resolution, to confine himself to t^ie 
subject-matter of the motion itself.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul Haq said ;— 

“ My Lord, I was only giving vent to a feeling which was uppermost in 
my mind. I was going to submit that having regard to all the circum¬ 
stances and to the attendance in this Council, 1 will not waste the time of the 
Council unnecessarily and try to be as brief as possible. And in return, my 
Lord, I expect a little sympathetic treatment so far as the resolutions arc 
concerned, at the hands of the official members of tlie Council.” 

‘‘My Lord, in moving this resolution I neM hardly point out that the 
question raised by me in the resolution has acquired an unusual degree of 
interest in consequence of the high prices now prevailing of cloth and the 
consequent distress in the country. I need hardly say. anything about a. 
matter which is obvious, that before we could get our cloth we must have 
our own cotton, and we must have our own yarn. We must have our 
spinning machines and we must have our own weavers if not our own 
spinning mills, So far as the weaving question is concerned, there is at 
present at Serampore., a fairly well-equipped weaving school, but as far as 
my information goes, there is no such school in this part of the country. 
If we look for a moment to the number of weavers in Dacca and adjoining 
districts as published, in the census reports, we find that this part of 
.the country is largely inhabited by persons who take to weaving as a, 
profession and who nave long been known fca* the skill with which they have 
carried on their profession in the past. To come to exact figures, I find from 
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the latest documents I could consult, that in Dacca there are as many as 
44,000 weavers, in Mymensingh 26,000, in Faridpur 26,000, in BiUcai^anj 
23,000, making for the Dacca Divisiwi a total of 125,000 It is true that 
most (rf these weavers have taken to cultivation and have given up their 
hereditary calling for the very simple reason that weaving on approved lines is 
something that they do not know anything about, and it does not pay for' the 
trouble as well as for the capital they spend for the purpose. The question, 
therefore, arises if something could not be done to induce these weavers, who 
have given up their hereditary profession, to go back to it and also to teach them 
improved methods so that they can compete with persons who have taken to 
pr^uce cloth on approved principles, and to turn out a much |;>etter quality 
of cloth than uninstruoted weavers can be expected to do. In this con¬ 
nection some attempts have been made by that useful association, • known as 
the Bengal Home Industries Association, whose report for the year 1917-18 
I have before me. It appears that in 1907 or thereabouts, the Director of 
Public Instruction wrote to the District Board, Dacca, asking for his opinion as 
to the desirability of opening a weaving school in this part of the country. 
The District Magistrate thereupon consulted several local gentlemen and 
somehow or other, they could not agree as to details or as to ways and 
means, and the final report that went up to Government was that there was 
very little prospect of a successful weaving school here. The matter was 
allowed to drop. Then about the end of last year a weaving expert was 
brought up by Mr. Hart from the Bengal Home Industries Association. 
This officer went round the chief weaving centres and suggested several 
methods; and upon the report of this expert the Principal of the 
Serampore Weaving School wrote to the Director of Public Instruction 
and he wrote to the Chairman of the District Board asking for a recon¬ 
sideration of this question. I am not in pti^session of all the facts, hut 
I am told that this question is in some shape before the Home Industries 
Association. I take it, therefore, that the importance of the question is realised 
and also the urgency, and the only problem before us is as to ways and means. 
I do not know if we have got all the officers necessary. If not, these must be 
secured before we can have a school on improved lines, but I think we cap 
have something like administrative centres at suitable places like Dacca. 
Mymensingh, Faridpur and elsewhere. In this matter, I must respectfully 
ask Your Excellency’s Government to take opinion and also direct attention 
in order that something might be done to give an impetus to an industry 
which is now fast dying out. It is no use concealing the fact that the 
weavers are desperately poor and weaving industry at least in Dacca is some¬ 
thing which is a relic of the past. It is most regrettable that Dacca which 
was once regarded as a great weaving centre, one of the best in the world 
at one time, should now be reduced to such a position. lam only moving 
this resolution in order to ascertain in what lig^t the Government looks at 
the question. Having regard to the urgency of the matter, I hope Your 
Excellency’s Government' will do all that is possible in the matter. W4l h 
these few words I commend the resolution to the acceptance of this Council.’ 


The Hon'ble Babu Kisobi Mohan Chaudhobi said :— 

“ My Lord, I fully support the vie ws of the Hon’ble Member. The want of 
cloth is juitljr felt all over Bengal. Hand-loom industry cannot compete with 
power-loom, but during the swadeshi movement it has been seen that though 
strenuous ehorts were made, it did not succeed. At present the'price has 
. gone up so much that it has become a necessity, and I think if such schools 
be estahlisbed in dififerent centres at least where there is some need for it, it 
will help the'poor classes to a very great extent Ev^ery where in BengaK the 
hereditary weavers have taken to cultivation because it pays them more, hut, * 
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fts I submitted, the petition at present is not so. If such schools be establish** 
ed and instractions either wth the help of experts or by proTidingf stipends 
in saiimls the art is taught, machines can be got on the hire-purchase system 
and at a cheap rate. I believe it can be done. In my district of Rajshahi 
there was a weaving school; there was room for improvement of iftatka cloth ; 
an attempt was made to teach hand-loom work also, but somehow or other it 
had to be discontinued, but now as the necessity is very great, I think it can 
be safely revived with profit to the poor cultivator. T hope Government will 
see its way to do something for their relief in this direction. With these few 
words, I beg to support the motion.” , 


, The Hon’ble Mr. O’Malley said :— ' 

“ My Lord, in replying to this resolution, 1 may be permitted, in the first 
place, to sketch briefly our existing organisation for instruction in up-to-date 
methods of weaving, and then to state what action Government propose to take 
in order to give further instruction and to help to resuscitate the industry. • 

We have already at Serampore the Government Weaving Institute., to 
which the Hon’ble Member has referred. At this, Institute instruction is 
gpven to two distinct classes, the first consisting of young men of good educa¬ 
tion who are likely to qualify as teachers, overseers, managers—in fact, young 
men who are likely to be organisers of the industry. The second class 
consists of those who are themselves weavers and their sons. The Institute 
also serves as a centre from which instruction is given to weavers through 
schools of weaving which have been established in different centres of Ahe 
industry. The Hon’ble Member is, I think, unaware that there are some 
weaving schools in this part of the Presidency, there being two weaving 
schools at Cox’s Bazar and at Tangail. There is also one at Malda and one 
in Pabna in Northern Bengal, and one at Bankura in West Bengal. Not only 
do young meji receive training in these weaving schools as well as at the 
Weaving Institute at Serampore, but Government help them to set up busi¬ 
ness when they pass through their course, and give them advances for the 
purchase of looms and other accessories. 

In spite of this, it is recognised that the use of the fly-shuttle loom and 
the adoption of up-to-date methods of weaving have not spread as fast as 
could be desired. It seems that the introduction and spread of up-to-date 
looms and up-to-date methods through the villages cannot be given full effect 
to by means of weaving schools at fixed centres. A scheme has therefore been 
prepared for peripatetic instructors who will go about the villages, demon¬ 
strating the use of the fly-shuttle loom lo the weavers themselves, instructing 
them in preparing their yarn before the actual process of weaving is begun, 
and also assisting in creating weavers’ co-operative societies. It is hoped that 
these instructors will succeed in getting fly-shuttle looms adopted more 
rapidly than at present, and that they will help to create a greater demand for 
instruction in modern methods. If this is the case, the attendance in weaving 
schools will rise, and the number of schools will have to be increased. One 
such peripatetic instructor has already been appointed in the Burdwan district 
and there has already been a fair amount of success ; a certain number of 
fly-shuttle looms have been bought by the weavers, and they are earning 
their livelihood. The Principal of the Serampore Weaving Institute is anxious 
to extend the system and has proposed that four more peripatetic instructors 
should be attached to the weaving schools at Tangail, Malda, Bankura and 
Pabna; the Mana^g Committees of all these schools are very anxious to have 
pesipatetic instructors. Besides that, the Principal proposes that peripatetic 
instructors should be einployed in districts in which no weaving schools are 
stttablished. *T understand that these men will work in the districts of Dacca, 
Koakhaii and Khulna, as well as in Chittagong, whew there is already a w^eaving 
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school at Cox’s Bazar. 1 think it will be reoO|paised that this arrangement 
has a certain advantage, namely, that the villagers will be reached more eaaily 
than if there is a weaving school at a fixed centre. Again, in the district in 
which we already have weaving schools, the work done by the schools, will- be 
brought home to the weavers, and I think the knowledge of- the modem 
methods will be more easily disseminated in this way. The proposals of the 
Principal of the Government Weaving Institute at Serampore have not yet 
reached Government. They will shortly, however, be submitted by the 
Director of Public Instruction, and I can assure the Hon’ble Member t!l^t 
they will receive sympathetic consideration. That, my Lord, is one line 
of advance. 


Another line of advance consists of the organisation of Weavers’ Co¬ 
operative Societies. Mr. HoQgewerf, the Principal of the Serampt)re Institute, 
has been put on special duty to facilitate the production of hand-woven cloth 
in Bengal and generally to assist *in the development of the industry. 
Mr. Donovan, the Registrar of Co-operative Societies, has for some months 
been busy organizing weaving societies and introducing spinning wheels : 
three ex-masters of weaving schools have been appointed inspectors for the 
inspection of these societies. A number of difficulties have to be met, e.g., 
want of capital, want of yarn, want of an organized market, the 'indebtedness 
of the weavers and their conservatism. They are for the most part in 
the clutches of makajans who are very unwilling to let them go. Many 
weavers will not work on certain days of the month—1 bdieve they depend 
on phases of the moon—some weavers are unwilling to weave a longer or a 
wider piece of cloth than they have always woven, although it would pay 
them better. I believe, again, in Dacca and Mymensingh many weavers 
weave a kind of fine cloth which hardly f)ay8 I hem, and they are reluctant 
to weave a coarser cloth. However, already much has been done in the way 
of establishing co-operative societies. In Bankura, a number of these socie¬ 
ties has already been organized. The Registrar of Co-operative Scxjioties 
reports that the weavers there are trooping, in to be organized in societies and 
he hopes that in six months’ time he will’havo two to three thousand weavers 
at work. A similar programme has been undertaken in Pabna, and it is 
proposed to start organization almost immediately in Brahmanbaria and then 
in Midnapore and perhaps also in Houghly and Kushtia, and to develop Jessore 
where we already have societies. In Barisal also the possibility of starting 
societies is to be looked into. In Dacca itself the Joint liegistrar has been 
making enquiries for the purpose of organizing societies as soon as the views 
of the Committee which has been considering the question are known. 

From what I have said, I hope it will be realized that Government have 
been taking steps for the development of the weaving industry. As I have 
already said, there are already several Government weaving schools. Then 
there is a scheme for supplementing the work which is being done in' these 
schools by demonstration by peripatetic instructors in the villages. In districts 
where there are no weaving schools, it is not proposed to establish them but to 
meet the demand for practical instruction by peripatetic instructors. Besides 
this, there is the seheme for establishing weaving societies which will strengthen 
the weavers’ position, produce greater efficiency and increase production. In 
view of this statenient <rf what Government are doing and what it is proposed 
to do to meet the situation, I beg to suggest to the Hon'ble Member that it is 
scarcely necessary for him to press his resolution.” 


The Hon’ble Sib Hilbatan Sarkab said 


” My Lordt 1 think it my duty to .support the proposid ihoved'biy my 
;^mn’ble Lriend. Technical schoole are genei^y opened on account d dinmimde 
;^om factories for operatwes. That is not the situation hers. We Imo# 
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what the prevailing situation here is. Here we want cloth. There is a 
demand for it and it is increasing every year. The question whether the 
produotioa^^of home industries can compete with the produce of factories 
does not arise. We know there is a large demand for home produce and I be¬ 
lieve that with the help of the artistic faculties of the people which may be 
noticed^ by even the most superficial observer in the products of our home 
Bidustries that they are bound to hold their own against the products of any 
number of factories. But the question before us may be looked at from 
another point of view. There is tbe consumer’s poiqt of view. We want more 
cloths and cheaper cloths if possible. There is another point of view. We 
want to gi ve instructions to a lakh and twenty thousand persons of this district 
who or whose ancestors had been engaged in the trade of weaving for gene¬ 
rations. There is no reason why their activities should be confined to agricul¬ 
ture or some such profession. And todo that we must train them in these parti¬ 
cular lines. And what is the method ? That is the question—whether there 
is a necessity for training these men. The llon’ble Mr. O’Malley has said that 
the Government have been doing their best towards this direction. In fact, he 
has accepted the programme of the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq. He said that 
the Government does not only admit the necessity of inspecting instructors but 
that they have actually employed them, and that the latter are going about 
the country. We appreciate this activity on the part of the Government. As 
regards the existence of co-operative societies, we certainly welcome them 
with our fwhole heart. But we still demand that there should be some institu¬ 
tion here permanently interested in the promotion of the weaving industry in 
this part of the province. So far as the circumstances are concerned, they are 
here more favourable than at Serampore. I cannot conceive of any diiference 
in circumstances. On the other band if there be any difference at all. it is all 
in favour of Dacca. We want that, like Serampore, this place shoul|l be a 
scene for the promotion of weaving as an industry in the homes of the weavers 
of this division. My Lord, it may be urged what is the necessity of this 
school ? Why should not these boys take their training as apprentices ? 
They do *80 at the present moment. As many of them can join the weavers, 
do so as apprentices, but only a very small number of them can be admitted 
in this way. Then there is another point. They cannot receive the best 
training as apprentices. It is that the industry cannot be carried on simply 
with the ordinary appliances that are used in home industries. Appliances 
are to be improved. In fact it is the hand-cum-machine system which is the 
most effectual. I do not mean huge pieces of machinery. I mean that isolated 
looms or a large number of them can be run at a very small expenditure by 
machinery. These are the things in which they are to be trained. It is quite 
possible to give them instruction in mechanical knowledge as well as in the 
knowledge of weaving, and I think that a school in this connection can go a 
long way in helping the development of the industry in Bengal. I do not see 
anyteason why Government should refuse to accept this resolution. Govern¬ 
ment recognized the necessity, we all feel the necessity of promoting this 
industry and the Government have already taken steps to introduce weaving 
on a very extensive scale in many parts of Bengal. Wo appreciate these 
activities. And here is a proposal lyhich will further help the promotion of 
the industry in this district and I hope that Government will kindly accept 
the resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur said 

“My Lord, I support the motion of my hon’ble friend Maulvi Fazl-uI-Haq. 
In doing so I will only say this. At the present time the necessity of intro- 
ducing weaving and spinning has been proved by the fact that the price of 
cloth^has rii$n so high that it means great hardship to the poorer classes of the 
peophi. The, Htm’ble Mr. O’Mifiley has given a^ry interesting description of 
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the steps that have been taken by Governmeni; to foster this^iiKiuatxy. But, my 
Lord, I do not quite follow^ what he means by pen^etioiinstmotors. ,Of 
course I know the meaning of the word “ peripatetic ”, but to my mind it 
seems that if the number of such instructors are increased and if they are 
sent, having regard to the present needs of the country, to all parts of Ben^l, 
it will be of considerable help to the country. 1 do not know whether peripa* 
tetio instructors include female instructors also. My impression is that in 
the families of the poorer middle class, the ladies of the house would be glad 
to have instructions for the preparation of home-made cloths for their own 
use and if Government will help them by placing |emale instructors at their 
disposal a great service will be done to the country. As regards the immediate 
necessity of starting weaving and spinning schools at Dacca and other places, 
I do not know much, and perhaps my friends are in a better position to know 
it. But what I feel is this : that 75 per cent, of the people do not know that 
peripatetic instructors are available, but if this fact is more widely known 
and the number of instructors are increased, a great service would be done 
to the country, I am sure.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said • 

My Lord, I am much obliged to the Hon’ble Mr. O’Malley for the very 
lucid manner in which he has explained to us the Government po|ition and 
I do not think there is any one amongst the non-official memb<|rs of this 
Council who would fail to ,appreciate what the Government have none and 
are doing in regard to the improvement of the weaving industry in Bengal. 
At the same time 1 confess that I feel a little bewildered when I come to 
consider what attitude I should take up so far as this recommendation is 
concerned. I cannot get nd of the impression that the efforts that are now 
being made by Government and others are of a somewhat transitory charac¬ 
ter. The present distress prevailing in the country has no doubt induced 
many of us to think of bringing about some sort of improvement in the weaving 
industry and if I may respectfully say so, has also stimulated the Government 
to a more than usual spell of activity. But, after all, these efforts must 
be short-lived. After the present circumstances have passed away, there 
may come a time when we will slip back into our usual lethargy and 
I do not think that there is any guarantee that all the efforts that are 
being made will lead to any permanent result. I therefore fully agree 
with the Hon’ble Sir Nilratan, Sarkar that the establishment of a weav¬ 
ing school at Dacca would be taking a step wliich would be of some 
permanent character. I am told that in this part of the province there are 
weaving schools. I have heard of two-technical schools. But I think I am 
free to say that both these institutions are not very mnch known to fame. 
My opinion is . that these institutions are not prospering. The profit 
that is now made in price may or may not continue after the present circum¬ 
stances have changed. On the other hand ! fully recognize that Government 
are alive to the necessities of the situation and that they have got a definite 
programme of work. The question, therefore, before us is whether I should 
press the resolution for acceptance by Your Excellency’s Government or leave 
the matter entirely in the hands of Government for the present. I know 
that if I take up the latter position, Government will fully consider the 
matter and perhaps reconsider the steps they have alretidy taken, and I am 
sure scnnething will be done which will be satisfactory to everybody 
concerned. But at the.same time I cannot overlook the importance of the ques¬ 
tion that has been raised by this resolution, and although we have all listened 
to a very instructive speech by the Hon’ble Mr. O’Malley I must confess that I 
have not heard anything which would convince me that there are diffioalties in 
the Way of the Government accepting my resolution. In these oi^umstanoee, 
having redonsidered the matter and having regard to the importance of the 
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question that is raised, I am sorry I cannot but press this resolution. I hope 
Government will reconsider the question and accept this resolution.” 

The Hon’ble MA{iAKA.rADHiRiJA Bahaddk of Rurdwan said :— 

“I think, my lord, the Hou’ble Mr. O’Malley has given expression very 
clearly to the attitude of tlie Government regarding the weaving industry in 
Bengal generally. I am afraid we cannot accept the resolution as it is worded or 
as it stands ; but after what the Hon’ble Mr. O’Malley has .said, and after the 
assurance that I propose to give, the Hon’ble Mauivi Sahib, I hope, will see his 
way to withdraw the resolution. What we propose to do with regard to the 
establishment of a weaving school iti Dacca is to consult the Educational 
authorities and to see what can be done to make an early start in that 
direction.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said :— 

My Lord, I think t’aat it would rather be asking too much if I pressed 
this resolution. I would, therefore, ask Your Excellency’s permission to with¬ 
draw it.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 13. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq also moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a selected 
officer be place:! on special duty to report on what steps are immediately 
necessary for improving the prospects of cotton cultivation and increasing the 
supply of cotton in Bengal. 

He said :— 

'■ The question raised by this resolution is somewhat connected with the 
one that we have just discussed because all these questions are ultimately 
connected with that of the increased supply of dhoties and other wearing 
apparels. But before we can think of increasing the supply of dhoties we 
must have our cotton, because without our cotton we cannot have our yarns. 
As regards cotton there are two distinct varieties which we get from what is 
called * tree cotton ’ and the other variety that we get is what is called 
“field cotton. ” The climate of Bengal is not considered suitable for the 
production of long staple cotton or, in other words, the only cotton that we 
have in Bengal does not give us exactly the kind of yarn that is necessary 
for weaving fine kind of cloth. It is, therefore, to what is called the tree 
cotton that we must look for the supply of the proper kind of yarn which is 
necessary for weaving cloth and the question before us, therefore, practically 
resolves itself to this ; what are the prospects for the improvement of th<! 
cultivation of tree cotton and what steps can be taken for this purpose. It 
is well known that we had in Dacca an industry w'hich was famous through¬ 
out the world. I refer to the industry of muslins and the question naturally 
arises where it was that the people of Dacca used to get their cotton in the 
olden days. I was casually discussing this matter yesterday with tlm 
Hon’ble Mr. Crum and at that time I had not sufficient information to give 
in regard to the question raised by our discussion. But after I came here 
I met some of my friends and from inquiries I have come to know that there 
was at that time in Dacca a sufficient supply of cotton of the variety called 
tree cotton which used to grow in abundance and which used to yield the 
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finest yarn in the -world. It was in the days of the East India Company a 
certain General, who was afterwards known as Sir Stephen Hamilton (?), 
reported that at a certain place near Dacca there was a variety called tree 
cotton which produced such a fine quality of yarn that he was actually 
surprised and he recoinn>ended that all possible steps should be taken for the 
development of this variety of cotton. An inquiry showed that Sir Stephen 
Hamilton was referring to that part of the district now known as Kapasia. Kapas 
'ineans.cotton and the place was appropriately called Kapasia. But tree cotton 
has ceased to exist in that place. It is therefore not correct to say that there are 
no facilities in Bengal for the production of tree cotton and that all our efi'orts 
in that direction are bound to result in failure. The problem really is one 
which the Agricultural Department can tackle and it is somewhat unfortunate 
that although they must have been doing something to improve the cultivation 
and increase the supply of cotton, their efforts so far have led to no appreciable 
results. The r»roposal that I make is that a selected officer specially fitted for 
the task be charged with the duty of reporting to Government what steps 
may be taken for improving the cultivation and increasing the supply of 
cotton. I may be told that there is the Department for the work. But. my 
Lord, if an officer is placed on special duty it got s without saying that he 
would be able to give his undivided attention to the subject, he would be able 
to devote all his energies and his suggestions are bound to be of a valuable 
character. 1 am not quite sure, but 1 was told yesterday and I tiiink it is 
generally believed, that Ib'slrict Officers have been asked to collect informa¬ 
tion something on the lines suggested in the resolution. I <lo not know 
whether it is a fact, but even if it were it would not meet the situation, 
because, after all, the District Officers have got other duties to look to. Tiiey 
will perhaps depute one of their subordinate officers—very likely one not fully 
equipped for the task. Enquiries made by District Officers will not be useful. 
But if an officer is placed on special duty he can tour through at least the 
suitable part of the province and he will find out what has been the history so 
far as the cultivation of tree cotton is concerned. He will take note of the 
soil and note other conditions that are necessary for the improvement and 
development of this kind of tree cottmi and it goes without saying that ids 
report is bound to be of a most valuable character. 1 only want thar .i 
selected officer bo placed on special duty tfi tackle the problem of the increas* d 
supply of cotton, w’hicb is a most important problem at the present monu-jit. 
And I do not see that there is any difficulty lor Goxu'rnment to depute one <tf 
its expert officers for that purpose. 8o far as this resolution is cunoerned. 1 
would most confidently commend it to the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadi k said :— 

'* My Lord, I beg to support the resolution. The mover has already 
brought to the notice of the Council that there are places in this part of the 
province in which cotton of the finest quality used to be grown. I come from 
West Bengal and I can also say that there are villages in W’est Bengal 
where cotton used to be grown and those villages are still known as Kabas- 
danga. I do not find any such village in my district. But 1 know that in 
many villages in other districts the people used to cultivate cotton. But 
where are they now ? Their descendants are now working as mill-hands in 
riverside mills in the riparian municipalities. So far as the Government Agri¬ 
cultural Department is concerned, I cannot but say. My Lord, that the culti¬ 
vation of cotton has not been properly looked after by Government. 1 have 
read with great attention the reports of the Agricultural Department, but 1 am 
sorry to say that the reports are very discoura^ng. I have made personal 
inquiries about seeds and I am glad to inform the Council that seeds are avail¬ 
able in many parts of the province. But the Agricultural Department 
I am told, get their seeds from Bombay and are selling them at Rs. 10 
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per luaiind but, allow me to say, that if proper inquiries are made it 
will be found that seeds can be had here at a price not above Rs. 2 
or Ks^ 3 per inouml. If a special officer is appointed to look into these 
matters, I am perfectly convinced that the proper step will be taken in 
the direction of cotton cultivation. We talk of weaving schools, but to my 
mind what is the necessity of them unless proper attention is paid towards 
the improvement of cotton cultivation ? Therefore, if a special officer is ap¬ 
pointed. whether from the Agricultural or from any other department, I um 
almost sure that there will l)e an improvement in the present state of things. 
Moreover, if there i)e cotton cultivation in our own province the present 
difficulty will be avoided. With these words, I beg to support the resolu¬ 
tion.” 

The Hon’l-le l>Anr Kishoki Mohan Chaudhuri said :— 

” My Lord. I support the resolution moved by my hon’ble friend. 
Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq. That there was cotton cultivation in Bengal can be 
proved from old zamimlary papers. Cotton was known as kapas. But why it 
has deteriorated—whether on account of people taking to some otiier cultivation 
or owing to the unsuitability of the soil—is a matter for investigation. This 
ought to have been done by the Agricultural Department by this time, but 
I am sorry that no such tiling has been done. To import cotton seeds 
from Bombay would be of no use to us as we do not know whether the 
variety brought from Bombay is suitable to the soil of Lovver Bengal. It is 
therefore necessary that an investigation be made and proper means be 
devised for improving couon cultivation in Bengal. If we import cotton 
secils from Bombay, it will not be possible to turn out cotton at a cheap rate. 
It is. th(‘reftire. necessary that we should improve our own cultivation so that 
We could pnxluce cotton at a cheap rate. I do not think it necessary to speak 
much (m the subject, but I fully agree with the Hon’blc Mover that a sfiecial 
»>fficer should be apptauted to properly investigate into the matter.” 

Tlie Hon'ble Sir Nii.ratan Sarkai: said :— 

’■ My Lord. 1 rise to support the resolution. I dti so because I have 
faith in two tilings. The first in the honest laborious work of experts and 
secondly in the soil of Bengal. In spite of discouragement that we have 
received, I still believe that the last word has not been said with regard 
to the Department of Agriculture. My Lord, to illustrate the matter. I 
might cite one or two instances. W\‘ all Know that within the last few years 
by the investigation of Mr. Milligan we have been able to add considerably 
to our knowledge of sugar and wc have also been able to very nearly 
approach the solution of the question in regard to that industry in Bengal. 
My Lord, as regards sugar, we were told in the year 1915 that there was no 
hope for sugar in Bengal till a particular kind of cane was introduced in 
Kajshahi which prcxluced an yield of 40 mannds per acre, and only recently I 
had occasion to come across an European gentleman just casually who had 
come over to Rajshahi in order to get land worth several thousand rupees. 
In fact, he had no objection to purchase any extent of land for the purpose of 
starting a sugar factory. And it was only in 1915 that we were told that 
the soil c-f Bengal was not fit for sugar cultivation ! I believe that the 
character of the soil is not the same throughout the whole of the district. 
The character of the land in Bikrampur, in Tippera, Xoakhali or Chittagong 
may differ but places may be found in these districts which may be found 
suitable for,the cultivation of a particular kind of cotton. In fact, what is 
wanted is an efficient, hardworking expert who should be able to devote his 
whole time to the task. It is the whde-time worker that is wanted wlio 
would be able to devote his energies on one particular experiment and whose 
report would not contain vague generalities. It may be, that after experiments 
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such an expert may not be able to give us a good report. But what of that ? 
Then at least wo shall have the satisfaction that we have done our duty. 
We know that in certain parts of Tippera have been found traces of the 
base of former rivers. I have noticed certain spots in Chota Nagpur where 
cotton can be grown. And I take the i*eponsibiiity of saying that it is a case 
for an inquiry. 1 hope that the Government will not give up the question 
either of silk growing or of sugar growing or of cotton growing without a 
more thorough inquiry.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Commiko said :— 

‘‘My Lord, the reply of Government to the Hon’ble Member’s resolution 
can be expressed very shortly. Govormmuit are at one with the Hon’ble 
Member and the other speakers in their desire to promote, as far as possible, 
the cultivation of cotton in this province, but the point on which Government 
differ from him is the method to be adopted. It is quite true, a.s has been men¬ 
tioned by one speaker, that the cotton that is being grown in any quantity, 
apart from a very small area in the Bankura and Midnapore districts, is to 
be found in the areas of Hill Tippera and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

The Hon’blo Rai Mahnndra Chandra Mitra Bahadur and Hon’ble Babu 
Kisori Mohan Chaudhuri have stated that enquiries siiould now be made as 
to whether cotton cannot be grown in other areas in the plains of Bengal. If 
I have understood them correctly, the suggestion from their remarks is that 
nothing has hitherto been done in this direction, ft is not inaccurate to say 
that for more than half a century special enquiries have boon made from time 
to time to promote the cultivation of cotton in the plains of Bengal. It is 
an obvious remark to make that cotton was grown at one time, and I here is 
sufficient evidence of that fact; but in the plains of Bengal, as at present consti¬ 
tuted, partly from rainfall, and partly from certain disea.se8 to wdiich the 
cotton plant is liable, it has not been found possible to promote that 
cultivation. 

Now. I have said that Government differ as to the method. As the 
Hon’ble Sir Nilratan Sarkar has mentioned, the last word has not been 
said on the subject. I myself am also still somewhat of an optimist in the 
matter. 

The proposal before the Council is that a selected officer be deputed 
for the purpose. To this, I can only say that the only officer who can. at the 
present time, be spared, or who will be suitable for such an enquiry, is our 
Economic Botanist, and he is at present giving a great deal of attention to the 
subject and is examining a number of indigenous and exotic varieties of 
cotton under the conditions pertaining to Bengal. It is true that if he were 
placed on special duty he might possibly be able to do more ; but the 
Economic Botanist has several and varied duties to perform at the present 
time. Apart from him, the Agricultural Department as a whole are giving 
special attention to the matter. In the first place, members of the district 
agricultural staff are examining a number of plots in order to gain informa¬ 
tion regarding the suitability of the exotic varieties ; and in the second place 
they are preparing indents for seed for the crop of next year. 

For these two reasons, Government, I am afraid, arc uot prepared 
td accept the special recommendation of the Hon’ble Member ; first, because 
any officer specially selected outside the Agricultural Department would 
simply interfe-e with the existing organization ; and in the second place, if 
the officer were to be selected from within t.he department, he could be no 
other than Ihe-Economic Botanist ,who, as I have already said, is giving his 
special attention to this subjecti 
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It will thus be seen that Government fully recc^nize the importance 
of the (^nquiry to which this resolution refers ; but, at the present moment, 
they are not able to do more than request the officers of the Agricultural 
Department to follow up these lines of enquiry, and in particular, to instruct 
the Economic Botanist to give, as far as possible, a large proportion of hie 
time to this particular enqui ry. 

With these words, my Lord, I desire, on behalf of Government, to say 
that Government are not prepared to accept the resolution.” 


The Hon’ble Madlvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said :— 

*‘ My Lord, 1 must begin by saying that I consider the reply that has been 
given by the Hon’ble Mr. Gumming as absolutely unsatisfactory, and that 
I propose to press this resolution to a division. 1 would most earnestly 
request my non-official colleagues to bestow a little attention to this question. 
We have been told that an officer has got to be selected from outside the 
Agricultural Department if one is ro be selected for the purpose I have in 
view. What is the good of having an Agricultural Department at all, if that 
department cannot supply one officer with expert knowledge to take into 
consideration the prospects of the improvement of one of the most important 
crops, viz., the improvement in the cultivation of cotton in the districts in 
Bengal? What is the gootl of Government spending so much money and 
nursing a department which sends out officers to the villages simply to look 
after the old fashioned days of our agriculturists and which cannot devote its 
proper attention or its energies to find out a solution for a problem which is 
agitating the public mind so much at the present moment ? Is it necessary to 
go outside the Agricultural Department ? Is there no officer in that depart¬ 
ment who has received a training not merely in India but who has gone outside 
India ? I know that there are gentlemen who have received such a training 
not morely in tliis country but outside it and who are fully equipped to take 
up this task. I am told that the Economic Botanist—I could not catch the 
expression, but by whatever formidable name he may be called—is at present 
weighed down with other duties and can only devote a portion of his time to 
this work. Why, my Lord, should parsimony be shown, when it comes to a 
question of looking after the needs of cotton cultivation, and that this 
officer should do this work in addition to his other duties ? Why is it that 
we cannot get a whole-time officer who can devote his undivided attention to 
this important matter ? It is for this reason, my Lord, that I have asked 
that a certain officer be placed on special duty. We might perhaps be told 
that the district agricultural officers or the different officers who belong to the 
Department of Agriculture are in some way concerned with this question. 
But is that sufficient ? What we want is not a man who has come into 
contact with the Agricultural Department, not a man who has got a 
superficial knowledge in agricultural improvements and can use fine 
phrases which we do not understand by which he shrouds his problems 
with a mystery. But what we want is a man who has received a good 
training in this particular matter and who can really be called an expert and 
who must devote his whole time and attention to this matter. I do not know, 
my Lord, whether the importance of this matter has been fully recognized. 
Why is it that Government cannot spare an officer for a month or a couple of 
months in order that he may consider this very important question ? After 
all, what I ask for is that Government should take steps to improve the 
supply of cotton in this province, i.c., the yield should be- increased and that 
the prospects of the cultivation should be improved. Are the Government 
to tolerate a situation in which the price of a pair of dhoties has gone up from 
Rs. 3 to Rs. 8, and when Government have received reports of cases of 
suicide and lamentable occurrences in the domestic life of the province ? 
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After all these, are we going to be told that Government are afraid to con¬ 
sider this question which is of the supremest importance at the present 
moment ? 

Are not the Government aware of the vital needs of the Empire at the 
present moment? We, who are discussing this matter, do realize what this 
distress means, what the price of a pair of dhoties means, what an acute 
fueling has been caused by so many tragedies which are known to us. I 
submit, my Lord, that in the face of these, if Government cannot find an 
officer from the Agricultural Department who could be place*! on special duty 
for a couple of months, I must then earnestly ask Government to take this 
matter into their consideration and abolish that department altogether and 
save Some money to the public tax-payer. We might be told that there 
are no district agricultural officers who possess an expert knowledge which 
is necessary for an examination of this problem. Tt is for this reason that 
1 have suggested that an expert officer be deputed for this work. I do not 
understand the position which has b(ien taken up by Government without 
hearing dur arguments and that is the reason why we are driven to have 
recourse to moving resolutions in Council. I must strongly urge upon the 
personal consideration of Your Excellency the acceptance ».)f this resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Crum said :— 

“My Lord, I am afraid that I am unable to agree with the ve^ strong 
way in which the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq has pressed his resolution ; but 
at the same time, 1 do not think that the Government answer to the question 
is quite satisfactory'. The question of cotton cultivation in Bengal resolves 
itself into two jjarts. First of all w'e have the ordinary staple cotton which 
is grown in many other parts of India, and which we would wish to 
encourage now as a war measure and, if possible, to reduce the price. 1 do 
not think it is necessary' to bring over cotton seed from Bombay and try to 
grow it in the plains of Bengal, because I am definitely satisfied that except 
possibly in some places such as Midnapore or Hill Tippera, as the Hon’ble 
Sir Nilratan Sarkar says, it is perfectly useless to attempt to grow short 
staple cotton in the plains of southern Bengal; but the mover of the resolu¬ 
tion did touch during his first speech on what, I think, must bo regarded as 
rather an important 'point, and that is the produce of long staple cotton in 
the Dacca district. Years ago Dacca used to produce an extraordinarily fine 
muslin and this was made from long staple tree cotton, so I am told. 
The industry apparently died out many years ago, because it could not 
compete with machine-made English goods in the same style, and possibly 
because the demand for this very fine mrfslin disappeared or was reduced. 
Twenty years ago, the price of ordinary American cotton was Sd. per lb., 
before the war, 4 or 5 years ago, it was %d. per lb. and nowadays it is 22<f. 
per lb. The price of superior cotton, such as Egyptian cotton and other 
varieties of long stapled cotton, has equally increased in value. As regards 
the high prices, we may not'perhaps see anything like the old prices for a great 
many years to come, if ever ; and I do think it is conceivable that an industry 
such as tree cotton in Dacca which has died out a considerable number of 
years ago, because it could not compete with the other types of the same 
industry at that time might now owing to the higher price of cotton lie a 
feasible trade. Therefore, on that point, I would like Government to tell us 
what they think of the tree cotton trade of Dacca and if they intend to make 
enquiries on that point. There has lately been a Committee sitting in 
Bombay on the question of cotton in India, and it might be possible to get 
into 'communication with that Committee and find out what they have got to 
say on the subject. It is possible that some of the gentlemen who were 
sitting on that Committee would be available to examine this question in 
Bengal. Therefore, although I do not propose to press for the resolution, I 
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would fiugjffest that Government might do more than they propose to do at 
presen^”

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LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. 14. 

I’he Hon’ble Madlvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq also moved the following resolu¬ 
tion :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the head¬ 
quarters of the Registrar, Co-operative Societies, be permanently located at 
Dacca. 

He said :— 

“My Lord, this is one of our hardy Dacca annuals. I have been 
persuaded to bring up this resolution for the simple reason that the orders 
that have recently been passed for allocating the office of the Registrar, 
Co-operative Societies, in Calcutta, might be reconsidered by Government. 
The reasons for allocating the office at Calcutta and not at Dacca as giv«m 
by the Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell on tlie last occasion may be briefly 
summarised as follows :— 

First, there was the proposal for the establishment of a provincial 
co-operative bank which would be under the control of the Registrar, and 
secondly that although there are more scK-ioties in Eastern Bengal than in 
Western Bengal the needs of Western Bengal were tnuch greater than the 
needs in Eastern Bengal and therefore required the constant attention of the 
Registrar, and thirdly that money was flowing in rapidly so that the Registrar 
had to interview the investors and intending capitalists and that he should 
be there to be in touch with all those persons. Another argument which 
was advanced was that since the Hon’ble Member in charge of the depart¬ 
ment had to be in Calcutta it was very necessary that the Registrar, the head 
of the department, should also be in the same city. But now it has become 
necessary to consider all these reasons in the light of the facts that I am 
now going to place before this Council. I may begin by saying that 
exact^ the same arguments were put forward as regards the location of the 
Agricultural Department permanently in this city and I would ask Your 
Excellency’s Government to consider whether after the recent decision of 
the Government with regard to this department the office of Registrar of the 
Co-operative Societies should not be located at Dacca. 1 have not brought 
forward this resolution in order to embarrass Government in any way but 
simply because I feel that the activities of the Registrar of the Co-operative 
Societies and of the Department of Agriculture are so closely bound up 
together that it is very necessary that the head of the Department of Co¬ 
operative Societies should be in touch with the head of the Department of 
Agriculture far more so than with the Hon’ble Member in charge of the 
department. We have all heard that one of the means by which Government 
proposes to introduce a larger amount of weaving or induce weavers to get 
cotton isf by starting Co-operative Societies. My Lord, is it not therefore 
necessary that the Registrar should be somewhere near the Agricultural 
Department, so that the two departments may co-ordinate their efforts to 
bring about the best of results ? As regards the reasons that had been given 
I would presently show that they do not hold good at the present moment. 
As regards the provincial bank the operations may as well be directed 
from here. We know that there is a Joint-Registrar at Dacca and I think 
the duties of the Registrar for the purpose may very well be perfornied by 
the Joint-Registrar. As regards the second reason that was given, namely, 
that the needp of Western Bengal are greater* I aubmit that we have got 
two or that purpose for the Western Bengal districts, as against pne in the 
Eastern Bengal districts. It therefore follows that provision has already 
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been made for tbe needs Western Bengal. The only question now to l)e 
oraisidered is whether the office should be located in Calcutta. As regards 
the pwnt that the Registrar should bo in touch with the Hon’ble Member wo 
all know that the state of things which the Ilon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell 
represented do not now exist as the Registrar has not now got his office 
in Writers’ Buildings but somewhere outside it in a place called Dacre’s Lane. 
Therefore, so far as those little conferences between the Hon’ble Member and 
Mr. J. M. Mitra which are said to have led to such useful results are now at 
an end. The reasons for allocating the Director of Agriculture at Dacca have 
been proved to be untenable by experience'. Wo were told it was practically 
impcBsiblo to move that officer frbm Calcutta. Hut it has proved to be quite 
possible and the 8y«*lom is going on very vyell in spite of what tlie Hon’blo 
Mr. Beatson Bell said. He said that the Director of Agriculture should be in 
touch with the mercantile firms of Calcutta and it was absolutely essential 
that he should remain in Calcutta. The mercantile firms have no branches at 
Dacca, yet they get their informations from the Director all the same. There¬ 
fore I would appeal to Your Excellency andHo Your Excellency’s Government 
not to take up .an unsympathetic attitude in this matter but give it their careful 
consideration. 1 think a possible objection m.ay bemade to this'resolution with 
regard to the position that is occupied by the Registrar of the Co-operative 
Societies regarding his office. I know something of the working of the 
Co-operative Societies and therefore I know that the argument may be based 
on the fact that the Registrar is now the chairman of the (Central Bank. But 
I may tell the Council that no less tlian seven Directors of the Bank belong to 
Eastern Bei^l. And if the Registrar has his office-at Dacca it would be mgre 
convenient for the Directors to moot there than in Calcutta. Wosteru Bengal 
districts supply only four members. For all these rejisons, I submit that the 
office qf tbe Registrar of Co-operative Societies should be located in Dacca.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Cdmming said ;— 

“My Lord, Governmont are entii'clyat one with the Uon’ble Member 
in his desire to encourage the co-operative movement in this pai’t, as well 
as in other parts of the Pro8idi?ncy, but this can be done without the transfer 
of the head of the Department from the headquarters of the administra¬ 
tion. Lord Carmichael in 1913. when, this matter was suggested, referred 
to the possibility of the transfer of control in the case of certain departments 
in which the mass of the business tended for the moment to gravitate to this 
part fo Bengal. I shall explain shortly that this is the reason' why there has 
been a change in connection with the Agricultural Department. 

The Hon’blo Member has referred to the discussion on the subject in 1917. 
!>., last year, when the Hon’blo Mr. Beatson Bell pointed out that the mass of the 
business before the Registrar then concentrated in Calcutta. It is true that the 
position is not quite the same as last year ; but on the other hand, it is not so far 
diifoyent, that there appears to bo sufficioni. justificjitiou for the transfer of the 
Regikrar. In the first place, as regards the arguments raised with reference 
to the provincial bank, the Hon’blo Member says that the bank has not been 
created. It is true that the provincial bank, as a bank, has not been created. 
But the federation of central banks, to which he refers, was the associatirm of 
banks to which my jpredecessor was referring last year. This federation lias 
been created in the eburso of the last 12 months; it. has its office in Calcutta 
and is in the immediate porsonal control of the Registrar. On those grounds, it 
is desirable that the Registrar, should retain his headquarters in Calcutta. 
In the seoemd plkco, there has been a decentralisation of authority since last 
year. Since the Hon’ble Mr. Beatson Bell spoke in August 1917, throe officers, 
as the Hon’ble Member has mentioned, have been appointed to assist the 
Be^strar with co-ordinate pox^ers. He is not precisely correct in stating 
there aflB two fm: the Western Provinces and one for East Bengal. The throe 
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officers appointed are eno for Northero Bengal, one for Westeia-Bengal, and 
one for Eastern Bengal; and^at pi-esent there j» in Dacca a Deputjr CoUeator 
on special duty with the special powers of a Joint-Begistrar. Sdrely Irbm this 
it does not follow that the Registrar should be transferred here, but rather 
that the necessity for the .transfer here has considerably diininislied. 

The further argument that was used by the Hon’ble Member when speaking 
ii^ support of the resolution was that last year reasonfe were given why the 
headship of the Agricultural Department should not be removed from the 
centre of the administration, whereas it is a fact that-the Director of Agricul¬ 
ture has now his headquarters in Dacca. But there is a difference between 
the two cases; in the case of the Agricultural Department there*has un¬ 
doubtedly been a greater concentration of work within the last year in Dacca, 
and it is not therefore inappropriate that at present the headship of the 
department should bo at Dacca. Kut in the case of the work of the department- 
dealing with Co-operative Societies, there has not been such a concentration 
of work in the eastern districts of the province. As the Hon’blo Mr. Beatson 
Bell pointed out last year, the Hegistrar is essentially a touring officer who 
gives his services to East Bengal as well as to other parts of the province. 
In fact, one district belonging to the Dacca Division, namely, the Faridpur 
district, is i*eally under his own personab control at the present moment. I, 
therefore, submit that there appears to be no justification for permanently 
locating the headquarters of the Registrar away from the headquarters of the 
provincial administration ; and in view of the fact that the Registrar is 
represented in Dacca by an officer who has co-ordinate powers with the 
Registrar, the Hon’ble Mover will realise that the grounds for traiftferring the 
Registrar have, as I have stated, very much decreased ; and T hope he will 
perhaps not press his resolution.” 


The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said :— 

^ ” My Lord, I have v(jry little to add to what I baveah’eady stated. I must 
admit that after all the Government must be allowed to judge where particu¬ 
lar officers should be located. W'e can only put forward- suggestions. If, 
therefore, in this particular matter Government find that there are difficulties 
in the way of permanently locating this offiw at Dacca, I would not bo 
well advised in pressing this resolution. Besides, I do not wish to make 
the location of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies dependent on the 
location of the office of the Director of Agriculture in Dacca, bimause 1 find 
that there is very little cbanco of my motion being carried ; and, after all, we 
may lose the ^Director of Agriculture also. I do not, therefore, wish to press 
this resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 

President's Address. 

The President said :— 

“ It will perhaps be for the convenience of Hon’ble liemberatf, befwe wa 
^journ for the luncheon interval, I make some remarks with reference to 
item No. 22 which appears on the agenda, in which the Hon’ble Maulvi 
Fazl-ul-Haq pre^oses to recommend to tbe Governor in Qbunoil that a Com¬ 
mittee of non-official members be appointed to consider the hist (ff subjects 
to be transferred to popular control, as su^ested in paragraph 238 of the 
Report on Constitutional Reforms. I am going to suggest, for the ponsidsna** 
tion of the Hon’ble Maulyi, that he should not move that resolntlbh t^ay ; 
and I make that suggestion for two reasons ; the, fiirst is tliat the Govern¬ 
ment have no more control over the ncm-ofiioial members ol this douncil than 
the Hon’ble Maulvi has himself; and Government oahnext oi^er noa-dfficial 
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BMtober® to servo on cwnmittees against their will. I< is perfectly easy for 
flon’ble Maalvt, if he desires to do so, formally to suggest a committee 
withwito-moving awy resolution on the subject in this Council. My second 
reasmi is one to which T attach more importance, and it is this : I think it 
would be more satisfactory from every point of view, if the Hon’blo Members 
of this Council desire to discuss the Reform Scheme and express their views 
upon it, that they should be giveri a special opportunity of discussing the 
scheme as a whole from every point of view. That being so, I am prepared to 
summon a special session of the non-official members of Council for that 
purpose. The only question is the time at which such a session should be 
held. I su|^8t for the consideratifui of Hon’blo Members two alternative 
dates, f should be prepared, for instance, to summon .such a special meeting 
to take place at the conclusion of the ordinary business of the Legislative 
Council which will bo held during the first week in September ; that is~. one 
date for your considerafion ; or again I would be prepared, if that date be not 
convenient to the majority of members, to summon such a meeting later in 
the autumn, say some time early in November. There are advantages and 
disadvantages attached to each of these dates. Hon’ble Members may say that 
they desire to express their opinions before the Covernmont submit, their 
views to the Government of India ; and that is an argument in favour of 
holding a special session early in Septemj.>cr. On the other hand, non-oflieial 
members of this Council have been asked individually to submit their views 
to Government, so that the argument w'hich 1 have just adduced in favour f)f 
holding a special session early in September is not necessarily a very cogent 
one. The arguments in favour of holding such a meeting later are, I think., 
that it will give Hon’ble Members greater time in which to digest the 
many complicated propcosals which are contained in the scheme and will 
enable them to express a more matured judgment upon them. But T do not 
wish to influence Hon’blo Members one way or the other. I am quite prepared, 
as I have said, to summon a special session either during the first week in 
September or early in November, and I would suggest that those non-official 
members wdio are present here to-day might perhaps ni6»et the Vice-President < 
before w«’ re-assemblo this afternoon and tell him wliat their views are with 
regard to this question of dates. 

I would propose that we should now adjourn, and that we should meet 
again at a quarter before 3 o’clock. The Hon’blo Sir’Henry Wheeler will 
be pleased to be here ai 2-30 p.m. and discuss this matter witli llon’ble 
Members who wish to do so.” 

The Council then adjourned for lunch.

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Faxi-ul-Haq also moved the following resolu- 


kion:— ... 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that m view of the 
diatvess now prevailing in the country. Government be pleased to sanction an 
inoroment on a suitable scale to the pay of all public sei-vants drawing 
monthly salaries up to Rs. 100 a month. 

He said 


“My Lord, I feel I need not say very much in commending this 
reaolution' to the aooeptUnce of Your Excellency’s Council. It has been 
idmitted on alf hands that the distress prevailing in this country is very 
and that all public servants drawing a very small pay, say up to 
100 S month, find it very bard to make their both ends meet, and it 
wottld be a grist relief if Government could see their way to add any 
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increraents to their salaries in any way Government might think At and 
proper. I am told that action. on these lines have afready been taken 1^ 
other Governments and the Government of India specially, and that private 
companies also and employers of labour have thought to give increments 
to their servants in view of the distress prevailing. The harder ease is that 
of the menial servants who draw a salary which is not even sufficient for 
^thom to purchase a pair of dhottes at the rates prevailing in the country*. A * 
pair of dhoti now cosl-s about Its. 7, and supposing there are six members m the 
family and each member requires a pair throughout the year, he has' got 
to spend on dkoties something which is equal to his annual income, which 
leaves barely anything for the maintenance of his family. Officers in the 
enjoyment of high salaries do not feel so acutely as the poorer servants, whose 
case T have cited. It is oij their behalf that I would urge this resolution 
for acceptance by Your Plxcelloncy’s Council. I do not think that it would 
entail a heavy expenditure, because the increments they would draw would 
be very small. With these few words, J beg to commend this resolution 
to the acceptance of Your Excellency’s Council.” 


The Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler said :— 

“ My Lord, this resolution is of a type which necessarily presents the 
Financial Department in a somewhat invidious attitude. We all like to feel 
that we had done something in the course of the day to help those wh»)m 
the circumstances of life may have temporarily hit somewhat hard, and the 
Financial Department shares that amiable weakness with .other members 
of the Council. But. on the other hand, the Financial Department is 
particularly entrusted with the task of administering to the best of its 
ability the income and expenditure of the Local Government, and we are 
hound, therefore, to insist on certain practical possibilities before undertaking 
fresh expenditure. 

In the first place, we have already recognized to some extent the 
conditiopB to which the Hon’blo Member has referred, and we have given 
some relief in the case of the lowest paid servants of Government, who. he 
will doubtless agree, have the first claim. The Hon’ble Member has put his 
Kmit at Rs. 100; we have put ours somewhat lower, and have dealt first 
with the menial servants, the more humble employees of the ehapraesi, farash 
and p^n type. Even before the war, as is well known, the economic condi¬ 
tions in this country were tending to drive up the rates of lower paid labour 
all round, and that is a very serious problem with which future Local Govern¬ 
ments will be faced. These conditions were intensified by the war; but, 
even apart from the war, we prepared a very elaborate scheme to benefit 
these subordinates which we had submitted to the Government of India. 
In contradistinction to the Hon’ble Maulvi’s happy anticipation that this 
will not cost a heavy sum, I may tell him that it will involve an expenditure 
of something like Rs. 17 lakhs. Although we could not face the full cost of 
the scheme, we did, in view of war conditions introduce it in part; we have 
done so by raising the minimum pay to Rs. 10, Rs. 9 and Rs. 8, according to 
the classification of districts in respect of the relative expense of living^ 
In addition to thia, we have given an extra rupee to those who are drawing 
less than Rs. 12. There is nothing very magnificent in this, but even that 
comparatively small measure involves an outlay of Us. 4 lakhs approximat^y. 
I leave it to the Council to calculate roughly what it is going to cost if we' 
undertake sweeping relief on the lines of this resolution. 

As regards what has been done by the other* Local Govominents, we 
have not got full information, but as far as we can ascertain, the Bonibay 
Government has given special relief in the Bombay and Karachi- citfas. 
Judging by what we see in the papers, the omiditions of, these two tOw^ 
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have become abnormal in a very marked degree, the influx of troops and 
ftll Roi*lci of Iftbour connected with the war having raised the cost of living 
to a level far higher than that in other cities. Presumably it was for this 
reason that the Bombay Government had to undertake special measures of 
relief. The Government of India seem to have given special allowances to 
the Post and Telegraph and Railway Departments ; but both of these depart¬ 
ments have borne an exceptional strain by reason of the war, and they are 
both departments whose efticiency cannot possibly be allowed to deteriorate 
during the war. As far as we know, no Local Government has attempted to 
do anything of the very wide character of this resolution. 

Therefore, Sir, we cannot promise anything to that extent. As 1 have 
said, we have done something in the case of the lowest paid servants of 
sGovernment, and in the course of the year, I have no doubt we shall do more 
in individual cases as they arise, since speciflc cases of this description are sure 
to crc^ up from time to time. I am afraid, however, that we, could not 
possibly, in the present state of our provincial finances, when economy is 
being'enjoined upon us, promise that we would give something toall in receipt 
of lees than Re. 1(W in recognition of the high rates of living due to the war. 
The difficulties arising out of the war are shared by us all, and we have g(^ 
to bear them with what philosophy we can; but in respect of the clerical 
classes, in particular, it is to be remembered that, in so far as grain prices 
have been far lower than the average of the past few years, they have bene¬ 
fited to that extent, even though they are paying more for cloth and other 
necessaries of life. We do not deny that there is hardship, but we can only 
relieve it up to a point ; and for the rest, w'ith all sympathy for those who are 
suffering, I am afraid things must continue as they are.” 

The Hon'ble Maui.vi A. K. Fazl-di.-Haq said :— 

“ My Lord, I do not wish to fix Rs. 100 as the unalterable limit. It is 
really for the Government to say where the line should be drawm, and I admit 
that in this respect the Government would be the best judge of the matter. 
In additioj^|.o what I said I would only bring to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment the *86 of two classes of public servants whose claims for an increment 
of pay Government have assured us that they would be considered. I refer to 
the case of the Civil C »urt peons and clerks of the Registration Department. 
As regards both of these, schemes have been prepared for an increment of pay, 
and as far as I can understand, these schemes are being held up owing to the 
abnormal condition prevailing in consequence of the war. But 1 would press 
their claims again on the attention of the Government. As regards the 
statement that no Local Government have done anything, I would beg leave 
to point out that as the times are somewhat abnormal, the prevailing condi¬ 
tions in Bengal are also somewhat abnormal. We are all suffering no doubt 
in consequence of the war and we will suffer patiently because we know that 
all these suterings are not certainly of our own seeking. It is due to 
circumstances over which we can have no control. But at the same time we 
must remember that this suffering is acutest in the case' of those whose 
income or salary is small. And I therefore submit that those whose pay is of 
the lowest grade—they have got the first claim on the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment. I am glnd to hear that Government have taken certain action in the 
matter and will take further action as soon as a sufficient case is made out. 
I am convinced that the wheels of Government move very slowly. Therefore, 
it becomes necessary to press this matter on the attention of the Government. 
It is in their hands that the destiny of these poor men lie. A difference of a 
£e% rupees raayinean much to them, while it may not mean much to Govern- 
zp^t and it is they who are the acutest sufferers in the distress now prevail¬ 
ing in the country. I wish everybody knew fully of the^ extent oi the distress 
thpt is now .prevailing. Everyb^y, says that thei'c is distress, but how many 
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realize the acuteness of that distress ? A pair of costing Es. 3 before 
are now selling at Es. 8. It may be an increase of Rs. 4 or R«. 5 only, but it 
may mean taking away a good substantial portion of an ordinary man's 
monthly income. It is for this reason that I press this resolution, cm the 
attention of the Government although the total expenditure may come u{> to 
17 lakhs of rupees. What I would suggest is this that not only a beginnings 
^lould be made, but that the beginning should be a substantial one and 
ways and means must also be found out by Government. It ,may be: by 
paying occasional bonuses to these people or by any other way. That I leave 
to Government. I do not wish to say any tiling further. . ' ‘ 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. 16. 

The Hon’ble Maulvt A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq also moved the following resolu¬ 
tion 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the oriler.s 
recently issued by the Government for the retirement from the public servici* 
of officers attaining the age of 55 bo sparingly used in the case of members 
of the Provincial dudicial Service so long as the conditions of initial recruit¬ 
ment to that service are not improved. 

He said :— 

‘‘ My Lord, 1 am told that this resolution of mine has caused something 
like a furore in the ranks of the munsifs. They think that if the Subordinate 
Judges aje allowed to hold on, it will block the promotion of munsifs and it is 
for this .reason that they fear that what may. be good for the Subordinate 
Judges may be .something like an injury to their own interests. If there is 
any munsif who think so, 1 am sorry that iny resolution should have 
given rise to that impression. What I mean is that cases of ^ceptional 
character might occur and 1 ask Government to take -such cases^ito their 
consideration. To begin with, we know that these munsifs are not confirmed 
in their posts till they attain the age of 32. Even if they are confirmed at an 
earlier age they cannot complete 25 years’ service before they attain the age 
of 55, and as under the new rules he would have to retire then, he would not 
be entitled to draw half pension. Of course, he would lie entitled to half 
pension if he has completpd his 25 years’ service. It may so happen that a 
Subordinate Judge is compelled to retire at 55 and if he hag a few months’, 
more service to complete his 25 years, it would be yery hard for him if he is 
not allowed an extension so as to got the benefit of drawing full pension. I 
would ask Your Excellency’s Government to consider these extreme cases, 
especially in the judicial service. I expect that when some improvements 
take place in the judicial service, officers may be confirmed at an earlier age 
than at present. Then in that case this question vvould not arise. With these 
words I beg to move the resolution.” 

The Hon’ble IUbu Kishobi Mohan Ohaudhuri said :— 

‘‘My Lord, 1 support the resolution moved by my hon’bic friend. 
Ordinarily we are nbt for granting extensions, but there may be occasions to. 
which reference has been made by the Hon’ble Mover where it might prove 
very hard for an officer if he is not allowed to complete his 25 jjpars of service 
and to draw full pension. Their cases ought to be considered. I belieye 
Government are also anxious to grant in sudh Specml cases certain conces<» 
.^ons. Moreover, efficient officers of Government expect that they shield 
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allowed to draw full pension. There are oases in which concessions ought to 
be givpi and I support t|ie proposal. It is not necessary to speak much on 
tlie subject. As regards members of the Executive Branch since they are 
iiominated, they pass through a probationary period and that is counted 
towards pension. But the munsifs are not confirmed before they >attain the 
age of 83 or 34. Of course, in their cases the officiating period is counted, 
but very few of them get an officiating appointment within 3 or 4 years of 
their service. Under these circumstances I think it is quite reasonable that 
concession should be shown especially to the efficient and hard-working 
officers. With these words I l>eg to support the resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Maharajaduiraja Bahadur of Burdwan said :— 

*• My Lord, I am afraid I have got to disappoint the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl- 
ul-Haq regarding this resolution ; for 1 do not think that a strong case has 
been made out for the acceptance of the Government, nor that by the accept¬ 
ance of this resolution would the Maulvi Sahib be doing any real service to 
the judicial service regarding which he wants a certain amount of concession 
and consideration shown. The new rules have just come into force and the 
Provincial Government is bound not only to accept them but to make a begin¬ 
ning of a question which has been allowed to go on unchecked foru long time. 
I think, 1 may remiml the Hon’ble Member that Government have already 
given their assurance that they will accept'the question of the increase of pay 
in the junior grades as soon as a reply from the High Court is received on the 
subject. As to using the power of granting extensions more extensively ratheV 
than sparingly, as I have already said Government are bound to carry out the 
new rules under the Civil Service llegulations by which extensions are not to 
be granted to officers of any branch of the service except where there is an 
unquestionable public advantage by retaining that officer, or where the officer 
is reafly ,ph 5 ' 8 ically fit to continue. The age limit of 55 has been found to be 
a good working limit for retirement, and therefore there is no reason why 
exception shouhi be made for one particular service. Every extension granted 
delays, as the Hon’ble Maulvi Sahib himself knows, pi-oraotion of junior men, 
and if no extensions had been granted, there would now be no munsif over 
two years’ service in the lowest grade. In these days of efficiency Govern¬ 
ment must also stipulate, like all private individuals, on having the best men 
available for every service, and I think that this holds good for the judicial 
branch of the executive, just as much as for the executive branch of the same 
service. Government cannot make any differentiation in a matter of this kind. 
Moreover, the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq has said that he wants this clemency 
to be shown in cases of an extreme nature. I would ask him to leave this to 
the discretion of the Government. If it is really a case where it so happens 
that a Sub-Judge has to complete only a few months to get his Government 
pension and if that officer has really done good service lo Government, I 
tfiink the Maulvi Sahib can rest assured that? the Government are not likely 
to overlook such a case, but Government cannot as a general principle show 
such leniency to a particular service. 

Turning to what the Hon’ble Babu Kishori Mohan Ohaudhuri has said, I 
am afraid that I could not follow him very carefully; but I should like to 
say' that there is some likelihootl of there being a demoralising effect on the 
services by allowing Subordinate Judges more extensions than by disallowing 
them. I think tlie munsifs and younger men should be given a chance, and 
except in extreme cases, Government is bound to carry out the new rules 
which have only recently been issued bj' the Secretary of State and the 
Government of India. For these reasons and with the assurance that the 
Government will certainly in special cases look into the matter on its own 
m^tfi, I hope that the Maulvi Sahib will not press this resolution before the 
Cotfneil. Government cannol: accept it.” 
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The Hon'ble Madlyi A. K. Fazl-dl-Haq said :— 

“ I beg leave, my Lord, to withdraw this resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn.

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that pending the 
establishment of Muhammadan Arts Colleges in Calcutta and Dacca, such 
colleges be opened in hired houses and steps be taken to make them imme¬ 
diately available to Muhammadan students. 

He said ;— 

” My Lord, this is one of the questions that the Muhammadan Members 
of this- Council have tried often and often to press upon the attention 
of Government, and I feel bound to say that although we have done all 
that we possibly could to induce Government to take some definite steps in 
the direction suggested in this resolution, we have still got this grievance that 
nothing practical has been done, and that there is no sign that anything is 
going to be done in the near future. 1 may, however, admit that in certain 
respects Government have done something to help Muhammadan students in 
pursuing their studies. For instance, the reservation of a certain number of 
seats in colleges and hostels ; but I would earhestly ask Your Excellency to 
consi^r whether the concessions that have been made so far are really 
sufHcient to meet the needs of the situation. My Lord, so far as the casb for 
a Muhammadan Arts College in Calcutta and in this city is concerned, we 
have been discussing this even since the year. 1912, and we are all agreed 
that every year the number, of Muhammadan students who, after passing the 
Matriculation examination, seek admission to these colleges has been'gradually 
increasing. I do not think that I will meet with any contradiction from 
Government when I say that a very large number of Muhammadan students, 
have to give up their studies in consequence of their inability to find accom¬ 
modation in the existing colleges. 1 was taken to task for using the expres¬ 
sion ** a large number of Muhammadan students,” but after all a census was 
taken, and I believe that I can confidently assert to-day in this ball, that the 
number of students who have got to give up their studies for want of 
accommodation is really very, very large. If I am correct, the question armes 
whether the case lor a Mu^mmadan Arts College has npt been madf out. 
We have discussed the question over and over again and we have been tdd 
in reply that the real d^culty in our #ay is one of fhnds. I will also admit 
that so far as this aspect of the question is concerned, 1 find that hi the 
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present moment tlie funds at tho disposal of Government are not abundant, 
and that unless and until normal conditions are restored, we cannot reason¬ 
ably asl: Government to embark upon a fanciful expenditure. But I would, at 
the same time, ask Government to consider whether the proposal I am now 
pressing is not of a much humbler character. 

After all, what is it that 1 want ? 1 want that a college lu? started in 

some hired house, meaning thereby that the matter should bo left primarily to 
private enterprise, and that Government should come forward to our help by' 
allowing us some sort of monthly grant iSupposing the expenses of a fully 
equipped college come up to Us. 5.000 a month roughly, and we raise about 
Rs. 3,000 by means of fees ami donations, we would only require Rs. 2,000 
a month or Rs. 24,000 a year from Government. If this is done, we can wait 
till bettor times are restored amf we can have the genuine article. But if wo 
are told to wait indefinitely till normal conditions are restored, I submit that 
we would be asked to wait much too longer than human patience can bear. 
W(% have waited live years already, and we are still harjung on the same 
string at the present moment. 1 therefore submit that, so far as this proposal 
is concerned, there is no very unsurmountable difficulty in tho way of Govern¬ 
ment accepting this resolution; and T therefore confidently hope that 
Government will be pleased to accept it. I might possibly be told that the 
Calcutta University Commission is considering the whole question of 
University teaching in this province, and that it would be somewhat premature 
to take steps in the direction f have suggested till the decision of the Com¬ 
mission is known. ' , 

Now, as regards the decision of the Commission, that again introduces 
an element of uncertainty into our calculations. We do not know how long 
we shall have to wait; it may be as long as. the war lasts or very much longer ; 
but I would say this much that whatever the decision of the Commission may 
be, there should be no possible difficulty in our having a college in a hired 
house and ultimately that college may be established under the rules that are 
to be framed by the University. I myself do not see any difficulty; and if 
there are any, I would like to have them pointed out ; and if they are reason¬ 
able, I would not press my demand on the consideration of Government. But 
I have asked Government to consider this matter, and personally I do not see 
any difficulty in the way of it. I might have withheld my resolution till later 
after we received the recommendations of the University Commission. 1 
reserve my comments till I know the attitude of Government towards the 
question which I have raised. With these words. I commend ray resolution 
for tho acceptance of Council.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem said :— 

“ My Lord, I rise to support the motion which is moved by my friend to the 
right. I admit that the policy which the Muhammadans have followed some 
years back has been wrong with reference to Western education, and I think 
everyone will admit that we have already paid the penalty of our folly ; but, I 
beg to submit, my Lord, just as the Muhammadan student begins to take to 
Western education and University education, difficulties arise in the way of 
the student. First, there come University regulations which limit the number 
of boys in sohools and also the course of teaching, by which a Muhammadan 
student cannot get into any college that he may find near his home, because 
the suyects which a Muhammadan boy is likely to take up or which will give 
kim li good Muhammadan education as well as a good high education are not 
taught in every ooilege, and that is the difficulty which a Muhammadan 
Student has to meet with. Under the present rules of the University, some 
ooUeges are affiliated in particular subjects of the University.And some of 
them in other subjects ; so that the student has to chose a particular college 
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to got admission, and the difficulty is that these colleges cannot admit as 
many Muhammadans as seek admission, because the number of colleges which 
provide good, education for Muhammadans is limited. I therefore think that 
it is advisable to have a college specially for Muhammadans where subjects 
which are likely to be taken up by Muhammadan arts students will be taught, 
and so relieve the other colleges of the difficulty they find in accommodating 
Muhammadan boys. If my suggestion may not be considered preposterous, 1 
may add that the best way to deal with the question, so far as Calcutta is 
concerned, would be to add additional classes in the Presidency College, and 
these classes reserved for Muhammadan boys. This can be done with very 
little increase in the capital expenditure and also a little increase in the 
running expenditure as well, because the running expenditure will certainly 
increase because the additional classes will mean additional professors ; but we 
will also get some income, as my friend has stated, from the foes, which will 
come to about Rs. 3,000 a month, the expenditure will be Rs. .5,000, and the 
balance will be about Rs. 2,000. If 1 may be permitted, I would suggest that 
a similar attempt may be made in this city, which looks more or less like a 
city of deserted houses, and we have got a large number of buildings which 
are unoccupied, and they can be utilised for the temporary use of the Muham¬ 
madan Arts College; although those buildings wore never intended for use 
as colleges or schools, they might be utilised for such a purpose' with a little 
alteration. It will be a great relief if a college be established and the Muham¬ 
madans put there. There was some difficulty as regards hostel accommodation;, 
our difficulty will be removed if an attempt is made to have these institutions 
in hired buildings. Why wo press for it is that if a colh'ge is started in 
hired buildings. Government will feel keenly the necessity of having a 
Muhammadan Arts College, and we hope and believe that the establishment of 
a college building will be expedited. It will then be considered more urgent 
than it is at present. There is an impression, my Lord, right or wrong, that if 
Government feel the necessity for it and want to do it, it will be done without 
any serious inconvenience, and that ways and means could be found as ways 
and means have been found for many other projects which the other depart¬ 
ments have found necessary and have given preference to other schemes. I 
ho[)e, my Lord, that as this question has been discussed so often, we shall at 
any rate come to a solution this year and in this city which was primarily 
intended as tho capital of Muhammadan Bengal." 

The Hon’ble Mr. Wordsworth said :— 

“My lord. 1 think it must have occurred to all Hon’ble Members on- 
receiving notice of this resolution that the Hon’ble mover has chosen a 
peculiarly unseasonable time for urging these demands upon Government. 
The resolution as placed before us to-day is new in form ; it is, however, 
a variation of a theme that has frequently been before us. has been dis¬ 
cussed in this Council on many occasions, and has received the attention 
of the Department of Education and of Government' for many years. 
Government’s sympathy with the project is well known, and its desire to heJp' 
is well known ; and I think it is well known also that if the war had not 
intervened, our plans for ensuring special facilities for the higher education 
of Muhammadans \vould have assumed a material form by this time. The 
war, however, has upset our calculations, has introduced financial difficulties 
and has introduced difficulties relating to the recruitment of staff and 
equipment, and no action has been possible for the last two or three, years. 
This suspension of action due to the war did not commend itself to many 
members of the Council and so the matter was brought to debate in 
March last, on which occasion Sir 8. R Sinha put forward the view of 
Government in these words :—‘ Government were unable to accept the 
resolution of pressing the institution of a Muhammadan College because we 
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could not get the money and we could not get the staff, and even if we could, 
it would be necesBary, I submit, even then, to wait till we know what the 
recomifiendations of the University Commission would be with regard to a 
matter of this kind.’ 

That was the attitude of Government five months ago, and that attitude 
was supported by this Council when the matter was pressed to a division. 
We are therefore entithxl to ask whether there is any change in the situation 
to justify new proposals on a matter so recently dealt with. From Govern¬ 
ment’s point of view, there is none. If strict economy was necessary a few 
months ago,, it is no loss necess.'M*y to;-day, and if there were difficulties 
in recruiting stafi' and in procuring equipment of colleges a few months ago, 
these difficulties exist to-day; and if a few months ago it was considered 
advisable to wait for the report of the University Commission, it is no less 
desirable to-day when the publication of that report is presumably a few 
months nearer. From th(‘Hon’ble Member’s point of view, 1 think that the 
crux of the situation is, the belief that there is a very great need of additional 
accommodation for Muhammadan students this year. We have been told in 
rather vague language of the large number of Muhammadan students who 
have to give up thfdr education because of their inability to secure admission 
into colleges. The Hon’ble Member’s knowledge in this matter outstrips my 
own. I have made such enquiries as I have boon able to make in the time 
at my command since I received tliis resolution, and have been unable to 
discover any clear evidence in support of the Hon’ble Member’s point of * 
view. I have written to a large number of Principals of Colleges in this 
province ; 1 have consulted personally many others. I have consulted gentle¬ 
men who arc not Principals of Colleges, 'out are engaged in educational work. 

I am a member of the executive body of the Calcutta University. I sit on 
many governing bodies and other educational committees, and only in one 
instance this year has any representation come before me about a difficulty of 
this sort, and this representation when examined was found to be scarcely 
substantiated by the facts. 

On the other hand, I nave these figures from the Presidency College, 
a (College justly popular among Muhammadans which offers them great 
advantages in the matter of foes and great opportunities for the study of 
those subjects that are of peculiar interest to Muhammadans. This year 
I am informed that the number of Muhammadan students who applied 
within the time appointed was 50, 36 applied late ; these 86 applicants were' 
considered, and 48 were selected for admission. Of .these 48, 12 failed to join 
in spite of the concessions that were offered, and of those 38 who had already 
been refused, the Principal found it impossible, when 12 vacancies were loft 
for Muhammadans owing to the failure of those 12 to join, to secure 
Muhammadans to take the vacant places. This is not perhaps a conclusive 
argument, but it is indicative of the situation ; and we may fairly assume 
that at the time when these unexpt^cted vacancies occurred, the number of 
Muhammadan students who had not been admitted in the Presidency 
('ollege, had been admitted in other colleges in Calcutta or elsewhere. No. 
Calcutta College tells me of any special difficulty or of any specially largo 
number of Muhammadans refused admission, nor is any such evidence 
forthcoming from Dacca itself. Government, therefore, cannot accept the 
Hon’ble Member’s contention that there has arisen a special need which 
demands special action at this moment. The resolution, as explained by 
the Hon’ble Member, is rather surprising. As it reads, it suggests that 
Government should take action for the opening of temporary colleges 
in hired buildings, but the Hon’ble Member has explained^ it as meaning 
that private colleges should be opened in hired buildings, and that 
Government should come forward with a grant«in-aid. There is no reason 
that I am aware of why any gentlemen or any association interested in 
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Muhammadan education should not establish their own colleges in hired 
houses or elsewhere. Whether a grant-in-aid would be given is a matter 
which can scarcely be argued in this Council. It will depend upon circum¬ 
stances ; upon thi5 probable efficiency of these cplleges; upon their financial 
stability and upon many other considerations, and I would only add the 
remark that there are certain colleges recently come into existence that 
Ifhve already pressed for Government aid. and that Government have not 
this year been able to encourage their aspirations. Hired houses might 
be used for colleges, but it is doubtful whether houses built for other 
purposes could be easily turned into colleges in such a way that the 
University would accept them. But supposing all difficulties qf accommo¬ 
dation, stafif and finances were sjirinounted, there still remains a difficulty 
which I do nol think can be surmounted in any way. Colleges in Bengal, 
wffiethor private or Government, must work in affiliation with the TIniversity. 
To secure affiliation a college must apply long in advance, and must 
show that it is fully equipped to do the work, and if any gfmtlemen 
started now to establish a college the earliest date by which they could bo 
admitted to affiliation under the University, would be July of next year. 
Between this and July of next year many things may happen ; one, 1 hope, 
will be the receipt of the report of the University Commission ; another 
a considerable relief in the financial situation ; and 1 would therefore put 
it to the Hon’ble Member, that since a delay is for many reasons neces¬ 
sary, it might be as well to accept once more the i) 08 ition that was accepted 
in April last, and to await the publication of the University Commission’s 
report, and the return of more favourable financial considerations.” 

The Hon’ble M.\ulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq said :— 

“ My lord. I would have gladly accepted the suggestion made by the 
Director of Public Instruction but for the fact that some of the statements 
which I made in support of my resolution seem to be challenged l)y Govern¬ 
ment. I will begin by saying that so far as the Departuiont of Education is 
concerned we have no grievances whatsoever, and I may also mention here 
that I do not wish to embarrass the Hon’ble Members who are very sympathe¬ 
tic, and if we do not get what wo want it is because, T am fully convinced, 
that the facts have not been properly placed before them. I know of a case 
where a number of students wore refused admission in a Government Cdlego. 
Government had to prepare the statistics and the task was entrusted to an 
officer, who, in his turn, entrusted it to a subordinate, Muhammadan assistant, 
who collected an information which contradicted a statement made at a 
meeting at which the Director of Public Instruction presided. I mention 
this facts only to show that fact, and support my argument that figures 
collected by Government are liable to contain errors. The Director of 
Public Instruction has taken up the position that all the Muhammadan 
students who passed the Matriculation Examination and those who passed 
the Intermediate Examination in Science found seats in existing colleges, 
but here 1 must strongly join issue with him. We know the number 
of the Matriculation passed students and it cannot possibly be that the 
existing colleges with accommodation for 25 per cent. Muhammadan 
students were sufficient for them. If he really presses the point. I will 
prove it to satisfaction that this is not a fact. The late Government of 
Eastern Bengal and Assam in the year 1910 wore so fully convinced of 
the necessity of a separate Muhammadan Arts College that a scheme was 
ordered to be made out and a scheme was made out, when the partition 
was annulled and the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam ceased 
to exist. Am I to understand that what was necessary in 1910 is ndt 
necessary in 19Ifi although attention has been repeatedly drawn to it by the 
representations of the community. Am I to understand that the necessity

has ceasod l.o exist in 1918 ? I. would say most emphatically that it has 
not. l<ido not know whether 1 should be challenged, but 1 propose to jdaco 
these facts before the Director of Public Instruction. Then we are told that 
economy is necessary. I do most certainly agree. The })revious resolution 
was based on the recognition of an economical necessity. 'Fhe polices 
budget is extravagant. We all agree that economy is necessary there, but 
the general complaint is that no economy is practised under that head. I am 
reminded in this connection of a story. A gentleman was asked to prac¬ 
tise economy. He went over his bu(lget and found that the only way he 
could practise economy was by curtailing the amount which he used to spend ' 
on charity. We are asked that in order to practise economy all wo have got 
to do is to cut out Rs. 25,000 meant for a Muliammadan College. I want to 
put the question seriously to Government that if they are agreed that there 
should be economy, is this the direction in which economy should be prac¬ 
tised ? I think that this scheme should be taken in hand now. It is no use 
ai’guing as I am prepared to admit that the scheme may possibly have to be 
postponed in consequence of the recommendations that are going to be made 
by the Universities Commission. Then we have been told that if tlie war 
had not interv'ened we would haves got something. The scheme was prepared 
by the Eastern Rengal and Assam Government, then came the re-partition 
which prevented the scheme from being put into operation. Then the pro¬ 
posal was taken up by the Government of Your Excellency’s predecessor, and 
before a scheme could be prepared came the war. Then wo again raised the 
question before Government. 1 do not know how many obstacles still then- 
are to» encounter, lint unless Government do really take this matter up in 
right earnest, there will never be a real solution of the problem. 

There is one thing more which 1 want to press most strongly for the. 
consideration of Government amh it is this : How is it that although year 
after year we are bringing i his question to the notie(* of Your Excellency’s 
Government, sometimes during the Budget discussion, sometimes by moving 
resolutions and sometimes by putting interpellations until the question has 
become one of the most pressing questions in thi.s Council going from year’s 
olid to year’s end. and y(?t nothing h.-is been done ? Your Excellency may 
know that at the time of tln^ annulment of partition, a sohnnii pledge was 
given to the community that something would be tiont' in the nmttor of 
education. At that time we thought that we would have the Dacca College 
and along with it a Muhammadan Arts College at Dacca. I take it that these 
solemn pledges are pledges which the Government are bound to fulfil. We 
are told that the present monumt is mosl’ unseasonable for a resolution of this 
kind and that 1 should nol have brought it up. Un8eaBonal)le indeed ! There 
seems to be a season for everything. There st'ems to be a season for the 
pstablishmeni of the Patna University and the Bihar High Court. But when 
we urge anything upon the attention of the Govinniment, we are told that the 
time is unseasonable. 'Phere seems to be a season for everything but no 
season for improving Muhammadan education. M e have been asking for that 
something for which the Allies are tigliting—the desire for the redemption of 
something like a solemn pledge.” 

The Hon’hle Mahakajahhiraja BAHAnuK of Burdwan said :— 

“ My lord, I do not wish to go over tn)ddon ground or bring forward facts 
and figures ; but I think that the Hon’ble Maulvi hazl-ul-Huq has been 
earned away somewhat by his enthusiasm and his earnestness in having the 
Rcheme now started, has overlooked a fact which the Director of Public 
Instruction brought out in his speech, viz., that if you were to start a new 
college even now, the chances were that you could not get affiliation from the 
University till July, 1919. Jf that be correct, I think the Hon’bie Mover of 
this resolution may he easy in his mind that we shall receive the report of the 
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(Calcutta Uiuvorsity ConuuisHion before that ; and that being so, I would ask 
him to consiilor very earefully whether or nol, in the best interests of 
Muhammadan education, it would be just as well to wait a little longer, 
(lovernmcnt is not blind to the fact of the growing need of Muhammadan 
education in the country, and Government would certainly have done more had 
jihUot the war restrictions conni in between ; and I think that if the Hon’ble 
Member will wcigli this point in his mind, and when he finds that really 
and truly the University Commission’s report is likely to come up earlier than 
the affiliation of a new college, I think he would be well advised to wait. 
That is all T have to say. The Director of Public Instruction, on behalf of 
Government, has already stated the reasons for which the resolution cannot 
be accepted.” *" 

* The resolution was then, by h'ave of the President, withdrawn. 


LIST OF BUSINESS ITEM No. 19. 

The Hon’bh' Maolvi A. K. Kazl-ul-Hcq also moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to (he Gov(nnor in Council diat Muhammadan 
opinion 1)0 invited as largely as possible on the question of legislation to pro¬ 
vide for the levy of a voluntary tax oji Muhammadans in Bengal to raise 
funds for Muhammadans education. 


He said :— 

“My lord, I think it necessary to explain the position which I take-up in 
urging this resolution for acceptance^ by Your Excellency’s GoverntJfonl. 
W(T have all felt that for several years ]iast that one of the chief difficulties 
in tho way of Muhammadan students is not merely the want of accommoda¬ 
tion in existing colleges, but also'thc obstacles that naturally aris(i from the 
fact that Muhammadan students belong to a very poor community. We 
also recognise that under preseni (ionditions Government cannot give us 
much substantial aid. and wo therefon* thought that one of the best courses 
that we could adopt was to tax ourselves to raise fumls for the purposes of 
Muhammadan education. I might at once bo told that if such is our 
decision, why should we not do it by non-official means among ourselves by 
providing for it, instead of asking Government to legislate in this direction V 
’riie reasons, my lord, are obvious. In tho first place, it is very difficult to 
organise the levy of a tax and its realisation. Secondly, I must admit, that 
if such a mutter were • undertaken by private enterprise there would bo 
some chance, at any rate, of funds being misappropriated, if not actually 
misapplied to improper purposes. We, therefore, thought that the best 
course under existing circumstances would bo to have legislation taken on 
the lines sn^ested, in the recommondations contained in the Bill which 
I formally drafted and presented to the Secretary for introduction in this 
Cpuncil in order to levy a voluntary tax on Muhammadans for tho 
purpose (if raising funds for Muhammadan education. Before that Bill 
tjoiild be introduced, it was necessary to obtain the sanction of tho 
Government of India, l)ut tho Government of India, I was informed, had 
objechid to the introduction of that Bill for, reasons which were not communi¬ 
cated to me in detail. The real reason, it seems to me, is based on the 
language of section 79 of the Government of India Act which enacts that 
( he local legislature, of any province may not, without the previous sanction of 
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the Governor General, make or take into couHidevation any law affecting 
any tax for the time being in force—I have read from the relevant portion of 
this^ se^ion. I thought, iny lord, that with the proper interpretation of this 
section, the Hill that 1 presented in this (/ouncil was unobjectionable. The 
Government of India having, however, ruled otherwise, it was not possible 
for mo to press upon the Government for permission to introduce the Bill. 
But what I would suggest by this resolution is that Muhammadan opinion 
may be unojSicially invited, and if wo find that Muhammadan ojDinion is 
practically unanimous, and that there is a large l)oily of Muhamina<iau 
opinion behind this demand, wo may have mad(! out a case to go up to the 
Government of India for a recon.si(h!ration of that decision. 1 do not say 
that opinions shouM bo invilod as if the Bill has boon already ])rosentod in 
Council, but what 1 do respectfully ask Your Excolleiuiy’s Government is to 
addrssH the loading Muhamnuidans ami associations and other persons 
interested in Muhammadan (education inviting them to state their opinion 
clearly on the question of .the feasibility of a tax of that character ; but as 
regards tho larger question as to whether such a tax would be acceptable to 
the Muhammadan community, if tho Government lind that there fs a strong 
body of Muhammailan opanion in.favour of it, I think we might then make out 
a gofxl ease lor going up to the Government of India for the introduction of 
my Hill. VV^th tln^se explanatory remarks, I beg to conmumd my resolution 
for the acceptance of the Gouneil.” 


'I’he Hon’ble Maci.vi Ann. Kaskm said :— 

• 

“ My lord, wt! are told that in order to taki; our propter p)lace in the ptublic 
life of the province we must get ourselves p)roi)erly educated, but wt* find that 
facilities are wanting. And when we want that dillicidties may be met. we are 
told that money is not availalde for the ])urp)ose. Now we want to be alhtwed 
to tax oursitlves and wtran- not allowed to bring forward :i Bill for that |tur|xise 
in tho Provincial (Jouncil. 1 think 1 am right when I say that at least two 
Provincial Governments wen.' favoundile to a legislation of this kind—1 
meanjdie Governments of Bomlaiy and Bcmgal. My llon’ble friend here ma<le 
out a draft Bill and the Legislative Deptartment circulaled a notice in which it 
was stated that tlu! Bill was likely to Ix' intrcKluci'd at a p.^articular meeting of 
the Council. But when the ageiula piapter was issutnl we found that that item 
was not in it. We subsotpuently learneil that the Government of India have 
refused s'anction for introduction. The Bombay Government also tried to in¬ 
troduce Mr. Sharda’s Bill but the Government of India could not sie t heir way 
to sanction its intruluction. 'I'he Government have not a pnh'ate fuiul ready 
for us. We have tried in various wa.vs to raise a fund. First, we wanted 
to raise money by taxation and, simondly, we have tried to utilize the waqf 
funds by taking measures by which they could bt' used for Muhammadan educa¬ 
tion—the pmrp^oae for wliicli they were intended. We have been refuseil assis¬ 
tance on both occasions and, as my Hon’ble friend has just remarktnl, we have 
been told that if the Muhammadans are so willing and so anxious to tax them¬ 
selves then why not hfivea vqluntary taxation ^ But, my loixl, there are serious 
difficulties in tiie way of our doing so. If it is believed that there are millions 
of Muhammadans who wi>uldgladlyx)ay just as they pay Government revenues, 
then in that case, my lord, it would be pmtting too much value on the p)atirotism 
and public spirit of an.y community in the world. ’Ihesemeu have to pay 
land revenue and if they fail to do so their estat es are in danger of Innng sold. 
Is it likely that without some such safeguard the money will be forthcoming 
Besides, there will be men of all sorts and dis])Ositions in every community. 
I do not think the Muhammadan community is an excc'pition to it. Believing 
that the money will be forthcoming and intending to have tht> work equitably 
distributed and also to make it suitable tt) all jiersons the only means which, 
we could adopt was to tax the Muhammadans for the purpose of atlvancing 
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Muhammadan education. 1 have got a particular interest in the matter 
because the constituency which I represent is one which is particularly poor 
liut where the desire for education is very great. The Muhammadans whom 
I have the honour to represent belong to a race who lived by public service 
in the old days and they are a class who without education have got no other 
profession to follow. They have now fallen into very bad times and the only 
■Queans by which tluiy can' retrieve their fortune is by getting a thorough and 
sound education. That education they cannot receive unless some pecuniary 
assistance is forthcoming. That assistance cantiot bo forthcoming from 
CTOveriimc'ut as their resources art; limited. And if we are not allowed to 
tax ourselves all that we want is that the Government "of Bengal may be 
pleased to ascertain whether a large, an ov(m whelming l)aly of Muhammadan 
opinion is or is not favourable to this taxation. I make bold to say that it will 
be found to be favourable and it is quite apparent from tho fact that people 
have demanded it in our conferences and also by the fact that two members 
of Provincial Councils had taken the trouble of drafting a Hill.' There is a 
genuine desire for it. And if an inquiry is made it will convince the Govern¬ 
ment of India that it is a measure which may bo allowed to be intr(»duced 
into this Council. Wh? may be told perhaps that so far as provincial taxation 
is concerncjd, it may be one of the questions ( hat will come up l)f>fore the 
ri'formed Council and so it is premature to take up this question now, and 
that it may be left to the new Council to decide about the taxation. But, my 
lord, the Government, move slowly and by the time the reformed Council can 
go into this question and no action had been taken in the meanwhile, it will 
be too late perhaps, so far as tho less educated of my conununity i.‘- tioncorned. 
Unless they are allowed or in other words unless they are given proper 
facilities for n'ceiving education, T am afrai<l they will not l)c able to tak(J 
their proper place in, or to share the responsibilities of, the Government under 
the Reform scheme. So we can hardly afford to wait, and 1 hope Your 
Excellency’s Governincnl will be ph>a.sed to take tho matter into (heir favour- 
abl(} consideration.” 


The Hon’ble Sir Henry Wmrei.kk said :— 

My lord, 1 would like to say a few Words with reference to one remark 
that has been made by the last speaker. He has cited as an example of the 
unsympathetic and obstructive attitude of Government towards the laudable 
desire of tho Muhammadan community t o tax itself in the cause of education, 
that a Bill of this type in another province was rejected by the Government 
(jf India oven against the wishes of the local Government. I happened to be 
Home Secretary at the time when that question was under discussion, and 
I may tell the Hon’ble Member that he has been misinformed as to the facts, 
which were these. ’I'ho Hon’ble Mr. Bhurgri'subiAittod a Bill, desiring self- 
taxation by tho Muhammadan comzminity for purposes of education in Sind ; 
it was supported by the local Government and the then Commissioner of Sind, 
who, 1 think, Avas Mr. Younghusband. Its various aspects came under 
criticism by the Government of India, witli the result that pn'/ua facie certain 
f)oinis appeared to be unsatisfactory, and it was referred back to the local 
Government for further consultation with Muhammadan opinion aqd examina¬ 
tion. By that time there was a new Commissioner in Sind, so far as 
I remember—Mr. Lucas; and on fiu'ther enquiry he ascertained that his pre¬ 
decessor had boon mislo<l l)y certain eiithusiatio advocates of this taxation, 
the true facts being that the Muhammadan community as a whole did not 
<lesire taxation Jind did not favour the measure. In consequence of this 
further report the local Government withdrew its support to the Bill, \yhicb 
then lapsed. It is incorrect to say that the Bill was rejected by the Govern¬ 
ment of India against the wishes of the local Government.” 
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The Hott’ble Mr. O’MALLEy said :— 

“^y lord, this resolution is couched in general terms, viz., that the 
opinion of the Muhammadan community he invited on the question of 
legislation to provide for the levy of a voluntary tax on Muhammadans in 
Bengal to raise funds for Muhammadan education. 

The Hon’ble mover has, however, explained that what he has in view 
is not a referendum to the Muhammadans on the general question whether 
leg'islation of this kind is necessary or desirahlo. He realises that there- 
must be concrete proposals, showing what is intended, how money will be 
raised and how it will he spent : - in laet, the pc^ople must be shown exactly 
how their pockets will he affected. What he desires is that the views 
of the Muhammadan community should he obtained not on a general question 
but on a particular measure, and that is the Bill which I believe he 
.himself drafted and the introduction of which was refused by the Government 
of India. I gather from the Hon’ble mover’s speech that ho is not fully 
aware of the reasons why the Government of India refused to sanction the 
introduction of this Bill. 1 propose to t(dl him the reasons briefly. One of 
the features of the Bill was that among the Muhammadans who were to be 
made liable to pay an educational cess, were those paying income-tax ; and 
it was proposed to levy a super tax of 'ih per cent, on the amount they paid 
as income-tax. The Bill provided that the cess sln)uld he levied from all 
Muhammadans in Bengal ; and this was one of threi; classes on which it was 
to be imposed. The Bill, s>s requii’ed by the rules about proposed legislation,, 
was submitted to the GovernmenI of India. The Government of India, in 
exercise of their powers undcir tho Goveumment of India Act, were unable to 
sanction its introduction, because the Bill atfeiited public revenues l)y a 
proposed increase of 25 percent, to the income-tax; and the Government 
of India could not permit the proposeil addition of 25 per cent, lu conse¬ 
quence of this dt'cisipn of the (Tovernnicnt of India, this Council has not and 
cannot have seisance of iln; Bill. In sjute of this, tho Council is asked in 
this resolution to recommend to Government that Muhammadan opinion should 
he invited, on a Bill which could not he introduced. I ask, my lord, whether a 
referendum on a Bill which cannot Ix^ introduced can serve any useful purpose. 
I venture to submit that this is not a practical proposition. 

1 confess to some surprise at the resolution being moved at .all. In the 
statement of objects and rea.sons which tho Hon’hle Member apjiended to the 
Bill, he stated that the Muhammadan community was almost umanimousas to 
the necessity of a Muluunmadan educational cess, and that the Bill was intend¬ 
ed to give practical elfect to the almost unaniinou.s wishes of the entire com¬ 
munity. If this is the case, I fail to see whal is the good of Government consult¬ 
ing Muhammadan opinion on the matter. Government, however, have no evi¬ 
dence of any demand from the Muhammadans of Bengal fora voluntary tax for 
educational purposes, or any proof that they would welconui the imposition of 
an educational cess. It is true that after the Hon’blc Member had sent in his 
Bill, a resolution was moved by the All-India Educational Conference at 
Calcutta in favour of tho Bill, but apart from this, Govt^rnment have nothing 
to show that such a measure is demamled or would l)e welcomed by all the 
Muhammadans in Bengal. Perluvps, what tin' Hon’hh' Member desires is that 
tho District Asstxjiations and the Anjumans, which are numoroqs in this Presi- 
-dency, should be given an opportunity of publicly t^xpressing views which 
so far they Itave not expressed. But it is perfectly open to the Hon’ble 
Member to obtain their views himself. He can easily get publicity given to 
his proposals foi' legislation ; in fact, this debate will give a certain amount of 
publicity to them Public opinion has ample means of expressing itself, and 
if it does not choose to avail itself of them, it is not the duty of Government 
to advertise the propcwsals, and if I may use such a phrase, bent up public opinion 
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for the Hon’ble Member. This being bo, 1 must, on behalf of Government, 
oppose the resolution with an uncompromising negative.” 

The Hon’ble Hat Radha Charan Pal Bahadur said :— 

“ My lord, 1 have followed with great interest, the discussion on the 
j^-oposal of two accredited representatives of the Muhammadan community, 
of taxing themselves for the purpose of advancing Muhammadan education. 
I have observed in public prints statements to the effect that if any portion 
of the administration of this country is entrusted to the people they will be 
very loth to tax themselves and all the discredit of failure will recoil 
upon the Government. But here I find, to my surprise, that two representa¬ 
tives of the Muhammadan eoramunity are a.skinig for permission to impose 
taxation upon tliemselves for the purpose of promoting education. That 
shows the real earnestness of the community which they represent. 

My lord, an observation has been made by the Jlon’ble Sir Henry 
Wheeler with regard to the introduction of certain Bills in the Bombay Council, 
and it is this : One Divisional Oommissioner found that the Muhammadan com¬ 
munity were anxious that Government should permit them to tax themselves, 
while another Commissioner found that the community were oiiposed to it. ^ Is 
it not then tin; best coursii to invite the opinitm of the whole community saying 
that such a proposal has been made, what is the opinion of the community 
on the subject? 1 think that that is the best way. My lord, I do not know 
what are the contents of the Bill, but. if f have followed Mr. O’Malley right, 
the Bill suggests an increase of 25 per cent, on the income-tax and as he 
says it would encroach on the Imperial revenue. I ilo not know whether the 
Muhammadans want an increase of 25 jior cent, in the income-tax or |.o levy 
an education cess, but if it is stated in the Bill that the money would be spent 
towards Muhammadan education and if it is brought before the community, 
they would be free to state whether I hey accepted it or not. Perhaps they would 
be more ready t»t welcome an (‘ducation cess. It has bi'en stated that it is for 
the Muhammadan community to expri^iss their opinion and nol. for the Govern¬ 
ment to advertise the proposal. I find that the All-India Muhammadan Edu- 
(jational Conference asking Government to empower them to iiupose taxation 
upon themselves. There have been one or two other Muhammadan public 
bodies asking Government help on this malteV. It may bo saiil that they do 
not constitute the entire Muhammadan community. But, my lord, is there any 
objection to ask f(»r a public expression (d opinion on the subject or is it that 
there have been certain matters in the Bill with which Government <lo not 
entirely agree? I know of an analogous case whore the people wanted 
legislation but Governmenr, would not have it. There was a great dift’eronce 
of opinion between the Government and the people over the lieligious Endow¬ 
ment Bill of the late Mr. Ananda Charlu. I know that there is a groat 
demand in the Indian community for years and yi'ars together for a Bill to 
provide for control ovnjr their njHgioiis endowments. I am speaking from 
my personal experience extending over a quarter of a century. ” 


The Hon’ble Mr. O’Mallkv said :— 

Is the Hon’ble Member in order in introducing these arguments ?’’ 

The President said :— * 

“ I think the Hon’ble Member is getting dangerously near the border 
line. I hope the Hon’ble Member will see that his remarks bear on the 
particular proposal before the Council. ” 
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The Hon ble Rai Radua Chakan Pal Baiiauuk continuing Haid :— 

^ If the (.jovornniont would ask for an expression of public opinion 
especially on an important propjisal like this, I am sure they will be in a 
bfjtter position to know the opinion of the community than can be known 
through public conferences or public bodies which may. not represent all 
sections of the community. It may be asked wliy (lovernment should adver¬ 
tise i* But it is not a Question of advertisemeul. Ami Government, even 
before the Reform proposals are givmi effect to, docs not mean the Governmeni 
of bureaucracy only. I think, thendore, that we can a.sk Your Excellency to 
ascertain public opinion on any pufdic subject and especially on an important 
subject like this on which the Government are not convinced that public 
opinion has been adequately expressed. I support the resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Faxl-ul-Haq 8ai<l :— 

“J am extremely sorry that the attitude of Government should be so 
frankly hostile for I felt convinced when I gave notice of the resolution 
that the recomun.mdation which I was making to Government was of a 
perfectly innocuous character. 1 would not have taken up tJie time of the 
Council further because I know the fate of m^ resolution, but tliat I want 
to clear up one or two points to which refercnice has been made in the 
official reply. It is said that the Bill affects the public nsvonues. T have 
considered the terms of the section and I fail to see how the Bill can 
be said to alfect the public revenues of tlui country. After all. wliat^ T 
prop<iHe is that a c('ss should btf imposed under certain conditions and 
at a certain rat(' on all Muhammadans rt'siding in this Presidency and 
all that can bt' said if thi.s tax is imposed is that it takes away to 
a certain extent the taxable capacity of a particular section of the people, 
namely, the Muhammadan community. Now let us consider that in 
consequence of various re<iuiremenls the Muhammadan community are to 
be taxed, say, up to per writ, of their income. But after all if we have 
imposed all the taxes we propose to levy we are going to leave to the peofde a 
certain margin out of their income. And this pr(»posal of mine can bo given 
effect to by taxing only an inffnitesimal portion of the income loft in their 
hands for bare sustenance. 1 therefori- fail to set' how the pi-optised taxation 
can ixrssibly affect public rwimues. Howtivor. that is the ofiinion of the 
Government of India anti it must be accepted for the present. I am then 
told that it is useless wasting our tiunt to invitt' opinion on a Bill that cannot 
be introduced. Well, if 1 thought that the position taken up by the Govern¬ 
ment of India W(*ro unassailable. I would e(‘rtainly have nev(*r come up 
before Your Bixcellency’s Government. I beliin’c that the Government of 
India have arrived at a hasty decision and that if further facts are placed 
before them, they will reconsider tlnur decision and givi' leavt? to intnxlucc 
the Bill in this Council. Alt hough at the present, moment the Bill cannot be 
introduced the reason why 1 make this proposal is that if ^yo invite public 
opinion 1 feel sure' we will havi- collected materials which will enable us to 
make out a strong cas(> for the rcconsifleration of tlu' decision arnved at 
by the Government of India. I ha\u' next been told that instead of 
Government collecting the opinion why not collect the opinion ourselves? 

I certainly thought of that, but there are certain difficulties in my way. I 
wrote to several loading Muhammadan gentlemen. 78 in number, about this 
measure, and the Hon’ble Members will bo surprised to hear that not more 
than five of them condescended to reply to my letter. I met many of thorn 
personally and they seemed very enthusiastic, but they did not reply to my 
letter because they said they could not appreci.ato the importance of it. We 
have got to deal with men who have this i<lea, if T may be excused for saying 
so, and it is for this reason that T thought if Government were to ask them 
for an opinion they would certainly give it. Mr. 0 Malley has road out tlie 
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preamble of the Bill which says that the Government are convinced there is a 
strong concensus of opinion amongst the Muhammadans that this tax should 
be imposed. But I may be pei-mittod to point out that wo have got to anti¬ 
cipate it and without an inquiry it cannot be said that it is incorrect. I am 
told there is no evidence that the Muhammadans wanted to bo taxed and that 
fchereis certainly not good evidence for collecting their opinion. It may mean 
some trouble to Government, but I thought that the Government would be 
the proper machinery for collecting evidence on this particular point. It would 
be most welcome to the community that Government should undertake this 
work. Then 1 am reminded of tho fate of a Bill of a similar character which 
was attempted to be introduced in tlm Bombay Council. I know of the case. 
But as far as I know in Bengal there is a genuine desire that this Bill should 
be introduced and that is why I want that public opinion should be consulted 
After all I have tiretl to place my views before the Council. And T cannot* 
help pressing it to tho attention of Government." 

The resolution was then put and lost. 


LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 20. 

The Hon’ble Maclvi A. K. Fazl-ui.-Haq also moved the foll(»wing 
resolution :— 

This Council ntcomiuends to tlu^ Gov’crnor in Council that deHnit<‘ steps 
be taken to organise and develop technical and industrial education in Bengal, 
especially in connection with the Dacca School of Kngint'ering. 


He said :— 

‘‘My lord, this again is ono of our hardy Dacca annuals. 1 moved a 
similar re8oIuti<»n in this v(*ry House in the year 1916 when I had the 
privilege of listening to a very able and instructive speech from the Hon’blo 
Sir R. N. Mukherjee, who spoke in op) cfsition to my resolution, and brought 
all his expert, knowledge to bear («i the question then before the (Joiincil. I 
do not know if ii will serve tiny useful purpose to go over i.lu^ same ground 
which we covered on the last (X-casion. and it is for this reason that I have 
tried to note down some (»f the dehnite proposals which I wtint to make 
in connection with the proposal now. under «liscu8sion. It will be 
seen, my lord, that this is somewhat different to the proposal which 
I brought forward in 1916. On that occasion J made a definite proposal, 
but on the present occasion I leave it to Government to take whatever steps 
may seem proper for organising and developing technical and industrial 
education in Bengal, especially in conno(5tion with the Dacca School of 
Engineering. I wish to make a few suggestions. In tho first place, I suggest 
that in the interests of those important branches of study, the question of 
thoir control and supmvision should bo taken out of the hands of tho 
Director of 1‘ublic Instruction and placed under the Director of Industries. 
There are various obvious reasons for doing so. We must admit that tho time 
of the Director of Public Instruction is fully occupied with general educational 
matters and he cannoi possibly be expected to devote much attention to tho 
development of technical an<l industrial education as the needs of the problem 
demand. Secondly, the Directf>r of Public Instruction, as far as I am aware, has 
not any officer subordinate to him who can be entrusted with the work of con¬ 
trolling the technical and industrial education off this province. Then the 
Director of Industries is supposed to be a wholeiimo officer for tho purpose to 
which technical and industrial education really relate. It is but fair to ask that 
he should be entrusted with the work. The second proposal that I propose 
to make is that demonstration shops iA technical and industrial institutions 
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be opened where artisans and skilled labourers may leaim different 
kinds industrial work. The third proposal that I make is that boiler 
examinations be begun in Bengal, and the students from the Sibpur 
.apprentice Department and the Dacca School of Engineering may be given 
equal facilities to sit at these examinations. The fourth recommendation 
that I want to make is for the amalgamation of the three existij^g joint, 
tecnnical and survey boards, making one consisting of experts to control all 
the technical and industrial education in Bengal. The next proposal I want 
to make is that the electrical and mechanical classes in the Dacca School of 
Engineering be re-opened. These-are principally the main proposals that I 
propose to make in connection with this resolution. 

As regards the Dacca Scliool of Engineering I do not wish to take op 
the time of this Obuncil by urging the question over again, but I would 
simply urge this fact for the consideration of this Council, that the question 
that was raised by the Hon’ble SirR. N. Mookherjee can be answered at least 
to some extent at the present stage. One of the points that he raised was that 
there arc no workshops wlicre these persons could get some sort of technical 
training as well as theoretical, but what he wanted was a large number of 
workshops where they could learn the practical part, and this dearth of 
workshops really made the question of the location of a suitable school of 
engineering in Dacca, so far as technical education was concerned, difficult. 

I do not know much about the matter, as 1 have to sjKjak as a layman, 
but if the railway workshops can be utilized for the purpose, they will provide 
sufficient opportunity for the kind of training on which the Hon’ble Sir R. K. 
Mookerjee laid so much stress. If the railway workshops can be utilised for 
the purpose, one of the main reasons given by Sir R. N. Mookerjee in opposition 
to my resolution would certainly fall to the ground. I do not wish to take 
up the time of the Council, but the importance of the matter must be 
recognised by all. I do not doubt that the Goverment are prepared to do all 
that can be done. The only question is whether any steps can be taken in 
the direction indicated by my resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem said :— 

■‘My lord, 1 have very little to add to what has been said on this 
resolution by the Hon’ble mover himself. The attention is one which has 
engaged the attention of Government for a long time, and I believe that 
Government are as much .anxious as the people of this country to find 
employment for the young men of the middle classes in Bengal, other than 
those of a clerk or a lawyer. I believe that in order to secure for them 
employment, we must give them a proper training and one of the avenues of 
emplcq^ment would be that of a mechanic and an electrician, and other profes¬ 
sions. Therefore I think that it is a very desirable and reasonable proposal 
that technical and industrial institutions should be established in Bengal, 
particularly in oonneciion with the Dacca School of Engineering. We want a 
good deal of facilities and apparatus and some sort of workshop where studenis 
can be given this sort of education. 1 believe the local people, so far as the 
formal part of the resolution is concerned, would be only too willing and glad 
to come forward with their help to make this institution successful. I think 
Government should take the initiative and leave the organisation in the hands 
of Government officials. 

With these few words, my lord, I beg to support the resolution.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Wordsworth said 

“ My lord, there is great divergence between the terms of the resolution 
moved by the Hon’ble Maulvi and the definite recommendations into which 
that rfesolution has resolved. I think the Hon ble Member will scarcely 
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expect me to return offhand, on behalf of Government, a dehnite answer to such 
definite and technical proposals. I can assure him that these recommendations 
will be placed in the proper quarter ; some of them have long been receiving 
consideration though they may not' mature in the exact form in which they 
are now framed, and I hope the Hon’ble Mover will be content with 
that aisjpurance with regard to his specific proposals. As the depart¬ 
ments are at present organised, the Director of Industries is not 
in any way concerned with industrial or technical education; his 
functions are of a very specific character, and are determined at this 
moment by specific problems due very largely to war conditions ; and 
I do not think it is possible to contemplate that the functions now exercised 
by the Director of Public Instruction in the Department of Technical Educa¬ 
tion should be transferred to the Director of Industries.” 

I would refer next to the proposal that the electrical and mechanical 
classes should be re-opened at the Dacca School of Engineering. In the 
debate on the Hon’ble Member’s resolution of two years .ago, the situation was 
clearly explained by the Hon’bie Mr. P. 0. Lyon ; and it was then pointed 
out that the facilities granted at Dacca to students for the study of mechanical 
and electrical engineering were being used to a very small extent. I have the 
figfures here; and I find that in 1913-14, there were only four stutlents in this 
department out of 266 in the school. In 1914-15, there were only 9 out of 
211 ; and in 1916-16 there were 5 out of 211. The expenditure was consi¬ 
derable ; there was at the same time but a small number of students taking 
these classes at Sibpur, and Government as trustee of t he public revenues 
felt it impossible to continue tliese classes at such heavy expenditure. 
Accordingly, this work was concentrated at Sibpur; and it will be remem¬ 
bered that Sir R. N. Mukherjee and other members of the Gouncil also 
strongly urged this course, because of the ^culiar opportunities offered to 
students who follow their studies in large engineering and industrial centres. 
Since then, these classes at Sibpur have become very jjopular ; and there is 
at the present moment a very lai*ge demand, a demand indeed almost too large 
to be mot at the present moment. Government, therefore, is doing its best. 
There are difficulties of staff and the recruiting of competent men is almost 
impossible at the present moment. There are difficulties in securing addition¬ 
al machinery. If these difficulties obtain in connection with Sibpur where 
extension might be possible, surely the difficulties w'ould be much accen¬ 
tuated if we endeavoured to re-establish similar classes at Dacca. Further, 
we are advised at present that the heavy deman<l on the classes at Sibpur is 
the demand for the ^portunities that Sibpur gives not merely a demand for 
training in mechanical and electrical engineering, but for training in those 
subjects under the peculiarly favourable conditions which attach to the 
Civil Engineering College at Sibpur. It is true that Eastern Bengal 
students find it more expensive and more inconvenient to follow their studies 
in Calcutta than in Dacca^and by a natural sentiment which we all appreciate 
and whicn in educational work is peculiarly valuable, they would prefer to 
have the opportunities here ; but sentiment and cost are not the only consi¬ 
derations. In the matter of engineering training the opportunities for a 
satisfactorj' practical training are a very potent determinative and the extra 
expense to which Eastern Bengal students who go to Sibpur are put is iriore 
than compensated by the additional prospects they have in after life. 

For these reasons, and unless there occurs any fundamental change in the 
situation. Government is not able to take into consideration the re-institution 
of the teaching of these subjects at the Dacca School of Engineering. 

Proposals for the development and improvement of the work of the 
'Dacca School of Engineering are under consideration, as also schemes for 
the improvement and development of the Civil Engineering College at Eibpur 
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ao'l other institutions. I trust tliat the Hon’ble Member will be satiated 
with nle answer I have given, and will see no necessity to press this resolu¬ 
tion to a vote.” 

The Hon’ble Madlvi Fazl-ol-Haq said :— 

“ My lord, I can say that I am satisfied with the reply given, and I would 
beg Your Excellency’s permission to withdraw the resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


LI8T OF BUSINESS-ITEM NO. 21. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq also moved the following 
resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the G-ovornor in Council that questions 
relating to the appointment and transfer of Muhammadan Marriage Registrars 
he finally decided by Government on the recommendation of the Permanent 
Committee and that the said Committee he reconstituted, if necessary, so 
as to place it on a workable basis. 


He said ;— • 

‘‘My lord, this is a resolution which exclusively concerns the Muhammadan 
community ; hut for one or two matters which have given rise to this 
resolution being pressed in this Council, I would not have chosen to take up 
the time of this Council by bringing forward a resolution of this character. 
I know that the orders of Government in this connection have already been 
put into force regarding the rules for the future appointment of Muham¬ 
madan Marriage Registrar and it might seem somewhat futile to move a 
resolution at the present moment. I think that the resolution of Gov¬ 
ernment has put into force certain rules which provide for the appointment 
of Muhammadan Marriage Registrars ; there are certain reasions why 1 
thought fit to place this rt'solution hedoro the Council in order to got the oppor¬ 
tunity of placing, for the consideration of this Council, certain matters of a 
somewhat important character. In the first place, the proposals that have been 
accepted by the Government are that the appointments should he made by 
the local Anjumans and Muhammandan Associations ; and that after the 
Anjumans have made certain suggestions their recommendations are logo up 
to Government, and one out of two nominations should be selected for the 
vacancies. I womler if Governmefit really took into consideration the fact 
that most of these Anjumans or Muhammadan Associations are hardle 
organised institutions, and that they exist only in name. There are somy 
which come into existence only when the Governor gpes to visit a particular 
locality, in order to have the honour of presenting an address to His 
Excellency. Disorganized institutions of this kind can hardly be entrusted 
with the work of selecting persons for appointment iu responsible position. It 
is obvious that if these powers are given to Anjumans, there is always one 
man who runs the whole show and he will be able to exercise in some cases 
some sort of nepotism which in all cases should be condemned. Secondly, 
my lord,, the decision of Government was arrived at without any reference to 
public opinion. No association Was consulted and no Muhammadan of any 
position in this Presidency was consulted, and the Government took this 
decision on its own initiative without allowing the public to have any say in 
the matter.. The permanent committee which has been teci^nized for 
30 years was not allowed to express any opinion on these proposals. I might 
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be told that a member of the Government who himself is a Mtihammadan did 
introduce this change. I must confess that that argument does not apf)eal to 
me at all. 1 submit that if a member of the Government d(»8 propose a 
certain measure, aflfecting to a certain extent the rights and privileges of any 
section of the community or of the people, it is the bounden, duty of that 
member to consult public opinion and to act accordingly. To act on his 
own initiative, without consulting public opinion, is to act like an 
autocrat and it is not made the least objectionable because ho hap^ns to be 
an Indian. If ho tries to drive a coach and four through our nghts end 
privileges, he is liable to still more condemnation than any European who 
wants to do so. I therefore submit that this decision, which was taken by 
Government without consulting public opinion in a matter of this character, 
is an insult direct to the community, and an insult to the permanent 
committee. I do riot'' know whbfher 'Government could be moved to 
reconsider their decision, but I have recommended in the resolution itself 
that the Permament Committee if necessary be reconstituted so as to place it 
on a workable basis. I freely admit that the Permanent Committee is a huge 
body, and is hardly a body which can be of any practical use so far as these 
questions are concerned ; and therefore I recommend that the Permanent 
Committee be reconstituted, and that after the district associations have 
submitted their nominations, Government may be pleased to consult the 
reformed Permanent Committee in finally making appointments. In this way 
Muhammadan opinion both in the districts as also the representatives from 
various parts of the Province would be taken before final appointments are 
made. With these few words 1 beg to commend this resolution to the 
acceptance of this Council. 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem said :— 

“ My lord, it is on very rare occasions that I find myself in disagreement 
with the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq and unfortunately it is one of those 
occasions. The Hon’ble Mover has said that the rules for appointing Marriage 
Registrars have been framed without consulting Muhammadan opinion. So 
far I agree with him. But the decision taken by Government is a wise 
decision and it will serve very useful purpose. I do not deny that in some 
parts of Bengal Anjumans come into existence on the eve of an official visit 
and for the purpose of presenting addresses to him. I know that there are 
in this Presidency at headquarters of districts both in Western and Eastern 
Bengal, Muhammadan Associations which have done good and useful work 
and even granting that there are Associations which are practically one~man 
shows—when these Associations are given a certain amount o/ responsibility 
in recommending the appointment of Marriage Registrars, they will dp better 
work than they have hitherto done. If i^ is one-man show then that one man 
will lose the infiuence which he now exercises and he will have to make room 
fo*" other people and the- Association woubl become more active and more 
popular than they are to-day. 1 certainly agree with the Hon’ble Mover that 
thpse recommendations from these bodies may be placed before the Fermainent 
Committee before being finally accepted by the Government, and that out ci 
the twd recommendations by these Committees one may be selected by the 
Permanent Committee itself. I have no objection to that, but what I want 
to place before Your Excellency’s Government is that so far as the original 
nominations are concerned I would leave them to the local Associations, and 
I think that if these local Associations are given this and other responsible 
work they will get some amount of responsible and popular support. By this 
way they will gradually help in the formation of Muhammadau public 
opinion in the mdlussil and also stimulate activity in Muhammadan public 
life. On these grounds I would press that the present system be maintained 
so far as original nominations are concerned, but I want the right of 
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riBCoinm^ndation for the appointment of Marriage Registrars being vested in 
public working bodies representative of the community. With these words 
I beg Hh say that whatever decision Government may take, the present rules 
should not be departed from.” 

« 

The Hon’ble Mk. Gumming, said :— 

” My lord, the Hon’ble Mover has recognised that this matter has very 
recently heen under discussion and considei'ation ; that the whole question 
was examined very carefully last year, and tivat the views of Government at 
that time were recorded in a resolution of September 1917. At that time, the 
Government of Bengal had the special advantage of the advice and experience 
of a Muhammadan gentleman as a member of the Bengal Government; and 
in this connection, I must say I do not understand what was the exact 
relevance of the remarks which the Hon’ble Mover made on that subject. 
The decision then made, Sir, was that while this Permanent Central Com¬ 
mittee should remain, it was desirable and convenient that it should only 
perform the functions of an Advisory CommiUee on general questions, while 
retaining the functions of an examining body ; but tlie duties of the selection 
of candidates were decentralized among local Advisory Committees which 
were to be constituted. The decisions then made were embodied in the 
rules which were published so recently as April last; and, indeed, it was 
only in June last that the proposals of the Inspector-General regarding the 
personnel of these Advisory Comnajttees were ap{)roved. In making his 
recochmendations, the Inspector-General followed the instructions of Govern¬ 
ment that where there were suitable Muhammadan Associations they shoufd 
be recognised, and where such suitable agencies did not exist, local commit¬ 
tees were to be formed ad hoc and consulted. 

*‘ Now, the Hon’ble Member has raised in this connection two questions, 
viz., the appointment and the transfer of Muhammadan Marriage Registrars, 
but th© most of the arguments in his speech were directed to the question of 
appointment. As T have stated, it has been decided that, as a ^natter of 
policy, Government should obtain the assistani^e of these local Advisory 
Committees for appointments ; but as regards transfers, they should be 
retained in departmental control. The Hon’ble Member apparently desires 
that the Central Committee should have powers under these two lieads. His 
first argument is that these local bodies are not organised, and that they are 
unsuitable agencies. The answer is that the Inspector-General has been 
informed that where an Anjuman is not suit.able,or whore there is no 
Anjuman, he should, in consultation with the District Registrar, submit the 
names of suitable nominees for the local committees. In the second place 
he has argued that the change was made without consultation with the 
Muhammadan public, and without consultation with the Permanent Com¬ 
mittee ; and I am afraid that it is really here where, if I inay use the 
expression, the shoe pinches. I may say perfectly frankly that it is premature 
to decide whether further changes are now necessary. It was only in June 
last that tlie personnel of the new Committees were created and such 
experience as has been obtained is to the effect that the new arrangement 
is working more satisfactorily among the Muhammadans than the old one. 
It has been admitted by the Hon’ble Member that the Permanent Coinmittee 
is not a suitable agency for dealing with appointments throught the province, 
and the Hon’ble Member who supports him has urged that, after all, there 
is a l^reat deal to be said for this decision. 

” In the next place, as regards transfers, on which the Hon’ble Member 
bae lightly touched, but which is a subject which is included in the resolu¬ 
tion, I ipay say that the authority to sanction transfers, with which might be 
included suspensions and dismissals, was at no time specially included by 
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Governuieut amongst the funotions o£ the C/ent|:al Committee, lii this oasd 
also orders were passed quite reoently, Therefore, 1 mu^ opl^ose this r^(dti> 
tion, on behalf of Government, on the main ground that the p«5sofit Attmige’ 
inents were settled after careful consideration so lately a.s September lSi7 ; 
and that nothing has occurred since that date to justify a resiling from the 
^decisions which were then made. 

‘‘ I should like, however, to state in this connection that in that same 
resolution, the Government of Bengal did undertake on the return of normal 
financial conditions, to appoint two special officers for the inspection of 
Muhammadan Registration offices in view of the fact that the, inspection of 
these offices is at present inadequate. If such appointments are made, it 
may he possible to meet the views of the Hon'ble Mover and those who think 
with him on this subject of Muhammadan Marriage Registrars. But as I 
have said. Sir, there are good grounds tor opposing the resolution as it at 
present stands." 


The Hon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul Haq said;— 

“ My lord, | can well understand the feelings of the meml>erB of this 
Council by having to listen to a discussion at this late hour of the day, 
especially on a subject which is of no interest except to three of us sitting 
in this comer. But I feel obliged to say a few words, because I want that 
the points that have been raised by me in moving this resolution onght to be 
cleared up whether my resolution be accepted or not. I have been tofd, as 
anticipated, that the decision was arrived at by a member of Government 
who was himself a Muhammadan. That argument however does not carry 
convfction with me; bo might be a Muhammadan or anybody else. The 
point is not whether the decision which was arrived at was wise or right ; 
bat the point is that the decision was arrived at without consulting public 
opinion on a question of principle which affects a large section of the com¬ 
munity. I want to point out to Your Excellency that although public opinion 
may have been disregarded, we cannot allow this sort of policy to pass with¬ 
out a protest. I maintain that the members of the Permanent Committee 
who had offered advice, to Government for more than 80 years and whose 
functions and privileges were going to be curtailed, ought to have been 
allowed to have their say in this matter. Supposing, my lord, the Govern¬ 
ment want to take away the privileges which we enjoy in this Council, 
without consulting us, or giving us an opportunity of expressing our opinion. 
Would it not bo a most humiliating position for us if wo had . allowed that 
sort of thing to be done ? 

We are told that there are public associations which may be entrusted 
with the task of making selections for vacancies. Why was it, my lord, that 
this decision was taken in the dark and flung upon us in the public by means 
of a resolution. 1 object .not to the decision, because the decision may have 
beep wise ; but I object to the principle of arriving at a decision without 
consulting public opinion. 

My friend, the Hon'ble Maulvi Abul Kasem, who said that he going 
to oppose me on the present occasion has, I am glad to find, ttnconsoioirely 
supported nw in the speech which be has delivered. Ho has stated that the 
original nominaticMis may be entrusted to the local An juraana but that the 
decision may be made on the recommendation of the Permanent Comniitt^e. 
If he reads the Resolution he will find that my resolution refers to the final 
decision ; and he is prepared to agree with me there. I think," tWefewe, he 
has in fact enpported my resolution. 

1 am told that the Fprmanent Cbinmittee will still be an ez»niiny|t^body', 
but examinations are held only once a year. I am next told that the Distnot 
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are vrorki^ satisfactorily. Govorament ;inay be in. possession of 
ralrini^praiatibn wliicli W'donot know bnt I inay tell this much t)i^t it 
(My ■Jl’esterdav that on setting foot at Dacca I heard that there lias 
airily been a squabble and quarrel in connection with the nomination of 
the Dacca Association and representat'ons have been sent to Government. 
This is the first result of the introduction of the present system of reforms, 
by which power has been taken from the Permanent Committee and delegatecl 
to^ District Committees. That is, however, a matter with which Government 
will have to deal. It is useless to argue the case any further l>ecause Govern¬ 
ment has already made a decision. • When Government takes up an uncom¬ 
promising' attitude, to go against Government decision will bo to dash one’s 
head against a rock. I do not wish to make any further observations ; but I 
would still press this resolution for Your Excellency’s consideration.” 

The resolution was then put and lost. 


LIST OF BUSINESS—Item No. 22. 

The President said :— 

“ I think that this item should be formally withdrawn in Council.” 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul Haq accordingly withdrew the following 
resolutionr- 

Tills Council recommends to the Governor in Council that a Cmnmittee 
consisting of non-official members of this Council be appointed to consider the 
list of subjects to be transferred to popular control, as suggested in para¬ 
graph 238 of the Report on Constitutional Reforms and referred to in the 
Illustrative List IT-appended to the Report, with instructions to submit their 
report to the Secretary to the Legislative Council for circulation to members 
in time for discussion at rtie September sitting of the Council. 


LIST OF BUSINESS—Item No. 23. 

The Hoii’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ul-Haq also moved the following 

resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Gpvernor in Council that all steps 
which are being taken or are in contemplation in pursuance of the scheme for 
the partition of Dacca be postponed. 

He said :— 

” My lord, the question of the partition of Dacca came before this Coun- 
cil in consequence of the decision arrived at by Government to invite public 
opinion on this project. It was found that since this proposal was made, 
public^ opinion immediately expressed itself. I believe several meetings haire 
been held and several representations made to Government to postpone the 
question <d the partition of Dacca at least for the present. In recommending 
the postponement of the consideration of this question, I beg to submit for the 
ccBMudertioa of Your Excellency’s Government certain facts which, in my 
opiniintf ought not to be ignored before any decision is arrived at by Govern¬ 
ment in this matter. I will begin by sayinjj that I was given an opportunity 
of givirijt eirideuce before District Administration Committee and there 
I freoly admitted that the administration units should be as small as possi- 
bio beohtthe I fredy confess that in ray opinion thesmaller the administration unit 
tfib #^ater the efficiency in the administration. If that principle be accepted, I 
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al»o admit that in some caaes there are existing administrative nnits which 
ought to be partitioned. But the question whether a particular district ought 
to be partitioned or not is entirely a different matter. But even taking for 
granted that Dacca is one of those districts which ought to be partitioned., I 
would submit, as I was told in a previous resolution, that a more unsuitahle 
jjccasion could not have been found out for taking up that question. In the 
first place, without going very much into the merits of the question it is 
necessary that the people should be allowed’ the fullest possible time and oppor¬ 
tunity to consider the forthcoming reform proposals and that ho other proposals 
should be before the public which are likely to distract public attention or to 
take away from the earnestness with which they should look at all the prol'- 
lems arising out of the constitutional reform scheme which are now before the 
public. I therefore submit that one of the strongest reasons for postponing the 
question of the partition of Dacca at present is the outstanding fact that we have 
before us proposals of a far more weighty character which should be consi¬ 
dered in a calm atmosphere free from controversy. It is evident that the 
question of the partition of Dacca rightly or wrongly,xhas given'rise to con¬ 
troversy and that there should be nothing before the pnbUc at the jtresent 
moment anything of a controversial character. Secondly, we do not know what 
the effects of the reform will he as regards the position of the District Officer 
as the head of the unit of administration. We do not know what effect the 
large principle of administration will have on the position of the District 
Officer and wo do not know what the position of the District Officer—who 
can be said to be overworked at the present moment and I say this withcmt 
any. reference to conditions—will be in reference to the constitutional 
reforms but his position is certain to be affected. For these reasons, therefore, 
if for nothing else, I would strongly urge upon Your Excellency’s Government 
to reconsider the decision for inviting public opinion and to leave this matter 
alone till we have got through our schemes of constitutional reform and 
calmer times are restored. It may be said that the matter is of some urgency. 
So far as Dacca is concerned I do not think it can be«J8aid that the matter is 
of any urgency. Even if Dacca is included in the list of those districts which 
should be partitioned, 1 submit that the District Officer of Dacca gets at 
present proper help in matters of administration from a sufficient number of 
officers who have been carrying on the work and who nan certainly be exp<*ct- 
ed without any appreciable inconvenience or difficulty to carry on the work 
for some time longer. I do not think that a case of extreme urgency has 
been made out and I am very strongly of opinion that unless such a case is 
made out. it should be postponed for the present. With these few words I 
commend this resolution for the acceptance of Your Excellency’s Government. 

I say nothing as regards the merits of the scheme of the partition of Dacca. 


The Hoa’ble Rai iSri Nath Ray Bahadur said :— 

“My lord. I beg to support the resolution moved by my Hon’IiIe friend 
Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq. 

The Government Resolution published in the Calcutta Gazette, dated the 
17th July 1918, proposing the partition of the district of Dacca has greatly 
disturbed’ the minds of the people of this district. .Several persons and some 
of the Associations and the press have in unmistakable, language expressed 
their opinion against this proposal. They have all been vehemently opposing 
it since the publication of the District Administration Committee’s repixrt. 

My lord, my proposal is a very simple one. I do not stand for the final 
abandonment of the scheme now, though I am strongly in favour (rf it. I 
plead only for its postponement. Both the Government and the Mople will 
be in a better position after the war and after the action of Fi^rliament 
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on the Reform Scheme, to see the needs and difticulties of the country 
due to,the changed circumstances. Till then the scheme should stand 
adjourned. ' 

Some of the reasons for which the people oppose the partition and their 
criticism in respect of the grounds set froth in the Government Resolution 
in favour of the partition may be summarised below ;— 

That the larger schemes of partition, suchjtis the partition of Mymensingh 
and Midnapur, are not yet being carried out on account of financial difficul¬ 
ties. It is not desirable that a pi’oposal for the partition of another district 
should be taken in hand and thereby create unnecessary discontent among the 
people while there is no probability of carrying it into effect immediately or in 
the near future. District partition requires heavy expenditure, both recurring 
and non-recurring, which the present exigencies of the finance do not 
warrant. ? 

• The financial resources of the present District Board is pretty large and 
it can take up/large works of public utility in connection with education, 
sanitation, communication, etc., but after the partition each district will have 
too small an income to undertak<i any such measure, nor will it be easy for 
the District Boards to co-operate in a common cause, each being guided by its 
own necessity. 

After the partition a large number of people who are now residing at 
Dacca or have valuable houses there will have to leave for the new head¬ 
quarters to carry out their business, and they, or at least those of them who 
are poor will thus be deprived of the full benefits afforded by such good 
institutions as the Mitford Hospital, Dacca College, Engineering School, 
Medical School. Eden J'emale School, Northbrook Hall Library and proposed 
Residential University. And many of these people or their ancestors have 
contributed in some sh.ape or oth<*r towards the establishment and develop¬ 
ment of these institutions. It should also be noted that the general 
principle follow-ed by the hAiuc-ation Department, enjoins that the students 
of the district to which the Educational Institution belongs, are given 
prfiference in the matter of admission. So it would be difficult for the 
students of the new district to get admission in the Dacca Institutions ; nor 
is there any possibility of such institutions being established in the new 
district. 

Some jTeople in every quarter of the district have their houses in Dacca. 
But after the partition the j)eople within the jurisdiction of Munshiganj and 
Narainganj subdivisions wdll have (o build new^ houses in Narainganj where 
land is not easily available and, when available, it is sold at prohibitive prices. 
On the other hand, those who will have to leave the present district head¬ 
quarter will bf5 comptdled to part with their house property at Dacca at a 
considerably low- price. It is also undesirable that the solidarity of the 
people should be disturbed without their consent. 

Bikrampur and Sonargaon are places of historical importance and their 
connection with Dacca is also historical, and the people of these parganas are 
natuarlly averse to be separated from that connection, nor is it^ desirable 
that the importance ol this old historic city should be considered as 
negligible. I am aware, my lord, that these considerations may be 
repudiated as sentimental, but my lord, sentiment is a predominating factor in 
all human affairs. It is distinctly laid down in the Constitutional Reform 
Report that territorial redistribution should be avoided, when the people are 
against it and the area is small and people homogeneous. The consent of the 
people is considered as absolutely necessary when any scheme of partition is 
proposed. 
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Your Lordship will see that the people oppose partition on reasonable 
grounds and it is neither in their interest nor for their convenience that the 
partition should take place. Let us now see for what expediency the 
proposal is made. It appears from the Government resolution proposing the 
partition that it is necessary for administrative convenience as su^estjcd by 
the report of the District Adniinistrative Committee. The time an<l circum¬ 
stances which guided the said Committee to make this and similar other 
suggestions*have vastly change^^. The Government policy of administration and 
the public opinion have also undergone enormous changes and the administra¬ 
tive principle which then held good, does not hold good now. There may be 
people both at the present and the proposed headquarters who oppose or 
support the partition on the ground of personal interest, but their number is 
very small and their opinion is not worth much, but the of»inion of the 
general public ought to carry weight. 

The policy of creating small districts is not liked by the people, as we 
have seen in the case of Myraensingh when the partition of that district was 
finally settled. That district is nearly three times as big as Dacca in area 
still the people thought that it should not have been divided, if division was 
necessary, into more than two districts. Though it pksased the Government 
to divide that district into three and though the people may yield to the 
inevitable, the discontent will rankle in their hearf-s for a long time 
to come. 

The reasons given in favour of the partition do not app<‘ar to be 
convincing. The district is small in area comprising 2,777 square miles 
while the average area of an Indian district is 4,4H{) square miles as 
mentioned in the report on the Indian Constitutional Reform. If the partition 
of districts is carried out on this principle then the number of the districts in 
Bengal will shortly be more than double, entailing enormous iidministrative 
cost. All the sub-divisions of the district of Dacca, including those in contem¬ 
plation, are connected either by railway or by water channel and the district 
(^cers have already been supplied with steam launches. If there be still 
any difficulty of communication these imay be better overcome when the district 
is undivided and can spare more money for the purpose. Division will not 
make communication easy. 

Munshiganj subdivision is mentioned as “the most advanced rural tract 
in India ’. I, my lord, have the honour to belong to that subdivision and 1 
am thankful to the Government for the compliment; but 1 am unable to 
follow the argument that this is one of the reasons for partition. We often 
see that advanced people aro more docile and amenable to reasons than those 
who are not so, and the district officers are not likely to have much 
administx'ative trouble from that quarter. Even if Munshigunj Subdivision 
is considered as a criminal subdivision this may be met by posting per¬ 
manently a Superintendent of Police there as at Serampore which has not 
b(«in raised into a district. The people of Dacca were never reconciled 
to th(! partition of Bengal and it is impossible that they will willingly 
agree to the partition of their own district. Largo number of potty 
estates complexities of land tenure and volume of ligitation be easily dealt 
with by increasing the number of officers. If according to the Government 
resolution, the Civil Court officers can carry out the civil administration from 
Dacca, I do not see why the executive cannot do so by dividing the jurisdic¬ 
tion. In Mymensingh the Sadar subdivision is too big and there are two 
subdivisional officers, one in charge of the northern part and the other the 
southern part and the work is going on smoothly. Narainganj which is 
proposed to be the headquarter of the new district is only ten miles from 
Dacca and there is also railway communication. It will make very little 
difference to the fieople. whether the administration is ecmducted from Dacca 
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or from Narainganj. But western Bikrampur • being nearer to Dacca the 
people of that quarter will be inconvenienced to go to Narainganj if their 
head^arter is located there. Dacca City, which is under the control of a 
munimpality with a non-official Chairman, does not appear to be a source of 
great trouble to the District Officers. The formation of village unions has 
reduced the work of the District Officer and further reduction is expected 
when Village Courts will be created. Non-official Chairman of the District 
Board is shortly expected which will materially relieve the District Officers of 
a very important charge. A further relief is sure when the Local Self- 
Government Bill is passed into law. The Constitutional Reform Scheme 
which is now on the parliamentary anvil unmistakably indicates that the 
administration will gradually by stages pass within a short period from the 
hands of the officials to the people. His Excellency the Viceroy and the 
Right Hon’ble the Secretary of State apprehend in their report on the Indian 
constitutional reform that they may be blamed for having left no room for 
official activity. 

My lord, it is not expedient in the interest of the country to increase the 
administrative expenses if they can be helped. The large schemes of rural 
sanitation and popular education have to be taken up without delay. Village 
Committees will soon be established throughout the province. All these 
require nmney. Under the new financial arrangements of the Reform 
Scheme the policy of Imperial grants to provinces will come to an end. The 
income tax and general stamps will soon be purely Indian sources and Bengal 
will get no share of them. There practically exists no other elastic source of 
revenue for the province, Bengal will financially be in a very bad position. . No 
scheme of additional expenditure should therefore be undertaken with a light 
heart. It should not be said that Your Excellency’s Government have with¬ 
out sufficient and strong reason increased the financial burdens of the 
province. 

Under all these circumstances it is clear that the work of the District 
officers has been considerably reduced and if they consider their charge to be 
still heavy it is only temporary, for further reduction is shortly expected after 
the introduction of the Reform Scheme. It is therefore desirable that the 
Government will not force partition on an unwilling people permanently for 
a temporary cause. 

On these grounds 1 beg t o urge that th(‘ consideration of t he proposal be 
postponed till after the war and t he final setthunent by the Parliament of the 
Indian Constitutional Reform, wlien both the Government and the people 
will be in a better position to discuss the matter calmly and dispassionately 
and it may be that the Government will not t hen consider the partition at all 
necessary.” 


The Hon’ble Rai Mahkndka Chandka Mitka Bahadi k said :— 

My lord, when 1 arrived yesterdey at Dacca I found that there vyas a 
volume of opinion against the partition. I have not had an opportunity of 
going through the arguments for or against the })artition, but so far I am 
certain that this is not the suitable occasion for the partition of the district of 
Dacca. It would indeed be a wise i)olicy if the 8ubje(;t of partition be post¬ 
poned at the present moment, and I would only urge upon Your Excellency’s 
attention that the partition of Dacca may be postponed until the Reform 
Scheme is Introduced, and we have an opportunity to understand what the 
position of the Magistrates would be under that scheme. 
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The Hon’ble Babo Kisori Mohan Chaudhuri said 

My lord, I rise not with a view to add to what hw already been sub¬ 
mitted by several representatives but with a desire simply to support the 
contention of the Hon’ble Movers who are intimately connected with the 
district of Dacca and who are fully interested in this matter. The proposition 
is not for the abandonment of the partition of the district, but Your 
Excellency is only asked to postpone it for some time. It is hardly the time 
when Government could undertake a thing like this. As regards the 
partition of Midnapur and Mymousingh much {>rogre8S could not be made on 
account of the lack of funds, and I do no( see any reason why another 
partition .should be taken up and, in fact, against the wishes of the people. 
That is a position wdiich we submit for Your Excellency’s consideration. 
There is also no special urgency so far as we have been able to see. The 
partition indeed is a question in the interests of the efficiency of the adminis¬ 
tration and Government are no doubt the best judges to decide that | oint. 
The partition of a district is always distasteful to the persons who are 
specially concerned, and if the solidarity of the people is disturbed there 
ought to be some special reasons for it. As I have already said, the |)ro- 
position is not for the abandonment of the scheme but simply for its 
postponement in view of the present situation and also in view of the coming 
reforms, and I hope and trust that this prayer will be considered and further 
progress in the matter will be postponed for the present. With these few 
w’ords I beg to support this resolution." 

The Hon’ble Sir Nilratan Sarkar said :— 

“My lord, I beg to support the resolution of my friend the Hon'blo Matdvi 
Fazl-ul Haq. This question of partition is bound to be looked at from 
different points of view. The people of Dacca and the people of Narainganj 
will necessarily look at the matter from opposite and interested points of 
view; but there arc' two other subdivisions and thc.*y are even more 
interested than the people of Dacca or Narainganj because Dacca has its 
headquarters and Narainganj will also have its headquarters; but none 
of these subdivisions will have any. Be that as it may, it appears to me 
that this proposal is not wdthout serious disadvantages acid these dis- 
davantages I would like to place' under throe heads. (1) Financial ; (2) 
those caused by the wrecking of associations which have been formed in 
the last three centuries or more* around Dacca and the interests created in 
Dacca during this long period ; and (3) the difficulty under which our fri(?nds 
in Dacca shall be placed if the partition proposal is carried into effect. The 
last one appears to mo to be very important, as I am deeply interested in the 
question of hxjal self-government. Dacca will have after the proposed 
jjartition only her mutilated Councils, whether it be the local bodies, or 
wdiether it bo the Municipal or other boards, that may be formed there. It will 
have to work with only half her men, half her money and half her resources. 
That is certainly putting them in very great disadvantage, particularly at 
their time of trial upon which the confirmation of the powers that are going 
to be conferred upon us, will depend. During this period of trial they will 
have to work under these disadvantages if the proposal for partition be 
carried into effect. My lord, there is a point of view that largeness of size is 
a great disadvantage, but largeness of size moans a larger number of men, 
and that would be an advantage. It all depends upon what point of view 
you look at the matter because a large number of men means larger resources, 
a larger amount of work, larger interests, and when it is said tfiat for more 
efficient administration, smaller units are necessary, I do not think f'hat 1 
can agree with all , my heart to such a proposal. 1 would think.a small size 
i.s also a disadvantage. There is a claim for greater attention and that has 
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referenee only to the official dasseB. I know that the official classee are 
always hard-worked ; but, my lord, to put it in a slightly informal way— 
whi(^ I may be pardoned—I have greater faith in an arrangement of groups 
ttnder%ne able officer than to divide our resources and men into small parties 
under diffierent commands. Larger resources mean greater work. We want 
a genuis at the centre, and I feel and I know that that in the Civil Sorvitse 
cutlers like Mr. Hart and Mr. Rankin are capable of doing everything that they 
at© wanted to do, provided of course that they have got resources and they are 
allowed to do what they want despite the conclusions of a Commission which 
may have been arrived at. Therefore, I want mature consideration—my con- 
tentitm is this—that the District Administration Committee worked under the 
disadvantage of not having a prescience or an idea of what the state of things 
was going to be in the near future. When they brought up this, scheme, 
they wanted to provide for the state of things which then existed and also 
the conditions which existed at that time. They did not know that in the 
meantime two of the noblest of Englishmen, Mr. Montagu and Lord 
Cbemlsford, would draw up a scheme for constitutional reforms for the 
whole of India, some of which would completely revolutionize the ideal of 
government in certain matters. If they had any idea of this, their proposal 
might have ta^n a different turn. However, these are disadvantages so far 
as I can make out. The. first is money, it will involve a considerable sum as 
initial exiienditure and also as recurring expenditure. The second le the 
wrench to the associations and interests which exist in Dacca, and the third 
the disadvantages under which our friends in Dacca who are deeply inter¬ 
ested in local self-government will be placed after the partition. On the 
side of advantages, we have the contention that the officers might be relieved 
of their work ; this, however, I am again constrained to say, is not very credi¬ 
table to the officers themselves, because I know even now they devote their 
whole at^ntion to their work, and it matters very little whether two or three 
officers #e placed under one District Magistrate, and divide the work among 
themselves, or whether the District Magistrates divide the work among them¬ 
selves and devote their attention separately. I am no believer m over¬ 
work • but I believe in organization ; and if we were to compare gr^t things 
with small—when General Foch is now leading so many millions of men—1 
do not see why our District Magistrates should not be able to manage one 
district like Dacca, provided, of course, he lias got the men and resources 


at his disposal. 

“ Under the circumstances, my lord, I believe that there is at leaert a 
case for postponing the partition of Dacca for some time, and as I said, if 
we were to wait for five years after the adoption of the Montagu-Chelrosford 
schemes, they should have time enough to justify their, existence as bcal 
bodies ; otherwise it would be a great injustice to them, because after all we 
shall be tried according to the results that we can show in out local b^ies ; 
and with Dacca crippled in this way, I believe Dacca and the whole of Bengal 
wiU be at a greater disadvantage on this point. 

“ WiUi these few words, 1 appeal to Your Excellency and your Excel¬ 
lency’s government to postpone this matter for some time. 


’The Hon’ble Me. Hely Hutchinson said 

My lord, 1 am sorry that I find myself unable to agree to the resoktion. 

The ohjeodons to the partition scheme come from two ^ YAT L^iSde’ 

that the partition of Dacca is not -urgent, and, secondly, that if it is made, 

there will he difficulties in carrying it out 

“ Well, as to the questkii of urgency, the partition which was considered 
by the ^strict Admiffistration Committee and which has subsequently been 
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connidered by the Bengal Government since the pahUoation of the r^rt m 
Constitutional Reforms, has been deoided bjr lmth these bodieer as: urgent. 
I think therefore, that the elaim for nigenoy is estabiwhed. Apatt frrnn 
that, there is no doubt from my own experience here that the Government 
officials have a great deal of work to do; and the establishment of sub¬ 
divisions at Narsingdi and Joydebpur seems a very reasonable action, what¬ 
ever is done about partitioning the district. When it comes to the question 
of difficulties which will have to be met, if the district is partitioned, I do 
not think that we can get a partiticm which will please all people. It is 
certain to please some people, while it will displease others. We have so far 
heard objections from people who would be displeased. Living as I do at 
Narayangaj, as far as I can make out, there is no difference of opinion there 
between the Europeans and Indians as regards the scheme ; they are both 
strongly in favour of the change. At Narsingdi also I found opinion in 
favour of the change. The problem, it seems to me, is that the present 
scheme makes districts of the shape of a salamander : a partition into 
districts north and south of the Dhalassery would make a more normal 
territorial division and more in consonance with the habits of the people. 
There is however no site for a capital south of the Dhala^ery. On the 
whole, my lord, it seems that the division suggested by the Government of 
Bengal is the best and that it had therefore to be carried on as soon as possible. 
I should certainly protest against any resolution involving postponement, 
which does not state to what time the partition should be postponed." 

The Hon'be Mb. Kerb said :— 

“My lord, I think it will perhaps clear the air to some extent if I begin 
by explaining what exactly the position of the Dacca scheme is. As the 
Council is aware, this is the third of a series of partitions which were^oposed 
by the District Administration Committee in 1913. The Committee put 
Myraensingh and Midnapur at the top of the list as the most urgent. The 
Mymensingh and Midnajwre schemes have been completed and submitted for 
sanction, and we are awaiting final orders on them. Meanwhile, a good deal of 
work has been done in connection with the Dacca scheme. The sites propos¬ 
ed by the District Administration Committee have been surveyed and levels 
taken, and I’ough estimates of the cost have been prepared. The practicability 
of the Committee’s scheme has been proved by thorough local enquiries, and 
certain modifications have already been made in their proposals. At this 
stage, following the usual practice in such oases, ^ Government have put 
forward a definite scheme for examination and criticism; and we published 
a resolution on the 17th of July last, asking for opinions to be sent in by the 
3l8t of October. When we get these opinions. Government will proceed 
to reconsider the whole matter in the light of the opinions received, 
and -will make such modifications as may be necessary in the plans and 
estimates. Then wo shall send up the Dacca' scheme for the sanction of the 
Government of India and the Secretary, of State. I have said enough to show 
that there is a ^od deal of work'still to be done before we start putting the 
Dacca scheme into execution. There is no chance of any money being pro¬ 
vided in the budget for the financial year, beginning on the Ist of April next, 
and, so far as we can see at present, there is no prospect of any work being 
begun for at least two years from now. 

“ The Hon’ble Sir Nilratan Sarkar has asked for a postponement of the 
scheme. ; From what I have said, it will be seen that there is no ohknoe of 
the scheme being proceeded with at on^. But-what the resolution asks ns 
to do, is a very different matter. The first resolution asks us to postpone all 
steps which have been taken or are in contemplation in pursaanoe of the 
sgheme and the next one recommends tq the Governor in uounoil that the 
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ooiwideration of the proposal to partition the district of Dacca be postponed 
till afteri'the war. I understand that the Hon’ble Members who have moved 
theta restdiutions would like us to drop thinking .about the scheme alto- 
get^ far th3 time being. We cannot agree to that for the reasons I shall 
now state. 

“ The Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul Haq gave us two reasons for postponing the 
consideration of these schemes for the present. The first is, as I understand 
him, that the people of Dacca are busy thinking about the constitutional 
reforms and that they are unable at the same time to think about the parti- 
tioti'df their own district. Well. I know Dacca pretty well. I have been here 
nearly every year, since 1912, and I think that this is a libel on the intelligence 
of the people of Dacca. I have people coming to see me every day. They talk 
to me about the reforms and the partition scheme, and they do not seem to 
me to muddle the two things up at all. I think that this theory that the 
Dacca people are incapable of entertaining more than one idea at a time, may 
be disregarded. 

“ The next reason which the Hon’bio Member has urged, is more impor¬ 
tant ; he says that we should drop these partition schemes until we know 
what ihe ofifect of the constitutional reforms is going to be on the work of 
the District officers. I do not claim to know much about politics, but I do 
know something about administration, and I think that the Council may take 
it as certain that whatever other effect the scheme of constitutional reforms 
may have, it will certainly have the effect of increasing the work of the District 
officer to a very great extent. It will do so for two reasons. In the first 
place, the reforms will change the character of his work ; and in the second 
place, they will add very greatly to the volume of his work. The authors (jf 
the report have explained very clearly how the first cause will operate. 
They say that the utility of the public official in India will gradually undergo 
a change ; instead of continuing to the same degree as now to be the execu¬ 
tive agency of Government he will stand aside from the work of carrying out 
orders and assume the position of skilled consultant technical adviser and 
an inspecting and report ingjjfficer. And then they go on to say that the life 
of the Indian Civil Servanf will be more difficult, because it is harder to con¬ 
vince than CO direct ; to prevail in cpnsultation than to enforce an order. 
This opinion will be endorsed by everybody who has had any practical ex¬ 
perience in the work of administration. Whether an officer is authorised to pass 
a decision himself, or whether he has to submit his recommendations to a higher 
authority, his work up to a certain point is the same. He has, to get all the 
facts, to consider the probable effect of alternative courses of action, and then 
to select one of the different courses of action open. Then if the decision rests 
with him, he has merely to pass the order, and often it is sufficient if he 
signs his name. But if he has got to persuade somebody to agree with him, 
he has to begin all over again. He has got to think who the people are who 
are to be persuaded or advised, ho has got to consider their point of view, and 
what their objections are likely to be, and he may have to get over prejudices 
or preconceived opinions : so that if a man advises or recommends, his work 
will often be double that which he would have to do if the decision rested 
with him. That is one way in which the reform scheme will very greatly 
increase the work of the District Officer. The other way is by actually increas¬ 
ing the number of things the District Officer will hav'e to do. 

“ Some Hon’ble Members have referred to the question of village unions. 
They eay that the village unions will lessen the work of the District Officers. 

^I do not think there can be a greater fallacy than that and if any Hon ble 
Member asks Mr. Hart for his opinion he will find it very different. Ihese 
village ,uni(mB, are doing-frork which has hitherto not been done or imperfect¬ 
ly doim,' this imposes a very considerable strain on theiDistnct officer in 
the matter of references and applications for funds and various other ways in 
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Mrhich they aBk for tha DiBtriot OHicer’s advice or help. It involves more 
touring on the District Officer’s ^rt to visit them and keep them tip to the 
mark, and give them* help and encouragement, and this alone means more 
inroads on valuable \and scanty time. There are many other ways in whiofa 
the District Officer’s work will be increased in the near future. “Take, for 
instance, the question of electorates to which I have given some attention 
during the past few weeks. If electorates are going to be formed on a broad 
basis as proposed in the Scheme of Constitutional Reforms, the amount of 
work involved in preparing the electoral roll will be enormous. The work in 
connection with elections is very considerable, even at present wnere there are 
only small electorates of 100 or 200 persons. If you are going to form 
electorates composed of several thousands, the work which will have to be done 
will be very great. This work is not work which can be taken over by local 
bodies ; it is work which in all countries is done by permanent officials of 
Government and it is on the permanent officials that the work will fall in India. 
So I say that the work of the District Officer, taken as a whole, "will increase 
largely on the introduction of the Constitutional Reforms, and if reasonable 
efficiency in the public services is to be maintained, the necessity of partition¬ 
ing these big districts, will be very much greater when the Reforms are 
introduced than it is at present. 

Another point is that this resoiiition which asks ns to drop all considera¬ 
tion of this problem comes rather too late. It might have been in time if 
this advice had been given to us before the 17th July. 1 think it would have 
been wrong even then, but before we published our resolution it would have 
been possible to ask us not to think about this partition scheme. !Now that 
the resolution has been published, it is impossible to live in Dacca and not to 
think of partition schemes. The visitors who come to see me daily discuss the 
matter freely. Some object to any partition scheme at all; some of them, like 
tlie Hon’ble Member, agree that partition is desirable, but want some modi¬ 
fication in the scheme described in the Government resdution. There is 
nothing to object to in tlmt. They are of course all peojJe interested in the 
matter, and their object is to find a scheme which will cause the least 
inconvenience to themselves, or will he of the inost benefit to themselves. 
Am I to tell the visitors who come to see me, not to talk ci partition schemes 
because some Hon’hle Members think that all consideration of partition must 
be dropped ? Every morning the Dooca Herald is delivered to me. Am 1 
to be deprived of the pleasure of reading that oigan of public qpinion because 
it contains criticisms on the partition scheme and suggestions for aitemate 
schemes ? The advice given to Government in these resolutions is not practi¬ 
cable. There is no intention, as I have already said, of pushing on with this 
Hchenpe until everybody concenied has had the lull^ opportunity of express¬ 
ing his opinion and until Government has carefully considered these opinions. 
But we cannot agree to drop all consideration of the matter, and if this is 
what the resolutions ask us to do, we must oppose them.’’ 

The Hon’ble M.aclvi A. K. FASL-DirHaQ said 

“ My lord, I have listened very attentively to the reply of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Kerr and I am sorry that I have to confess that I have not been convinc¬ 
ed that the recommendation made in my resolution ought not tp be accepted 
by Your Excellency’s Government. To begin with, we have been told that 
a case has been iimde out of sufficient ui^ncy for steps to be taken in pursuance 
of tJ»e ^em® of partition of the district of Dacca. 'Hie Hon’ble Mr. Hely 
Hutohiason las said tbatrtlie Government .ctfficials are dmag a large amount of 
work, and ^at secondly, the District AdmmiiitTatTOn Committee had come to 
the concloMQB that the case of the partition Of Dacca i|aeoive uive&oy. 

Now, «8 regards the present district officials being over-worked. T think I may 
only pomt out to irfm that if they do a lar^ amodiit of work their predeeossore- 
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in office used to do so for about a century or more and I do not think that 
it is going to be suggested that the predecessors in office of the present-day 
officials were simply a race of lotus-eaters or at any rate they did not work as 
the. pi^ent officials. As a matter of fact, even the district of Mymensingh, 
which is perhaps the largest administrative unit in India, has been run ever 
since the beginning of British rule or ever since the peinod when the province 
had been parcelled out into districts. If a single member of the service felt 
the weight of the work at Mymensingh, he never complained that it was work 
which could not be undertaken by one man and which was work of such a 
cliaraoter from which he would fly away. The province of Bengsil, for 
instance, was, for a long period of time, too heavy a burden for one Lieutenant- 
Governor ; but every Lieutenant-Governor who took upon himself the task of 
administering Bengal, always faced the situation. If a thing like that could 
go on for 70 years 1 feel that we may reasonably expect this thing to go on 
for some years to come. I submit, therefore, my lord, that although the 
present officials in Dacca are over-worked, their predecessors in office were as 
hardworking as they are, and there is absolutely no reason to think that the 
present officials would be men of a weaker physique and that they would break 
down in consequence of the strain. 

‘‘ As regards the conclusion of the District Administration Committee, 
I think that is no doubt entitled to weight. 1 do not at the present moment 
wish to say anything so far as the report is concerned because the considera¬ 
tion of that question whether Dacca ought to be partitioned or not is a matter 
on which there may be differences of opinion but what I am not convinced of 
is that the urgency, even if there is any, is not of such a character that the 
partition ought to be made in defiance of public opinion. After all, public 
opinion has got to be taken into consideration. For whom, my lord, are you 
going to partition districts if it be not for the efficiency of the administration 
and if it be not for the benefit of the people for whom you duplicate the work? 
1 think, my lord, you ought to make the* people feel that there is*' a respon¬ 
sible and sympathetic Government ever ready to take into consideration their 
needs. It may be that the people are not well advised in opposing this 
scheme; but they are at present convinced that this measure should not be 
taken. We are told that some work has already been done and that sites 
have been selected. I do not know whether something else has been done. 
My lord, after all this has been done, the question which occurs to me is why 
was this done without consulting public opinion. As regards taking up the 
question erf the paftition at once, I find that something is done and then we 
are told to keep quite and after a time olapses and something more is done we 
are told that so much has already been done and that Government cannot 
find any way out of it. It is really making us consent to the steps whichihave 
been taken by Government towards.partition gradually and slowly ; although, 
as a matter of fact, we have really been forced to take up the position. I 
therefore submit, my lord, that although something may have been done 
nothing serious has at least been done and things may be allowed tp lie for 
the very simple reason that public opinion seems to be very much against 
the scheme. Then, my lord, there is the question of expense to be considered. 
I was only just a short while ago told that the rhquirements of economy have 
got to be considered and that we should always practise the utmost economy 
of expenditure owing to the present financial stringenoj^. I would like to 
convince Your Excellency that the scheme for the partition of districts^ is 
bound to be the most expimsive one. Then, why take up this expensive 
project in the face of this opposition from the public and in the face of the 
fact that money can better be utilised in other ways. We might be told that 
there is difference of opinion as to why monej' can be well spent on other 
schembs and since there is difference of opinion I submit that this, matter 
ought not to be taken up at once. 
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As regards my observation that the.people of Dacca are now only too busy 
thinking about the constitutional reforms to consider the parttition scheme, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Kerr, said that it would be a libel on their intelUiEenoe if we 
suggested that their brain was not capable di taking up this question as well 
when they were considering the scheme of constitutional reform. But, my 
lord, it is no question of brain being capable of keeping one or two things at 
^he same time; and certainly intelligent men can have half a dosen subjects 
in their brain and consider them all at the same time; but the point to be 
considered is whether at the present moment the question is a. really 
controversial character. Is it n^ reasonable to ask that, for a consideration 
of questions .like the constitutional reforms, we really require a calm atmos¬ 
phere and that public time and attention should not be disturbed by having to 
consider schemes which also vitally afiect them and which have got to be 
simultaneously considered with the problems that will be raised in connection 
with the scheme of constitutional reforms. After all, my lord, the people of 
Dacca are human beings and they may be burdened if, with constitutional 
reforms before them, they are also asked to consider the scheme of partition¬ 
ing their own district which vitally affects them and which is a thing which 
.infringes with the problems of their daily life. They ouglit to be pardoned 
if, in view of the problems raised by the question of partiticm, they give 
secondary consideration to the question of constitutional reforms. It is for 
this reason, my lord, I submit that the question of constitutional reforms, is 
already engaging the attention of the people of Dacca and that they should not 
be further distracted by throwing upon them the consideration of the question 
of partition which affects them vitally. I think, my lord, that even amongst 
the non-official members who have spoken on this resolution have spoken very 
. strongly in respect of this proposal. 1 do not mean to suggest that the Dacca 
people are very wise in raising the protest against the scheme of partition. 
It may be that they are absolutely wj^ong, but that is a matter that has got to 
be decided later. But right or wrong, they have expressed their (:q>inion in 
the pariticular way and in the most unmistakable terms. I, therefore, beg 
most respectfully to ask Your Excellency to consider whether, in the face of 
this volume of opinion ; in view of the fact that the measure is sure to entail 
a large amount of expnditure at a time when we are urged to practise 
the utmost economy in view the fact that we have larger problems to 
consider; our attention should not be distracted by problems which even 
though of a partially imjjjortant character is not of less importance. We 
simply ask that the proposals for the partition should be postponed just 
for a short time. I do not mean to say that the people should not be asked to 
consider it at the present moment; but I think a short postponement is 
absi^utely necessary; and if this is done, 1 do not think that the present 
officials cf the district will very much complain against that. 1 do not wish 
to take up the time of the Council by further observations; but I beg respect¬ 
fully to press this resolution for Your Excellency’s acceptance. After all, if 
not for anything else but out of deference to public opinion which has been 
most unmistakably ex^iressed, I would ask Your Excellency to consider 
whether this matter should be further proceeded with. ” 

The resolution wa| then put and lost.

The Hon’ble Babu Brojendka Kishor Ray Chaudhuri moved the following

He said :— 

My lord, the grateful thanks.of the Indian community in general and 
the Ayurvedic practitioners in particular are due to Your Excellency’s Gov¬ 
ernment for having withdrawn the prosecution. I take it my lord, that this 
act of grace on the part of Government is an indication that they are quite 
as much alive as the people are to the interest and welfare of an ancient 
healing art. 

Prosecutions have from time to time been started at the instance of local

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As regards my observation that the.people of Dacca are now only too busy 
thinking about the constitutional reforms to consider the parttition scheme, 
the Hon’ble Mr. Kerr, said that it would be a libel on their intelU^noe if we 
suggested that their brain was not capable taking up this question as well 
when they were considering the scheme of constitutional reform. But, my 
lord, it is no question of brain being capable of keeping one or two tilings at 
^he same time; and certainly intelligent men can have half a dosen subjeots 
in their brain and consider them all at the same time; but the point to be 
considered is whether at the present moment the question is of a. really 
controversial character. Is it not reasonable to ask that, for a consideration 
of questions .like the constitutional reforms, we really require a calm atmos¬ 
phere and that public time and attention should not be disturbed by having to 
consider schemes which also vitally a&ect them and which have got to be 
simultaneously considered with the problems that will be raised in connection 
with the scheme of constitutional reforms. After all, my lord, the people of 
Dacca are human beings and they may be burdened if, with constitutional 
reforms before them, they are also asked to consider the scheme of partition¬ 
ing their own district which vitally affects them and which is a thing which 
.infringes with the problems of their daily life. They ought to be pardoned 
if, in view of the problems raised by the question of partition, they give 
secondary consideration to the question of constitutional reforms. It is for 
this reason, my lord, I submit that the question of constitutional reforms, is 
already engaging the attention of the people of Dacca and that they should not 
be further distracted by throwing upon them the consideration of the question 
of partition which affects them vitally. I think, my lord, that even amongst 
the non-official members who have spoken on this resolutimi have spoken very 
. strongly in respect of this proposal. I do not mean to suggest that the Dacca 
people are very wise in raising the protest against the scheme of partition. 
It may be that they are absolutely w^^ong, but that is a matter that has ^t to 
be decided later. But right or wrong, they have expressed their opinion in 
the pariticular way and in the most unmistakable terms. I, therefore, beg 
most respectfully to ask Your Excellency to consider whether, in the face of 
this volume of opinion ; in view of the fact tltat the measure is sure to entail 
a large amount of expenditure at a time when we are urged to practise 
the utmost economy in view the fact that we have larger problems to 
consider; our attention should not be distracted by problems which even 
thougli of a partially imj^ortant character is not of less importance. We 
simply ask that the proposals for the partition should be postponed just 
for a short time. I do not mean to say that the people should not be asked to 
consider it at the present moment; but I think a short postponement is 
absdutely necessai^; and if this is done, I do not think that the present 
officials of the district will very much complain against that. I do not wish 
to take up the time of the Council by further observations ; but I beg respect¬ 
fully to press this resolution for Your Excellency’s acceptance. After all, if 
not for anything else but out of deference to public opinion which has been 
most unmistakably exiiressed, I would ask Your Excellency to consider 
whether this matter should be further proceeded with. ” 

The resolution wajji then put and lost.

The B^a ble Babu Brojendra Kishor Ray Ghaudhuri moved the following 

resolution :—; 

This Council recommends to th®- Governor in Council that provision be 
made for the exemption of bond fide Ayurvedic medicines from the operation 
of the Bengal Excise Act. 

He said :— 

My lord,^ the grateful thanks .of the Indian community in general and 
the Ayurvedic practitioners in particular are due to Your Excellency’s Gov¬ 
ernment for having withdrawn the prosecution. I take it my lord, that this 
act of grace on the part of Government is an indication that they are quite 
as nauch alive as the people are to the interest and welfare of an ancient 
healing art. 

Prosecutions have from time to time been started at the instance of local 
Excise officers against Ayurvedic practitioners, on the ground that some 
drugs manufactured by them may be technically classed among Excisable 
articles.* Most of them have proved unsuccessful, but the broad question as 
to whether these medicinal preparations should or should not enjoy a sort of 
immuidty from the operation of the Excise law has remained unanswered.

I find that the 
Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler was one of the official members of that Select 
Committee, and theHon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur was perhaps one 
of the min(X*ity who desired the retention of the clause. It is our good 
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forturie to-day to have Sir Henry Wheeler , |ua. ,M in .charge of the 
Excise Department. And my earnest appeal is Specially directed to him to 
re-insert the clause left out by the Select Committee in 1909, adding such 
safeguards to prevent any evasion of the law as may be necessary. There 
is a similar provision in the Bombay Abkari Act, which has been in force for 
the last 40 years. And' if the Excise administration has been carried on 
smoothly in Bombay during this period in spite of such a provision, Govern- 
^lent would be running no risk if they were to insert a similar section in the 
Bengal Excise Act. 

My lord, I am aware that the exemption I am thinking of may embrace 
the entire system of medicino, and not the Ayurvedic system alone. If that 
be the effect of an amendment of the Exqjse Act, I for one will have no 
objection. But I do not claim to speak for any other system than the 
Ayurvedic. It is a system which has done great service to suffering 
humanity for centuries. Indeed, it is one of the most precious assets of 
Aryan culture which has been handed down to us. The late Surgeon- 
General Sir Pai'dey Lukis in one of his public utterances observes :— 
“ The longer I remain in India and the more I see of the country and the 
people, the more convinced I am that many of the empirical methods of 
treatment adopted by the V^aids and Hakims are of the greatest value ; and 
there is no doubt whatever, that their ancestors knew, ages ago, many things 
which are nowadays being brought forward as new discoveries”. My lord, 
this ancient and wonderful system of treatment craves protection at your 
hands, so that it may be left unfettered as in the past, to bring relief to the 
sick and stricken.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendua Chandka Mitra Bahadur said :— 

‘‘ My lord, the object of the resolution is to exempt bond fide Ayurvedic 
medicines from the operation of the Bengal Excise Act. Looking into the 
history of Excise legislation, I find that the Act of 1905 was amended in 
1909 and that lastly a few sections of the Act of 1909 was modified and 
amended by Bengal Act VII of 1914. The previous Acts defined liquor as 
intoxicating liquor. But in the present Act liquor is defined as any liquor 
containing spirit or alcohol. This definition is very illegal. So far as the 
l^reparation of kaviraji medicines is concerned the system is based upon 
certain principles. Before the operation of the Act of 1914 it was thought 
that the definition of intoxicating liquor in the* Act of 1909 was (juite 
sufficient for the purpose of allowing the kavirajes to prepare their medicines,, 
but under the present Act of 1914 1 see that a kaviraj has been prosecuted 
for preparing his medicines. They have complained to Your Excellency and 
they have reasons for complaints. If you look at section 62 of the Bombay 
Abkari Act, you will find that the hmd fide preparation of such mpdictnes 
has been exempted. The Bombay Act has been in operation for a very long 
time. Section 90 of the Ben^l Act exempts certain medicines under certain 
conditions. The Eastern Bengal Excise Act of 1910 also exempts certain 
medicines under certain conditions. If the Council considers that the defini¬ 
tion of the word “ liquor ” as explained in the present Act of 1914 is a 
hardship, then I submit to Your Excellency that there should be a modifica¬ 
tion of that definition, for in that case every man might be subject to prosecu¬ 
tion. That could not have been the intention of the lemslature. This point 
also came up before the Courts in 1917. My lord, if the intention of the 
legslature was really to exonipt bond fide kaviraji medicines, I submit that 
it is a case for the consideration of the Council whether the definition ql thio 
liquor in the existing Act should bo modified or not. Hardly any notifipatjon 
is necessary now. The jvhole question is whether the definition of Haupr. 
should be amended. The havirafis have to prepare their medipinea 
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accordinif to certain formulas laid dovirn in the shastras and they will have to 
use alcohol and the definition would operate very harshly on them. I, therefore, 
submit fuat it is necessary to exempt honajide kaviraji medicine from the 
operation of the Excise Act.’’ 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Chakan Pal Bahaour said 

“ My lord, 1 do not quite understand whether the proposal is that the 
Act should be amended. From certain speeches I understand that there is also a 
proposal that the Act should be amended. I was in Council when the Act of 
1909 was passed. 1 was also in the Select Committee. In the original Bill of 
1908 a clause (clause 84) was inserted on the recommendation of the Indian 
Excise Committee that the Bill should not apply to medicated liquors in the 
hands of medical men except in so far as the Local Government might direct. 
Then in the Select Committee that clause was withdrawn and another clause 
was substituted, and that clause is now section 90 of the Bengal Excise Act. 
It lays down that ‘ the Local Government may, Oy notification, either 
wholly or partially, and subject to such conditions (if any) as it may 
think fit to prescribe, exempt any excisable article from all or any of the 
provisicms of this Act, either throughout Bengal or in any specified local area, 
or for any specified period or occasion or as regards any specified class of 
persons.’ 

I find that a notification was subsequently issued in 1915. Unfortu¬ 
nately 1 have not got it in my hands as the Gazettes are not available 
here. 1 find in the newspapers that there was an agitation among the kavirjes 
owing to the prosecution of a kaviraj at Dacca for stocking rohitashtak, but 
I learn that Government have been pleased to direct the withdrawal of the 
prosecution. When the clause I have mentioned was withdrawn in the 
Select Committee and the present section 90 was inserted we were under the 
impression that a notification would be issued exempting indigenous medicinal 
preparations resembling alcohol from the operation of th(^ Act. I find how¬ 
ever that a prosecution was started against a kaviraj although the Govern” 
ment have been pleased to withdraw the prosecution. I do not know 
whether the existing notification exempts kaviraji medicines. If not, then 
Government will be pleased to take steps to issue a revised notification. As 
regards the amendment of the Act, I know that the Bombay Act- exempts 
indigenous preparations of medicine and I agree that the Government of 
Bengal should have a similar provision inserted in the Bengal Act. When 
the existing Act was before the legislature some opposition was made against 
the proposal to delete that section, but the Hon’ble Mr. Maepherson assured 
us that the substitution of clause 85. which is now section 90, would meet the 
pircumstances of the case and there would be no hardship. But unfortu¬ 
nately our experience has been quite otherwise. T hope something will be 
done to allay the apprehension which has been raised in the imnds of the 
kaviraji community. With these words I support the resolution. 

The Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler said 

“ Sir, it is not the intention or policy of Government to bring within the 
purvmw of the penal provisions of the Excise Act bond j^e Ayurvedic 
preparations; to that extent, it may be said that I nnght forthwith 
accept this resolution, and, indeed, as it is verbally framed, 1 do, on the 
understanding that the word ‘ provision ’ is interpreted m the sense that 
we are already making provision, as I shall shortly explain to the CouncU. 
That sense does not, however, include an amendment of the Excise Act 
which ecmie Members have adumbrated as desirable. 

I should like to explain the provision which we propose to make and the 
circumstances of the case, inasmueft as a certain amount of misconception 
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has arisen about it. and a certain amount oE feeling has been engendered 
in kaviraji circles. 

There are four main points which I would like the Council to bear in 
mind. 

The first is that it is the case that under the guise of medicinal preparations 
unscrupulous men have sold and do sell to others liquids which are, to all intents 
and purposes, alcoholic drinks. I make no insinuation against the vast body of 
kavirajes who, no doubt, according to their lights, are conducting an honour¬ 
able profession in an honourable way. But that advantage is taken, as 1 
say, to evade in this way the operations of the Excise Act admits of no possible 
doubt. I have looked into recent cases, and can offer a few examples. For 
instance, I find that a case was decided in the High Court in which it was 
actually discovered that owing to the sale of this kind of beverage, the trans¬ 
actions of the neighbouring licensed shops fell off, and the High Court 
said that it was absurd to call a preparation winch contained such a high 
percentage of alcohol, a medical preparation. I find another case in which as 
much as twomaunds of wash for distilling such a liquid were discovered ready, 
not, as we might expect, in anticipation of an epidemic, but in anticipation 
of the Durga Puja festival. In another case. I find that a kaviraj had lieen 
selling alcoholic drinks to confidential customers for over three years ; while 
in another case a preparation, which contained as much a,s 82‘5 per cent, 
of alcohol, was used by the public .as an intoxicant. These, Sir. are typical 
examples. 

Further, we have an authoritative pronouncement of the Exci.se Commis¬ 
sion of 1905-06—the most weighty body which has looked into Excise matters 
in recent years—that legal action was required in view of the increasing use 
of medicated preparations as intoxicants. On the first point, then, that the 
law can be evaded in this way. I do not think that there can bo any question. 

Secondly, it is obvious that in the interests of the Excise revenue which 
we derive from the taxation of alcohol, we must chock such abuses. 

Thirdly, there is not the .slightest doubt that, .at any rate since 1909, 
such a chock has been the intention of the law. 

Fourthly, although kavaraks appear to think that they arc lal)Ouring 
under a grievance, it is rather the case that exception has been made in tiu'ir 
favour, in so far as alcohol contained in their preparations evades paying 
duty, while alcohol contained in imported drugs or drugs manufactured in 
this country is taxed ; therefore, it is not the case that any special disability 
exists in connection with their medicines which (i)es not apply to those of 
western origin. 

These are the four cardinal points of the case ; but I shall have to 
explain a little more in detail what the legal position is. 

Under the old Excise Act of 18,78, it was doubtful whether a successful 
prosecution against a so-called medicinal preparation would lie, and in 1896, 
a conviction was set aside in the High Court bn that ground, although in 
1899 the High Court made tbe eminently sane remark, which I have already 
quoted, that you could not claim exemption for an alcoholic drink merely by 
calling it a medicinal preparation. However, it may be said that the law was, 
at any rate doubtful up to this point. But in 1906-06 the Excise Committee, 
to which I have already referred, definitely'tnade a pronouncement as to the 
use as intoxicants of medicated articles, and, in tbeir model Bill, recom¬ 
mended a provision which would prevent such a practice. Their method was 
to exempt the import, manufacture, p(»se8sion, sale or supply of any bond fide 
medicated article for medicinal purposes, by medical practitioners, chemists, 
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drugfgiats or keepers o£ dispensaries^ but to enable the Local Government, by 
notification, to prohibit throughout the province, or within any local area, 
the import, manufacture, possession, sale or supply of any such article, except 
under prescribed, conditions. Some Hon’ble Members have to-night quoted 
this provision for a general exemption in favour of these medicines, but have 
omitted the very important proviso empowering the Local Government to 
notify prohibitions. The Committee fully recognised that malpractices might 
exist; it is true that they suggested a general exemption ; but they proposed 
to guard against malpractices by notification. 

\\ hen we came to the amendment .of our own Excise Act in 1909, it is 
perfectly true that, first of all, a section on the lines of the Excise Commit¬ 
tee’s Bill was contemplated. But when the Bill went to Select Committee it 
was decided to adopt the contrary expedient, namely, to bring these prepara¬ 
tions within the purview of the Excise Act, but in order to safeguard 
hon&fde preparations, to give the local Government power by notification, and 
subject to conditions, to exempt excisable articles from the operation of the 
Act. Such a provision finally went through the Council without objection 
from anybody. 

In 1910, the Eastern Bengal Government, which had then become a 
separate province, legislated, following the precedent of the Excise Com¬ 
mittee, but my point is that in the essential intention of controlling these 
malpractices both Acts were at one. The only difference was in the method 
of so doing. 

In 1912, it so happened that our Act was found defective in another 
particular, viz., the definition of ‘ liquor ’, and when they c.tme to amalgamate 
the old Act with the Eastern Bengal Act, our predecessors again amended the 
Act to meet that difficulty, and at the same time once more emphasised the 
intention of the Legislature (again without objection on anybody’s part) 
that medicinal preparations containing alcohol should be brought within the 
Act unless exempted as bona fide medicines. Tliere is not the least doubt 
about that now being the law, as shown by a High Court ruling of 1-917 which 
remarks : ‘ to say now that a preparation containing alcohol is not within 
the provisions of the Bengal Excise Act. simply because it is a medicinal pre¬ 
paration or may be used for medicinal purposes, would be to stultify the 
Court and ignore the plain purpose of the Legislature.’ 

I have given these details because 1 wish to disabuse the Council of the 
idea that anything has been done lately to change the law in any sense. What 
has happened is that the Excise authorities recently instituted a prosecution, 
of which details have been given in answer to a question in this Council, and 
they were perfectly within their rights in instituting that prosecution. 
However, it attracted a certain amount of notice in tho press, and appeared 
to alarm the Ayurvedic practitioners Consequently gave an interview^ in 
Calcutta a little while ago to certain representative kabirajes, and after talking 
to them decided to withhold the prosecution until we discovered a way out of 
the difficulty. 

We have since been discussing what the way should be, and there are 
one or two points which, I admit, are to be said in favour of %h&kabtrajes. 
The first thing is that they do make up their own medicinal preparations, 
which negatives the idea of enforcing a centralised manufacture in bond of 
medicines containing alcohol. Secondly, they prepare thmr dru^ from ancient 
formulae to which they consider themselves .bound to adhere. That is a fact 
which dc&ervos to be • taken into consideration. Thirdly, if they were to use 
rectified spirit in their preparations, I understand th^t it would be o^osod to 
the prejudice of many of their patients who do not re^td as obnoxious 
alcohol which is produced in the course of the manufacture of drugs 
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themBelvee. These three points may* inflaence ns in xnaking what is 
really an exception in favour of kaviraies^ from the general law which renders 
liable to duty alcohol contained in western medicines. We have b^n dis¬ 
cussing this matter with the k^birajes, and the Excise Commissioner, 
Mr. Moberly, has, I think, hit upon a line which shows us the way out, that 
ft to say, it is possible to draw a distinction between what are called, I beKeve, 
aristas and other preparations in which the alcohol is arrived at by distilla¬ 
tion. I understand aristas are preparations—I see the Hon’ble Sir Nilratan 
Sarkar, who is a scientific expert, has his eye on me, and I apologise for a 
very unscientific presentation of a technical matter—in which by the mixture 
of certain ingredients the alcohol is generated by fermentation and is not 
arrived at by distillation. As far as the Excise Commissioner has ascer¬ 
tained, we have never prosecuted in the case of these aristas, and we could 
make an exception in their favour. Another good reason for doing so is, I 
am told, that these aristas are far too unpalatable for use by anybwy as a 
pleasant beverage. 

What we propose to do is to proceed by way of executive instruction as 
to how the Act is to be interpreted. Of course, under the law as it 
stands, we could notify a long list of things which are not to be the subject 
of prosecution. But there are difficulties in doing this. In the first place, 
these formulae do not exist in any standard book, and probably are not even 
known to any one individual ; secondly, there are a vep’ large number oS 
such formulae, and all would have to be tested and classified. Thirdly, we 
might not even then arrive at a complete list, and if we were to get out a 
list it might be susceptible of abuse by persons calling a thing by one name, 
while, in reality, it was something entirely different. We have, therefore, 
decided to discard the idea of trying to notify what is exempted. W^e prefer 
to proceed by executive instruction, and the general outline of the instruc¬ 
tion, which we propose to issue is somewhat on the following lines 

‘ The manufacture by kahirajes of the Ayurvedic medicinal preparations 
known as "^asah” or “ar/sfa” should not be interfered with on the ground 
that the finished preparation contains alcohol (provided t hat the finished pre¬ 
paration is produced by the admixture Of sugar, treacle or molasses, or honey 
with other ingredients and the fermentation (»f the whole, and that no 
process of distillation is used in its production), unless the Chemical 
Examiner for Customs and Excise reports that the preparation is now 
reasonably a medicinal preparation. The formula under which the preparation 
is said to be prepared and a reference u» the work from which it was taken 
should, if possible, be forwarded to the Chemical Examiner along with the 
sample. Should the Chemical Examiner for Customs and Excise report 
that the preparation is not reasonably a medicinal preparation, or should it 
be found that any such preparation is being used as an intoxicating beverage, 
notwithstanding a report from the Chemical Examiner that it is reasonably 
a medicinal preparation,- the facts should be reported to the Excise Commis¬ 
sioner. These instructions do not apply to the manufacture by distillation 
of Ayurvedic preparations (such as MriUt Sanjibani Sudha) or to the pre¬ 
paration of wash for the manufacture of such distilled preparations.’ 

Mr. Moberly has interviewed representative kavirajes in this city, and we 
are considering whether a working compromise can be arrived at on sucli a basis. 
Another point put forward by the kavrrajes is that we should get representa¬ 
tive men from among their number to act on a Board in an advisory capacity 
as to what'is a legitimate medicine and what is not, and we shall try, to meet 
their wishes to some extent in that respect. Mr. Moberly will now see other 
representative kavirajes in Calcutta, and finally in the light of hie discussions 
with them, we shall try to bring out an instruction on these lines. That is 
the provisFon we contemjilate, ahd in this sense we have no objection in accept¬ 
ing this resolution.” 
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The Hon^ble Babu Brajendra Kibhor Ray Ohaudhori said :— 

fbeg, my lord, toth&nkthe Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler for the kind 
aeauranoe he has given ; and 1 am very grateful to your Lordship’s Govern¬ 
ment for accepting this resolution.” 

The resolution was then put and carried.

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur moved the follow¬ 
ing resolution :— 

.This Council recommends to the Govefhor in Council that immediate 
effect be given to the recommendations of the Public Sorvicea Commission 
that in the executive branches of the Provincial Civil Services “ not more 
than 60 per cent, of the vacancies should be filled by promotion from the 
subordinate services. 


He said :— 

‘‘ My lord, ray intention in moving this resolution is to remove partially an 
anomaly which is a source of dissatisfaction and discontent in an important 
section of our public service. The Sub-Deputy Collectors nowadays have to 
do th6 same work and discharge the same duties as the Deputy Collectors afid 
in headquarters they s^re often seen to act in place of Deputy Collectors. In 
the sab-divisions the work of the Sub-Deputy Collector is still more onerous. 
Not only has he to try criminal cases but various departments including the 
Sub-Treasury are entrusted to him. The risky nature of treasury work is 
well known. Sub-Deputy Collectors are after being vested with first class 
powers and doing their work to the entire satisfaction of the Government. 
Still they are ill-paid, the pay they are entitled to, being even insufficient to 
enable them to maintain the dignity of their position. Hence the present 
anomalous position of the two services merely tends to create a discontented 
body of public Servants. 

The question of the two services was discussed in detail before the Royal 
Commission on the Public Services in India. In reply to a question about his 
experience of the officers selected by the different methods of recruitment for 
the Provincial Civil Service, Mr. H. L. Stephenson, then Financial Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal, said :—‘ The principal point is whether the 
recruitment shall be mainly direct or from the subordinate service. The 
principles adopted by the Public Services, Commission of 1886 favour direct 
recruitment as the normal method ; the advantages are that a better class of 
T^on can be obtained for a service where the initial pay is Rs. 250 than for 
one with an initial pay of Rs. 100 and that for the higher status and work of 
ihe Provincial' Service it is desirable to directly recruit young men rather than 
to take men of a more advanced age who have spent part of their youth in a 
Subordinate Service.’ Then he said ‘ The class of men who enters the 
Subtirdinate Service now differs very little from the Provincial Service 
recruit and he does work that does not vary much in kind from that 
of the higher service ; and the prospect of promotion undoubtedly attracts a 
better class to the lower service.’ As a matter of fact the difference in quali¬ 
fications between mmubers of the two services has disapj^eared^ and the 
discrepancy in pay and prospects is a source of constant irritation. Ihe 
flpn’bfe Mr. Beatson Bell advocated a radical remedy by proposing the araal- 
gamatipn of the Subordinate Executive Service with the Provincial Civil 
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Service. I quote the following with approbation from his written answer 
submitted for the consideration of the Commission on the Public Services - 

‘ Taken as a body, there is very little difference between the two services 
in the mhtter of the qualification of the recruits. In fact those entering the 
Subordinate Executive Service are often superior to those entering the Provin¬ 
cial Civil Service. It is most galling to a man to see another mian, Whom he 
^has surpassed at the ITnivorsity, placed at once in a position to which he hiim- 
self can only attain after many years of drudgery. The two services should 
be amalgamated, the lowest grade being placed at Rs. 200 per mensem. 
The total annual vacancies would then be 22. I would till up the vacancies 
as follows :— 

Open competition among candidates nominated by District OflBcers ... S' 
Promotions from other services (Settlement Kanungoes, etc.) ... 8 

Oovernor^ cadetships ... ... ... ... ... b 

Total ... 22’ 


I give my whole-hearted support to the Hon’hleMr. Heatson Bell’s recom¬ 
mendation about the amalgamation of the two services. And 1 am sure the 
proposal will be duly considered by the Government of India along with the 
recommendations of the Commission. But for the present—till those recom¬ 
mendations are given effect to, I would propose the adoption by the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal of the proposal to till up 50 per cent, of the vacancies in the 
Provincial Civil Services by recruiting from the Subordinate Service. 

That candidates of equal or superior qualitications enter the Subordinate 
Service when they cannot enter the Provincial Service is admitted. And it 
is also.admitted that they do so in the hope of being promoted to the Provincial 
Service. 

The Commission asked Mr. Stephenson—’ As to the qualifications of the 
Provincial and the Subordinate Services they are drawn from the same class 
but in your experience is there a class of men who would take a poet in the 
Provincial Service but who would refuse an offer of one in the Subordinate- 
Service ? ’ 

His reply was emphatic—‘ Undoubtedly they are drawn from the saine 
class to this extent that very much the same class of men will enter both, but 
the men who enter the Subordinate Service only do so with the hope of 
getting into the Provincial Service by promotion. They would none of them 
be content to enter the Subordinate Service as a careen’ 

Thus it is admitted that if the chances of promotion are remote dis¬ 
content in the Subordinate Service which is now manned by men who are 
equally competent to enter the Provincial Service will ensue. And if 50 i>er 
cent, of the vacancies in the Provincial Service is filled up from the Subordi¬ 
nate Service some jusiica-Will be done to the members of the Subordinate 
Service and the arrangement will serve as an incentive to the able and 
educationally qualified men in the service to discharge their duties even 
more assiduously to qualify them for promotion. 

With those words I beg to move the resolution for the consideration of 
the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Kerb said :— 

“ My lord, when 1 first saw the Hon’ble Member’s roMotion, I had some 
difficulty in making out what he was driving at, and my difficulty has not 
been removed by his speech. The facts of the case are briefly as follows : 
Our present Bengal rule which is a rule of at least six years’ standing, and 
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probably older, ie that out of the number of appointments in the Provincial 
Service, ordinarily 36 per cent, are filled by the promotion of officers who are 
alreadj^ in Government service. The Royal Commission on the Public 
Services found that, other provinces were not so virtuous as Bengal in this 
respect and that in Madras, appointments, in the executive line, are made 
almost wholly by promotion, and mainly so in the Punjab, Burma, and the 
Central Provinces and Berar. The Commission said :—'■ 

‘ We are impressed by the advantage which are secured for services 
recruited in India under the system of direct recruitment. We accordingly 
advise that in the executive line 50. per cent, bo laid down as the maximum 
amount to which promotion from the lower ranks should be permitted to 
extend.’ 

Well, the Hon’ble Member has embodied the words of, the Royal Com¬ 
mission in his resolution. But as I understand his speech his meaning is 
diametrically opposed to that of the Commission. What he means apparently 
is that at least 50 percent, of appointments should be filled by promotion from 
the Subordinate Services. The Hon’ble Member will correct me if I am 
wrong, but I think this is the only inference that can be drawn from his 
speech. What the Royal Commission said and what the resolution says is 
that not more than 50 per cent, of appointments should be made by promotion, 
and by no possible construction of the English language can the resolution 
be made to bear the meaning put upon it by the Hon’ble Member. In these 
circumstances, it is no use discussing the points which the Hon’ble Member 
has raised regarding the recruitment of the Subordinate Services and so forth.. 
All these questions are in the melting pot in connection with the reforms 
a(lvocatt)d by the Public Services (Joinmission, and to a considerable extent in 
connection with the constitutional reforms. It is no use going into them at 
this time of night especially as they do not arise on the resolution. All that 
I have to say is that the resolution, as it stands, is already in force in Bengal, 
and on the understanding that this is what is meant, or rather because this 
is the only meaning which it can bear, Government are prepared to accept 
the resolution.” 

The resolution was then put and carried. 


LIST OF BUSINESS-ITEM No. 27. 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mittra Bahadur also moved tiie 
following resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that four days of 
the Durga Puja holidays, namely, Saptami, Maha-asf.aim\ Navamt and Dasami, 
be ob8,erved as closed holidays in the ditferent departments of the Bengal 
Secretariat and its attached offices in so far as the attendance of Hindu 
assistants is concerned. 


He said:— 

“My loi’d, it is not necessary for me to make a speech in support of this 
resolution. My intention is that these days which are observed as Hindu 
holidays should be observed as closed holidays. There is a sentiment amongst 
us that these days siiould be observed strictly as holidays. There are many 
hallowed associations around these days, and it is very difficult for those 
Hindu assistants, unless ordered by their masters, to absent themselves from 
office. In this view, I put the resolution before the Council. 
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Now, there is one other maiter which I oug’hl; not to Ic^e sifs^ht of, and 
that is, that Government business cannot be stopped. (Jonsequently. it is 
necessary^ that arrangements should be made for the purpose ol conducting 
business in the office. But, my lord, I was just enquiring whether there are 
any Muhammadan assistants available for the purpose. 1 have been told 
^hat there is a number of Muhammadan assistant:^, but whatever it may be, 
it is for the Hon’ble Member to consider the point. It must not be argued 
hereafter that this point was not.mentioned. There is a considerable amount 
of discontent among the assistants if they are made to attend on these 
holidays. With these few words, I beg to commend tlie resolution to the 
Council." 

The Hon’ble Babu Kisori Mohan Chaudhuri said:— 

“My lord, I support the proposal put forward by iny Hon’ble friend. 
I do not wish to say anything more.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Donald said:— 

“My lord, the Hon’ble mover has moved the resolution that Government 
offices should be closed (mtirely on the four days of the Durga Puja, but 
he has himself admitted that some arrangement must be made for the 
conduct of urgent work. As regards these four days, I find that they are 
observed as closed holidays in every office except the several departments of 
the Civil Secretariat. In the Civil Secretariat, we have to arrange for some 
clerks to be present to look after urgent work, and the orders laid down by 
the Government of India many years ago are that, if possible, where assist¬ 
ants have to observe certain religious ceremonies, they should not be called 
upon to work at all on these days. Every step is taken to employ on these 
days for the conduct of urgent work as many clerks as (.tossible of other 
religious persuasions—Muhammadans if available, or Christians or others. 

It is quite possible that these holidays occur sometimes when the 
Government is in Darjeeling, and not many Muhammadans go to Darjeeling; 
but, as far as can be done, non-Hindus are employqd on these occasions. 
After all, the days are observed practically as holidays, and those clerks who 
have to attend do so for only a portion o( the day. That is the position and 
I hope it meets the Hon’ble Member’s difficulty.” 


The Hon’ble Rai Mahendra ChandNa Mitra Bahadur said :— 

“My lord, I appreciate the difficulty which Gm^ernment feel in this 
matter. On the assurance that the Hon’ble Mr. Donald has given that 
arrangements will be made for exempting Hindu assistants from attending 
on their holidays, T beg to withdraw this resolution.” 

The resolution was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

The President said:— 

“ Gentlemen, I have ascertained from the non-official members, who aro^ 
present here to-day, that a special meeting for the purpose of discussing the 
Reform Scheme would be more convenient in November than during the' first 
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week in September. But, at the same time, a hope has been expressed that 
the official views of the Government of Bengal upon the Reform Scheme 
should not be communicated to the Government of India until after the 
disouMHon has taken place. The Government of India have asked the Bengal 
Government for their views by the Ist of November. I am not in a position, 
therefore, to give any assurance upon that point. All that I can do is to 
give an undertaking that a report of the discussion which takes place shall be 
forwarded to the Government of India, with the comments of the local 
Government upon it. 

“Under these circumstances, and in view of the fact that there are a 
large number of non-official members who are not present here t(^day. 1 am 
requesting the Secretary to the Legislative Council to communicate indivi¬ 
dually with every non-official member, explaining the position and asking for 
his views as to whether the special meeting should be held in the first week 
of September or postponed till November. I hope that the views of all 
the non-official members will be received by the end of this week, and if 
the majority desire to have the discussion in September, I will do my 
best to get a notice out to Hon’ble Members, in order that they may have 
as long a time as possible to draw up such motions as they may desire to 
move in connection with the scheme.” 


ADJOURNMENT. 

The Council was then adjourned sim die."

— Xutijir’ttion —In e.xerci.si- of the power eouferted by section (5 
of the Bengal Irrigation At-l. lS7t5 (Bengal Act 111 of 1S70‘), the Oovernor 
in Council is pleased to declare that, after the 31st December 1918. (he 
water of the DaiiUKlar river, after it first enters the Presidi-ncy of Bengal, 
will be applietl for the pitrposes of tiu' projected Damodar Canal. 

2. The cour.se of the Damodar river after it first enters the Presiilency 
of Bengal is as follc»ws 

The Damodar river first enters the Hurd wan district at its junction 
with the Barakar, a few miles .south of the Barakar police-st ition. It then 
liows in a south-easterly direcli.ni past Kaniganj and Andal. forming the 
boundary between Burdwan and Bankura for about 45 miles, and enters the 
district of Burdwsin near Khandaghosh. The river here takes a sharp bem/ 
to the north-east, ami after passing close to tlie town of Burdwan turns due 
south and eventnallv leaves the district near the village of Mohaiiimre. It 
then enters the district of Hooghly from tin* north between the villages of 
•Shahporo and Hubiltpore and flows south winding alternately from w'est to 
east and sepamting the Arainbagh subdivision from the rest of the district. 
From above Rujabaihut for a distance of 8 miles it forms the boundary 
between the (listricts of Hooghly and Howrah. Ineluding the 8 miles 
along the boundary the total iengtii of (he river in tlie district of Hooghly 
is about 28 miles. * It then enters the district of Howrah near the village 
Akna and then flows .south to .\mtu. below which it receives the Gaigluitta 
creek on ibi right bank. Leaving Amtu it follows a winding southerly course 
to Bagnau and then flows to the south-east, falling into the Hooghly opposite 
Falta Point. Its total leuigth within or touching the district ol Howral» is 
45 miles.

Home Department. No. 2252, dated the 21st August 1888. as amended by 
NotifioHtion No. 404, dated the 19th May 1898, the GoviM-nor-Geiu’rid in 
Ootincil Is pleased to publish the following rules under which certili'-atcs of 
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age and qualilicatiou under Regulation 2 (i) will be issued to natives of India 
who ai-h candidates for the examinations for the liaiian Civil Service held in 
England. 

Tlie Regulation in (luestlou runs as follows:— 

“2. No peraon will b.* deemed qualified who shall not sali.sfv the 
Civil Service Commissioners— 

(») (A) That save as liereinafter provided he is a British subjecf. 

(B) Tliat if he (being a British subject) or his father or his mother 
was not born within His Majesty’s Dominions and allegiance 
then at the time of his birth his father was a British subject 
or the subject of a State in India, and that such father still is 
or continued to l»o until his death a British subject or the 
subject of such 8tat(! in Iiulia: 

Provided that a ruler or subject of any State in India in respect of wIkmu 
the Governor-Genei’al in Council has made a declaration under section 9(I-A, 
of the Government of India Act, 1915. as amended by section Jl of the Govern¬ 
ment of India (Amendment) Act, 191(!, may be considereil eligible." 

(ieneral Rules (ipiJlirohle to all Camlitlales. 

I. A eundjdato for .(.Imi.ssion to compiMe in England for tlie Indian Civil 
Service is required before huiving India to obtain a certificate of age and 
qnalitication under Regulation 2 o) signed, should he be a resident in Jlritish 
India, by the Seiu'otary to Government of the Province, or the Comnii.ssioner 
of the Division within which his family resides: or. should he reside in a 
Native State, by the highest Political tlflh'cr accnslitisl to the Stati* in which 
his famih' n'side.s. 

Xote .—In the ca.se of a candidate who has jiroe.ceded to England without 
obtaining a certificate, the cenilicate may be granted to his fat her or guardian 
provided that the latter produces the requisite I'vidence. and when making 
the application .states when the canilidiite went to England, and when* he 
lias been rosiding-during his stay in that country. 

II. In ord(*r to obtain a cerliflcale a candidate is re((uii(‘d. if r('sid(>nt in 
British India, to jirove the date and place of his birth and his qualification 
under Risgulation 2 (/i befon* the Magistrate of the District in whicli hi.«> 
family resides, or. if resident in a Native Htate. before the Political Oflicer of 
the State in which his family resides. 

III. A ctindhlate must, if resident in British India, signify to the 
Se<*retary to Government of tin* Province, or tin* Ctoinmissioner of the 
Division in which hi.s family resides, his desire to <;ompete, not le.ss than 
three months before the date on which he projioses to gn to England. If 
residmit within a Nativu* Statt*. he must signify his desin* in like manner l«» 
the highest Political Oflicer acciedited to tin* Stall* willdn which his family 
resides. The officer to whom the anplication is made shall forward it for the 
fuirpose of inquiry to the Magistnue of the District or Pidilical ()ffic<*r of tin* 
State in which the applicant s family resides. 

IV. 1’he Magistrate or Political Officer to whom such miplicaiion has 
been forwarded shall call upon the candidate to appear <ind give evidence of 
t'lie dale and place of his birth and of his qualification nnder Regulation 2'/) 
w’ithiu one month.

These criminal 
pr(»ecutions were instituted in consequence of Jaharuddin and his 
relatives obstructing the authorities or committing other criminal acts in 
open defiance of legal orders of courts. Jaharuddin is said to be undergoing 
at pr^nt a term of three years’ imprisonment in a case not directly con¬ 
nected with the estate. Mfany civil suits were filed against Jaharuddin by 
the estate, but the particulars asked for cannot be furnished as the accounts 
of the Ailah cutcherry for 12 years have been deposited in the Court of the 
Subordinate Judge, Dacca; nor, in the opinion of Government, will' it serve

Answer by the Hon’ble Mr. Cowley 

“ Owing to the scarcity of materials and the abnormal rise in prices, the 
Inland Steamer Companies have not been able to take up any programme for 
the construction of sheds or waiting rooms at steamer stations in Eastera 
Bengal. Screened accommodation for 3rd class female passengers has been 
provided for the 10 steamers employed on the Khulna-Narayanganj Mail 
^rvice and the Khulna Express Service, and it is hoped that further progress 
in this direction will be made shortly. 

The Companies report to Government that they do not consider it feas¬ 
ible to arrange latrine accommodation for females in the space allotted to 
inter-class passengers. The present latrine accommodation is, however, 
clean and sanitary. As stated in answer to the Hon’ble Member’s question* 
No. XXXVI on the 4th September, 1917, latrines for inter-class female 
passengers have been provide in the designs for new steamers. ”

I AM directed to addrtiss you on the subject of the points to be uofice*! in 
inspection notes on High English 8cho<jls for the purposes of n^cognition by 
the University of Calcutta.

“ My lord, I beg to present the report of the Select Committee on the 
Calcutta Hackney-Carriage Bill, 1918. 

The Commitlef*. though unable to present a unanimous report, have 
been able to meet most of the criticisms which the circulation of the Bill 
elicitexl. 

The Committee, hy a majority, considered that the control of hackney 
carriages should be transferred from the Corporation to the Oommissiouer of 
Police in Calcutta, and alterations have bet?n made in the Bill with a view to 
give effect to this transfer. 

In this connection, 1 would like to refer to the statement made by the 
Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur in his Note erf Dissent. He said 
that, as stated hy the Hon'ble Member in charge of the BiH, the Fire Brigacle 
would not be made'over in exchange to the Corporation, and I may point out' 
that this is a misapprehension. What I did actually say wlien I moved for 
the appointment of the Select Committee was as fdlows : ‘ 1 may, however, 
point oat to the representatives of the Corporation in this House that 
Government cannot entertain their proposal of transferring the power from 
the Commissioner of Police to the Corporation as regards the Calontta Fire 
Brigade. This question does not arise as it is beyond the scope of the Bilb’ 
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The (Jdlcutta Ilackmy-carrtage Bill, 1918; the Bengal Prevenlion of 

Adulteration Bill, 1918. 

The Maharajadhiraia Bahadur oj Burdwnn. 

What I meant by ‘ being beyond the wcope of the Hill ' was that 
Ooverftinent could not consider the qu<>stion of the transfer of the Fire 
Brigade in connection with the question of the present Bill which deals with an 
entirely different matter. Otljt^r municipalities will havt^ to be consulted 
about the proposal to transfer the Fire Brigade ; and (Government cannot, 
therefore, at present say anything on th * question. We are prepared to 
eonsi<ler it «n its merits and apart from the present Hill. 

Turning now to the provisions of this Hill. 1 may say that provision has 
la«‘ii made in the Bill to m<;et a distiner. difficulty of luKrlcney carriages ply- 
ipg for birr* in small and contiguou's municipalities. (Clause. '2[b). as revised 
ill the Select (Committee, read with H2A will enable hackney carriage regis- 
ti*red in one town to ply in adjacent towns without being registered in those 
towns. 

With a view to stop the growing evil of the use of hackn(\v carriages 
for immoral purposes. We have iusertetl'a new sub-clause (rj in clause .51, 
making the use of a earriagt- an offence punishable under the Act. 

In order to ensun^ the belter ireatment of horses we have inserted a 
provision in clause "1 regulating the use of horses in hackney carriages. 

For ri^sous of public safely, a new clause 79 [a'l has been inserted in 
the Hill recjuiriiig disinfection of a hackney carriage or palanquin used in 
(•fillveying persons sutfering from any dangerous infeeiious disorder or a 
corpse. 

To prevent iiarassmenr of pas^onger.s. particularly pardahnashin ladit'S. 
a new idause 79H has bemi insertfsl prohibiting i he arresi of a driver of a 
hackney carriage or the bearer of a palanquin or the seizure of the carriage 
or palamjuin when it is actually us<‘d for the conveyance of the passenger, 
until some arrangtuneiit is made for the passenger loproeet+d to his destina¬ 
tion.

cold weather. It is the very Bill, to which Sir S. P. Sinha made a reference 
in his spot'clj, that 1 have the honour to introduce to-day. The necessity 
for the Bill has arisen from the fact that th<? adulteration of ftKxl, particularly 
of arti<*les of common consumption, such as milk, ghee, mustard oil, etc., is 
prevalent in Bengal and that the existing law has entirely failed to check 
Ah e evil. The only provisions of the law that are of general application in 
regard to the adulteration of focxl arc those contained in sections 272 and 
273 of the Indian Penal (’(Hh*. These sections penalise the adultoration of 
any article of food or drink so as to make such articles noxious as food or 
drink, and the sale of sucli noxious article. The use of these sections is 
the only preventive for adulteration of hxxl outside municipalilitis, and they 
can only he put into force where the aduitt'ration has the ctlect of making 
the fofxi noxious. In municijialities, section 251 of the Bengal Muni<*i[)al 
Act pen.alises the sale to the prejudice of the purchaser of any artich* of 
food which is not of the natun', suhstance (»r (piality of tin* article demand«^<l 
hy such purchaser. Section 2511) provides for the compulsory purchase tif 
any article of food for tin* purpose of analy-sis. But section 251 is tlu' only 
provision for dealing with the vendor if the analysis pnwes that the article 
is adultered. As explained hy Sir .S. P. Sinha in intivxiucing the t'alcuttn 
Amendment Bill for the prevention of the a<lulteration of ghee in Ualcutia. 
the spcdion last named is directed more to the punishnuuit of fraud than to 
tin* prevention of ,aduIteration, because under the .stsction if a man says 
' What 1 am stdling to you is not a pure article,’ there is no question of his 
committing any breach of the law ; but if he p«Tfx*trattfs a fraud by giving 
an impure article when he is asked for a pure article, then ami then only 
d<x's he be<!omc amenable to the provisions of the law. The <]uestion of 
taking legislative action to su|)pleinent these provisions of tiie law has been 
long (h'bated. As long ago as 1888, the (lovernmenl of India consulted 
the local Governments as to the desirability of special legi.slntion to prevent 
the sale of adultcratj'd arlich-s of forsl. Thi’ rci)lieH of local (btvernmctits 
indicatcfl a general belief that the <-xisting provisions against adulteration 
in the hx-al Municit>al Atrts were not insutticient and that in any ease no 
imnicdi.ate legislation was re(juire«i. 'riic Government of India concurred 
in thes»! coiu:hisi<*ns, and there the matter rested for about a <{uarter of a 
century. Tinie.s have altered, and there is now. I think, a general concensus 
of opinion that tlie existing law is not sufliiriont to «!(»|>e with the evil. In 
1911, the .\I1-India Sanitary Conference expresse*! the opinion that the 
existing powers und<o' the various .Municiital Acts lor the prevention of the 
adulteration of food and <lrug^ were ina<lcquate. that the adulteration ctl 
• food was extensive, and that action should be taken to prevent it. 'I'liis 
Government examined the <piestion so far as Bengal is concerned, and as 
the result of their **nquiry. it was found that the }>rovisionH of the existing 
law were inadc(pi:ite. ami that the atlulteraliotj. tif articles of ffxxl. such as 
milk, ghee and oil. has assumed su«'h proportioiin as to be a inenact* to the 
health of the people. This Government, therefore, urged that legislation 
should be taken. The GoverntnenI of India agreed to legislation l*cing 
intrfwiuced in the l<x;al legislature in respect <if the adulteration of fcxxl, but 
d<?precatcd special ,legislation for drugs which they consi<icred cotild b«? h-ft 
to the 0 |)eraf.ion of the Imlian Penal Cr»de. 

Since then Bengal Act 1 of 1917 has been passed as an emergency 
measure for the prf«vention ctf adulteration of ghee in Galcutta. The Bill 
I now have the iionour to intr<xjuco gtx's further, for it is a measure dealing 
not oidy with the prevention of adulteration of ghee, but also of articles of 
f<MHl and drink generally. Its obj<»ct in brief is to ensure the purity of staph- 
articles of fonrl most liable to adultoration, and in accordance with the 
dcci.-ition of the Government of India drugs have been excluded from its 
scope. 
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I would first explain that (,'alcutta does not come under its operation, as 
the Calcutta Municipal Bill which was intr(jduccd the (Jouncil on the 20th 
Novjjniber last contained special provisions dealini; with the same subject. 
These provisions, so far as they relat<‘ to fli<^ adulteration of ghee, were 
iporoover includeil in the Statute Book by B(Ml^^^l Act J of 1917. The Bill 
is applicable then to Bengal outside Calcnitta, and it is int»*nd(!d that it should 
apply, in tlu' first place, to municipal areas whore there are health officers or 
sanitary officers. These have been a])pointed for all municipalities of any 
considerable size. If found necessary, it may be extended later to large 
hate, bazars and other trading centres. Accordingly, the power ol exttmsion 
of the Act has been made as goinjral as possible. 

Turning to the specific provision.s el tin* Bill. tln> term ' adulterated ’ has 
been defined, tin* definition being similar Up that in Bengal Act I of 1917. 
Under clause 4. power is taken to the i^H*al GovernnV'nl to define the 
normal constituents of bsul. and to declare what deficiency in any of those 
constituents and what atldition of extraneous matter or proportion of water 
in any article shall raise tin' presumption that the (piality »d‘ the article has 
been rtsluced. lowered or injuriously affected thereby. By this means effect 
can be given to the results of scientific research in the future without 
re<!ourHe to additional legislation. As in the case of Bengal Act 1 of 1917. the 
main principle of the Bill is that a jierson who sells fosi or manufactures 
fotnl for sale must himself lake the responsibility that such food is not 
adulteratfui. This means that the vendor must satisfy himself before he 
buys an artich* of bioii that it is pure, l.'nder clause .o, liowirver, which pro¬ 
hibits the sali* of b»od which is not t*f the prop«'r nature, substance or quaftty. 
the vtmdor is sab-guarded if he sells an artich* winch he purchased with a 
written warranty lo tin* effect that it was the same in nature, substance and 
quality as that demamietl liy the purchaser, or if he sells it in the same state 
a.H he purchased it. or if he sells a fo>*d which is the subject of a patt ut in 
force in the state reipiired l.<y the specification of llie patent. Again, in re¬ 
cognition of the difiieulties winch retail ili-alers in the mufassal may havi* in 
getting footl analysed, clause 6. wiiich refers to the sale of food which i.s not 
of the prescribeil standard of purity, provides that the vendor may plead a 
warranty in defence. This provision, without jeopardising the jiurity of the 
artioli!. shift.s the re.s|Kmsibility from tin* small to the large dealer or manufac¬ 
turer who has facilities for obtaining analysis. 

The Bill also pndiibits the storing of adulterants in any factory where 

mustard oil. etc., are manuf.aeiured ; and powers have been taken foi 
the a)>fK)intment of publii; analysts who.se certificates will be taken as 
sufficient eviilmtce of the results of analysis in a court of law. It is belit'ved 
that, in practice, it will be possible to make use of the services of duly 
(lu.alified officers umler the .Sanitary Chmimissioner for this purpose, (dausc 
It) of the Bill empowers proj-H-rly autiiorised p(*rsons compulsorily to purchase 
fiHKi requiriMl for sul»missit»u to a public .analyst, while clause 11 authorizes, 
with certain safeguanls. a private purchaser to submit for analysis buHl 
purchuHed by him. Persons duly authorized are also empowcreil to lake 
samples of food or its components during tin* pnxjcss of manufacture or while 
in traiiHil. or when stored or exposed for sale. The division of samples into 
thrtw parts has been made compulsory on the analogy of the English law. 

In vii^w of the harmful results of the use of skimmed milk for feeding 
infants and of the fact that enquiry has shown that skimmed milk is used 
for this purpose in Bengal, provision has l»een made that tins or other re- 
ceptaoles containing skimmed milk shall bear labels indicating both in 
Eiigliah and Bengali that the milk has lieen skimmed and is not suitalde for 
infants' food. Specific provision has also been madt* for the lugulation ol 
blitter which, it is believ'od, is also adulterated to a large extent. In order 
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f.o j;ive local authorities ;iii interest in the working of the Act. it has 
provided that all fines to be realised under it and all other Hunts which 
may be utilised for the purposes of the Act shall be or»*dited to local funds. ’

He said ;— 

’* My Lord, when iniro«hicinjf the Beiitral .litvenile .SmokiiiK Bill last 
year, 1 had ventured to express the hofie that ii woiil 1 leceive iIh' lull .■<up- 
port of public opinion. I was not disappointed, I had the sati.sfinuion of 
finding that the Bill had the sympatity of the llon’ide .Sir S. P. Siuha 
and the cordial support of veteran .Members of tin* ihuinejl like the 
Hon’blo Babu Heliender (’hun<ler lJho.se, the llon ble Balm M.dnieiit 
Natli Kay. the Hon’lde Balm Amldka Charan Majunnlnr. the lion’ble Rai 
Mahendra (Jhandra Mitra Bahadur and the lion'ble Hr. Sarbadhikari. 1 have 
now before mi* the colh'ction of opiniotiH on tin' Bill, and I note with satisfaction 
that it ha.s the support (»f general puidic opinion behiml it. In addition to th.al. 
I have reeeiv(*d many letters from gentlemen of positi«ui and intlmmei- who are 
in full .sympathy witlj the principles of the Bill. Of these I need only reh-r 
to that from Mr. *1. 1). Biswas, the Honorary .Secrc'tary of the Anti-Srmiking 
Society. Bengjtl. IB; informs me that the SiM-iety has submitted to (Jovm’n- 
ment a tnenmrial in supi»orf of the Bill eonsi.sting of *1117 shetUK supfrorte*! 
by about .30 schools ami colleges of Beneal, and eonttiining abotit 2.1MK) 
sigtiatures of well-known medical men. lawyers, minHionaries and men in 
other profeHsion.s interested nr the welfan» <»f the juvenih^ and representing 
various grade.s of soraety an*l Districts of Bengal. 

'Phis being tin- mse. I am confidejit that the lion’ble Members will have 
no heHitnti(;n in allowing the Bill to j»r«K!eed to the Select ('ommitlee. 

Opinions on tin.- Bill were inviied by Government frrmi the Ghairman. 
Calcutta t'orp(^ration ; t he CommisHioners, Pn-sidency, Burdwan. l{ajHlmhi, 
Daix-a atid I hittagong Divisions ; the Director of Public-Hnts'truction. Bengal, 
and a nundier of AsHociations and public Imtlies. 

Of the .si.x Government ofiituals—the CommiHHtom.’rK of the five divisioTiH 
and the Dirt.-clor of Public Instruction—all are more or less opj) 0 .‘<ed to the 
Bill. But a litth- examination will show- that their opinions are merely 
personal ami individual and entirely opposed to the views of representative 
men and l(K;al l.fMlies consulted by them. For instance, the Director of 
Public Instruction recoials his dissent from the opinion of the majority of the 
officers ooiisulte<l hy him win» eonsidcr legislation necessary and desirable- 
'Dip (’ommissioner of the Presidency Division has no doubt that legislation 
of the kind is quite unsnited to India. But his view again is opixjswi to that 
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of the majority of porHons and local bodies consulted by him. The Com¬ 
missioners of other divisions also more or less oppose though the majority of 
persons and local bodies consulted by them cordially support the principle 
tUfe Bill. It seems all Cominissionors, like poets and mystics, think alike 
and invite public opinion only to express their dissent from it. 

Turning n<)w to the Calcutta Corporation, I must confess that its attitude 
towards the Bill is not quite clear to me. The Estates and General Purposes 
Special Committee (consisting ol the. Chairman, the Hon’ble Rai Radha 
Charan Pal Bahadur, Mr. Phelps, Babn Ramtaran Bannerjee and others) at 
theiy^meeting hold on the 8th January 1918, declared themselves in favour 
of tlie Bill generally. But. at the meeting of the Corporation held on the 
23rd January 1918, an amendment was move(i to the otfect that in the opinion 
of the Corporation tht' proposed legislation to discourage smoking amongst 
juvenile.s was uuneces.sary and undcjsirabh;. But after much heated and 
irrelevant talk the mover of the amendment accepted the suggestion of the 
Chairman (wlio agreed with .Mr. Jones that the amendment mov'ed*was too 
drastic and that it was scarcely becoming of that meeting to undertake the 
defence of tobacco), that if the Corporation did not wish to approve the Bill 
they could say that the propos«*d legiKlati(»n will not work satisfactorily in 
practice and will not attain the object aimed at. Now, from the extract from 
•the proijeedings (»f th'; .Minutes of tho (/orporation meeting held on the 2.3rd 
.funtj 1918, it is [Kirfeetly clear that tlu* saner and .soberer members of the 
CoriX)ration are in favour of the Bill. Personally, 1 would not attach any 
importance tt» th«* opiniuii of a dealer in cigfirettes who confesses that as a 
busiiu!.ss man it would be to his interest to oppose any restriction that may 
teml to check the progress «»f tin' tobacco trade in general, or to the utter¬ 
ances of t hat champion of tobacco who after 52 years of hard smoking con¬ 
gratulates himself on his good health in his 73rd year. 1 do not know 
whether smoking has something to do w'ith the confusion of ideas which 
distinguish his speech. On his otvn confession he started smoking in his 
21»t year and he need not have apprehended that the Bengal •fuvenilc .Smok¬ 
ing \ct was inteniied to apply to him in his s^eoiui childhood. 

* « 

Nor ilo I think anyone who knows him will take seriously that other 
defender t»f toliaceo—the stormy petnd of the Corporation—who. for want of 
bettor wcupation has diseovered in the Corporation the forum for the 
exhibition of his oratorical ptiwers. 

Of the associations and puidie !»olies six emphatitially support the 
principle of tin* Bill and ooiisider legislation i»f the kind aciually necessary 
and desirable. Tims'oppose tIn* Bill and the .attitude of the remaining may 
be (b'scribeil ns that of benevolent neutrality. 

The associations which are cle.arly opposetl to the Bill dismiss the whole 
HubjiH't in one sentence without assigning any reasons. * They do not con¬ 
sider any such legislation neeosvsary or lesiralde. ' Now as these associations 
have inrt. .siiid much, I have not much to say about their views, l)Ui 1 must 
confess I am curious to know' the re.asous foi thoir admirable brevity of 
oxprOHSion. Absorbfsl in commercial pursuits, have tin* Bengal Chamber 
of Commerce and the European AsstKiiation discovered in brevity of expres¬ 
sion and summary rejection of the Bill, the safest and surest w'.ay of saving 
time? Or is this an instance of that habitual iudifferenee to all questions 
affecting tho welfare of the In Uanpwple with which the non-ofiieial European 
community is gn^nerally charged ? 

My Lord, I believe f have made out a strong o.ase for the reference of the 
Bill to the Select Committee. 1 hojx* I have made it abundantly clear that 
the propondaraneo of Indian public opinion is in favour of the Bill. The mea- 
aura before tho Houso is primarily one for tho Indian opinion. I earnestly 
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trust that the European Members of the Council, official and non^offioial, will 
not stand in the way of a lueusuiv in whoso favour Indian public opinion lias 
clearly declared itself and thus frustrate ftidian efforts at social reform. 

It is well known, my Lord, that tint United Kingdom. Japan, many of tho 
British Colonics and American States have passed similar measures for tlio 
protection of children. 1 n^nind tho (hiuneil that oven with regard to Indian 
1 cannot claim any kind of priyrity or originality for the intrcHluction of the 
Bill. Indeed, some of the Indian tStates like BanKla, Ualiala, Nabha, Mysore, 
Faridkoto. Maler Kotla and Hyderabail have already forostalh'd ^ me. 
Since tho introduction of my Bill in the Council, the Punjab Juvenile Smoking 
Bill has passed into law. 


Before, I conclude, my Lord, I take tht» liberty of quoting a passage from 
the speecii of a lyembcr uf the House of Rej'.resentatives in Tokio during 
discussion on l.ho Japaneso Juvenile Smoking Bill in December JH99 : — 

‘ If we «‘xp(‘Ct to make this nation superior to the nations of Eun>pe and 
America, we must notallow our youths in tln‘ common schools (who are to 
become the fathers and mother.s of our country in the near future) to smoke. 
If wo desire to cause the light of the nation to shine forth over the world, we 
ought not to follow the example of China an«l India.’ 


My Lor<l, I need not take up the time of the Council any further. 1 know 
I have got many pow«-rful allies here, chief amongst whon, is thai militant 
knight. Sir Doha Prasad Sarliadhikari, Presiilenl »>f the .Vnti-Smoking S< e.iety. 
f commend niy Bill to their care.” 


'I’lie Hon'bh» M.\HAKAJ.\intiR.v.J.\ Baiiaih u or BtumwAN said .— 

*■ My Loiil. it i.s my duty to explain to the Council the attitude of (lovt-rir 
inent towards this motion. It is one of strict neutrality. CoviTiiment will 
‘iKMther support nor opposi- it. Tiny wish that tlnuv should be frank and 
freo.<liscus.<ion. and otficial metnbers of the Legi.slafive toutindl will, therefore, 
bo at liberty to speak as they like on the motion. They are. however, asked 
to abstain from voring, as Covornmeiit desire the decision to rest entirely 
with tlie non-<dli<'ial riqjreseniatives. If tho motion is carried. Gfwernment 
will press for certain amendments in the Select < Committee, ;ind, if neeesHary.

i2) I'rovisions similar to those tumlained in Hub-Hectirms (2/ and fS) of 
section Id of the Kngligh Chiblron Act. 1908, siioubl be inserted 
in the Bill. In other words. Government consider that the 
precisions of the Bill about' cigarettes should also apply to 
tobacco and smoking mixturetl. with the exception reetjgnised 
in England that a f>ersori shall not Iw guilty of an frfTonce for 
sfdling them to a person apparently under the age of 16 j’ears. 
if he dews not know and has no reason to believe that it is for 
his personal use. The Bill, as it stands, guards against tho 
. sale of cigars, cigarettes, btrie, pipes or cigarette papers, hut 
not against the sale of tobacco <^bcr than cigarettes. There is 
a simtlar omission as regards the power of seizure. Government 
are of ofiinion that in this matter the English law should be 
followMl if the Council decides that legislation is necessary.

The Bengal Juvcmle Smoking Bill, 1917.

(3) The power to seize cigars, etc., referred to in clause^ 6 should be 
expressly confined to police officers (including constables) in 
uniform. Power should, at the same time, be taken t > authorize 
any other person to exercise the right of seizure. The object of 
this latter provision is to lea.ve Government free to decide as to 
the (dass of officers or js^rsons on whom this duty may be 
Kiiital)Iy impfwcd, and. lastly, tliere should be a clear provision 
as to the person who should have the power of initiating 
proc<edings. 

These are all the remarks, on l>ehalf of GovernnnMit, jhat 1 have to make 
at this stage. As 1 have already said, that while official members are to 
abstain from voting, any niemlK'r of tiie Gov’ernmeiit <iesiring to express their 
own opinion on the intM'its or <»iherwis<' of the Hill are welcome to do so along 
with their non-official etdleagucs.” 


The Ilon'ble l{.\i Kaoh.a Pai. Hahaiu:|{ said :— 

My Lord. I give my cordial support to the Hill. I entered the 
Coujicil when the Hon'bh' .Member had deliv(^re<l a portion of his speech and 
1 could catch otdy one or rwi>of his observations which had reference to the 
Oalcutta (.etrporation. He said that the sober portion of the Corporation 
supported the Hill. I do not think there exists any such division as a 
sob.'f and unsttber portitm in t ite < .'or]»orjition. They are all sober and they 
have given their s<tber supp«irt to the Hill. 

'I'ht* Hill. 1 find, is to apply to Cab;utta in the first instance. And 1 also 
find that my Ibm'ble friend, the moviM-, in constituting the >Selcct Committe'e

other is Mr. Arden-\V<Knl as tin- ri-ercscntative of e<lueati(»nal interest and 
not as a tnemijcr of t ill' Corporation. H.arring these two gentlemen, there are 
noPt.her mettdters of lhe Corporation on lhe (nimmiltiv. I therefore br'g leave 
to wii gg t'ril a name which 1 think will be quite acct'ptable to the Council— 
a gentleman who look a very straiglit and frank course in the ili.scussiotj 
of this Hill in the (htrporation—I mean Mr. Paytie. tlie Chairman. I 
followed tiio discussion in th<' t..'orix:)ratitm with great interest, and 1 may 
say without hesitation that h" is a worthy person to be includeil in the 
Select Committee tmd that he would bi' of considerable help to my flon'ble 
friend. I. ihcrefore, would move an amondmetit that Mr. Payne's name be 
added toihe Seh'Ct Committee. 


The Hon’ble Mk. Kf.kk said :— 

“ My Lord, 1 should likt' to take advantage of the pt'rmission granted 
by Your E.Ncelleney's Government to make a few observations on this Hill. 
m>t as a hhle-bmind bureaucrat, but in my much more im^xuiaut capacity as 
the father of a family. As such. the. Hill interests me very greatly and 
there is a gt>od deal that I could say about it. 1 shall, however, confine iny- 
sulf to two points : Jirsl.tha scope of the Hill, and, second Ig, the maehinory 
which is providtsl for carrying out its provisions. 

As to the seopi!t of the Hill. I think it must have siriKtk every father of a 
family, as it has struck me, that it is extremely narrow. The Hill deals with 
what is oalhxl juvenile smoking, which is nowhere defineil iliough it talks of 
cigarettes, cigars, pipes and htris.. As t he Hon hh* Maharajadliiraja Hahadur 
of Burdwan has state*!, the Bill dix?s not mention tobacco at all. Now, .surely, 
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this so-called juvenile smoking is not the most serious or the most frequent 
form of juvenile sin known to those who have experience of ckildren. There 
is the well-known practice of children putting their thumbs into the inkpot 
and then sucking them—a practice which, I am told by the highest medical 
authority, is very much more deleterious to the internal organs than any 
amount of juvenile smoking. Then, there is the well-known practice of 
little boys playing about with cricket balls in the neighbourhooii of expensive 
panes of glass, a practice which is dangerous, not so much to the small boys 
themselves, as to the people in the neighbourhexxi, and is also very expensive 
for those who have to pay for replacing the jianes of glass. I need not give 
further instances. Any member of tliis Council, who is the father of a 
family, can add to the list for himself. 1 would suggest to this Council that 
before embarking on legislation of this kind, it would be well to appoint a 
large and representative (Committee to consider the whole question of 
juvenile sin anti to suggest remedies. 

I now turn to the question of machinery, which is <iealt with in clause 4 
of the Bill. The machinery there provided consists of police officers, 
members of the Preventive Service, members of the St'xdely for the Preven¬ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals and teachers in educational institutions. And 
I say that this machinery, like the scope of the Bill, shows a very narrow 
outlook. 1 must admit that the Hoii’ble Member has done pretty «'ell in 
roping in tin* whole of the police force ; that gives him about 2o.(KHt men 
from the Inspector-Cencral ami the Commissioner of P*)licc down to the last 
joined recruit and includt.'S the officers of the lutelligtmce Branch ami the 
Criminal Investigation Department whose detective alulitit s and Sf)ecial train¬ 
ing would be usefully cmploye»l in work of this kiml. But aftt'r we have 
disposed of the police, the rest of the machinery shows a sail falling off. 
Members of tin* Preventive Service and members of the Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals ilo not number more than a few iiundreds ; and 
f do not quite Sec why they should be considfHed to have special qualifications 
for work of this kind. But what are il.a.iMM) men against the whole of the 
juvenile population of Bengal ? Tlune are plenty of fxHjple who have nothing 
to<loand are quite reaily to interfere with the bringing up <d other p<‘.<ij)le's 
families aiul who would l>e only too pleased if they were aske<l to under¬ 
take functions under this Bill. It seems t<i me, t(X>, that the Bill should make 
more use of official agency. It will be seen that the fnnetioji of the officers 
who are employed under the Bill is to seizi* (;igarett*-s ami such things and 
make them over to their immediate sufs'riors for cis)H>sai. The immediate 
superior will presumably in most cases hnisb smoking the cigarette himself. 
.Anyhow*, the point Is that an official always has an immediate suf)«rior in his 
near neighbourhofxl, and conseijuenily the official class seoms better suited 
than any other class to undertake functions under this Bill. I thought only 
this morning of one manner in which tlie official population might be usefully 
employed in regard to a measure of this kind. The popular impression is that 
the officers who accompanj^ Vour Excellency to Darjeeling have nothing to do 
when they got there, and pt^rhaps if W’e undertook some important public 
service of a striking character, the opposition to the Darjeeling exlrius might 
be overcome and even the lion’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq might be reconciled to 
it. I suggest that Secretaries and their Uon'hle MeralNfrs might go our in 
pairs and patrol the Darjeeling streets, whore there is plenty of juvenile 
smoking. The Secretary would seize tlie cigarette and make it over to bis 
Ilon’hio Memimr. I might go out with Sir Henrj* Wheeler and Mr. O’Malley 
would go out with the Hon’ble Maharajadbiraja Bahailur of Buniwan ; in this 
way, we should provide free smokos for our Hon’ble Members, besides per¬ 
forming a useful public service. I only put this by way of suggestion, f say 

that the machinery proposeil in the Bill is very narrow and requires further 

consideration before this Council can safely legislate on the subjeet. 
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Mj' main objection to the Bill, liowevt.T, is one of principle*. The children 
in whom the Hou’blc Member ie interewted are apparently addicted to this 
habit of*juvenile smokinff. The children in whom I am interesttjd are n<tt in 
the least addicted to juvenile smoking, but they are addicted to those other 
practices which I have mentioned, and to other practices which I have not 
nnmtioiipd. Now, the effect of this Bill will bo to give the Hon’ble Member 
ine services of the whole of the ptjlice forc<' in bringing up his family, where¬ 
as 1 shall get no assistance from the Bill at all. I am a taxpayer just the 
same as the Hon’ble Mmnber, an<l I ask the Council whether it is reasonable 
that there should 1 m? this enormous liifferentiation in favour of the Hon’ble 
.Member. If these public functionaries are to be employed in assisting parents 
to bring up their families, surely their services must be distributed in a fair 
and reasonable manner; rttherwise there will be great heartburning and 
jeabmsy. As 1 undm'stand the llon'bh* Maharajatlhiraja Bahadur. I have no 
vote on this Bill. 1 do not quite know why 1 have no vot«\ As I have said 
before. I am both a taxpayer and a lather of a family. Htovever, there are 
plenty of people who have no votes in tliis worhi. so 1 do not complain about 
this. All i say is that if 1 had a vote. I should vote against the Bill.” 

Tiio I’kksipf.nt said ;— 

*' 1 think it would be an advantage to ilie (,'ouncil if they had the views 
of the HoiTble M-mber who is in charg*? of the Bill upon the amemlmenf 
which has been moved and also the views of the, Hon’ble Member who is the 
subject of the auumdinent. I do not know whether the H(»n’ble Member has 
ascertained from the Hon'ble Mr. Payne whetiier he would be willing to serve 
on the Committee. Bu* perhajis the Ht»i»'blc Mr. Payne himself will say 
wlmther he is willing to serve.” 

'I'lie Hon’hh? Mr. Paynk sai 1:— 

“ My lor.l, 1 should be whiling to serve if ( am eh.cied.” 

The Hon’ble Dr. ABDI l.l.A-.VI.-MAMt'N St HRAWARUY said ;— 

“ I shall be very glad to have tlie Hon’ble Mr, Payne in the (ktinmirtee. 

About a certain remark ttiade by the Hon’ble Rai R.adha (.'haran Pal 
Bahadur, I must say that 1 know the members of tite th-npiratien are .all sober 
men.” 

I'he PRt:su>KNT said ;— 

” The amendment before the t Miunoil is th;it the Hon'ble Mr. Payne’s 
name should be inolud«*d in the li.st of m'unbors of the Select Committee.” 

Tht* motion was then put in tite following mu lifted form and agroed to :—

Rosolutions 

{under the rules for the discussion qf Matters of general pnhlic inlere.^f). 

The Hon’ble Mr. M. Ashrak Ai.i Khan CiiAt oHt Ki movevl the following 
resolution 

This Ccmncil recommends to the (iovernt>r in Coum il that n fnttire, 
wherever practicabh*, suitable Muhammadan officers be appointed to be 
managers of the .Muhammadan estates under the Court of Wanks. 
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He said :— 

“ My first sight this seems to be a racial question. Some Hindu 

friends of mine iiave pointed it out to me, and I thought I had better explain 
it. It has got nothing to do with racial question at all. I have raised this 
poin‘ only because in my opinion Muhamma<ians are best suited for this 
particular purpose in these particular estates. The original idea of taking 
A the estates under the Court of Wards wa.s—I sptnak subject to correction— 
this : that Coverninent would he sure to get their revenue and would be al)le 
to see that the estates do not goto rack and ruin. These are unlike the estates 
in tin' hands of the receivers who do not care about the co-sharers or heirs of 
the estates. But in the case of the Court of Wards they look into the affairs 
of the estates and they hwk into the education and upbringing of the minors, 
that is. how they should be brought according to the m.innors and customs of 
Muhammadans in case of a Muhammadan family. In the management of 
‘^mailer (‘states the Court of Wards managers stand in the place of pater 
t'afnilias —that is they have got to see what tradition the particular families in 
their charge should keep up to. what sort of KO<dety the minor should have, 
who sliould be allowed to come near the minor and who not. These things are 
very difficult for a Hindu manager to find out. There may be many relatituis, 
and tlte manager may not know whom to exclude from the soeitUy of tin* 
minors. Tiiere may be relations who hav«‘ got some ulterio* motiv«>s to become 
the minors' friends Now- all tbe.se things a .Muhammadan manager wdll be 
able to find out more easily than a Hindu manager, Tlieii about the educa¬ 
tion of boys, A Muhammadan manager will be able lo spot out a suital>le 
Muhammadan teacher for the boy, w’hile a Hindu manager will have to goby 
only the educational qualification of the teacher. The character of the lioys 
must be formed from the very beginning so that they may be gornl citizens 
afterwards. One gets more eiliication in society than in schools. Then about 
tlie question of marriagi*. Wh<m tiie wards attain the marriageable ag«‘ 
they must be married. A suitable rnateb should l»? found; a suitabh- 
family with whieli alliance can be made. in these matters ladies pi.iy 

an important part. A Hindu manager may not know wlr’eb family is 
suitable and which not, or he might not be aide to convince t Ik ladies about 
the suitability of a family. All these can be performed if a suittible 
.Muhammadan is appointed as the manager. There is another thing—it is 
the dealing with the ladies. When the boys are lo be sent loschotds the first 
opfiosition will come from the ladies. I’hey will say if his father and grand- 
lather had done well without going to school, why Hhould the boy be simt. It 
a suitable Mnbaininadan is appointed, he will be able toeonvinee the ladies. I 
liave found all this from personal experience. 'I’he ladies may talk tea Muham¬ 
madan from behind the puidah. That may not be the case if a Hindu officer h 
appointed. 'I’herefore this is not a racial question, 'rids resolution has only 
iieen proposed for the benefit of the Muhammadan wards and I comm«'nd 
this to the attention of the Council.” 

'I’he Hon’blc Mr. Cumminq said :— 

My lord. I can understand the point of view of the Hon'hle Member 
who has put forward this resolution ; bnt, at the same time, I personally 
deplore the tendency to denominationalisin which it indicates. I may say at 
once that Ciovernnient are not prepared to accept the resolution in the form 
in which it stands at present ; hut, as I shall explain. Government are i>repared 
to go a considerable way to meet the Hon’hle Member. 

What are the facts ? In the first place, it should not be o%'erlooked that 
although the t’ourt of Wards may, under the Act which constitutes it, receive 
orders and instructions from Government, yet the Cc»urt of Wards Act of 1879 
gives full statutory powers to the Court of Wards,—not to Government.—tf> 
entertain such establishment as may be considered requisite for the manage¬ 
ment of an (‘Stale. The Hon’hle Member has referred tOtSome particular 
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matters aifecting Muhammadan wards, their education, their upbringing 
and their marriage, and he spoke as if the Manager were in all cases the 
gu^dian of Muhammadan minors ; but I can assure him that this is not so. 
lean certainly assure the Hon’ble mover that both the Court of Wards and the 
Colloctor do endeavour to obtain the advice of Muhammadans in all matters 
which afiect the p/?rsonal concern of Muhammadan minors. 

In the second place, how many cases are aifected by this resolution? 
The total number of estates belonging to Muhammadans which are at present 
under the (Jourt of Wards is only nine. One of these is managed by a 
Muhammadan, five by llimlus and two by Kuropi^ans, and in one the Manager 
has not yet been appointed. Out of the seven estates which are managed by non- 
Muhammadans, four again are small estates which, for reasons of economy, are 
managed jointly with Hindu estates. It is evident, therefore, that there 
are only three Muhammadan estates which can reasonably be covered by the 
Hon’ble Member’s resolution. 

In the third place, the Court of Wards as a trustee is bound to appoint 
the most suitable candidate available, and in doing so. the Court has. in the 
past, given full and sympathetic consideration to the wishes of proprietors. 
To aid in the selection of candidates, the Court maintains a register of appli¬ 
cants for managerships. I find that out of the 8.3 names which are now on 
the register, there an^ only three Muhammadans. It is, therefore, a fair infer¬ 
ence that the number of Muhamma<lans who offer themselves is extremely small. 
It may be. said at oiiee that the Court of Wards is in sympathy with the object 
which the Hon’ble mover has in view, ami that in accordance wii\i its nsual 
practice it does pay sfK'cial attention to the claims of Muhammadan candidates 
as Mantigt^rs of Muhammadan estates ; but it cjtnnot bind itself to appoint a 
Muhammadan in all eases, or as the resolution reads, w’herever praeticahh'. as 
this m.iy not be e.xpedimit or indeed may be opposed to the wishes of the ward, 
even if a suital'le Muh.ammadan can be found. 

1 may state, on Itehalf uf tlie (\>urt <if Wards, however, in connection 
with the thn*«- estates, to which I have already referred, that if in the future 
ihe mana-'etnent of any of tlnnn l»eeomes vacant, the (..'ourt of Wards will be 
qiiite willing to give preference to a Muhammadan applicant'tver a Hitidu 
with equal qualifications. 

In view of this siatemt'nt of f,acts. perhaps, the Hon’ble Mover might see 
his wav not to press the resolntion ; or. in the alternative, if he were prepared 
to add the wonls ‘and desirable’ after the words ‘wherever practicable’. 
Oovernmont wouhl be prepauni to accept the resolution in its amended form. 
The resolution w<tuhl tlien run as folKms :— • 

■'Phis (buiiieil recotnmends to the Cov<*rnor in Council that in future, 
wherever practicable and (h*sirable. suitable Muhammadan officers l<(> appoint- 
»v| to managers of the Muhammadan estates under the Court of Wards.’ 

I suggest these two alternatives to the Hon’ble Member." 


The Hon'ble Mr. M. Amnxv -4li Khan CiiArnHi ki saiu :—

The Huu’ble Rai Kapha Charan Pau Bahaiti; said

Tfie Presidfut: Bai Badha Vhar<m Pal Bahadur. 

The Pkesident said :— » 

" The rule iw its follows. Any Hon’ble tnoraher can object to an amend** 
ment being moved unless due notice has been given. But the President has got 
power, if he thinks it desirable, to suspend that rule, ft is not clear whether 
the Hon’ble Member objects to the amendment being moved ”. 

Tl|j.e Hon’ble Kai Kadha Chaka.s Pai. Baiiadi'K said :— 

” I think diK* notice of that amendimmt should be given and therefore 
according to the ruh*s. I object to the amendment btdng moved at this stage. 
I want to speak something tm this amendment if your Lordship will permit 
me before the question as a whole is taken up.” 

The Pkksidknt said :— 

“The Hon’ble .Memt*er is now making an itUjeetion t.> the amendment 
being put and if he wishes to say miything on ihrit point he may do so. But 
he imist confine his remark'^ to lii.H reasons for my not putting the amendment 
to the Uouncil.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Kadha (.'hakan Pal Bahaduk said ;— 

“As the notice of the amendment now proptjsed Ity the Ibm’ble .Mr. 
Cumming was not given to us, we are not in a position nr>w to state our objec¬ 
tions very fully. On that groutul I opj)ose the amendment at present.“ 

'I’he Pkesident said :— 

“III view of the fact that tlie mover of the resolution is prepared to 
accept the amendment. I do not consider that the Hon'Ide Membiu’s objection 
should prevail. Therefore, in I'xercisc of my power, I suspend the rules and 
allow the arnemlmenf to be put liefore the 0<»uncil. The amen imeitt is now 
before the Council.” 

The Hon’ble Raj Kadha Ohakan Pal Bahaih k said :— 

’* I opptwe the original resolution as well as the amendment. I may 
say that no case has been made out for moving that resolution. In the first 
place, tin; speech of my llon'ble friend does ant disclose any ground for 
the acceptance of the resolution. In the motion thi* Government an 
requeslt'd to make a sort of ruling that in future whenever praclicaide and 
d*‘sirable. suitablii Muhammadan ofU(a*rs sleiuld be appointed to certain }H»sts. 
I do. not at all object to Muhammadan olHcers being up{)oint(sl to any post, but I 
olpjeci to a resolutiim being framed in a sectarian spirit. Wo are not of course 
willing to hamper the wishes or the advancement of the Muhammadan 
eoniuiunity in any way. Hut it is against the declared policy of (ioverntnenl 
to decide such matters in a smarian spirit. If has been staled my lord, that 
there are nine Muhammadan estates under thi*(!ouri of Wards, two or three 
of wiiich are managed by .Muhammadan Managers, five by Hindu Manag<*rs 
and for the remaining estate, the manager has not yet been appointJbd. The 
appuinimeiits are in the hands of Government who are not unfriendly to 
.Muhammadan interests and the appointments are filled up, I hav'e no doubt, 
hiiving due ri'gard to the claims of Muhammadans.. I (Therefort^ fail to see any 
urgent reason for moving this resolution. Another reason has been put for¬ 
ward and it is this : that the education of the wards would be bettor 
ooridueted by Muhammadan officers who could also act as their guardian 
tutors. Then* are big estates, my lord, belonging to Isdli Ffindii aud 
Muhammadan ^amindars which are administered by European officers and 
1 do not think that as yet any difficulty has arisen with regard to tbo eduoa- 
Iion of tlio wards or the social prestige of the family in those estatos. Iti 
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oases affecting: social or educational matters, the Manager always consults the 
wishes of the family or seeks the advice of a representative member of the 
oomtt|i)inity connected with the family and acts accordingly and there has 
been no difficulty in this connection, I do not think any case has been 
made out for passing this resolution and I oppose it, not for the purpose of 
opposing Muhammadan interests but because we as a Council, should not 
pass a resolution on sectarian lines. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ashraf Alt Khan ('haudhtri said :— 

“My lord, I can assure tlie Hyn’ble Hai Radha ('haran Pal Bahadur that 
I am not going to mix the two functions of guardian-tutor and manager into 
one. My Hnn’ble friend says he has no oltjection if in the interest of the estate 
a Muhammadan officer is appointe«l. Ho was not opjsjsed to Muhammadan 
interest, in small estates tliey cannot afford to keep a manager and again 
a guarrlian-tutor. If they have to appoint a guardian-tutor they would get 
an ordinary man on Us. .0(1 or Us. 1(K). hut if there is a Muhammadan 
manager h»* can at the satue time <lri nr help in the work of the guardian- 
tutor of the ward. ' Therefore, it is in the interest of the minor aud tlie estate 
that a Muhammadan Manager should he appointed. AJIindu officer is not 
expected to know the idiosyneraoie.s. the manner.s and customs, which [day an 
imjH>rtant part in the upbringing of a ^luhammadan hoy an<l make a good 
citizen of him There arc'nine estates in Ih'ngal of whic.'h two are managc'd 
hj' KurofK'Uns. five by Hindus and one by a Muhammadan. There' may he 
cases where it is desirable and practicable to get tlie services of an 111 ( 1^11 
I’ivil iService man. I have no objection to that—those estates may lie very 
big—that is tiot the point. There is no knowing that in future? there will not 
be more Muhammadan K.statc's umh'r tin* t'ourt of Wards. My resolution, as 
amended by the Hon’hle Mr, <’umining, does not say that then^ .siiould he a hard 
ami fast rule for aj>pointing Muhammadans. All I want is that where the 
Muhammadans ar*> required lln'y should he* there. It was said that no 
complaints are made. From the very h*>ginning the Hindus were there. 
Some of the wards are edticated am* some; not. Thostc who are educated 
have* perhaps got nothing to complain of and those* who are not educated 
cannot complain owing to I heir ignorance. 1 think I have made out a very 
strong case ami I would jto'ss it to the Council.” 

The Prkhiukxt said ;— 

“ To the original motion an amendment has been made that the words 
and desirable ' he insortiHl after the words ‘ whi'revor practicable.’ 

The question that I have to put to the (Council now is that the amend¬ 
ment he made.” 

The motion was thc*n put in the following modified form and agri'od 
to ■ 

“ This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that in future, 
wherever pr.aetical>le and desirable, suitable Muhammadan officers ht‘ 
appointed to he Managers of the Muhammadan estates under the Court of 
Wards.” 


LIST OP BUSINESS-ITEM No. 6. 

The Hon'ble lUni^ Shuendua Nath Ray moved the following resolution :— 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the Local 
Government may be pleased to recognise the Calcutta Medical School aud 
College of Physicians and Surgt'ons, Bengal, for the purposes of the Schedule 
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to Bengal Act VI of 1914, in order that the holders of certificates granted by 
the said school .may be entitled to have their names entered in the register 
of registered practitioners. 

He saidv:— 

‘‘ My Lord, the Bengal Medical Act which is known as Bengal Act VI of 
*1914 was passed by your Lordship’s Government in 1914. It was an Act to 
provide for the registration of Medical practitioners in Bengal. In the 
Schedule to the Act we find the persons who ar»^ entitled to have their names 
tiiitered in the Register and among others we find— 

Every person who has been trained in a (loverninent Medical College 
or School in India or in a Medical School in India not maintained but recog- 
ni8e<l by the Local Government, for tin* [mrposes of this schedule, by 
notification in the Calcutta (tazetfe, and holds a diploma or certifical<'. 
granttnl by the Governnumt, or granted by a Medical School not maintained 
by Government but recognised as afon'said, d«‘claring him t<> be qualifio<l— 

(a) to practise medicine. siirg«‘ry and midwifery, or 

{b) to perform the <luties of miliiary Assistant Surgeon, Hospital 
Assistant or Sub-Assistant Surger)n. 

In 1916, an Act was passed by the Imperial Legislative Council Isdug 
Act Vll of 1916, to regulate the grant of titles implying (pialitications in 
Western medical scienci;, and the right to confer «legrees was specifii»d in the 
Schedule to that Act as well as by such other authority as tin' (Jovtirnor- 
General in Council may. by notification in the Gazette of Im/ia authorize 
in this behalf; and in tin' Gazette of India of the 12th .January 1918, we find 
the following notification: — 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section .3 of the Indian Me<!ical 
Degrees Act, 1916 (Act VII of 1916) tlie Governor-General in Council is 
pleased to authorize the institution now known as the Calcutta Medical 
School and (h)llege of Physicians aiul Surgeons of Bengal, situated in 
Belgachia (Calcutta) to grant certificati's of attendance and proficiency to 
such students as shall have passed the fourth year exainitialion of the said 
institution prior to the 16th March 15*18, subject to the following conrlitions. 
viz.;— 

(1) that such students shall have completed their second year’s 

tuition prior to the 16th March 1916. and .shall have passed rhi' 
second year examinali<m of the said institution hedd in March 
1916; 

(2) that such students shall have passed the third year examination 

of the said institution prior to the 16th March 1917 ; and 

(3) that tlm said institution shall, prior to the 16th June 1918, furnish 

to the satisfaction of the .Surgeon-General with the Govern* 
merit of Bengal, evidence that such students have passed the 
fourth year examination of the said institution. ^ 

It will Is? soon that under the notification of the Gazette qf India, the 
Calcutta Medical .Schrml and College' of Physicians and Surgeons of Bengal 
situated at Belgachia has been recognised by the Government of India as a 
College authorised to grant certificates of attendance and proficiency to 
certain students of the College. Under the rule as it now stands the 
students of the said Belgachia College are not authorised to have their names 
entered in the Register of Registered Practitioners because the said College 
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hag not boon notified in the Calcutta Gazette as one reco{i:niHed by Govei n- 
nient. This is no doubt very anomalous, but still the anomaly exists. As 
und( 4 ( the lien;?al Medical Act of 1914, medical practitioners who have not 
got their names entered in the Register of registered practitioners are 
deprived of certain valued privileges and as the Belgachia College has now 
been recognisi-d by the Government of India as a (’ollege competent to grant 
certificates of proficiency to certain of its students, I hope your Lordship’s 
Governmi'iit will also recognise the said College by nrttifying the said fact in 
the Calcutta (iazette. 

The Belgachia Me<lieal College before its affiliation to the Calcutta 
University in 1916, consisted of a non-affiliated school department and a 
non-aftiliated College* Ih'partment, It was in 1914 that the schfK)l depart- 
mont was closed and i lu' old College Defjartmetit was replaced by a first 
grade University ('olh'.ge and this after a series of negotiations with the 
Government. Kresh admi.ssions both in the old scliool department ami 
<./olh‘ge Departnieni vvt r<‘ sloppt-d. but it was unrlerstood that all existing 
students wouhl be given legitimate facilities to qualify themselves. I ought 
to mentitui here that in the easf> of simlents of the College Department with 
a five years' curriculum, the last batch of students were admitteil in 1912 
and in the Heho<»l department with a four year’s curriculum, the last Itatch 
were admitt«‘d in 1915. These students at the time of their admission 
either in the t'oUege (»r in tlie scIokiI department, never thought of the pass¬ 
ing of the Bengal M«‘dical Act f>f 1914 nor did they ever think that an 
Institution known as the Bengal .Medical Faculty would be created, to add 
to thtdr diffieultii'S. The Medical Degrees Act was passed in 1916 by the 
Government of Imlia. The effect of the passing of this Act was to deprive 
all privately managed medical institutions snob as the Belgachia Institution 
of the powi-r of granting diplomas or a registrabh* certificate. The Govern¬ 
ment of India hav<>. as 1 have already stated, by a notification in the? Gazette 
of India authorise.) the Belgachia Collt*gi- to grant certificates of attendance and 
proficiency to certain studimts of tin* Colleg<' who have got their admissions 
Iteforc 1914. I move that the said school may In' recognised hy your Lord¬ 
ship's Govt«rmnent by a notification in the Calcutta so as to luing 

tile institution under the provisions of the Bengal Medical Act of 1914 and 
thus enable cerUain ipialified students tn register their names under the said 
Act. 

When the MtMlieal Act was passed in England in 1.85H all the so called 
medh'al praci itioners. whether projM'rly or irregularly qu.alified, were der-lar<'d 
entitled to be registered by Section XVII ami Schedule B of the Act and by 
Section XLVT of the same Act the general Council wore empowered t«> 
disitense with any provisions of the Act in favour of, among others, such 
medical sf.ud«»nt8 as had commenot*d their professional studies before the 
passing of the Act. 

The Bengal Medical Act of 1914, .stands in the way of a number of students 
who got a<imission as stmlents of the Belgachia School an<l College before the 
passing of the .\ct, ev<'n if they passed the necessary examination of the school 
and college and ohtnincil certificates of proficiency under the Indian Medical 
Degrees Act of 1916 of having their names entered in the register of Uegister- 
ed IVactitioners. But if the said Selnnd and College be rocogniseil by Your 
Lordship’s Government by a notification in the Calcutta Gazette, the bar now 
standing in their way will be removed. 

My resdation only aims at roctiguizing the certificates of proficiency of 
those who have passed from the Belgachia School and College alter 1914. i.e.. 
after the passing of the Bengal Medical Act, and m4 t hose who have done so 
before the passing of the Act. 
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1 know, an a matter of fact that some of the diplojna’faf^dOrs of tho Wri* 
tution are working with o^it to themBelres and satisfaction to thO Ootiege 
authorities as House Surgeons in the Albert Victor Kosj^tal attached to the 
Helgachia Medical College,, but the^ will be placed at a great disadvantage in 
competition with their fellow practitioners who have the privilege ci having 
their names entered in the register uf Registered Practitioners. The conces¬ 
sion I ask for is one that in justice and in all fairness ought to be conoedled. 
I hope Your Lordships’ Government will see their way to accept iny resolu¬ 
tion.” 

The Hon’ble Sib Nilkatan Sarkak said .— 

“ My lord, I think it my duty to support this resolution. The case of 
these poor students is very hard indeed. They twik tboir admission into the 
Calcutta Medical School and College of Physicians and Surgeons, Bengal, 
witli the itlea that they would ovtMitually be permitted to go up for the State 
Faculty Examination ; but before they were there for two or thre«^ years they 
learnt to their great disappointment that it would not be possible further 
to go up for these examinations. Some concession was granted for two 
years, but that concession did not apply to the case of those students. The 
Resolution of this Council of January last might have given them an 
opportunity if that Resolution l«d be(m given effect to wholly. But only one 
portion of it was given effeot to. Their number is not large, in fact only 
about thirty. The College of Physicians and the Calcutta Medical School 
have now been merged into one College which is afHliated to the Calcutta 
University. So, there is no possiiulity of the multiplication of this class of 
students. 1 pray that the concession asked for in this resofulion may be 
granted to the poor students.” 

The Hon'ble Rai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur said :— 

“My lord, I bog to support the resolution moved by the Hon'ble Babu 
-Surendra Nath Ray. There can l>e oo doubt that these pour students have 
been stranded in a difficult situation. They have been receiving their educa¬ 
tion in a school and they are now told, on account of the fiassing of the Act of 
1918, they are not entitled to get registration. Now if the Council rectun- 
rnends that their names ho registered, that may !»<> another step. The Hon'ble 
Babu Surendra Nath Ray has referred to certain prectnients, naWy, the 
prooo<lure that was observed in England on account of the passing of a 
certain Act. All titese matters demand the consideration of the Council and 
also whether any effective step (jan be taken for the purpisos of having them 
registered. ->I solicit the Council to consider that if there be any Icqgal 
difficulty, I submit, it can be obviated by the extraordinary power which your 
Excellency possesses and this Council possess and have these students 
registered as practitioners. The final sofuml test may be considered as the 
standard of qualification and there is no necessity of making them pass other 
examinations in onler to see whether they are fit and competent to be 
registnrod as practitioners. Those are my views, my Lord, as regards this 
motion”. 


The Hon’ble Bari; Kishori Mohan CHAimHOxi said 

“ My lord, I fally support the resoiqtion moved by my Htm’ble friend. 
The demand is a very modest one. Only a limited number of students have 
b^ put to gre&t diffihulty through no mult of theirs. I fully symiMithise 
with them, li is not nooe8Bar:i^ to r^at the jtrguroonts that have already 
been submitted ^fore the Coiraeii I support those argumeufit, and t hope 
the concession will be granted. 
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The Sw ^ENiv said :— 

** Mjl lord, this i(# one of the trot|We8ome Resolutions coi^necM with the 
adtoini^illton d. tHh two Ifedical Acts, add is m a wajr an echo of the 
Re^ifttotf "that was moved in this Council last Januar;^. When !'say 
* trohl^aaBtie f^oli^tions I mean that it is difficult briefiy to e^fplain what is 
a soi^i^t techni^ subject and it is not easy for persons—-non-teclinical 
per8ona*-'‘t^ fully aoqiiamied with all the aspects of the case, to appreciate 
teohhica! details and difficulties. 1 am afraid, therefore. I shall, have to 
recapitulate to some extent the old history of these Medical Acts, as passed 
both bj' the Bengal Leipslativo Council and that of the Government of Tudia, 
although it must be already known to .soma. Hon’ble Members, and although, 
ip fact, some actually took part in the local legislation. s ' 

In the old days there was no special legislation dealing with medical 
degrees at alt neither did the necessity of having such legislation attract the 
attention of Government till about the years 1905-07 when the matter came ■ 
to a head in Calcutta in this way. In the early eighties there had been one 
non-official medical school in Calcutta, but between 1905-07, owing to dis¬ 
agreement between the promoters of that school, certain of them on various 
occasions split off and founded other institutions, with the result that towards 
the end of that period, Government found itself confronted in Calcutta with 
throe more non-official sohools competing with one another and giving a 
so-called medical education which was not of any recognised satisfactory type. 

1 do not wish to revive tdd animosities or bitterness by repeating the criti¬ 
cisms advanced against these schools. Some of them were commonly styled 
diploma^hops,” that is to say, so-called schools where, by the payment of 
certain fees, stndfnts could, at the end of a certain period, obtain a so-called 
medical diploma, though it in no sense connoted a degree of training 
possessed by men fully qualified in Western medical science. Government, 
finding itself, therefore, faced with this situation, iiropoeed legislation as far 
back no ; and I lay stress upon this date in order to refute the statement 
that is sometimes made that all this legislation came upon the unhappy boys 
sittdyini^ in those schools as a bolt from the blue. It was nothing of the 
kind ; the question of this legislation regarding medical registration w.*i8 
in the air for years. As 1 have said, the Local Government actually 
proposed legislation in 1908. It went up to tbe Government of India, 
who at that time said that if we wanted to legislate it might excite a 
certaftt athount of opposition. They advised us to try and get all these medical 
bodies' to come together and fonnd a first class non-offidal medical school 
which could secure a proper recognition. For about three or four years the 
local Oovemment strove in negotiation with tbe promoters of these schools to 
come to such sn •rrangement. 1 was Medical Secretary at that time and 
aotualjlf took jiart in those n^iiaiions,. which, however, failed, as the people 
who were^ interested in individual institutions could not agree as to which 
was iwaottoally to absorb the others. Therefore, all that time tlio matter 
reinsined nn499>ded, until we came to 1918, when the local Government again 
propoiod^t^e ie^lattoi} which ultimately liecame the Beni^i Medical Act. 
It introduced in December 1913 and passed in 1914. I again call the 
attention of the.Goiiacil to the dates. Shortly afterwards the Government of 
India, ig September 1916, introduced the Indian Medical Degrees Bill, and 
that was passed into law in March 1916. Therefore, the medical legislation in 
this country, dt the particular kind with which we are now' concerned, consists 
of twp is the Bengal Medical Act of 1914 and the other is the All- 

India Act df ml 

, what those two Acts purport to do. Our Act of 1914 

oowsistiiig of professional men, to regulate the 
f^gNfpUOttgnd. practise that eeotioo of the medical profession which 
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follows Western metinxis. The Medical Coaneil was efttraated with the 
framing a register of medical men who were reocgnised ## h<44i^gr satis¬ 
factory qualifications, after scrutiny of the s|>plicants for registraiuoD. The 
fact of ultimately being put ob the registei' gave an enhanced sti^iis to the 
registered practitioner as COTajared with the.non-rc^stered. That is what 
the Act of 1914 did, and the degn^ees r^ognised were either those which are 
rec^ised as registrable under the Eufdish law or which are oonferired by the 
Universities, etc., of this country. Such degrees were specified in a schedule 
appended to the Act. Later, the Act of 1916, which ap^ied to all India, enacted 
that no person who is not authorised, and no institutiou which is not reoqg- 
ntsed, should grant degrees purporting to say that the holder is qualified to 
practise Western medical science; and that anybody who uses a .odcHirable 
imitation of the well-known degrees, such as M.D., L.R.C.P., etc., shall b# 
liable to prosecution, the intent being that such degrees should ocnuote a 
definite standard of efficient m^ical education, and that pec^ie should not be 
allowed to deceive the public by using somewhat similar letters, usually 
accompanied by qualifying words which might not . ordinarily catch the eye, 
which might lead the ordinary layman to take them as degrees of the estab¬ 
lished Universities. These, then, are the two existing Aots, and I would 
emphasise one matter in regard to them, that neither of these two Acts 
prevents a person from practising medicine. That is a point which is' often 
overlooked when we hear about these poor students : they ean practise to¬ 
morrow ; only unless they can satisfy the standard dt the Acts, they oannot 
represent to the public that they are what they are not. 


Now, this being the law, we emne to the particular recommendation of 
the Resdution. which asks us to recognise this Calcutta Medical School, 
commonly known as the BeJgachia Institution, for the por{)ose of the schedule 
of the Act of 1914 ; that is; to say, we are to recognise it as an institution 
which is entitled to grant a degree, or a title, or a certificate of qualification, 
of a standard equal to the others which are included in the schedule to 
that Act; and the section which has a particular bearing on the action which 
we are tisked to take is section 18. When we started, we put into our 
schedule the existing efficient institutions, hut obviously otlier new institu 
tions of a perfectly efiicient type might subsequently come into Ixiing. 
Therefore, the Act took power to pot them in the schedule, and the section 
says that if the Medical Council are satisfied that such an institution is of 
an efficient type, they can recommend its inclusion to the Local Government. 
It is under that section that we are asked, as a Local Government, to include 
this Beigacbia Institution in the sohedule. 

Now, as to the procedure proposed. The procedure of the Act is one 
dealing with a professional subject. It rightly puts the judgment on a 
professional subject into the hands of professitmal men: they eaanuhe the 
qualifications of each institution, and eeitify to the Iioeid f^ven^ent, where¬ 
upon the Local Government acts. I submit that this is the wise method of 
coming to a decision on a subject involving prolCssiooal quidifioations. But, 
departing from that wise procedure of the Act, Government ih now asked 
to intepene in the interests of a partieular institutiem, sweeping aside this 
recognised body of the Medical Council which is its nocredit^ adviser in 
these matters. 1 put it to the Council that,that is a politioal departure of 
a had type, merely as a matter of procedure. 

There, are, however, other objections oa the merits. As I have al^dy 
said, what we are asked to do is to say that t,he Beigachia School is an 
institution whmh can give a, r^sterable degree. Now, at no tjme has the 
Beigachia Institution ever g^ntbd a title or a eei^ifiimte ^ttilifioati(nis 
which has been accepted as a sufficimit guarantee cf an efficient medical 
education ; neither hiw it done so evhn tines the day's of its affiHation. It 
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is not Sn examining body even now. Its students have never ^ne up for 
anV recognised degree examinations of its own, and this institution has 
, never given a title or ceHifioate which would enable ns, even if we wanted 
to do So, to put it in the schedule. What Belgachia used to grant before the 
days of the Medical Degrees Act of 1916, were those degrees to which I have 
referred as odourable imitations of the better known degrees. That was, 
of course, stopped by the Act of 1916, and it is a very relevant point that 
when our Act of 1914 was before the Council, amendments were actually 
moved, suggesting that the Belgachia diplomas should be, made registrable, 
but they were negatived. That^ is to say, the matter was considered at the 
time and decided against Belgachia. However, as I have explained, before 
the Act of 1916 they gave diplomas of a kind, and the Hon’ble Member who, 
moved this Resolution does not seem to appreciate that if we give effect to it 
all these diplomas will at once become registrable. Therefore, we should be 
in the ridiculous position of having enacted legislation especially to prejudice 
these diplomas which are regarded as of an undesirable type, and then having 
got .that legislation through Council, and in spite of it, of saying that these 
diplomas fhall be registrable. That position is surely absurd, and ’if that is 
so as regards these dd diplomas, it is more so as regards the new certificates, 
and the argument really disposes of the second part of the resolution, which 
torna on the use of the word ‘ certificate,’ because a diploma connotes some¬ 
thing higher than a certificate. It follows as a matter of course that if you 
cannot properly register a diploma, you cannot properly register a certificate. 
But as this word ‘ certificate ’ has been introduced, and may lead to misunder¬ 
standing, 1 must take up the time of the Council in explaining further details. 

After the Act of 1914 was passed, the State Medical Faculty instituted 
an examination of its own carrying a registrable qualification. When that 
Act was under discussion iu this Council, it was urged that it would be 
very hard luck if persons who were already in practice were not allowed to 
appear at that examination. It was said that we were going to take away 
the means of livelihood from these men through no fault ^ their own, and 
in order to meet their case, a transitory clause” was enacted, which, for a 
period of two years, iUlowe<1 people to go up for the Faculty Examination on a 
certificate that they had undei^ne a fall course of training in any medical 
oollqge or school. That is the kind of certificates which were granted, but 
althmigb the transitory clause was meant primarily for existmg practitioners, 
the Government of our predecessors allowed those persons to benefit by it 
who were not actually in practice in 1914, but who between the years 1914-16, 
passed out of the Belgachia Institution. However that does not affect the 
fact that the certificates which were then given were certificates, fopthe 
parpose of the transitory clause, of having undei^^e a full coarse of 
training. It is inaccurate to describe these certificates, as they have Weu 
dsacriM to-day, as having been rect^nised by the Government of India 
efficient qualifications. 1 find that the Hon’Ue Babn Kishori Mohan Chau- 
dhnri said in January last, when this subject was debated, 'that this’(the 
BOiiication of 1918) * shows that the Government of India are also satisfied 
that students passed out of the Belgachia Medical College are fit to practise 
Western Medical Science under the Indian Medical Act 1916.’ 1 

sufc^t that it shows nothing of the kind, and that such a statement is 
entirely contrary to facts. These certificates that were first given by the 
Belgachia Medioal School were given, I ropeat, in order merely that those 
who held them could go up for the Faculty examination. 

lint, Sir, there was another kind of certificate that came in through 
nholher channel, and I would like to explain that also. When the Govero- 
awil' of India legislated in 1916, we had the same arguments advanced that 
it ^s hard on the boy$ who were then in these unrecognised schools,

In 1917 
the Government of India wrote and asked whether Belgachia wanted to 
issue the certificates conceded in connection with the Medical DcOTet^s 
Act ; we said that they were already issuing certificates, and that these 
would suffice. The (Government of India thereupon called for the fornfof cer¬ 
tificate in use, and held that without a validating notification it infringed the pro¬ 
visions of section 3 of the Act of 1916. That is how the notifioatton came to 
be issued only in January 1918, although it referred to a previmtsly existing 
state of things. The important point is that such a certificate of the schom 
is not a title or a qualification at all. It could not be so, becanse no body 
can grant sqgh a qualification anlqss it is included in the schedule of the Act 
of 1916, which Belgachia admittedly is not, I hold in ray hand a 
cimen of these certificates, and it merelj' certifies that the Iwfidfer <3f' ‘it 
has undergone a proper training and has passed an examination. This 
not indic^e a recognised qualiftcaiion.’ I have endeavoured to explain to the 
Council that those certificates are ucA certificaten of the kind which"wduld 
enable os to put Bel^cbia into the schedule. It is quite inaccurate to sky 
that'they have ever been r^gnised by the G^ovemment of Ihclii as suen, 
a-:d they are intended for an absdntely different olifect. ■ ® '

forthwith in the register, altlioogh they possess no qualification which we 
have ever rmsogtiised as oemnoting a qualification which entitles the holder 
to re|^ittration. To that extent the proposal is even mooe open to' objection 
than ita pr^ecessor, and I am sorry that 1 cannot advise this Councii to 
approve of it.” 


The Hon'hie Mr. P. G. MirrKa said ;— 

“My lord, I feel some diffidence to take any part in the discussion of this 
resolution because as a layman I think f am hardly competent to take part 
in it. But emboldened by the example of the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler, 
1 venture to take part In the discussion. Sir Henry Wheeler although a 
layman has to take part in the discussion in discharge of his duty as the 
member in charge of the department concerned. 1 have also a duty to perform^ 
namely, I have to vote on the Resolution according to my jui^inent and I 
therefore, feel that 1 ought to point out the difficulties in the worldug 
of ihe Act which occur to me so that ai^ other official member who takes 
part in the discussion may explain those difficulties to us. In the first place 
the difroulty that I feel is this : This Act was passed by the Bengal Council 
in 1914 and if this Act bad laid down that future students would come within 
the operation this Act no difficulty would have arisen. It is said that the 
Act was in the air from the year 19()8. Hat that is hardly a sufficient reason 
for we often have legislative proposals which are dropped. If students who 
had entered the Belgachia Medical School and had paid their fees and had 
some sort of medical education—if they were allowed to appear at the examina- 
iionaUmn why not students who entered the school one year afterwards but 
before the Act was passed ? ()m' reason why we are conipeliiMi to deal with 
this questimi now is iiecaust' tins anomaly did not occur to our predecessors, 
*ahe members of the late Council who pass^ the Act of 1914. Ordinarily in 
passing Acts Isj^islator take good care not to interfere with any vested interest 
aad I and that in ilie English Act provisions were introtluoed which safegsav* 
dad sminst sonqilatnte of this nature.

It is said ‘It is a small 
concession, why not gi'ant it for the benefit of a few students ? \ apparently 
int finding that in a moTnent of weak gocxl nature we sliould allow them to have 
it. But I have explained the oi»jections of principle and the imjKigsibilities which 
aro involved. As regards the allegation of hardship, I have already explainwl 
that these Hiufients can go out and practise in the baaaar to-morrow ; the only 
tiling they tnay not do is to represent themsolvoH as being what they are not. 
A concession was made to them in order to allow them an-opportunity of 
going up for iiie Faculty cxaiuination. As a result of the debate in Januaiy* 
last, we extended that concession and practically they were given two ittore 
chancc.s. If they went to a school, knowing ttiU well that these rostriotibns 
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on medical dngreeH were iii the air ae far back aw 1908, they have uo rigbt 
to come before us jiow aud say that they have been badly treated beoause, 
in the face of what they knew, they chose to stay in an institution which 
could ncA give thc.m a registrable degree ; they have to suffer from the 
conslftquences of what they theniselves chose to do. 

When the Rcsdutiou in January last was tliscussed, J was not present 
in Council, and if I bad betm present, f would certainly have spdken against 
it. That Resolution, however, merely asked us to allow these students-to go 
op for the Faculty exvnination ; the present Kesolutitm asks us to put them 
forthwith in the register, altliough they possess no cpialification which we 
liave ever r«;ogni8(?d as connoting a qualification which entitles the holder 
to registration.

The Hon’ble BA»ir Subendra Nath Ray said : — 

“My Lord, Sir Henry Wheeler is right in saying that this is an echo of a 
resolution whioh was passed in this Ooiincil in <fanuary lasf. The rescdution 
which was passed was this : 

‘ This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the last 
batch of students of the Belgachia Medical School admitted in the year 1918, 
and those who failed for the first time in one or two subjects in the Faculty 
Examination held in November 1916, be granted an opportunity to appear at 
tlie Licentiate Examination of the State Medical Faculty of Ihmgal as has l)een 
previously allowed in the case of other students.’ 

vSo this resolution resolves itself into two parts ; (1), that the last 
batch of students who got their admission in the Medical School Indore 
1918 1)6 allowe<l to appear ; and ^2). that the plucked students be allowed 
to appear. Government allowed the plucked students to appear at the 
examination, l)Ut did not allow students who were admitted to the school 
in 1913 to appear. Now 1 hear that the boys ought to apply, instead 
of coming to the ('oiincil. to tlie State Medical Faculty. Why, the resolution 
was passed by this Ctumcil to ailmit both the students of the Helgachia 
Medical School who had got ailmission before 1918, as wtdl as tin* pluckol 
students to appear in the examination, but only a portion of it was accepie<l 
by Vo)ir Lordsliip’s Government The boys are willing to subject theniselves 
to the pit‘scril>cd examination even now if Your. Loniship pleases to grant 
them that privilege; but as Your Kxcfllcncy’s Government are unwilling 
to allow them to’aj)p*‘ar in that examination, they will try to get this privilege 
by some other way. Now it appears that the Government of India by its 
notification, date<l 12th .lanuary 1918. recognised the Helgachia Institution 
as one of the medical .schools competent to grant certificates of pn>ticicncy. 
Th*‘ Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler has said tlmt a squabble ha<l bom going on 
between three rival medical schools since 1908 ; that might he true, hut the 
Government of India having reo^nised only the Helgaehia ScIh>oI us the 
school which is (.•ompetent to grant certificates of proficiency hy this notifica¬ 
tion, viz.,— 

The Hon’hle Sik Hkxuv Wiikki.kk ;— 

As a statement of facts that is inaccurate* ; they have also recognised 
the Medical .School. 

Tilt* Hun’hle IJabi’ fSt RKNOitA Nath Rav continuing :— 

1 have already place*! the notification. This notification must be rea«l 
along with section 3 *)f the Act of 1914. This sectitm was passed hy tin* 
Government of Intlia and it runs as follows :— 

■ The right of conferring, granting, or issuing in British India degrees, 
diplomas, licenses, certificates or other documents stating or itnpiying the 
hoMer. grant**e or recipient thereof is qualified to practise Western misiical 
science, shall Is* exercisaltle only by the .'luthorities specified in the schedule, 
and by such other authority as the Governor-General in Council may, hy 
notification in the Gazette of fudin, and subject to such conditions and restric¬ 
tions as h<) thinks fit to impose,' authorize in this behalf.’ 

Tlnm. in the Gazette of Mia of tho I2th January 1918, it was notified that 
in exercise of the powers conferred hy section .3 of the Indian Medical l>egn*es 
Act of 1916, the Governor-General in (Council was pleased to authorize 
the Institution now known as the College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
Bengal situated in Belgachia, Calcutta, to grant certificates of attendance and 
proficiency to such students as shalj have passed the fourth year examination 
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of the 8aid Institutiun prior to the 16th March 1916, subject to certain con¬ 
ditions mentioned in that notification. Now, if any certificates have been 
granted to these students they are certainly certificates of proficiency, and 
according to section 3 of the Act of 1916, the holders of such certificates are 
qualified to practise Western medical science. So, these students of the 
Belgachia School have got certificates which show that they are qualified to 
practise Western medical science and having got those certificates they come 
before Your Excellency’s Government to have their names registered under 
the provisions of the Schedule to the Bengal .Medical Act. The Hon’ble Sir 
Henry IVheeler has said that these students can go and practise medicine in 
-the bazaars, and that there is nothing to prevent them from practising, only 
4hat they ai-e not allowed to put on degrees such as L. R. 0. P. S., etc. But 
as a matter of fact they are not allowed to practise like those who have got 
these registered qualifications. 1 know from personal experience, and I am in 
^ position -to state this. .About three years ago I had been to one of the Mills 
at Titaghur and the Mill Manager of Messrs. Bird & ( 'o. told me. that he had 
41 doctor there who had been serving with .satisfaction for tlie las! 10 years 
under him. Puder the Medical Act which had been recently passed, he 
would not be able to keep him any longer in his service*, as tindi'r the Govern¬ 
ment rules the Civil .Surgeon attend the Mills once a inonili or once in 
three months, and all the labourer.s there have to show certificates from a 
retrogniswl Itoctor. The old doctor was a recognised doctor all along, but 
after the passing of the Medical Bill his certificate ha^ bef-n found to 
be insuflicient, and they have to gel rid of thi.s man and get another man who 
had the (jualifications rc'quired by this new Act. So that it is not a fact that 
d«x*tors wlio have g<it certificates of )>roficiency from the Belgachia sclionl will 
be entitle*! to practise in tin* .sane* way as other d*n*tors wlu* have got regis- 
tral)le qualifieatitms. 'rh«*se students want t<> ai>pear at this t-xaminaiion. but 
Ycnir I.A)rd«hip's G«tvernment will not allow th**m to app*\ar. What are they to 
do? Nobody knows why. my Lord, the first part of that residution was not 
areepied. This is all that I hav** f*> say. in reply to the remarks of the 
Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler. " 


The Hon’bh* Sue Henry WnKEt.Ktt sahi .— 

‘ My Lorti. I have no wish to r»'travers** the arguinents which 1 have 
alrt«ady adducail. If I hav** not been abb* to convince Hon ble Members by 
what. I have said, nothing more that I can say \yill do so. But 1 must again 
point out that the final arguments of tin* Ilon’ble Babu Surendra Nath Ray 
are fallacious, while, if tltey were corr»*ct. an unfortunate consequence is 
haiigiog over the members of tin* Managing (’ommitiee at Belgachia. If. 
dt^pito my explanati«tn. the Hon’ldi* Member still maintains that rlifr>se 
stttdeijis hold certificates that they are qnalifieil to practice Western medical 
science, and if that eont*‘ntion is valid, then in so far as Belgachia is not 
legally tMupowered to give any such qualificatiiui. I feel it my iluty t.) warn 
the members of its ('omrnittee that they are in*lividually liable to a fine of

The Hon’ble Mk. H. H. A. Irwin moved the folltiwing resolution ;— 

This Gouneil recommends to the (luvernor in ('ouncil that Government 
he pleast^l to apjwint a small expert (’ommitiee with as little delay as possible 
It) inquire into tlie abuses and difficulties in connection with the circulation of 
the one-rupe»! notes in Bengal, or to take such other steps as may be deemed 
advisable to minimize the hardship and bws incurred by the poorer classes in 
Bengal in using the notes who have no means of getting their just grievances 
nunedied. , 

He said :— 

■* With the object of t)btaining the assistance of Government in the 
endeavour to remedy a grievance which is causing very considerable hard¬ 
ship among the poortu' claBBcs whilst at tin* same time not taking up the 
valnul>io time 4>f the Council by unnecessary diBcussion. I brought the matter 
of the illegitimate hindrance to the free circulation of the new one-rupee 
inrtes Insfore Your Kxcellency s Government at the (.,'ouncil Meeting of July 
last in the form of a que«tion rather than by resolution, which oc'cupies time. 
I resiHmtfuliy roquesiwl Government to consider the tiesirability of taking 
sueli stepH as might be deemed advisable in ))uttiug a stop to the illegal 
practice td demanding discount frmn ignorant people on Government Gurrency 
notes. The re()ly I received is'as follows;—‘ Tiie custom of charging a 
small diHcouiit for changing notes for hirgiu- amounts or silver rupees unfor¬ 
tunately prevails in regard to notes gem‘rally, although doubtless in respect 
of niAm of BO Bmal! a denomination as one rupee, it especially hits the poorer 
(dasBeB. There have been also reports as to the unpopularity of recent 
issues of small denominations and poBsibily tliey are not yet circulating 
freely. It is hoped that matters may improve when the mnclty of those 
isHoes wears off and the practice of charging discount, which is unu h to be 
reprf>hended will be diBcouragoti as far as possible.' I cannot help charac¬ 
terising this reply. ray I.ord. as unsatisfactory, ami as during tin- last two 
monthfl matters have grown worse rather than better. 1 have been urged to 
f'ring the subject up again and l.his 1 now do in the resolution 1 hav(- read. 

I fully appreciate the great <lifficulty Government mu.sr bo experiencing m 
the matter of currency at the present time but surely wv may expect some 
assistance in putting a stop to illegal extortion, more especially when it 
seriously obsmictif the object Ooveniment is endeavouring to promote, namely, 
the free circulation of these new notes. It is in mufassal districts, esjs'cially. 
that the hardship complained of is ratisi acute. The more out of the way the 
locality and the more ignorant the individual, the greater imposition and I ilo 
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not tiiink those residents in Calcutta or large cities are in A position to know 
the extent to which the very poor classes are viotinuzed. The answer to iuy 
question which I quoted before Says :—‘ There have also been reports as to 
the unpopularity of recent issues of small denominations and possibly they 
are not yet circulating freely.’ As regards the latter supposition, I may give 
one very recent instance from my personal experience. On Saturday last, for 
my ortlinary weekly payment to ccnilies, I drew Rs, 3,010-6-6 from my local 
banker and this amount vras received and paid out in the following cur¬ 
rency:—Five-rupep G. t’. notes Rs. 500 ; one-rupee G. C. notes, Ks. 2,348; 
silver rupees Rs. 6 ; small silver coins Ra. 125; copper coins Rs. 31-6-6. I 
obtained this sum in exchange for a Calcutta draft on which I myself paid 
Rs. 11-4 discoind. Now, allowing that a discount of one pice per note was 
charged to the possessors on only half the number of notes, it represents an 
aggregate loss of Rs. 19-12 defrauded from those coolies oti one estate only 
and in one week only! Is it any wonder that there are * reports as to the 
unpopularity of recent issues of small <leuominatifms ?’ The difiiculty I com¬ 
plain of diKis not consist, however, of the matter of discount only. In the 
course of circulation from hand to hand it is naturally quite unavoidable that 
tiiese flimsy bits of paper should become verj’ much soiled and in this state, 
e.ven thougli not defaced or mutilated, they are frequently refused by simp- 
keepers and others when tendered for payment. There is, and must !«’. a 
Certain amount of quite unavoidable loss in connection with those small notes. 
A coolie rect'ivcH a ono-ruptn* note and tucks it into his or her waistband and 
g(Kfs on w'ith the work in hand. It conn^s on to rain and in a short time tin- 
note gets soaked and reducetl to a state <if unreci.ignizable pulp. The po«si*.ssur. 
of course, has to bear the loss but. as I have said. 1 think every endtmvour 
should be made to minimise it as far as possible. 1 want to quote from the 
paper in wliich I read ir that "The Government of Rengal has issued a 
warning against |>eople who refuse to ace»»pt currency noft‘S except at a 
discount.’ 1 accept this as a fact but I have not seen any warning or 
notification myself and how it has been promulgated i do not know ; posaibl}’ 
it has been affixed to notice boards at kaeAaris or pdice-stations. But if one 
in my position has no knowledge of it, how can it lx* exp4M}te<l that ignorant 
villagers in out-of-the-way rural phaces can be aware of it? Such a notifica¬ 
tion, to serve a useful purpose, should be made public by beat of drum in 
every bazar and kdt. and the rural police should poet op notices, printed in 
the vernacular, in every village in the province. I am quite aware, my Lord, 
that there is another side to the question, namely, that of the small shop- 
keeptT. A cotdie receives, say. five otue>rupf«e notes for work done, and ho 
goes to five small shops in sucoessifm buying a few pice worth of articles at 
each, tendering a one-rupee note and expecting to get foarteen or fifteen 
annas as the case may be at each. If everyone acted in a similar manner it 
would l>e impossible for the shopkeeper to carry on, aa he could not possibly 
provide sufficient change, but tins difficulty would wear off if the present 
suspicion as to the full value erf the note, the ac4vency ol Govemment, and 
the legality of charging discount, could bo dissipat^. 1 think, too, that 
much larger quantities of etnali coin, the one or i wo-anna nickel pieces, 
should, if possible, be coined and put in circulation. I have heard it stated by 
a Government officer that fewer eight-anna pieces might be ccuned as they 
are not. wanted, but this is not my experience. 1 think that if larger quan¬ 
tities were available they would be more freely used aad bound to r^ievc 
proKsure, But, my Lord, I had' no intention id. suggesting a remedy fpr the 
difficulty I complain of. I am not an expert in such matters but surely 
amongst the many fiananclal experts at the ofunmand of Okuremmewt, some 
means can be suggested whereby the poorer o^mises may be protected from 
illegal extortion. There is one difficulty to overcome and that i« to gt!)t 
sufferers to give specific instances of cases in whkib they bayu been mulctwf 
of discount. They will complain generally but when aaked to mentton names

will evade it and put up^with the loss rather than incur the animosity of the 
shopkeepers. Personally, I think that the loyal manner in which the small 
not^ have been acceptetJ with scarcely a murmur is very creditable to the 
people, and I respectfully urge that Your Excellency’s Government will take 
every step }x)88ible to reduce friction and minimise loss to the public.” 

The Hon’blc Babi’ Bhabkndra Chandka Kay said ;— 

“ My Lord, the thanks of the Indian community are due to the Hon’ble 
Mr. Irwin for having brought up the present question for discussion fo-day. 
The grievances of the poorer classes in the interior vi’ith regard to the new 
rupoc-iiott>H luivo bo(jn ventilated in the pre.sa for some time, and the atten¬ 
tion of Government has often been drawn to them. But we do not seem to 
be anywhere near the remedy as yet. It must be admitttjd that the problem 
is a didicult one ; but it has got to be solved Ihll the same. The Hon’ble 
Mover has suggested the appointment of an e.xpert Committee logo into the 
whoir* jjuestion. I hope it will count among its members representatives of 
the Indian community. f(»r they are expected to know where the shoe pinches. 

C'onnectcsd with the question of the rupee-notes, there is another matter, 
ray Lord, to which I take this opportunity to draw the attention of Govern¬ 
ment. It is*the shortage of small coins in many of the District towns and in 
the interior. 

I have receive<l rt'ports from the mufassal that th<‘ distress in this con- 
necti«»n is becoming quit** acute. It appears that in some places change cannot 
bo «)btaii;ed for paper money and the rupee, except at a premium. Tradesmen 
have Hohietimes to turn away customers owing to shortage of change. Even 
the 0<»vernmen» District Treasuries tind it «lifiicult to cope with the demand 
for the coins of smaller value. Business is suffering greatly on this account 
aud the people are being put to serious inconvenience. My Lord, something 
should lie done immediaiidy in the matter, and the assistance of the mufassal 
post-ofHoes may be of great value in keeping up a imiform supply of small 
change. 

I «lo not know, my Lord, whether the present position in Bengal is to be 
attributed to any disturbance in the general condition of currency and ex¬ 
change in itidin. But it has given rise to much silly speculation, particularly 
Among tho ignorant classes in the interior. Your Lordship’s Government 
should, for all these reasons, take piximpt steps to ease the situation and 
dispel public anxiety. ” 

The Hon’ble M». Hki.y Hutciii.ssox said 

“My Lord, the Hon’ble Mover has dealt with the question, I think, very 
largely from tho point of ♦iew of the tea districts. The community I 
ropreseut deals ehiofly in jute, and I wish to assure Your Excellency’s 
Government that the European dealers in jute are doing, and will continue 
to do, everything they can, to assist Government in dealing with the pres* nt 
currency difficulty. 

I find, however, that in considering this matter it is very ilifficult for mo 
to cwifine,. myself to matters which affect Bengal only and do not affect the 
currency question as a whole, which is an Imperial coneeni. I hope Your 
Excellency will excuse*me if, in attempting to deal with this question. 1 
touch on matters which are Imperial rather than Provincial aud w'ith which 
thii Cotinetl is not concerned. 

The difficuUios, I think, must be painfully obvituU ti. the (’ontroller of 
Currency a'ad those who have to deal with it. For one reason or another, 
there is a shortage of silver, of one-rupee notes and small coins ; and you 
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are compelled by force of circumstances to try and' popularise a paper 
currency among a people who are essentially hoarders and do not 
normally use banks and have no pockets. This is a wet country and 
a hot country; and if you give a note to a man who has to go out into 
the rains or who lives, as the raiyat does, in a great deal of water in 
the jute districts, it is very difficult for him to keep the note in good 
condition, it is not therefore surprising that the raiyat does not wish 
to keep it on his person. When it comes to hoarding it you are up 
against white ants, fire and water which affect notes much more than rupees. 
In addition to that, as far as the jute districts are concerned, we have the high 
price of jute, and that must to a certain extent, I think, upset the calcula* 
lions which have been made as to tlm amount of currency, whether paper or 
silver, which will bo required to finance the jute crop, and maintain a constant 
flow of jute into the Oalcott| market. 

When it comes to abuse, I find myself in great ilifficulty tt) say what is 
an abuse. In a previous announcement of Govefnmeni it was said that inoney- 
fhanging was a custom of the country. The average rate for money-changing 
was. I think, one pice in the rupee. Can you. therefore, say that money 
changing is an abuse when money is changed at a rate of oiu^ aijna or «*ven 
two annas in the rupee? When you come to the qut^stion of a man charging 
discount if he is paid in notes rather than in rupees, can you blame the 
shop-keeper for wishing to be paid in rupees rather than itt notes, and at the 
same time not blame the raiyats for wishing to be paid in ruptfes rather 
than in notes ? 

1 think a mistake was made, and u serious mistake too. in trying to in¬ 
troduce these notes into the jute districts without any previous publicity. I 
know that in a great many cases, the first time that the raiyat knew of the 
notes was when it was offered to him in payment of jute, and ht‘ said, ‘ what is 
this; why should f be paid in paper ? ' At first he refused and after a gooil 
deal of moral persuasion that this note was worth 16 annas and after a gixsl 
deal of grumbling, he took it ; and when he went to the bazar, he found that 
it was not worth 16 annas and only 16 annas. I think, therefore, that a gcnid 
deal of trouble might have been avoided, if, before the notes wen* introduced, 
something had been done by beat of drum in tb»< villages or some such steps, 
to give the raiyats some warning and to popularise the notifs in that way. It 
is very difficult to draw a general conclusion as to wdiat is going on. The 
tdrcumstancoH in the different districts vary treinendmisly ; in some districts 
the discount rate is 12 per cent., in some it is 6; but my own belief is that 
the present position is not very encouraging. I do not believe that anyhcxly 
takes a tiote except with the intention of getting rid of it as quickly as 
pos.sihlo. I think that the shortage of small change is an evidence of that 
i•f•lief. I further believe that the raiyats will ti^e notes when they have the 
prospect of the immediate payment of rents, as they have at the present 
time ; hut when the Pujas are over and when they have no longer any kists 
to |«ty, they will not he so ready to take notes with the prospect of hoarding 
them until the next kist falls <lue, or in cases when^ they have made a large 
profit on their jute, of hoarding theuf for an imlefinite periml. 

As to the remedies. 1 believe myself that publicity through the agency 
of the Oollectors or through the Village Unions and Panchayats and possibly 
through tlie thanas will do a lot of good. Thun. Government will have to 
consider whether they should, try and introduce any co-ordination in the 
action of the various (Jollectors. The reports we have ha<i from onr jute 
districts show a tremendons variation. In the Dacca district some attempt 
wa.s made tr» obtain publicity by beat of drum and some attempt has been 
made to change notes through the post-offices to the extent of five rupees pet- 
person per day. In Serajganj, I had a report that Government was financing 
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discount shops at some jute centres at the rate of 2 pice in the rupee ; I cannot 
vouch for the truth of that ; and I believe Government have got the informa" 
tion whether this was done or not. I think that Government ought to take 
some vkind of action, though what it ought to be is somewhat difficult to 

against the people who are deliberately depreciating the value of the notes 
in the mufassal by changing discount, and who are thus pandering to the 
feeling that the notes are loss valuable than the rupees. This has been done 
.not ojdy by the discount profiteers who rush out to the mufassal with twenty 
or thirty thousand rupcjes from Calcutta or elsewhere, but also by a certain 
number of jute merchants who have brought up rupees in their lug^ge from 
Calcutta and introduce them for the same purpose. It is doubtful whether 
Governimmt should take action against tin* hoarding of small change. In 
some cases there is delilsMate hoarding. I have also board of cases where 
a cfsjJy who gets five one-rupee notes changes them at different shops and 
<‘Oines l»ack home with a pile of small change. These cases make the small 
change question complieattrd but it is difficult for Government to take .action. 

1 would, bowevt'r. lay stress on two points, viz., publicity .and co-ordin.a- 
tion. I doulit myself wbether a Commit tfc will do much gwd. In order to 
g*‘t information, it will have to spend a great deal of time in going round to 
all the various districts, and I believe that Government havt* the machinery 
for g<'t ting all the information that is required; I believe further that they 
can get information quicker than anj' Committee. But T do think that unless 
(lo-vernment detinitfly say how they propose to take action—and action not of 
tlie latsifez fiu'rv or wait-and-see type—this resolution should be pressed to a 
division. ” 

Tb<- Ibm'blo Babc Kisuoki Mohan Chai lufi ui said :— 

•My Lord. I fully .agree with the llon’blo Mr. Irwin that an expert 
Committee should be appointetl. . In the inufass.al I know great difficulties are 
being felt in ehangiug one-rupee not«*s and some}u>w or other they have 
beeotne very unpopular ; shopket‘pers are not willing to accept them oven in 
p.art piiymeiit of price of articles and sometiim's these! notes are to be changed 
from the itoiiditrR and other big shopkeepers who charge a «liscaunt of half an 
anna in the rupee. In Hajsimlii I know tliat there is a great difficulty 
in changing nott's. 1 do not think that there is any scarcity of copper coins, 
but that there are no pn)j)er arrangements or no pn)per f.aeilities for the 
ordinary jv'ople to ebauge fln*se notes. M'e believe that such facilities 
cuuhl be atfurdetl in the post-offices l>y deputing one- or tw'o persons and 
granting them some oominis.sion fur ehangiug thest' notes. In the s.adar 
towns vvheuevru- necessary they can lake the eopjH'r coins or small silwr 
coins from the irea.sury and afford facilities to the ordinary poojde in 
changing it. The inclination to avoid the note tromes from the fact that 
one is ul»ligi‘d to pay htilf an anna in the rup<u‘ wlnmever he vrants to clnange 
it and pixir tHsjph* [*.01 a gre.at difibrulty In paying this discount. The Hon’ble 
Kumar Shih Siiekhareswar Kity tells me that in the mufassal a discount 
of one anna is being paid. It is for this reason that the one-rupee notes 
have become so uu|X)pular, I do not agree >vit,h the previous speaker that a 
Govornmont enquiry ttdll do no good. My idea is that the reasons ouglit to 
bo aseertaiuiMJ and it slnmbl be seen wlmt facilities could be affordiMl for 
changing these note's. If tlnue is no difficulty in tin* head-<iuart(>r8, I believe 
there will be no difficulty in the muftissal tt^wns. At h'ast in hals and big 
markets there may bo big shopkeepers w'ho have phuity of copper coins or 
silver coins, so that when one is under the necessity of changing one-rupee 
notes ho should not pay any discount. Ordinarily in changing notes of higher 
value it is not at a discount but swnetimes at a premium, iliat is the ordumry 
"Wtw of supply and demand. When one is umler the m'oe.ssity of procuring 
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a note of higher value and such notes are not available, he has to pay some 
discount. But in the case of one-rupee notes it is different; there is no 
inclination on the part of the shopkeepers and ordinary suppliers to take these 
notes simply because they are not in a position to ciiaiige them without 
difliculty. Consequeutly the poor people suffer a gcX)d deal when they have 
to pay a discount of half an anna or one anna in the rupee. I therefore think 
that an enquiry should be made into this urnttijr, and I heartily support this 
resolution,'’ 


The Hon’ble 8ik Hknry Wiieki.kk said :— 

“ My Lord, this is a niaiter about which there is very little difference of 
opinion between any of us as to the facts. We are all painfully conscious of 
what the facts are, and are fully aware of them ; they an- one of the unfor¬ 
tunate results that have arisen out of the war. and in dealing with these 
inconveniences of the war,* I would ask tlie Council t<* remember that tlovern- 
inent is not callously indiffenait, but that nothing that any (iovernme-nl can 
do will entirely eliminate these hardships. The whole world is suflering, 
and I W'ould remind the Council that the opinion is prevalent in many parts 
of the world, that India is suffering th(*se har«lshij>s less than other (ronnlries. 
That, however, does not carry us much further by w;iy of eousolalion, even 
although the cause of the liardshi)» is self-evident. As lias been atlmitteil 
this afternoon, the discounting of notes is no innv thing. It has always gtsie 
on to a certain extent, but it is probably more eomnion than usual l■ec<*ntly. 
owing to the shortage of silver, whde it now touches the p(H)rer classes owing 
to the issue of smaller denomination notes ; that is to say. whereas richer 
people might perhaps pay a small discount on a Us. oO note without great 
demur, the prxjrer man is harder hit in paying discount on a note of one 
rupee. The (tnly real remedy is to increase our outturn of silver coin ; the 
shortage of silver is the cause <»f all this trouble, and until the facilities for 
the encashment of notes cati be increas«<d. I do not see ho%v we can get rid of 
these hardships r)f diseonnting, 

I think some of the sfX'akers this afternoon have rather spoken as ii 
Covernmenl had done absolutely nothing in tin* matter. This is scarcely 
correct. Turning t<jthe ro<;)t cause, the shortage of silver, this is an imperial 
matter, and I tliink that any one telling Finance DeiKirtment «if th<» (iovern- 
mont of India that they have done nothing t<»ward» meeting the difliculty of 
the shortage «)f silver, would be greetetl with a sad smile. The tJovernment 
<;f India have naturally l*een unable to publish on tln> housetops all the daily 
fluctuations of their eurren<;y difticulties ; l>ut they have issufsl commmiaues. 
an<l they have made known what they have <lone to increase the stock of 
silver, culminating, as we know, in tin recent negr>tiations with the American 
Government wiiieh have resulted in placing at their dia^swal very much 
larger stocks of silvf;r. Therefore, in this arnl in othor ways, they have been 
endeavouring to nuict the main difficulty. We also have boon trying to do our 
best. Here again, the movements (jf currency within the province arc not 
exactly a provincial affair ; they are controlled by the Accountaiit-Generid and 
tfio (.Vmi roller of Currency. Thtssc* two officers have had constantly before 
them in recent times the problem of how to finance the different district 
treasuries with silver for the encashn>ent of notes. Mr. Oubbay. (Controller 
of ( Currf’ucy, tells me that during the last few months he has setit no less 
than .'id lakhs of rupees to different treasuries for this purpose. He is fully 
conscious of the difficulties and is trying to meet them. Apart from that, 
f’ollectors have been issuing a number of notices thus seckini' to inoel the 
point, mentioned by the Ifon’ble Mr. Hely Hutchison, df publicly explaining 
the fact.'. We tofj sent out a general warning at the beginning of August. 
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in the hope of minimizing these evils by the publication of a Government 
announcement on the subjecf. J have here a vernacular notice which one 
Gollec|^or has issued regarding facilities for the encashment of dirty notes, 
and we know that in many (listricts a gniat deal has been done to endeavour 
to bring homo to the people what the position is. I do not deny, as Mr. Hely 
Hutchison has pointed out, that w»* may be able to do inf)re, and this is a 
point to which i will oirtainly be only too glad to pay more attention. In 
another district—Dacca—the Disrriet Officer has been trying to put more 
cash at the dispfmal of the post-offices in »)rder to help people in a small way 
to cash notes and get rupees, and I have icporls from other officers of Gov¬ 
ernment who have been working on similar lin<‘S. 

As regards what the llon’lth* Mr. Hely Hutchison mentioned as to tlio 
ditference of jiracfic.- in ditferent districts. 1 think that his remarks are 
deserving of further enquiry. I know there li.as bct'ii a certain amount of 
<lifl'eren<-e pra(.-tice ; for instance, in rep(»rts which I asked for in connection 
with this Ucsolution. am' fioint is raistni in which there seems to be a difference 
of <tpinion, as to wheth- r. when the atnoimt of cash available is limited, it is 
better to get it into circulation by giving it to the, large employc'rs of labour 
or puri-liasers of raw produce such as juti*. or whether it is better to give if 
.out in small amounts tf> the post-offict*s. just as the Golh*etor of Dacca has 
been trying to d(t. Tin-prcSoiit Accouutant-(ieneral holds that the latter is 
the Imtter suggestion ; the ('olb-otor of Myim-nsingh has been trying to give 
rupees to the bigger men to pass into circulation. Sonu-thing may usefully f‘e 
doll*'to clear up ddfert*n<‘es of practice of this kind, by systematizing action 
more than is the case- at present, and 1 will look into the piiint. But on receipt 
of this nrsolution I re(*eivevl rep4irts from Mr. (iulibay and Mr. Tomkins, and I 
do not think the |M)siti<»u is quite as ba I as might have been gathered from some 
of tho speech'-s this afterinsni. Gut of 2b districts it is said that n<ites are in 
circulation at par in 17. I donoi pretend that in every bazar of these 17 districts 
eve?-yluMly is get ting full valuc for his notes ami that no one is getting less than 
lb annas, but I read the report as meaning t iiat the difficulty is not acute in the 
mijority of districts, and that is also borne oui by ot her reports from Coliociors. 
which sh'iwthai the problem at the present moincnr is most difficult in the jute 
districts. I take it from tin- Hon'lile Mr. Irwin that tin- trouble is also acute 
in the lea districts, ('olleetors. however, say that the situation is improving, 
and We have direct evident-*' that if wt- can jmsh out more sllv«-r it will improv*- 
iiiueh more. 'I’he real probh'm is Imw to get more silvt-r. That btdng so, 8ir, 
witli every d**sirc t** Hud a ri*nu**ly. I am dcuibtful wheth*'r the speciHc recom- 
iriciniation eontainetl in the K**solutiou toap{H>ini a small Gommittec of exjx ris 
wtmhl servo any us»<ful purp*»s«-. We know the facts ; wc know tiiat discouni. 
is being charged on imtes at rates mucii higher tliaii bebtre ; w*- know that 
fhe ryots in many plac«’s do not like these small notes, ami we kij*»w that 
there arc certain features pe«-uliar to this ct>unrry which make the small 
paper note a somewhat, unpopular medium of circulation; we know all this, 
l*ut the question is how can w*‘ olVt-r a remetly without goifig into ihe silver 
question which is outside our contnd. Tin-currency problem is an Imp-rial 
concern, atid if we go up to the G<tveramem of India, they will only say that 
we must lak*'. our share with tin* r*-st of the country. We know that spt-eial 
remedies have bo«-n adoptetl in sp*‘eial parts of the eoumry ; for iiisiam-e. 
gold moAnrjf are in circulation in the Punjab, very few *.1 which, as far as 
I know, have <;onie down here, but the wliole matter is an Iinp*-ria] oin- to b*- 
regulated in tl»‘ interests of the country as a whole. Th<-r*-fore. Sir, I do not 
think We shall gain much by a (yominiitee tinmghi 1 am pcrlectly willing to 
Itave a Cornmittije if the (.hmm-il wishes it. It may i'<- In-lpful in fiK-ussing 
the facts before those w-ho control tli*- curr*’iicy ju-obh-in. in the hope that 
•hoy may sec some way **f giving us greater fa<-ilitics than tln-y tlo at present ; 
but I fear that they will fell us that, in the tiiain. th*-silver (]U*-stio»t is tin- root 
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of the difficulty, and that while they are tackling that to the best of their 
ability and with regard to the whole of India they cannot promise to tackle it 
for us specially to an extent which will entirely lemedy the difficulties from 
which we suffer, I. therefore, put it to the Council that the appointment of a 
Committee of enquiry will uor add very much to the information which we 
now possess.” 

A 

The Hon’ble Sir Deba Prasad Sarkadhikaui said :— 

■‘My Lord. I do not know whar course tho Hon’blc Mr. Irwin will ad^l 
after Sir Henry Whofler’s statement and whether a Committee of expert.8 will 
be appointed or Covurumeiit w.ili move of its own motion. Hut 1 desire to draw 
the attention of tin' Council to the fact that it is not the ono*rupec note alone 
that surters in this way. The n<*w tvvo-and-a-half rup(*e note stands in 
exactly the same position and sometimes gives rise to greater difficulties, 
for the loss involved is greater. Although there is a slight difference in 
the appearance and the .size, mistakes are often made by tin' p<«irer pciople 
who suffer more than the eilucatiul peojile. Tlierefore, whatever steps are 
taken w'ith regard to the one-rupee notes, should also be taktm in respect 
of the two-aml-a-half ru|>ee notes. We <lo not bring in the question of fivi* 
and ten-rupee notes becaust' they have been in use for a long time and j>eopb‘* 
like the long suffering eel have got used to paying discount on them. ’ 


The llon’hle Kai Kadha Cuakan Pai, Hahaim r said :— 

■‘ My Lord. I <lesire to thank the Mon’ble Mr. Irwin for bringing np this 
matter before this Council. I may say this, that he has done a great service 
by bringing up this resolution which coni^erns a large niass of tin' poorer 
sections of tfie pe<*pl<*, whose grievances have, fr(jm time to time, b(*nti expresstid 
in the ctdunins of newspapers and also in this Couficil. Mj* Lord, 1 am not an 
expert and do not wish to traverse the grounds that have already Is'en urged 
by other speakers, but there are on<! or two points which I wish to submit 
for the consideration of the (niuncil. If an cxi>ert ('ommittee be appointe<l. 
will the Government kindly consider the desirability of changing the character 
of the one-rupee nf)te. of which the paper is so very thin that it wears out 
after changing half-a-dozen hands ? What my friend Sir Sarbadhikari has 
said is that the poorer people cannot make out the difference between the 
one and two and-a-half-ru|)e<' notes. In'causo the size is practically tho same. 
There is not the same difficulty with regard to the five an<l ten-ruiteo notos. 
as the size i.s different. Furthermore, the |>of)rer fxiople do not often deal 
W'ith larger sums than Us. 10. It may be urged that t!u< size i»f 5(t. 'JO 
and 100 ru|)ee notes is the same ; l>ut the poorer people seldom handle 
these not(rH. The two-and-half and om-rupee notes are liandled by them 
evory day. and the size being tin; same the illiterate people are misled and 
further as these notes are not of grjofJ paper thoy arc easily damaged and no 
one will take them. May I enquire, my Lord, whether same other coin. say. 
nickel coins, like the one-anna and tw'o-anna pieces could not be substituted 
for the rupee note V We are now getting some nice brilliant two-anna nickel 
pieci's whibli are not damaged or easily soiled. I submit that an expert 
(Jornmittee, although it may Im precluiled from taking up the larger question 
of currency, may la'rhaps go info this particular question and thus minimize 
the hardship which is fidt by the fKxwor classes. This hardfhip is not only 
felt in the iriufassal, but also in (Calcutta. 

* 

Having regttrd to these facts, 1 think perhaps an expert Committee 
might help us in finding out some sdution and in recommending some sub¬ 
stantial quality of paper, if not the substitution of some suitable metid ootn.” 
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The Hoa'ble Mr. Irwin said : — 

*' My Lord, I do not quite gather from the Hon’ble iSir Henry Wheeler’s 
ispeech whether he proposes to apcept the resolution or not. I have 
no wisfl to press it upon the Government inasmuch as I have given 
them a loophole. I have recommended the appointment of a small expert 
Committee, or that Government sijould take such other steps as they think 
Ht in order to minimize the hardship on the poorer classes. If the Hon’ble 
Sir Henry Wheeler can give us an assurance that Government will take 
such other steps that they may deem advisable, I am quite prepared to 
withdraw the resolution.” 

The Hon’ble Sis Henry VViikeleh said ;— 

” My Lord, the attitude of Government in this matter is that we do not 
think ourselves that much g(Kxl will result from enquiries by a special 
Committee, but if it is the general desire of the Council that a Committee 
should be ap|winted, we certainly do not wish to oppose it. Its members 
can certainly meet and discuss the matter, even though we are not sanguine 
of the results. As regards the facts, there is not very much difference of 
opinion, and if the Council wants a (himmittee. then so far as Government is 
concerned, it can have it. Apart from that, the only other measures that we 
can take is to press on District Officers the necessity for greater activity in 
popularising the circulation of notes ami explaining the facts. We can 
suggi'st greater co-onlination in the practice of different districts, and we 
can go up to the (iovernment of Imlia and say ; ‘ These are our difficulties ; 

can you give us any more silver, and can you tackle t!ie currency problem in* 
such a way as to afford further relief?' But 1 am perfectly willing to 
consider any other suggestions that can be made ; and if anyone can put 
forwanl any remedies. I will be glad to examine them.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Irwin said :— 

” Mv Lord, under the circumstances, after hearing what the Hon’ble Sir 
Henry W heeler has said I would suggest that a small Gommittet' may be 
appointed. It will have the effect of giving more pul)licity to the matter 
from which some benefit might .accrue." 

The motion was then put and agreed tu. 

LIST OF BUSINESS—ITEM No. 8. 

The Hon'bb* Uai Mahkndka (’hanoka Mura BAHADtR moved the 
following resolution :— 

This Gouncil recommtmds to the Govermw in Council that He.ad Masters 
of Government school.s in class VII and class VIII of the Provineird Educa¬ 
tional Service be admitted to the l>em‘fit of a bwal allowanee of Ks. .'ut per 
month at an early date. 

He said :— 

The rosolulion is meant to benefit Hea<l Ma»*ters of (Jovernment High 
SchwU in Provincial Educational Service and mU the Heatl Masters of 
Training schools. 

Evidently in view of the very heavy responsibility .attached to the office 
of the Head Masters of High scIumIs. Government in .lamiary l!U5 
sanctioned to them a ’ duty allowance’ of Ks. 50 a month ; but. for reason 
host known to the authorities, Hoad Masters in Provincial Educational 
Service have not been admitted to the btmefit of the Governmc'nt order. 
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They aro admittedly the ablest Hoad Masters in the Province, and for their 
proved efficiency they have been placed in cljarge of the biggest and most 
important schools in their respective divisions ; they have been taken into 
the superior service and thus the maximum limit of their monthly salary has 
been raised from Ks. 150 to Us. 700, but most of these officers having been 
promoted to Provincial Educational Service in the evening of their career 
they can hardly expect to rise above its 7th graile, before their retirement. 

* In respect of pay, class I of Subordinate Eilucatioual Service correspond 
to class Vll of the Provincial Educational Service and class IJ of the former 
to class VIII of the latter; but in respect of promotion, the higher 
classes of Subordinate Educational Service consisting as lln*y do of old 
officers, offer much greater advantages than the lower classes of Provincial 
Educational Service in which the offic(*rs are mostly very young. Thus 
a Provincial Educational Service officer placed at the bottom of clans 
VIII will take much longer time to get promotion to class Vll than one 
in Subordinate Educational Service from class II to I. Added to this is the 
‘ duty allowance ’ which is also counted towards the pension. So that the 
Head Master who is taken into the Provincial Educational Service in his eld 
age is a great lo.ser in his retirement as much as in the last days of his 
service. 

With a view to remove the injustice* it is novv recommended that all 
Head Masters of Government High scliools in classes VII and VIII of the 
Provincial Educational Service In* admitted at an early date to the beneiit «>f 
the duty allowance of Hs. 50 a month like those in Suboriiinat«' Educational 
Service with effect either from the 1st .lanuary 1915 or from tht* date of their 
appointment to the He.ad Mastership, whichever is mori* just. 1 may add here 
that this d(K;s not refer to tlie Head Masters of Training hcIukjIs who, as 
general SuiK^rintendents of the h<isiels attaelied to tlie institutions under 
their charge, gets a monthl}' allowan<;e and free quarters ; their exclusion 
from Government order granting a *duty allowance’ of H«. .50 a month to 
each of the Head Mastt'rs of Government schools in Sui>onlinnte Educational 
Service dofss not. therefinv, constitute any grievamte ; moreover at the time 
of their appointment to the Provincial Educational Service, th«'y were allowed 
to superseile many officers. 

With tiiese words. I beg to move this llesolution for the consideration of 
Your Excellency’s (’ouneil.’’ 

The Hon'ble Mk. Woudswoktu said ;— 

“ My lord, the resolution and the Hon'bie Member's speech have drawn 
attention to an anomaly to which we hav<> been fully alive and which we 
have been long *;ndHavouring to remove. The Hon’ble Member has, however. 
disguis(‘d the main ({uestion by emphasising an irxudental, and we ho])!* 
temporary, feature of the c.ase. If we have, in the same work two services, 
one higher and one lower, so adjusted that the maximum pay of the 
lovv<‘r exceeds the minimum pay of the higher, if our policy is t«) cIukjbo from 
the lo\\(!r for promotion’to the higher men of ex|Hmonce and ability, and 
if the higher sjirvice offers steady opposition to recruitment tr» it otherwhen* 
than in Hie lowest grad**, then it is inevitable that there should occur from 
time to time anomalies. These anomalies are in the situation and they are 
(ptitft intlept'iident of the aflownnces to which the Hon’bie Meml>er has 
referred and for the grant of which to certain officers in the higher service 
he has pleaded. It may make the ease clearer if I put my general stali- 
rneni into concrete facts. We have two classes of Government High«ch<K»Is— 
those attached to colleges and those independent schools at district head- 
(juarti'rs. We have two services—the Provincial Service which for this ease 
relates only to Head Masters in grades between Us. 2(K)—6(X> and the Siibor- 
diimtc Service in which the pay is Hs. 50—260. And it is the fact tha< 
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8ch(K)lH attached to colle/^es have been regarded as more important and are 
supjiosed to confer u greater degree of prestige; on their Head Masters than 
those independent Zilla Schools at district headquarters. That has been 
reccjgnised in our organisation. Ili.-ad Masters of OJlegiate schools are placed 
in the Provincial Service. Ih ad Masters of other Governinent High schools 
are placed in the Subordinate Service and therefore it has happened, not 
frequently, but occasionally, t hat a Zilla school Head Master who may perhaps 
be drawing the full pay of his grade, that is Us. 250 has been apf)ointed to the 
post of Head Matster of a Coll<*giate schf)ol, and has had to commence in the 
last grade of Its. 200. That is the situation which we have long dc-plored ttnd 
we have long deplored the tlifference of esteem in which the Head Masters of 
these two classes of schools hav'e l)e(‘n held. For more than ten years 
it has been the steady view of the Educational Department that this 
distinction in prestige should Is* removed by |>lacing all Head Masters of 
Government High schools in the Provincial Educational Service. Steps to 
this eml have been taken as part of the larger scheme for the betterment of 
the whole of secondary school education in this province and this scheme 
has been put forward and we havt; made some advance. Only recently we 
have received despatches from the Government of India and the Secretary of 
State which slmw tliat the ease is receiving atteniion. although I carmot say 
that the end is in sight. Tiierefore three years ago wiieii an opportunity was 
given us by an uncxiH-eted windfall from the Government of India, we 
<b.‘cided to ilo something to show our appn*ciation of the work of the Zilla 
sch(K»i Head Masters, as a temporary measure, by giving them a duly allow¬ 
ance, I should mention that promotion in the Subordinate Service is very 
largely governed by seui(»rity. wlu*reas selection for the post of Head Masters 
is g«*v«*riie<l by stmiority as also other considerations. So it may happen and 
S(t it diH'S bapfH-n that the Heail Master of a Zilla school finds himself inferior 
in jjay to some .Assistant Masters. Pending an opportunity of recognising 
their superior poshionbya grant of superior status we secur(*<l the consent 
of th<' Government of India to a special duty alhovaucc of Rs. 50 a month 
for Zilla ScIkmJ Head Masters. This allowance was granted in 191.5 and is 
not only a nrognition of the arduous tluties of Head Masters, but it is also a 
compensation for the absence of higher status which we think should attach 
t(t the post (»f Zilla scIkk'I Heail Masters and wiiich will so attach in the 
tiear future. We have secured this allowance for Zilla School Head Masters 
as a compensation for not being in tlie Provincial Service. There are 
hardly anj' clifliculties and the present llesolution is scarcely one which the 
(iovernment can acc«‘| t in its pri'.seiit form. Dilliculties liave been rare. 
There have one or two occasions in wliieli Head Masters found tlumiselvi's 
in an awkward p<»<itu)n. Hut I am proud to say that when an offer liad been 
made to a master so situated of tin* alternative of higher status witliout’an 
increase of pay or perhaps oven on less {vay in the Provincial Service, or 
lower st.'itUh with perhaps higher |>ay in the Subordinate Service, the choice 
was for tho higher status. I am proud that this has been the case and I am 
proud to believe that this wouhl be the case with the majority of men wlio 
are now serving us in the Zilla schools. 

“ I will ask the Hoti’hle mover, on bidialf of the Edu'ation Department, 
to accept the assurance that, altliough their special iluty allowances are grant- 
<’d cm the understanding that the Head Masters shall not put tiieni forward 
as obstacles to transfer, de{)Utation or other adminstrative eonveiiienees. the 
Kdiieationni Ih'pjvrtment is not likely at any time to transfer a master to a 
post of greater prestigi* and equal or less p.iy except with ids own eonseiit. 
f can assure the Hon ble mover also that if the offer is made, we shall certain¬ 
ly find that tho Zilla school Head Maslt'vs com’erned will gladly accept the 
higher rospimsihility and higher prestige. I trust, tlierelore. that the Hon ble 
Member will not pr«*ss his resolusion to a division. 
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The Hon’ble Rai Maiiendka ChInura Mitra Bahadur said ■ 

“ My lord, I have listened to the statement made by the Hon’ble Member. 
The point whi(5h I have raised before the Members of the Council is a very 
simple one. True it is that they have got a higher status ; but, as I put it, 
they are now in the evening of their lives, and therefore, although we are 
thankful to the Ediu^ation Department for promoting them to the higher status, 
still it is a matter for (Jovornment to consider whether under the oircum- 
stances a few officers who are now old, and who have got promotion, cannot 
claim the consideration of Government for a duty allowance of Rs. 50 a month. 
Now, this is a simple issue which I have put before your Lordship's Council. 
The question is that they are very glad that they have ^ot- promotion from 
Rs. 250 to Rs. 700 ; they are old officers, they cannot enjoy a higher pay in life, 
and consequently it is a matter of deep consideration for Government to con¬ 
sider whether these few officers, seven or eight in number, are not entitled to 
claim for an increase even in the shape of a duty allowance or so of Rs. 50 
a month. 

I am, therefore, obliged to trouble the Membors of the Council with the 
simple point which I have raised, and I trust the Council will consider the 
point."

The Hon’ble Rai Mahendka 1-hanuka Mttka Bahadur moved the 
following resolution : — 

This tjouncil rtnmmmendK to tim Governor in Council that, with a view to 
the proper working f»f t he septic tank latrine installations, the Government do 
take into consideration the revision of *'the Bengal Factories Rules, 1912. ’ 
now in foict* in Bengal, in the following manner :— 

(1 } add to claust' (twiY) of rule 10:1) the following sub-clause— 

(r) it has beejj certifietl by the Inspt?ctor of Septic Trfnk 
Latrine Installations that the requirements referred to in 
sub-clauses f«; and \f>) have been duly complied with and 

(2 - in rule 11K2), for the word “may in the two places where it occurs. 
mhstftule the word " shall ^ 


He said :— 

“ My Lord, according to the recent circular letter issued by the Sanitary 
Commissioner. Bengiil, to the Chairman of all Riparian Municipalities, I under¬ 
stand that the water of the Bhagirathi now contains a very large amount of 
pullution derived from human excreta and it has now been rendered danger¬ 
ous to use it for ilrinkiug purposes and also for cleansing dishes and plates or 
other vessels used for fiKKl, unless the water has first Wen filtered or boiled. 
Neglw.u- of the.se precautions will exp»,>se persons to the risk of contracting 
cholera, tyithohl fever, dysentery, diarrhma and oi her water-borne diseases. • 

It is very (lainful for me to recollect the sad incident which t(K)k place in 
our town some years prior to the introduction of the .filtered watei-supply 
witliin tho Hooghly-t'hinsura .Municipality. Let me bring to Your Exeelloucy ’s 
notice that Mr. Bernard. i.V.s., our beloved Commissioner of the Burdwan 
Division, his amiable wife ami sister-in-law. all suddenly died of cholera 
on account of the fact that 1 he plates and dishes on which they took their 
meals were washed with'the water of the Hooghly, contaminated with the 

poisonous bacilli! 

; 

Before Altering ai some length upon the subject-matter of my resolution. 
I would like to give ytm a very brief account of the oircinnstanoes under wiiich 
a special Committee was appointed by the Government of Ihmgul in .\pril. 1901. 
to examine the working of the septic lank installations in this province. 

This was rcndcrml necessary on account of the r.ipidly iucn'asiug mirnbcr 
of septic tank latrines which have been (M-ected, specially in <vtiineciion with 
the 3ate mills <m the Htx^hly river, complaint having been imidc of the 
pollution of the river ity the discharge of efUmMits from tliesc ranks. 
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Report of the Committee was published in Decfember, 1904, wherein it is 
written in page 2 under paragraph 4 that ‘‘The Committee are not in a 
position to give a complete and final report.” 

A number of conclusions were put forward, some admittedly cj! a provi¬ 
sional character. 

A 

Spetflcing generally, it was believed that means could be found for improv¬ 
ing the chemical composition of-the effluent, but the dattger arising front 
bacterial pollution would still remain. Suggostiotis were made that effluents 
should be used as fecd-wat<‘r for boilers, or carrital well out into the mid¬ 
stream away from the banks, by suitable^ pipes. 

On the requisition of Government. Dr. (1. F, Fowler, i).sc., F.i.c.. 
Consulting Chemist to the Manchester Corporation Rivers (\>mmittee, arrived 
in Calcutta on the 14th .fanuary, 1906, and he submitted a report on lint 
septic tanks in Bengal and the purification of sewage, which w.is publishe<l in 
1907. I quote the following lities from this printed report for the information 
of Tour Excellency’s Council:— 

‘ Now. of all the pollutions that rivers are subjected to, by far the imtsl 
serious is the addition of sewage, specially in a country like India, where 
unfiltered river water, taken very near the edge, is the ilrinking supply of 
thousands. 

■ The purest water in the Ho«ighly in everj' s«ns«- of the term is to he 
found in ihe middle of the stream ; this water is v<‘ry pure and shows very 
little contamination of a dangorous character. 

‘ There is a zone of pollution extending along both banks due to tnalter 
put into the river, 

■ This jxdlution is largely represented by gre.at increase in the gr<»up of 
bacilli that may he called hecal in origin, and therefore it is a serious 
contamination. 

‘The septic tank effluent is largely resp<m.sihie for this (uillution. 

‘ As the number of septic tanks are on the increase, the anuxint of pollu¬ 
tion w'ill also inenmse.’ 

Let me quote the following lines from the valuable nook, ‘ A Manual of 
the Principles of Howage Treatment' by Professor Dunbar. Dire«‘tor of the 
Institute of Sfat(! Hygiene, Hamluirg, which has been tranHlaf«sl into Englis! 
i)y Dr. II. T. Calvert, m.sc., i*ii. o.. K.i.r., Chief (dnmn’eal AsHistant. West 
Riding of Yorkshire ;— 

■ The tank effluents arc always putre.sccut and give rise to foul smells by 
the e.Hcape of gases when they are agitated.’ 

Again, ‘the biological treatment is usually more difflcult with sofitic tank 
effluent than with fresh K«wag<'.’ 

* At Hamburg contact beds would be filled six times a day with fresh 
sew'agc without yielding an unsatisfactory effluent. Iwhonum they woubl only 
take septic sewage twice a day.’ 

Mr. G. B. Kershaw, who was for mon^ than twmlvo ytiars Engineer to th<' 
Royal Commission on sewagfj dis])o8aI, in his famous work on *Mo<lorn 
nHithods of sewage purification ’ has stated that ‘ the recent typhoid 
epidemic at Lincoln arising from a polluted water-8Uf)ply shows that, even 
‘n (!ase of large towns. onf> weak spot in an apparently satisfactory system 
may be the direct cause of considerable loss of life and groat expense. It is 
unfortunately the case that the incidence of disease is most marked in the 
;»<x)rer districts of a community, whore the inhabitants are least able to resist 
it.’ 
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‘Life’ is callwii in Bengali language ‘.liboii’ and * Jibon ’ also moans 
* Water.’ In a tropical province like Bengal, pure water is a most valuable 
as.set tjp one’s life and Your Excellency is aware of this lamental)lc fact that 
many millions of the people on both sides of tht; Hooghly river are without 
a ftltored vjrater-supply and consequently they arc obliged to draw their supi>ly 
of drinking water from the .sacred Bhagirathi. 

It is laiil down under the Bengal Factories Rules of 1912 tiiat “ the 
effluent from a septic tank latrine installations shall not be discharged into 
any river unle.sH— 

(a) it is (dear, free from becraj odour and non-putresciblc, ainl nitrifica¬ 
tion has <lefinitely coninienced. and 

(b) it has been sterilized by t he addition to each gallon of five grains <if 
fresh chlorinated lime.' 


It th)*‘s mtt recjuire ad<Iitional argumentK to adduce that some M>rt of 
precaution has becoim* urgently ni*eessary. havitig regard to the present 
dangerously corilaminate<l condition of tin* water of the Hooghly, whether, as 
a matter of practice, the re<iuircnienis under the Factories Rules referred to 
above are strictly (deserved, riierciore I move this Resolution f<>r the kind 
consideration of Your Excellency’s (.’ouncil. ' 


The llon'blc Bahc Siv Nak.av.an Mckuak.ii said ;— 


" My fe>rd. I hold in my hand two c 'pies of the results of chemical aird 
bacteriological examination of unfilter <1 water r)f the Ganges recently supplied 
to the various Municipalities. Bearing, a.s they do. tin* signature of the 
Sanitary Commissioner of Bengal, t hc.si* rcj-orts assume a character the cor- 
rtH'tness of which it is impossible to call in qne.stion. What wc find in them 
is that the water tested was found tt) 'contain countless bacteria in T c.c., 
and showed non-resistant type bccal bacilli in '01 c.c.. indicating that it 
contained such a large amount of fa*cal pollution. i>robably derived from 
human cxerefa, as to render it dangerous to use it for drinking purposes, 
unless it has first b(*en filter«*d or l>oiled.’ 'Neglect of these prcoauiions.’ 
eontinues the ri'port. * will expose persons to the risk »d‘ C(>nt!ucting elmlera, 
typhoid fev»‘r. dysentery, diarrluca and other water-borne diseases.’ and 
<*onclude with the following warning : ‘In every case the attention of the 
whole population should l>e ealled. if necessary hy beat of drum, to the pre¬ 
sent dang«^rously contaminated condition of the river water.' 


It would, f feel sure, he no revelation to the Hon’ble Members 
if, with Your Lordship’s iKwmission. 1 were to make the assertion that 
the Gang''s adds to its charaetcr <*f usefulness a degree of sanctity in 
the estimation of the Himlus not unlike that of the Tiber and of the 
Nile in the pristine days <»f Rome and Egypt. It supplies drinking water 
to the inhabitants of all riparian tow’ijs and vilhiges. For all culinary 
and other household purposes its water is generally used not only hy 
jw)ple living on its hanks, but by men fr<»m the interior, who. after 
immersion in it on au,spiei<H:8 days and festive occasions, carry its w.iter 
home for purposes of worshipping their household dciti»>s. T!io Iccling 
<»f gratefulness in the Hindus has at all times found expression in their readi¬ 
ness to deify propitious and ministrant forces of Nature. It is to this spirit 
tliat the apotheosis of the Ganges is to be attrihuied. To the simple, 
writes Sister Nivedlia. ‘the Ganges is completely mother! Pot's she not 
'give life and fm>dTo the pious she is the hestowi'r of purity and as «*acli 
bather steps into her HihxI ho stcKipa tenderly toplaee a little ol the water on 
his head, craving oardon with words of salutation for tin* touch of his foot. 
‘The incomparable Ganges!’ exclaims Osciir Browning. ' worthy of all the 
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worship wliici) haw been paid to it’. In a truly poetic vein he adds: Jde 
who has ence betni conquered by the fascination of its waters will not cease 
to yearn for them 80 long as he lives.’ I am, afraid 1 shall be repeating a 
truism when I say that the old law-givors of India were not blind to the part 
played by water in the human eeimoiny, nor to the necessity of preserving its 
purity. We find in the Institutes of Vishnu the broad general injunotion : 
»■ A man must not throw any impure substance intonvater.’ 

' Kivers,'according to Dr. Parke, ‘are capable of a certain amount of 
self-purification Ity natural means.’ ‘ River waters,’ writes 8ir Panh-y 
Lukie, ■ are constantly liable to pollurion by men and animals. Jf it were not 
for the henfificont purifying work of oxygen, rivers in this country would soon 
become little more tlian open sewers.' But a vast st‘ *ver the river has become 
by the discharge into it of the effluents from the septic tanks of about 40 mills 
ill this part of Bengal alotn*. each mill employing three to four thousand w'ork- 
men and ciKilies. We can never believe that the' lollution of this sacreil river 
can ever be r<‘gariled w'ith equanimity by any Indian, far less by any Hindu 
gonrleiuan. even if expert opinion had gone to show that the septic tank efflu¬ 
ents were chemically pure and bacttM'iologically innocuous. 

Looking back to the genesis of the septic lank movement In this ProviMe«> 
we find that at the instanci' of tin' Sanitary Boanl a (Jommittee was apfKiinted 
in April, 1904, to report on the working of the then existing septic tank instal¬ 
lations in the Bengal mills, and on the 'moans which siiould be adopted to 
render the system efficient and frinr from objection.’ The resolution further 
directed : ‘ If discharges into tin* river is jicrnutted the CommUtee should 

report the conditions which they consider neces.sary in order that this may In* 
<lone without iletriment to the public health.’ Now, Sir. the discharge into 
the river was permitteil with the result that, in spite of widespread oiiposition 
at the time, inosilj* on religious, yclept sentimental grounds, and in spite of the 
apprehension entertained about the effluents from septic tanks proving danger- 
<»U8 for want of pro|x*r precautionary measures and sufficient safeguanls, tin- 
abuse has been allowed to continue for nearly a decade and half till it has 
reached alarming proportions. I fully understami that this is a strong indict¬ 
ment against septic tank installations ; hut it is for this (Council to determine 
whether it is wcll-merite<l or not. I do not know which of the three systents 
of septic tank installation mentioned in Mes-srs. Nolter and Kirih’s excellent 
treatise on Hygiene is in vogue in the several mills in this Provima*, hut the 
fact remains that the filtrates or effluents from the several tanks have hecojue 
highly ohjcctionahle from a hygienic and sanitar^V point of view. In Knglund 
t he Rivers Pollulicm Acts of 1876 and 1890. prohibit the p.dlution of any sln am 
or river by allowing crude sewage to How into it. Here in In*lia. though the 
system of septic installations has hec'u introduced to prevent pollution, doubts 
are entertained as to whtfther complete care is taken to go the wholt» lug so 
far as the processes connected with the clu-mical treatment of sewage are 
concerned. 1 have under the circuinstances no hesitation in appealing to I he 
lienevolent sympathy of Your Lordship’s Government, and trust that the 
revision of the Bengal Factories RuU-s, 1912, as recommended, will heeffectetl. 
i have under the circumstances great pleasure in supporting the motion of tin* 
Hoii’IjIc Rai M. iC. Mitra Bahadur.” 

The Hon’ble Sik Nilratan Sakkak said :— 

“ My Lord, the resolution inov<sl by my Hon’ble friend involves two 
important questions of sanitation : Jirsf. the question of the disposal of tin* 
sewage, and second, the question of river )>o]lution. 

As regards the question of the disposal of sewage by what is called 
t ilt! anaerobic methcKl, most of the authorities are agreed that if that metho«l 
!H followcil with proper precautions, sewage might be considerably purified. 
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But ilic* laothcKi ooiisistB ol u HericH of choiuical, mechanical and biological 
proccHHOB. each of wiiich rcQuireB tlie constant attention of some coinpelent 
aKBiHtuntK. Dr. howler, who, as we all know, is an exptirt in these matters, 
in a paper which ho road b(ifore the International Congress of Hygiene and 
Demography in Berlin in 1909, insisted upon three important conditions, amongst 
otln^rs, lor the attainment of suect:ssfid results; Jirst, a particular tempera¬ 
ture ; uroDtid, a particular quantity of water ; and third, an efficient condition of 
the mechanical arrangcjuients. He saiil also, in connection with temperature, 
that wlnna^as in the tropics there are in t!ie temperature certain favourable 
conditions for the early purilication of the offensive substances, there is also 
some source ol danger in the high tmnperature prevailing there ; and as 
n’gards water. In* insisted upon a minimum quantity of five gallons per head 
ol the users. Th<*n. as regards the (‘ffiueni, he advocated, as he indicated by 
**.\ja'rimonts. sub.si*qu(nil |;<.*reo]ation and filtration ; and he said that alter four 
rejM'atiiions ol tin* filtration pnKK'ss of the same liqui'l, he could, reduce 
the objectionable bacilli from one million to 419 colonics. This shows that 
even after very careful filtr.'ition, they are not altogether removed from 
the effluent. Then he liad to fall haek upon chemical antisceptics and 
he a<lv(K;ated hypochlorites. At that time, he was not whole-hearted in 
his support as regards tin.* addition of these cin*mieals for this particular 
olije«*i ; he suggested in fact that (>very effort should be made to produce an 
ciftluetii by ordinary filtration processes of tiie liighest possible purity, it 
would be nnsafi* to assume in the absence of the exact knowledge that the 
complex effluent imperfectly oxidised by natural agencies could l»e rendered 
harmless by the action of hypochlorites. Then he says that tht? admissipn 
of hypfK'hhiriie of lime might also havt* injurious effects on the microscopic 
or plankton life of the river, the results of wliich are nut easy to fore8e.e. 

He insists upon the eftiui'iifs being pionluced iti prop(‘rly (atnetructed and 
pro.n'vly managed installations, and further their being treated for a periotl 
of two lioiirs in an isolation r.atik before admission to :i stream. 

His conclusion w.as ;—“ Where ihere is danger of Ijacterial pollution at 
the oulfall. it is advisttble where fiossible to utilise the effiutm! for flushing 
latrines. When the procedure is impossible sterilisation by hypochlorites 
can be accomplished and if eeriain jirecaufions are taken no difficulties need 
arise at I lie outfall on this account. 

It will lie admitted that a eomplicated plant lik" what is described by 
Dr. l•^ovl^>r is likely to go wrong at least in some parts in l.lie course of time ; 
.ind if. requires constant care and attention l-i kei*]' it in efficient order. 
Furtber. notliitig like the Uthurnior precision observed by Dr. Fowler eould 
I'.' expected in a l»ig plant installed anywliere. 

Now. ,ns regards iny second poitit. viz., tliai of river polhition, I may 
t'e permitted to state that after careful observations 1 found that the river 
water is highly polluted particularly in the portion of the vivir lyitig between 
llooglily and Barraekpur. from which different samples of water were taken 
and examined iiaeteriologieally ilnring the last fortnight. Thee.xaminations 
■slinwed a very bad sUte of pollution. In some samples, we could find five 
iiuiidred colonies of bacilli growing in the course of tlu* 24 hours. ’Phere 
Were two of the worst kinds that priKlue.' disi*ase. The obs Tvaiion.s 
Wore confintnl |o tiie particular area. 1 mean the atva extending from IliHighly 
on one side to I'alta on the other. I am perfectly convinc’d that the water 
t here is iinsiiilalile for drinking purposes, in fact it. is dangerous. 

Ah wgards the sources of this pollution, tiiere must be many. Ihere \vas 
au enquiry held rcgtirding the matter in 1909. 1 have cari>lully read Major 

(m>w Liuutenant-ffitioneD Cleinesha's rcftori. I quite agree with him when 
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liesolutwns. 

Maftarajadhiraja Bahaduf of Burdtrnn. 

lie attaches the blame to some of the khah and creeks carrying sullagc from 
the interior into tlu< river. I agree also as regards the pollution caused by 
the boatmen and the brickfield cwdies. I do not, however, see how he forgot 
to say anything. g(K>d, bad or indifl'ercnt, as regards about eighty septic 
installations on both sides of the river at I hat time. Be that as it may, I di» 
not myself say that tlie septic tanks in the mills arc .solely re8p»mHible for 
'^tlie miserable state of the river at the present tinns as there are many otlier 
sources of infection. But, at the same time, I Itelieve that it is time that 
a I borough enquiry should bo held into the statf* of things in this country; 
and in the meantime, to be on ( lit' safe side, where the margin of safety 
is so slender, I should eertainly pray that the effluents of r.he septic tanks 
in the mills should lie dt'viated away from the river and ust'd for other 
purposes. There are various jmriMises for which this effluent could bi> 
utilised. 1 might mention some of them; at hiast when the water looks 
quite pure, it may be saftdy useii for feeding the hoih‘rs. I know, of course, 
the coolies in the mills woiibl objeet to this ; liut if the efflutmt lie first alhiwetl 
to riow into something like a l»ig Imsin or tank and then it is pumped from the 
other side of the tank, I think the ob jr<-tion wouUl disappear. Tlnm. it may 
also be used for irrigation ; I admit, however, that tliis is only possible for 
eight months in the year. 1’hen again when sufficiently oxidised the (.‘ffluent 
need not be very offensive and if it is collected in big tanks, it may form a 
very good pond for fish culturt;. Thai is the biological metlirnl atlopteil in 
many parts of the world for tin* disposal of sewage. On a small scale it 
prevailed in old towns like Dacca, where there were ('oss-pools in which there 
were alivays some big fisli growing. 

Then drainage of the riparian area is om of the most important questions 
that will confront us within a sliort time. 

As regards the tank sebeme, it may appear rather strange, luit it ha.*- 
been carefully calculate<l that a tank one acre in area would be sufficient 
for tlie sewage of a population of six humlrefl persons ; and if such sewage has 
been previously subjeeted to a liquifying prix’ess iu anaerobic tanks, one 
such tank should suffice for the sewage of ten tinu'S ibis population. 
However, these are questions which are to l»e de.cided by expert.s and I 
can only suggest. The <iuestion of river pollution is becoming a very 
urgent question, and it is my prayer that a < himmis-sion be appointed 
to investigate into the whole thing. I am as much interested in the 
industrial development of the land as in the public health of the 
Province; I believe that industrial development and public health mils) 
co-operate with one another for the gotKi of the I’rovim'e, and ultimately 
for the goo«l of humanity. None of these can be neglected ; factories 
will multiply in the near future. It will not do to say that we do not want 
to accommodate the factories in the intt'rests of the public htjialth ; on the 
other hand difficult problems «jf sanitation in connection with fa<*(»>ries 
must be solved, without neglecting important sanitary qm'Htions. ” 

[At this stage the Hon’blc Member hail to eimelude his remarks. le* 
having reached the time-limit.] 

The Hon'ble MAnARAJAiiim{A.iA Baiiaui'K of Burdwan said :— 

‘‘ My Lord, at this hour of the day, it is not my intention to detain tin* 
Council for very long. But I shall make some general observations on sotin* 
of the points raised by the speakers at the end of my sjjeech, 1 should, 
however, at tin; very outset say that (iovernment are ready to accept the 
^second aniendmont proposi'd by the Hon’ble Menil)or. If is already the 
duty of the Sfq>tlp Tank Inspector to inspect Septic tanks and latrine installa¬ 
tions, and there can be no objection whatever in changimr the rule so as t" 
make it clear that this is one of his prescribed duties. 
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Muharajadhirnja HaJindur of Burdwcai. 


Ah reganlK tli<; first !inien<lniont, \ am inclined to think that 
the Hon ble Mov(*r hoH perhaps not fully understood the ohje-ct and scope of 
the rule, which he has just read out. 'I'liis rule simply lays down the con- 
dititti which must Ikj fulfilled and the breach of which renders the occupier 
and inanager of the mill liable to prosecution and punishment. There is no 
need whatever for the certificati* that these conditions are being fulfilled. 
If the Inspector finds at the time of his inspection that tin' rule is being 
observed and that the etHni*nl is clear. (Mlonrless and properly sterilized, 
there is no ne«*<l lor further act'.on. If. on the other hand, he finds that the 
rule is not b«ung ob.scrved. he makes a report .and atlmiuistrativc action is 
then taken, bor instance, n^iticos art' issui'd to the mills ordering thmn to 
make proper arrangenuiuis for t-he puriiy of-effluent, or the .Magistrate is 
dins'ted to give a warning, or if the mill authorities do not take that warn¬ 
ing, a prosecution may he instituted. Il will make no ditfeivnce if the 
Inspei^tor is required to give a certificate to the eff*et that the effluent is 
clear, free from odoitr and sterilised l»y chlorinafion. Sncii a certificate 
would not only be snp«;rtluous, but mi/ht even he positively mischievous, 
for the mill man.ager having his certificate might hecome cari'less and not 
see that the effluent is regularly purifieil. Again, such a eertificate might 
not have a eontimiing effect. It would only refer to tJie state of t.iings as 
the Inspector found them at the time of his visit. It would lx* no guarantee 
that the effluent was |>ropi>rly sterilised after Ins visit. Government, there¬ 
fore. while sympathising with the oliject of the Hon’ble Mover, which is to 
secure the purification of effluent, do not consider the amen lincnt necessary. 
<4overnm*'nf an* anxious t hat tJn-re should be no pollution from septic tanks, 
ami wliile the matter is rt*eeiving the close attention of (iovernment J;hey 
fail to set* how the amendment proposed can serve any useful purpose, and 
on this account, they are unabh* to accept this part of the motion. 

Now I wish t.ti turn to certain {.Joints raisetl hy tie* Hon’hlc Mover of the 
n'soiution as well as subsequent s|x‘akt‘rs. The Hon Ide Mover vt*rj' ju.stly 
{xniils out the present slate of the rivt*r lihagiralhi near the place where he 
bails from. On the other liaml. in moving fhi.s resolution, lie has laid more 
stress on the fact that the present comlition of the rivi>r water is largely, 
if not mainly, tine to the {HJlIntion eause<l liy the septie tanks. Now. my 
lonl, that is not the fact, in rejjly to an unstarred question by the Hon'ble 
Siv Narayan Mukliarji at this very mee'ing in which he askt'.l whether 
such contamination is line mainly, if tiot largely, to the diseliarge from the 
seiJtic installations in the several jute mills on Itoth banks of the river. 
Government has reidicnl that so far as they are aware i h<*y are utlvised tiiaf 
this is not so. We all know that all along the river banks fnun llooghly down 
to Si'ramfKJn*. there are unfortunately «‘{jidemies of cholera. Hut I would have 
been a little more cautious if 1 had been the ('hainmut of tin* llooirlily- 
OhiuHura Municipality in making this aeeiisation. in view of the fact that if 
has alri'ady boon brought to the muiee of the tiovernment that the Hooghly- 
Gliinsnra Municipality, {.Mwsessing. as it d<h»s. a water-works, was unable to 
work it or worked it in such a wa.v that for the neglect of that alone there 


waH an ephiemic of cholera in Hixtghly-Chiiisura. 

My lord, the llou'hU* Sir Niiratan Sarkar has pointed out in his able 
sjioech—to which I shall make some reference later on—that the river water 
is unsuital>le for various reasons. The source's of pollution art' many—sullage 
ctaning through k/tah and creeks ; due to boatmen, due to cwlies working on 
tfie brickfields—and all these combine to make llie {tresent stale ol rlu- water 
of the Hhagirathi undesirable as it is to be found between Harraekpore and 
Hooglily. 

Another thing, Sir. Ii.a> l>een mentioned by tin* Hon’ble Ikibii Siv Nar.ayan 
Mukbarji. I am sorr.v. howevt'r. my Lord, that I eonhl not follow his s{)eech 
thoroughly. Kvidenlly the circular which was rt'<*ently issued by the Sanitary 
GommisHioncr of Iteiigal. warning the ]>eople living on the banks of the 
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litii R. IJ. Pul Bahadur. 

Hliasriratlii, not to use this danj^onnisly containinatotl water, has led to a 
Certain amount of niisumlorstamling and inisappn^honsion. As I have already 
said, Gov('vnment as at present ailvisod do not think that any soiious, or, in 
fact, any contamination is due, to any extent, to the discharge from the septic 
tanks. I’hat hoing so, I tliink the Sanitary I’ommisaioner of Bengal was 
perfectly justified in issuing a circular to these rural municipalities, especially 
those near the riverside, to wain people against tlu^ dangerous condition of the 
water. It, is possible that the language used by him might have bemi mis- 
understoixl by some people, and that the condition of the river having been 
notified to tlie people by beat of drums might have caused some unnecessary 
excitement, lit' that, however, as it may. the main point is that while I have 
already agreed, on l»ehalf of Government, to accept the second part of this 
motion, I have explained why Government are unable to accept the first 
part of the motion, and I think it my duty to disabuse the minds of those 
Hon’ble Members who have spoken on the subject as well as the other 
members of Your Excellency’s Council of the fact that the contamination of 
the Rhagirathi. although it does exist, is due to otlier reasons than the septic; 
tanks. We are in a position to say that in certain cases there may have been 
leakages owing to certain septic Uanks not having been properly worked ; but 
it is no doubt that the present condition t)f the river is due to several I'anses 
combined, and not to the septic tanks, as is the general idea that some of the 
members have got in their minds. 

1 shall now turn to some <»f llie points raised l>y tiie Hoii'ble Sir 
Nilratan Sarkar, I df) not propose to iliseuss at any length lli<- <|uestion he 
has raised about the (’ommission or (.h»nimittee ; on i he suggesti'm he has 
made of utilising the eftluent for feeding boilers (*r for purposes nf irrigatitai 
or for making fish culture out of the sejUic etlluent. This is a matter whi<*h 
will no doubt receive the attention of (t<»vernment in due time ; but as it is 
Ix'yond the scope of this rc.solution. I shall dismiss it for the moment. There 
is tio doubt that the Hon’ble Sir Nilratan Sarkar can do a great ih-al with 
etfiuents ; but at present we have got to keep the septic tanks that we havi* 
in propt'r order ; and I may assure the ('oiimdl that tiie fiiattt'r is receiving 
the closest attention <if Government. I hop,-, therefore, that tlo' ll<inT>b 
Mover ».»f this resolutiott will a(;e'*pf the proposal tuade by the <Jovertim«'nt on 
the subject." 

'I'he lion ble Uai UAini.t i’ti.MiA.N I’At. HAUAtu K said :— 

"My lord. I have listened with great inlere.st to tin' ituiitru»;tive sptH*eli 
of the Mon’ble Sir Nilratan Sarkar. I liml that he hits iliseoursed at length 
on the suhjeel, of river pr>|lution and I believe that my friiuid—I may b * 
permitteil fo suggest—will some day bring up a resolution partimilarly with 
ref/M'ence to this matter so that wr might press the necessity for the appoint¬ 
ment of a (Joinmittee. 

With feferen(;e to this resolution itself, what I find is this, that the 
Flon’hle Mcmiber in charge seems to he disinclined to accept the first part of 
the resolution. When 1 cam*' to this (hnincil. I had not a t’opy of the Kai’tory 
Iviiles with m*', but I iijuf- now got a <‘opy. and I <lo ntU. know wbat possible 
obj* ction ihi'rc can b*- t*i ai’cejiting the first part of this rcsoltition. Th<»re is 
a nth;, viz.. 19 (3) which *Mijoins that th*' eftltn'tit fr*>m a septic tank »>r 
latrin*' shall not he flis<!hnrg*'d into tlu' river unless eitrtain pr^s'esses w'hicii 
are given liter*' are g*»ne through. My Ilon’ble fri*'n*l ha.s suggested that 
th*-re shotihl bo an In8p*‘ctor win* shaii [strsonally s* *• that it is properly 
treated hefor*' it is discharged into the river. It may ho suggested that 
the mill authorities will look to that, htit with regard to that, my bird; I may 
state that we have got tniini*;ipai ruhis in Galcutta which require the owners 
or occupiers *)f houses to do eortairi things and the authorities do not always 
roly on the assurance of the owners or occupiers on the present case, also 1 do 
not think that we should rest content with mill owners’ assurances.” 
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Afakarajadkiraja Bahadur of Burdmin; Rai R. C. Pal Bahadur; 

Rat M. (1. Mitra Bahadur. 

The Mahakajadhiraja Bahadur of Bubdwan (intovropting) said :— 

*^My lord, there are Inspectors who inspect septic tanks.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur said 

‘‘‘ My lord. I know that tlifT*^ are Inspectors, but the object of thi.s 
amendment is that on every occasion before the contents ai'e discharged into 
the river, the Inspt'ctor shonlil see that they have been properly treated. 
My lord, it may entail sonm additional cost, but it will not press very 
heavily on the rich jute mill owners on both sides of the river. 1 do not 
see, therefore, what is the harm in* adopting this suggestion. When (roveiai- 
ment lias framed its rub*, all we want, on l>ehalf of our community, is that it 
this process is regularly gone througii before the effluent is discharged into the 
river. Government should not leave it entirely to the mill assistants with 
casual iusptictious by the Insp.*ctor. Your Lordship is perha|)8 well aware that 
there is a largo volume of puldie finding against the installation of septic tanks 
and the liiscliarge of their effluent to the river. It is an old old cry ; and there 
is a strong public feeling that many of the diseases, specially the epidemics such 
as cholera, dysentery, etc., and otiier waterborne diseases, are due, I do not say 
mainly but to a large extent, to llie disidiarge from the septic tanks. I know, 
my lord, that one of the ej’-Mt-mbers of the Executive Council of ibis Pre¬ 
sidency. viz., Raja Kisori Lai Gossain. from bis place in the British Indian Asso¬ 
ciation urged upon the atteution of Government tiie necessity of closer atten¬ 
tion to tliis matter, if not t!ie closing or at least the diversion of the contents of 
septic tanks to the titilds. The grievances of the people have been pre8.sed mi 
many occasions on the attention of Government. 1 liojie at least the Maharaja- 
dliiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. who, although now annexed to the Government, 
belongs primarily to us, will take the matter into liis consideration and will 
imluce till! Government to remove this danger to tlie people by instituting 
prof>i>r control over liie septic tank installation until some measure 
is deviSill to divert the contents as suggested by the Hon’ble Sir Nilratan 
Sarkar. ‘ 

The Hon ble R.\i MAHKsni{.\ GuAxnnA Mitra Baiiaiu'r said ;— 

•• My b »rd, in mociiig this resolution I have come forward to represent 
the grievances of tliose people \^lio live on the two sides of the river. 
These are not imaginary grievances wliich 1 have put before the (.'ouncil. 
Every morning or every evening when people go to bathe in the river they 
feel this difflculty. Th<*se eonsideratioiis led me to come to Your Kxcelb-ncy’s 
('ouiieil and to represent the grievances of the people by submitting a 
nisolution. Tin' resolution is. as I have said, a very modest one. You 
have Inspectors of Sei tie Tank Insiallations. I'lie Inspector is required 
uiuler the rules to submit a eertiheate. but then bis certilicate is simiily ti¬ 
the elVe-Ct—'I recently inspected the factory noti'd above. He goes oeea- 
sionally, inspiicts tlie fai'tories and mills, and submits a rei.ort. 1 wisl'. 
niy lord, that that certifieate siiould l>e given before the aetual nuisance is 
eommittis,!. I expected that tlie Government Member in ciiarge. tlie llon’ble 
MaliRraj.adliiraja liubadur of Burdwan. would sympathise wiili me and allow 
this, a, very luoilest resolution, to 1 k‘ passeil. 

Now, so far .as tli<‘ merits of the resolution go. it appears tliat ilic re¬ 
solution tmly says that an luspeetor should earefully see that therequiriTni nis 
of that section, viz., section 19. are complied with an 1 nothing more. It is 
the duty of the Inspector to do it. and I press upon the consideration of 
the Goverument Member in chargi<. the llon’ble Maharaj.'idhirjija Bahadur 
of Burdwan, to consider whether these duties should not l»e performed in 
the way su^^ested in my resolution. It is for tln’se ivasms that I moved 
this resolution. There you have the Inspei'tor and you require him to 
Ruhmit a r« 9 ort. Why n«4 do it in sucii a way that there will be greater 
CQtttrd over the working of tins septic tanks ? (U course, we understand. 
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Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. 

my lord, that, the Mill Manager or Suj)erinfcendent inspeots the work ; but 
my view was—and I still retain it—that the Government Inspector should 
actually see that the work was properly done. According to the suggestions 
made in my resolution, there will be some control over the pollution of the 
river water. Larger questions have Ix'en discussed in the Council, and I 
^nm sorry to find tliat the t'hairnum of the Hwghly-Chinsura Municipality 
has been rebuked for the neglect of bis work. 1 do admit, my lord, that 
there has been neglect on the part of the Chuirinan of the Hooghly-Chinsura 
Municipality ; hut in moving this res(»lution 1 never expected a review of 
the work of the Chairman from the Hon’ble Member in charge, because 
before the water-works were introiiuoed in Hot^hly there was an outbreak 
of cholera. Since the introduction of water-works, I submit, there have been 
no such epidemics. 

The Hon’ble MAH.4KAJADinKA.r.< HAiiAnOR or Buuowak (inttu-rupting ) sanl :— 
“ That is not a fact. What I said was that <!Von after the intnxiuclion of 
the water-works, owing to the stoppage of water-supply due to some defects 
in the water-works, cholera broke out. ” 

The pKKsiDKNT said :— 

*‘ The Hon’ble Member will have an opportunity of replying later on. ’ 

The Hon’ble Kai Mamkxdka Ohanoka Mitra liAHAimit ( continuing said ;— 
“ My lord, 1 will not deal with this question. The Hon’bie Membt»r 
will perhaps excuse me for referring to the ol>.servat ions which In* made. 
But whatever it may bo, that is the resolution I have submitttnl l.efore the 
t 'ounoil. 

As regards the second pari of the re.solution. I am thankful, my lord, 
to the Hon’blc Member in charge for his kindly allowing this part to be 
accepted because it will be of some help. The resoluti(»n suggitsls that the 
inspection slumld be made as a matter of Cfmrso and not as a matter of 
option. I do not like to waste the time of tin* (Untneil by discussing further on 
the merits or to go l>ack upon the remarks whicii liave hci'n made by the 
Hon’ble Member in charge, ;ni<l I only pray that this (’ouncil will consider 
the first fKirt of my ri'solution. ” 

The Hon’blc Mahai!a.iai)Iiira.ia Haiiai>i'I! ok Hi i:i*w'an sahl ;— 

My lord, I urn not quite clear whether the lloirble Momber wishes l<i 
press his resolution. As 1 have stateil. tlu' Government are quite willing to 
accept the 8Cc»)nd portion of his resolution, but 1 should like to maki* a few 
observations. J have already said that the attention of Government has 
been drawn to these sofitic-tank installations ; that tlu* Government an* 
going to give their closest attention to this matter, and that the reason why 
Governnifuit do not wish to accept the first portion is because they think it 
to be supridluous ami that by the acc«*ptaiicc of the wording it might easily 
be possible ^or some of the mill-owners to evade the very thing which the 
Hon’blo Member wished to bo rectified. 

Now, as regards the rebuke that I am guilty of having given to the 
Hon’blc Mover I think that f was justified for the simple reason that the 
Hon’blc M<tv(!r was not only trying to point out to this Council that cholera 
and other epidemics which unfortunately prevailed in Highly and the 
adjoining places were mainly and solely due to the construction of the septic 
tanks, but wliat is more, he wanted to prove that cholera ImAe out in 
Hofjghly before the water-works <?aine to ho iiistallod there ; whereas, ns a 
matter of fact, Government have got auihoritntive opinion that for th(? W'at»*r- 
works not having been properly worked by the Municipality, of which ^ the 
Hon’ble Member happens to be the Chairman, the Municipality was really 
respimsible lor an outbreak of cholera. I think, thoroforn, that I was perfectly 
justified, on behalf of Government, in mentioning that matter to the Hon’ble 
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The President. 

Mover in my speech. Government are quite willing to accept the second 
portion, as I have already stated. ” 

The Pkbbidknt said ;— 

“ The Hon’ble Maharajadhiraja Bahadur uf Burdwan has explained that 
Government are quite prepared to act upon the second of the two amendments 
proposed in his rosolution. Thi\v art' not, however, jjrepared to act upon the 
first uf the two amendments Two con.' scss an*,, therefore, open to the Hon’ble 
Mover—either to withdraw his n'solution or else to press his resolution to 
a division.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Maheskha (-handka Mitka Bahaditk said :— 

‘‘May 1 be allowed to put the two parts of the resolution separately? If 
the Government do<*s not accept the second portion, because I press for the 
first portion, 1 shall have no other alternative but to withdraw the resolu¬ 
tion.” 


The Pkesiok.nT said :— 

“ As I have already mentioned the Government are prepared to act upon 
the second part and that has been clearly stated. With regard to the first 
part of the n>8olution. Government are not prepared to act upon it and 1 
un<lerstaml that tlie Hon'ble Mover desires a division to be taken upon it. 

1 would put it more clearly. If the Hon’ble Mover wishes to take a vote 
upon the first portion, it will not alter the decision of Government. The 
(»ovc*rnmenl an* pre|)ared to act upon the second part. The only ehect. so 
far us tin* Government are coneerne<i. of the division will be to decide 
whether the t’ouncil as a whole or a majority of the Uonncil are in favour of 
acting upon the first portion.'

The Ooufer<Mice was convened at tiie request of many Presidents of Panchayats and 
(Chairmen «>f Union Pommittees with the object of discussing various important matters 
relating to their work. All the Presidents and Chairmen of Dacca District were invited 
and also such members of Panchayats and Union Committees as expresse<l a special wish 
to atteml. The Oovernrnent officers present include.) the Subdivisional officers and 
Circle officers of the district, the Dir<!ctor and other officers of the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment, and the Deputy Inspecior-tieneral and several other Police officers. His Exc-llency 
the Governor of liengal, the lltm’ble Mr. Dealson Pell and Sir Henry Wheeler, Members 
of the Exectitive Council, Mr. L. Hirley, c.i.E.. and Mr. L. S. S. O’Malley, l.c.S., were also 
present during a part of the proceedings. The total number of persons present i-» 
estimate.) at over KOO. 

The proc ‘eiiings were held in a large open godown at the farm-steading of tlie 
• «ovt‘riinunit iarni at Manipur, Dacca. lb*fore the ordinary business commenced the 
I'ancbayais had Iteen met outsi.le the Farm iiy the Director and other officers of the 
Agricultural Department, win. eomlucle 1 them round the Farm explaining the nature and 
objects of th>' w.irk in progres.s. 

The Conference opi-ne.l with a brief speech by the Chairman welcoming the Presi- 
denu an.I ih.iuking them for their invaluable help in the a>lministration of the district. 
The (Chairman also poinU*.| out that time was limited and requested the speakers to be 
brief, to keep striedy to ilie point and to base tiudr remarks on their own actual 
experience. * 

1. The first resolution was proposed by Habu Lai Mohan Bbattacharjya, President 
Panchayat and t'hairman, ilasara rnion, ami run thus :— 

•• It should lie peruiissiule for a Union Committee to grant, once a year, a bonus to 
dafadar or chaukidar who has rendere.1 specially useful service in connection with 
Union Committee work. The aumuni of suen bonus shuul.i be not less than Rs. 12 and 
not more than Its. dth” 

The mover sai.l that from his experience of last year’s work he foun.l the help of the 
chan kidars very Hindu I for the supervision of the Union Committee roads and res.rved 
tanks, for the service of notices of meetings an.i notic s of sales of pounds and in many 
other ways. The formation of Union Cemmitteer; has increase.! the work of the chaii- 
kidars withnut giving a corresponding increase in their pay. ('baukidars should therefore 
get an increment of pay ; liut this cannot be given from Chaukidari funds. It would, 
therefore, be a stitiitiius to I’liioti Committees if they w’ere autbori^ol to grant a bonus to 
chaukidurs who have done utu-fu! work for the Committees. 

Habu ILira Lul Saba, Pr*.sideut Panchayat of Aiuta Union, supported the resolution 
but suggested that the lines rt?alise.| from chaukidars should be utilised for the purpose of* 
rewnnliixg ibeiu for their service to Union Commiitees. 

Hahn Aswini Kumar (’haudhury. l*resident Panchayat of Harirampur Union, and 
Rai Saheh Pramatba Nath Ghose, Presi<ient Panchayat of Jaslong Union, agreed w'itb the 
President Panchayat of Ainta. 

Mr. D. M. Sen pointe.l out that there wa.s sotne misapprehension in the amendment 
proposed by the President Panchayat of Anna. He reuiarkwi that the Union Committee 
fund was quite sejsirate from the Chaukidari Rewar.i Fund, which is maintained fnnn the 
tines of ebankidars. 

The general /oeling was in fa'«»ur of the, resolution as drafted. 

2. The second resolution was proposed by Habu Debemlra Kumar Hose, President 
Uanchayat and Chairman of Union Comiuittee at Dhipnr, and was as follows - 

“ That when uoewssary a clerk shtmld be appointed to assist tlie Chairman in the work 
of the Union Committee and tin' President in the work of the P.Hm'hayat ; that tlu pay of 
the olerk shuuhi not exceed H". lU per month and shoul.l be met from (I) any grout 
given by Qovcrnineul for that piirpom*, (2) the fund'* of the Uni*>u Committee.” 

The mover began by saying that the double functions of (rhainnau and Pr.’si.lent 
Itiive increased the clerical work in a Union. The Chairman is required to correspond 
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frequently with the District Board, to regulate the office work of the Union Committee 
according to the Circulars and orders received from the D. B., to check accounts, 
etc., while as President ho has to regularly keep notes of processes served, to report the 
rwult of local enquiries under section 202, Criminal Procedure Code, to compile jute 
forecasts, etc. All this work certainly makes a clerk necessary. He proposed that in all 
Unions where Union Committees have been established one-third of the clerk’s pay shmibi 
be met from Union Committee funds and the balance should be piovided by Government 
and that in those Unions where there are no Union Committees the whole may be met by 
Government. The resolution was supported by Babu Prakash Chandra Gupta, Member 
of J(he Jinardi Union Committee. 

Rai P. M. Base Bahadur, President Punchayat and Chairman of Betka Union, 
suggested that the pay of the clerk should be at least Rs. 2B, which would enable a really 
good man to be engaged and his sorvicos should be utilised as Tehsii Panchayat. He 
added that a bad or inferior man would be only a sourtu' of trouble to the Chairman. 

Rai Sahib Pramatha Nath Ghose suggested Rs. l.l as the pay of the post and objected 
to the transfer of the urork to the Tehsii Panchayat and to the abolition of the post of 
Tehsii Panchayat. 

Babu Jogesh Chandra Son supported Rai P. M. Basu Bahadur’s proposal but 
suggested Rs. 1.5 as the pay of the post. 

Babu Man Mohan Chukravarty, President Panchayat of Itahar, objected to th.- 
Tehsii Panchayat being paid a fi.ved salary instead of commission. 

Babn Nishi Kanta Mukherji remarked that Ks. :10 to Rs. 1.5 ought to be sutliciein 
as men are available in villages on this pay, e.y.. Postmasters. He added that the clerk 
should bo altogether separate from the Tehsii Panchayat. 

Mr. K. G. Hart, (^airman of the Conference, said that after consulting the opinion 
of the various Committees as to local conditions the most fitting arrangements could be 
made. There would be no need for hard-and-fast rules. 

il. The third rcsolntioii was proposed by Babn Lai Mohan Bose, Presi<lent and 
Chairman of the Union Committee, Rajanagur, vi/.. :— 

“ That section 22 of the Chaukidari Act should be amended by inserting after the 
words‘ten per cent.,’ the words ‘or with the sanction of tlx' District Magistrate not 
exceedingly' per cent.’” 

The mover said that in realising Cbankidari tav the Tehsii Panchayat has to visit 
every rate-payer’s house and has to devote almost his whole time and attention to the 
work. It is the practice in villages that rate-payers never goto the Tehsii Paiichavat’s 
house to pay their taxes. But indiscriminate issue of distress warrants in every case of 
default would cause great hardship to j>oor people who are generally ignorant of law aiei 
procedure. Ten per cent, on the collections is rather low remnneration for the whole liun- 
services of a Tehsii Panchayat. He proposed that the present legal maximum sliould be 
raised to 122 per cent, with a reservation that this extra 22 per cent, may be granted in 
Unions where the collection is over 07 per cent, of the assessment. 

Rai Haheb P. M. Ghose, President Panchayat of .laslong Uniem supported the 
resolution. 

The feeling of the meeting w'as strongly in favour of increasing the remuneration of 
the Tehsii Panchayat. 

4. The fourth resolution was proposed by Babu Kali Kumar Banerjee, President 
Panchayat and (’hairman of Union < ■ominittee at Baherak :— 

“ Panchayats should uniformly adopt the principle of first making a list of all persons 
in the Union who can afford Re. 1 a month and levying the balance from the remaining 
assessees proportionately to their income and property within the Union.” 

The mbver remarkeil that in order to make a fair assessment, it is desirable to have 
an accurate account of the circumstances and property to he protected of all persons in 
the Union and In order that the wealthier people may be assessed according to tlieir 
circumstances and that the poorer people may get equitable relief, the principle should he 
followed of first ascertaining thti {leople who are most well-to-do or who pay income-tax 
and then assossiug the remaining residents according to their circumstances. 

Rai Sahel) P. M. Ghose propoanl an amendment that as the law provides that 
every one who is able to pay half an anna p -r month should be taxed, the assessment list 
should be prepared by first ascertaining who can pay half an anna per month and th**n 
proceeding upwards ending with the wealthiest persons. 

Mr. D. M. Sen, Subdivisional Officer, North Sa<iar, pointed ont that under the l^cal 
Self-Government Act the Committee can impose assessment up to Rs. 60 per annum and 
that there is a likelihood of the maximum assessment under the (’hankidarl Act also 
being enhanced. 
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a. The lifth resolution ran thus:— 

“ That cordial oo-opei'atloa between the Police and the Panchayats being essential to 
good district administration, it shonld be ordered that, though the Panchayats should be 
the eyes and ears of the Police, they are not to be treated as subordinates but as feUow- 
workers for the common good and the Thana officer should be their friend and guide.” 

The resolution was proposed b^ Babu Nripati Ranjan Kay, Chairman of Hubhadya 
Union Committee, who said that the Police are necessary for preserving peace in the 
country but the proportion of Police officers to the population in Bengal is ohly 1 
per 2,000. Unless the Panchayats, as representatives of the people, co-operate with 
the Police, it is iinpoisible for the Police to delect criminals and to preserve the 
l>eaoe. It the Panchayats work as the eyes and ears of the Police then only can the 
Police preserve peace in the c(»untry. He added that Police officers are brothers, friends 
and kinsmen and there will be no real co-operation if the Panchayats keep aloof from 
the Police. He also said that co-operation did not me.in subordination. Police officers 
are public servants and are bound to s rve the jiublic. They, on their part, ought to be 
grateful for the great help they receive’ from the Panchayats. 

Manivi 8. Sidditj, President Pauchayat of Atabo, supported the resolution saying 
that the common object both of the Police and of the Panchayat is the same and as it is 
impossible for a Sub-Inspector to have full information concerning everything in his 
vast elaka it is inottinbent on the Panchayat to co-operate with the Police. 

Kai Saheb P. N. (those supported the resolution. Babu llara Lai Baha, President 
Panchayat of .\iuta, objectetl to the word “ guide ” in the resolution as being inconsistent 
with the first part of the resolution which says that the Police are to co-operate with the 
Panchayats. 

Mr. 8. G. Hart, as ('hairman of the (jouference, remarked that Panchayats have not 
the same experience and are laymen in the work in which Police officers should be 
oonsiiiered as experts as they devote to that work the whole of their time and thought. It 
is therefore right that Panchayats should look to the local Police officers for guidance. 

6. The President Panchayat and Chairman of Tetuljhora Union proposed the sixth 

resolution, viz.;— • 

'■ That the functions of the Panchayat and of the Union Committee should be combined 
in a single body of which the majority of the members should b“ elected.” 

The mover remarked that with the amalgamation the Coll-ction work would be com¬ 
bined in the same person which will accelerate the collection both of Cbaiikidari and of 
Cniiin Committee taxes. It would also enable the Committee to allot to such member a 
separate area, like a Headman’s urea, in which iie would he responsible for all work 
eonnected with roads, wells, etc. The work of tlie Union (’ommittee would thus be 
divi*led among the members instead of it being all »lone by one or two men. Panchayats 
have not been electetl heretofore, and one ailvnnlage of amlagamation would be that the 
majority of the Panchayats would be elected by the people. Another effect wotild be that 
the ohaukidar would work under one person only, which is impossilde where the 
President Panchayat and ('hairman are two separate persons. 

Babu T. C. (Uvakravarty of Baturia iti supporting the resolution remarked that 
amalgamation would obviate the friction which will be iuevitalde with two separate bodies 
in the same Union. 

Th'- resolution was unanimously accepted. 

7. Rai Saheh Pramatha Nath (liiose. President Panchayat of Jaslon Union, proposed 
the seventh re.solntion, viz.:— 

“ That Panchayats shonlil be invested with power to try petty civil .lud criminal cases, 
provided that such powers should not he exercised unless a quorum of at leas» three 
inembem is pr»*seut." 

The mover advocated the system of Village Courts and said that unless more )»ower 
IS given to Panchayats they are practically ua(deS8.” 

Babu A. K. (ffiaudhury. President Panchayat of Harinaruyaupur. supporting the 
resolution saiil that liy local trial of cases expenses will be reduced ami touts will be 
depriveil of opportunities of mischievous inlerfenutce. The Panchayats will he well 
acquainted with the partiesand with the touts ; so it will be easy fi«r them to find out the 
truth. The mover also suggested the conferment of powers on Pai'cbayats to try civil 
suits up to the value of Ks. .lO. 

Babu Debendra Kumar Bose supported the resolution. 

Babu Jogimdra Nath Bauerjee, President Panchayat of .Aralia Union, .supported the 
reaolution and suggested that no Pleaders or Muktears ihonid be allowed to appear in 
Village Courts. 
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Rai Sahel) Pramatha Nath tihose remarked that Pleaders aad Maktears miial be 
allowed to jippear an all accu8e<l persons should be given an opportunity of defending 
themselvefi. 

The feeling of the meeting was strongly in favour of the establishment of Village 
Courts. 

S. Rai Saheb Behari Lai Dliar, President of Matuuii Union, proposed the eighth 
resolution:— 

“ That Panchayats should be empowered to order persons to remove water-hyacinth 
fram waterways passing through or by the side of ibeir land; on their failure, to have the 
work done, and realise the cost from the defaulters.” 

The Rai Baheb described vividly the troubles caused by these aquatic weeds anil the 
damage done to the crops and to the fish. He advocated legislation on the above lines 
which he thought should be widened by inserting after the word “ land ”, the words ‘‘or 
from botds in their possession ”, and the words or from the person in possession or any 
one or more of the co-sharers in joint possession of the beel ” after the won! ” defauItiTs.” 

The resolution was supported by Babu Nisbi Kanta Mukherjee,' President Pauohayat 
and Chairman Auishahi Union. He deprecated the present dilatory methods of law courts 
in combating the nuisance and urged legislation empowering Panchayats to get the 
nuisance removed l)y the owners themselves. 

Rai K. C. Guhu Bahadur proposed an aniendiueni to the eifect that the khals by the 
sides of District Board and Local Board roads ^houl•l be cleared liy the District Hoard 
or Local Board. 

Rai Saheb P. N. Ohose, while supporting the resolution, remarked that all Kachtiri 
(water-byacinth) throughout the district should be cleared on one particular day, just as 
tbe census is taken, otherwise if any village is cleared one >lay, the next day it will be 
choked with Kachuri brought in from neighbouring villages. 

Babu Jogesh Chamira Sen remarked that tbe work might very widl be done by 
volunteers. 

Mr. S. G. Hart, (.Miairinan of the Conference, agreetl with Rai Saheb B. N'. Gho-e and 
said he lookeil forward to a lime when there wonbi be a day set apart for clearing Kachuri 
which would be called the Kachuri Day, like May Day, Arbor itay and other annual 
festivals, and on that day school-boys, officers, and every one would take a holiday from 
their ordinary pursuits and ail join together in clearing away every particle of water- 
hyacinth from the pools and streams. 

9. Resolntion ;— 

“That one model Lower Primary school for boys and another for girls shoiibl be 
established in every Union in the district." 

This was proposed by Munshi Abdul Rahman Bliuyan, who remarked that as the 
majority of the cultivating class are illiterate some provi.sinn for e>lucation should be 
made in every Union on the lines of this retHdution. 

Babu Girija Kanta Mazumdar, President Panchayat of Kolia Union, supported the 
resolntion. 

* 1((. Munshi Ahmed Ali, President Panchayat, Kaiagachia, proposed- " That in 
consideration of the large amount of time involved in compiling siitistios for jute 
forecasts, (iovernment should be moved to sanction an annual grant of Ks. 5 tb each 
Union in jute-growing areas." 

In moving the resolution Munshi Ahmed Ali staUul that the.compilation of the jute 
forecast involves at lea.si ten days’ hard labour on the part of the Panchayats and they 
should l)« given some pecuniary consideration for this serious loss of time. 

11. Resolution ;~ 

"That where a public thoroughfare has, by omission, not been enieretl as such in the 
Settlement Record, it is udvisal»le that, the Union Cominilte** should record a resolntion 
declaring the pathway to be, by established user, a public thoroughfare and should then 
take steps to reclaim and preserve it.” 

This resolution was pioposed by Rai Pyari .Mohan Bosu Bahadur, President and 
Chairman, Hetka Union, who, in doing so, remarked that the Hettiemeot Department has 
shown in the cadastral maps only gome of the more important pathways and that there 
have been many omissions. In Cises of omisslori the Union Committee shonld be 
em]> 0 W 8 red to reclaim the paths, this being specially necessary in Munshigunj subdivision. 
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Ho Bugj^ertteU that any such halot> (pathway) should he demarcated l)y iron pegs after a 
reauliitiou has been passed by the Union Committee declaring it to be a public thorough¬ 
fare.

Mr. S. G. ITarl remarked that it ia well known and admitted by the Settlement 
DejjartnienI tliai many )>nblic limroughfareH have not been recorded in the Hettloiuent 
in:i|i.s and records. If a formal n solution is passe*! by a Union Committee to the effect 
Ibai a certain pathway i.s by eslablish<-d user a jiublic thoroughfare, this will help very 
inuifirtully to estabjisli ihf' fact fov ]>r:)ciioai and evtui for legal (uirposes.

!^tiapur. " That’tin ler lh c.,.mro; of tin ihan.t Police .lo.l t he Miperv i-inn ,if t he Panchayat 
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working in co-operarion, the system of patrolling by ohankidars ahoald be made more 
effeotire. ('hanki'dars should be provided with up-to-date lists^of all the Dagis and had 
chj^racters in their own an<l all the adjoining Unions (including Unions of other thanaa). 
Kvory night they should go round their heats and take special care to look up persons of 
bad or doubtful character and watch their doings on dark nights. The dafadars sliouid 
be provided with bull’s eye lanterns instead of ordinary hurricane lanterns.” 

The mover remarked that in his Union by the system of patrolling describeiriu the 
resolution he had detected ami caught red-handed many criminals.- He addinl that 
hurricane lanterns supplied to dafadars are not suitalde for patrolling as they scare 
away the bad characters who take precautions when they see the light. Hull’s eye 
lanterns are required for night-patrol work. 

16. liai liamesh Chandra 6aha Bahadur, President and Chairman of Bajrajogini 
Union, in a forcible spei'ch urged that at present great diflicnlty is experienc«at in realising 
taxes from persons who lock up their houses. Most of the well-to-do people of Miinshi- 
ganj Subdivision live away from their villages in the pursuit of tiieir avocation. Being 
well off they caiuiot be exempted from taxation. They make no provision lor the pay¬ 
ment of their taxes but lock up their houses ; and even though there is moveable properly 
within, it cannot be distrained for the realisation of the tuxes. The result is a deficiency 
in the Union Chuukidari fund which has to lie met from the pocket of the President 
Panchayai, which is most unfair. The trouble arises from the fact that tliere is iii> provi¬ 
sion in the law fur the realisation of taxes of asstwsees who lock up their houses. 

The speaker moved the following resolution : That a new section to be numbered 
27A, should be inserted in the Chaukidari Act to the following effect ;— 

“On receipt of a report attested by the collecting member and the President of Puu- 
chayat that tiie moveablo property of anj* defaulting absentee cannot be distraim*'! except 
by breaking open the house of the defaulter, the District .Magistrate or the Subdivisioiial 
«>tlicer may issue an order, authorising the I’resideiil lor that purpose, to break open or 
cause to lie broken open, in bis presence, any dotir or window of the house.” 

liai Saheb Prainatha Nath Chose suggested that the certificate proc -dure might be 
followed in such cu^es. . ^ 

Balm Lil .Mohan Bose. President of Rajnagar, suggested that tlie procedure sanctioned 
by the Municipal Law for realising arrear tuxes should be followiol. 

The general feeling of the Conference was strongly in favour of action to enforce 
payment, of taxes by abseuiee dofaiillers. 

17. Proposed i y Lalii Mohan Sen, Presiiieui of Amiupur : “ That a section should 

be inserted itt the Local Self-tiovernment Act enabling a Union Cuiuiiiittee to elect one 
ol its ruembers to be Vico-Cbairman.” 

7'he mover pointe<i out that there is provision for a Vice-Chairman in all other local 
authorities, such as Municipalities, District Board.s or Local Board.s. Nowadays when 
the l.thairuian is absent from the Union for some time the work of the (.'ummitme Coftu*s 
to a standstill and nothing can be done until the Chairman returns. ^ 

This closed the discussion. 

IM. Mr. Milligan, Director of .Agriculture, then addressed t!ie meeting thunkiug the 
Presidents for their help in popularising the new varieties of paddy and jute which the 
Department is introducing. Mr. Milligan clearly explained tlie system liy which it is hO]H..t 
to effect the distrihution of seed of the new varieties into every Union, every village and' 
every field where the conditions are suitable. 

At tlie Director’s request many of the Panchayats rose and testified to the excellent 
results obtainad in ih<-ir Unions from seed supplied by the AgriouUiiral Department. 

U*. His Excellency the Covernor then arrived and addressed a oordiai speech of 
encnurageriKMit to the Presidents. 

20 . The Conference then dispersed, many of the raeinhers on their way taking the 
opportanity to further examine the experitnents and demonstrations in progress on the 
Oovernment Farm.

.STATE-MliM OF ()H.1l':CT.S ANI> REASONS. 

The . bjeot d this Uill is t.. amend the I’roviiieial liis dve .cv Aet, llKJ? 1II of 1P07), which 
contains the law of Insolvency m f.TCe in Hritisli India outside tlie I’resideiiey-towii' aii.l the 
town of Raiig.ion. The .'Vet came iul" force on thi' I si .Taiiiiary, Itti'S, and s-jnee then with 
the exct’ption of a tew u-.iiiuporlaiit iiniendmonts made in ltd-I-, it li.is not l>eeii a iieiide:. Ten 
years' exisTieneeof the piaetical working of the Aet has brought to light many defeets wl.icli 
have from time to time prov. ked eritieism fr.'m iims of the L e.il Ouvernments and n -t a few 
of the .Iiidges wlio have had fo administor its provisions. Numer.> is s.iggest'iuiis for the amend¬ 
ment of the .Vet on vuri ius points have als.i been received fr.nii time i.. time from the eommer- 
ciiil coiiimiiiiities and members of the legal pr'fe.ssion. 

2 The chief indictment of the .\et is that it lends itself to the proteelion of fraudulent 
dehtois, that it subjects an undischarged iiisolveip t • litth- .w no praotiral inoonveiiieuee, and 
(hat it# proviiioni for the punishment of fraudulent insolvents are not effective in pr.wtioa. 



•S. One of the principal defects iu the existing law arises from the fact that the conduct 
of the debtor in many cases never comes under the scrutiny of the Conrt. 'I'he stage at 
which the misoonduot of the debtor shonld come before the Oonrt, and at which most of the 
provisiems affecting a fraudulent insolvent would operate, is when he applies for his disohar^. 
Bat there is nothing in the Act which requires him to apply for his discharge, and in practice 
such applications are rare. To remedy this apsajbisfiictory state of the law, it is proposed to 
include in the Act provisions which will compel an insolvent to apply to the Court within a 
prescribed period for his dischar^re or to lose the proteotion afforded by the insolvency pro* 
ceediugs. The Court will have power to extend the prescribed period and, when the adjndtca* 
tion u^er is annulled owing to the failure of the insolvent to apply in time for bis discharge, 
a fresh petition on the eame facts will be barred. These proposed changes are effected by the 
proviso to proposed new seelion liC in clause 4 of the Bill, new sub*section (lA) (<V) in clause 
10, thenmen lments in clause il (1), (d) and (4), and the amendments in clause 20. 

4. It is now settled law that under the Act, ns it stands, it is not open to the Court to 
reject the petition of a debtw on the ground that the applioation is an ah<ise of the law. 
While admitting that the object ol an insolvency law is to deal with all iniolvonts, whether 
honest or not, and that no applicant who is in fact insolvent should be liable to have his 
petition cismi.ssed in limine, ir. seems reasiinil'le that the Court should have discretion as 
to the amount of protection to he afforded to a |>otitioning debtor iu each individual (* 080 , the 
debtor being reiiuircd to show that he is in fact unable to pay his debts, and that he has 
not concealed his pro]ierty. These changes in the existing law are effected by the ameiidineut 
in clauses 9 and 10 {2) and by clause 12, which inserts a new section 16A as to pro¬ 
tection oiders on the lines of section 25 of the Presidency Towns Ins dvenoy Act, 1909. 

t). A farther defect in the Act. is the absence of provisions sufHcienoly defining the power 
of Courts to decide qae.stions of law and fact arising in insolvency proceedings. In certain 
eases, c.ff., those mentioned in sectirms 18 (^), <‘10 and 117. the t'oiirt is empowered to pa.ss 
orders, .and seeti' n 47 defines the general powers of the ('ourt in regard to proceedings under 
the Act, but nowhere is a general power conferred on tbe Court to deal with and decide 
impoitant iiuestions of law and fa« t [e.g. a (pieslion of title to propt;rti) which may arise in the 
insolvency proceedings. This i|nestion lias rorei. 'y been the subject of conflicting decisions 
in the Allai:abad ar.d the Calcutta High Courts. In Nilmoni Chouidhri v. Diirga C/ia’tiH 
Clotcdkri (2:J W. N., 7nj), the Calcutta High Court dissenting from the .Allahabatl High 
Court held that the Insidvsn y C urt has no such power, and that a question of title to 
pripeity ahluld be tiiei in a separate suit. It is obviously desirable that this conflict, 
between tht* two High (’'urts should be terminated, and having regard to the prcvideiiee of 
tiansactions in India and the imjiortanct' of arrning Courts with adispia'c powers 
for the speedy redisat on of assets in the interests of cri*ditor*, tie* (loveriimeiit i f India are 
of opinion that the Court should be given full power to decide all questiens raisisi in iiis 'lvency 
proceedings (danse .‘1 of th-* Bill accordingly enact * a pr vision ■■n t he li .ics of seeti- ii 7 
of the Presidency Towns Insolvemy Act. 

6. Proceedings instituted against ffauduWt insolvents are frequently infruistiious. Thi* is 
largely due to the lack of priroiaion in the Act as to the procedure t" lie adopted by f ’c Conn 
which desir s to take action. The wording of sub-seotion ',2) of section t'J is unduly vague, 
reganl beii g hud to the face that it (institutes a criminal effence, and experience has shown 
that it frequently creates difficulties. It is pr posed that tlie jsina! provisions of existing 
section 41’ sb uid be amended on the lines of section lOll of tl *■ Presideney Towns Iiisolveiiey 
.\et, nnd fhui tbe }>roceduie to be followed on a charge should l>e defined on the li(^ of section 
104 of that Act. It is propose! to emlsidy these provisions in the two separati' sections 45-A 
and 4d-B inserted by elau«e 19 of the Bill, which also inserts a new section 4S-(' containing 
provisiims sinidur to thosi- of section lt>5 of the Presidency 1 owns Ins<dvency Aot. It s -ems 
desirable to make it edear that a dishonest insolvent wh<i has been guilty of an offence under 
the .Act can be [>r<>ceedcd against even after he has olitained his discharge, or after a composition 
submitted by him has been accepted. 

7. The sunimuty administration of petty inaidvonoies is now largely governed 
by rules made i>y tie High ConrU under section 5l (2) (c) of the Act, but it seems 
desirable that the .Act it^'clf should contain more detailed provision-i than at prcHent, 
and that further simplification of pMocilure should bo effected. It is pro)>nsed therefore that, 
in addition to .my further modifications to be made by rules, section 4S should contain 
(crtain definite ■ rnvisions, and it is thoogiit that, if these changes are nnade, it would lie 
well to confine summary administration to cases whore the sasets do not exceed Rs 200 
instea d of the existing limit of Ra. .500, and reserve a diserstioii to the (.'ourt to direct 
the ordinary procedure to be followed in cases where it thinks such a coarse desirable. 

8. These amendments will, it is hoped, go far to ebeok the abuses rendered poi^sible b^ 
tbe defects in the existing law. 

9. Opportunity has been taken to effect oei tain minor amendments in tlie Act, and su ex* 
planafion of the reasons for the changes proposed will be fonnd in tbe ATo/es os Chimet,

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Cfbuse S.-—cxpreBt-uui “ available act of insolvency ” is not used anjwbere else in the 
Acti^and a definition tbercfoie si'ems unneonf^sary. No tiucfa definition is to be found in the 
Presidency Towns Insolvency Act. Tlie amendment in tbe definition of “ property ” makes it 
elew that trust proper^ is not to be dealt with under the Act as property of the insolvent. 
It 18 proposed to include a definition of the expression “ transfer of property ” on the lines 
of the definition in section 2 of the Presidency Towns Act. 

Clause 4 is principally a drafting amendment. The opportunity has been taken to split 
np jwetion 6 into five separate sections with a view t<» re-arrange ite different parts in their 
logical order. New section (!A merely reproduces existing section 6 (6). New section B 
deals with the oondilious on which a creditor may petition and reprodnees existing section 6 (4) 
and (5). New section 6C deals with the debtor’s petition and re|>roduces existing section 6 (3) 
with the addition of a proviso which is a corollary to the amendments in clauses 11 and 20 of

3,40,945, as agaiu^^t the budget estimate of Rs. 4,76,480 and 
the actuals (Rs. 4,38,.319) of the previous year. Compareil with tlio budget 
estimate, the decrease in ex|x.‘nditure is mainly attrilmt’d*!'* to I n,; postpone¬ 
ment of expenditure on experimental river-training works, pending the 
repqj't of Sir George Hucbanan, k.(’.v.e., who had been deputed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Railway Bnjird. to report on the development of the port,^ and 
also to BJivings in the budget grants for re]>airs to the dredger Kamafuli / 
and for the provision of a new hull for the S. O'ekho. The report in 
question was received after the close of the year. 

The nett working result is a cre«lit balance of Hs. 4,824. If there had 
not been the Government subsidy of Rs. l,.5(.),0(K). the . year would hav(' 
closed with a deficit of Rs. 1,45,176. With a view to improving the unsatis¬ 
factory financial position of the Port Fund, Government sanctioned tlie 
following measun'S — 

(a) continuance of the Government grant of Rs. lakhs till the 
termination of the war ; 

{b) raising of port dues from 4 annas to 1 annas 6 pies per ton, with 
effect from 12th August 1917 ; 

, (c) imposition of a surchargt; of It'd per cent, on mooring and unmoor¬ 

ing charges from 1st March 1918 ; 

{d) a Rill for tlie amendment of the Chittagong Port Act also has 
recently b(*en pass(‘d by the Legislature to remove the j)res- 
cribed maximum rate of rivnu- dues of 4 annas pi‘r ton imposed 
by section 58, sub-sec tion (<?) of the Chittagong Port Act, 1914. 

Asset! and Liabilities.— The value of the I*ort ('ommi.sHioners'prop(‘rties 
was estimated on Hist March 1918 at Rs. 35.11.8.50. and the liabilities 
(excluding Rs. 5,12,.583 being the outstanding balance! ol loans from Govern¬ 
ment for revetment work) at Rs. 29.oi:>. The corresponding assets and 
liabilities for the preceding year were Rs. 35,9!t,()9| and R-;. 12.295. 

Dredging • —'rio! dredger Knrnnfuli / worked at the; Inner and Outer 
liars lor 139 days, dredging 72,t)8.5()8 e. ft. at a cfisi of Rs. 1,22.835, including 
depreciation on capital cost. 

The dredger reniained undi'r repairs from Ist August 017 Itt 9th Sop- 
tember 1917 aud from I9tb Febrtiary tf» .lOth Aptil I'.tl.’'. 'I'he grab-dredgers 
also Were emidoyed during the year solely on tiie ’• Ring Rar ”, where they 
worked continuously from D. ivuiber to May inclusive, i xcavating -lO.OOtt 
c. ft. of bard slial;', at a <!ost of Rs. 9,800. iindiniing depre<’iat ion. 

Outer Bsr. —An av(‘rag«> depth of 8 feet 5 inches w.is maintained through¬ 
out the year ovcj this bar by coniiinious dr«-dgijjg. Out of a total of 139 days 
on which tin* <lredger was at work slnt was employed for rii^d.ayson this 
bar. 

Inner Bar, —Here an average d(!pth of 9 feet 4 inches was maintained 
during the ye;ir. 

River Survey. —A survey from the Telegraph Posts ih»‘v«*n miles nlM»ve 
Sadargliat) to the mouth of the river w.'is (;arrie<i out. Observations slunving 
the direction ami velocity of the. currents at :dl stales of tiie tide, from just 
above Sadarghat to the mouth of tin* river, w(;re alsc; taken. 

Revetment. —The no'ctment, wiih slight repairs between kh.als Ne. 6 
aud 8, storsi Well. 

Lighthouses and Light-vessel.— The Kutuhdia and Xormnn Point Light¬ 
houses ami the L. V’. tSaranft were in goenf order aud vven* frequently ius- 
Ijectod during the yc^ar. Repairs to the light-vessel were executed at a 
cost of Rs. 24,821. 
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thipplig. —The total number of ooean-^oing steamers, inland steamers 
and sailing vessels entering the port was 600, as against 774 during the 
previous year. Only two cases of shipping casualties were reported to 
Goveraracmt; and in both no further enquiry was considered necessary. No 
Marine Courts were held. 

OitMtiOB of VOSSOlS. —Four inward-bound and one outward-bound 
vessels wore detained for not more than two days in any one case, during 
the months of April and May 1917 and January and February 1918, owing to 
insufficient depth of water over the bars. 

TratfO. — ^'riie total value of foreign and coasting sea-borne trade amounted 
to Rs. .598‘05 lakhs (excluding 63*81 lakhs on account of jute and tea for 
Government) as against lls. 866*68 lakhs during the preceding year. The 
decrease was due to the war. 

PMTt PBlica. —The work done by the Port Police was satisfactory. 

SailtStlOB. —The general health of the port was good. 

BMtrSl. —During the year un<ier review the iluties of the Port Officer 
were carried on by the Collector of Customs conjointly with the Senior 
Harbour Master, as no officer from the Royal Indian Marine was available 
to succeed Commander H. Morland, r.i.m. 

Mr. K. C. De, Commissiwier of the Cliittagong Division, remained 
Chairman of the Conmiissioners throughout the year. 

The thanks of (Joverninent are due to tliese officers and to the Commis¬ 
sioners for their efficient administration of tlie Trust in spite of the difficulties 
of tlie year.

The statistics have been 
compiled from retnrns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta* Rap way 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 
the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta Canals. 


Qenerti Summapy. 

iffl|Hirtt.~The imports ot rice, including paddyf, into Calcutta by rafl, river, 
canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the months of April to June,, 1918, 
amounted to 3,290,000 maunds as against 2.154.00(1 maunds in the correspond¬ 
ing period of the preceding year,—-an increase of 53 per cent. There was a 
decrease (26 per cent] in the imports of coal and coke (18,713,000 maunds as 
against 26,423,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, river, road, and 
sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed ati increase of 24 t»er cent, 
the total value amounting to Rs. 1,07,66,000 as against Re. 86,68,000 in 19J7. 
The quantity of indigo imported during the months of April to June, 1918, 
increased (4,000 maunds as against 600 maunds last year). The imports of 
raw jute amounted to 975.000 bales as against 481.000 bales,—an increase of 
102 per cent. The importations of gunny-bags, however, showed a decrease- 
of 31 per cent (78 million bags as against 113 millions in the preceding year ). 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rapt' and mustard seed ) decreased 
by 11 per cent from 1.812,000 maunds ro 1.615.000 maunds. The imporis of 
tea increased by 23 per cent from 413 maunds to 511 maunds. 

ExpOPtl.—The (■Xf)orts <4' cotton piece gootis. foreign, from Calcutta Hy 
all routes during the months of April to .Inne. 1918, increased by nearly 2 
per cent (Rs. 6,52,68.(0) as against Hs. 6,41,69,000 last year). The expoil> 
of gunny bags (excluding the exports by sea to foreign countries) increaseti 
from 28 million bags to 39 million bags. The shipmenis of gunny bags to 
other Indian ports increased by 2,179,000 in munber in the period undt r 
leview (8.y()4.00U as against 6,725.000 last year). The quantity of kerosuiu 
oil despatched from Calcutta and lludge-Rudge hy internal routes and i'y 
sea (coastwi.se) decreased from 1.441.0(K) maunds to 1,193,000 maunds. or by 
17 per ceil!.

I HAVE the honour to submit the following consolidated leport on 
the administration of the Salt Department for the year 1917-18. The report, 
deals with preventive operations in the saliferous districts of the Presidency, 
which were under the control of the Commissioner of Excise and Salt, and 
with the importation and issues of salt under the control of the Customs 
authorities. 

2*. Charts of tho Dopartmoat. —I was in charge of the Department 
throughout the year. 


CHAPTER I. 

General. 

3. Credit system of payment of duty.— Th(> Collector of Customs, 
Calcutta, reports that securities to the extent of Ks. 54,84,200 wore deposited 
during the year, as compared with Rs. 55,22,K.'O in 1916-17. The amount 
of duty debited during tho year under the system was Rs. 83,68,422 
against Rs. 89,49,ISl^' in tho previous year. Tiiere- were 48 depositors 
during the year, three of whom closed their accounts, leaving a balance of 4.5. 

4. Salt goiam at Chittagong •—There was no lack of storage space, 
as imports were smaller than in 1916-17. Tho average wastage was 0’88 
only as compared with r 06 in tho previous year. There was one bad case 
of wastage in a gola where the salt had been stored for nearly two years and 
the floor had sunk considerably, but this was immediately remedied on the 
gola being cleared. 

5. Consumption of duty-froo Salt for commorcial purpasat.- The 

quantity of salt delivered free of duty for commercial purposes, or on 
which a drawback of duty was subsequently allowed for the same reason, 
amounted to 12,300 maiinds us compared with 8,500 maunds in 1916-17. 

6. Applications for liconses to manufacturo Salt.— Several applica¬ 
tions for licenses to manufacture salt were received in Chittagong in 
November and December, when prices were at their highest and 8to(^s were 
low. The applicants were taken by the Superintendent to inspecU the 
richest scils in the district, but came to the conclusion that conditions were 
not suitable for the manufacture of salt on a commercial scale. A sub¬ 
sequent application for permission to manufacture salt experimentally without 
supervision for a period of six months, on a small scale, by the methods 
followed by illicit manufacturers, was rejected on tho ground that proposals 
could not be entertained unless they provided for adequate supervision over 
th(j processes of manufacture. An application was received in the 24-Par- 
ganas in February, but was withdrawn a few days later. With a view 
to encouraging the manufacture of salt in Bengal special enquiries were made 
in all the coast districts, with the exception of Bakarganj, in order to ascertain 
whether there was any hope of successfully introducing manufecture on a 
commercial scale, but the reports received show that such manufacture by 
any of the methods hitherto employed is impracticable in Bengal. AiMiiist 
there are patches of saline soil which lend themselves readily to illicit 
manufacture on a small scale by villagers, who employ their women and 
children for the purpose and are thus put to practically no expense, the soils 
are too poor and too scattered to make supervised manufacture possible, except 
at a cost which would render production entirely unremunerativo., The climate 
of Bengal is altogether unsuited to the system of rnanufapture by solar 
evaporation, which is followed in Madras.

8 . Imports.— • * . * . * * * 

• * * The total imports into Calcutta and Chittagong 

decreased by 19’3 per cent, and 20*,3 per cent., respectively, as a result of 
lack of tonnage. There was, however, an increase in imports into Calcutta 
from Aden, Port Said and Massovvah and a shipment was received at 
Chittagong from the United Kingdom for the lirst time since 1913-14. 

Out of the total importation of 78, 24, .372 maunds into the port of 
Calcutta, 67, 95, 338 maunds or 86 per cent, were bonded in the Sulkea 
during the year as against a percentage df 72 in the pnjvious year. * * 

9. Sales of imported salt from shii^ard and bond.— ' * * 

In Calcutta the sales direct from shipboard show a decrease of 60 per 

cent., and those from bond of 13 per cent. In Chittagong the sales direct 
from shipboard and bond decreased by 66’9 per cent, and 14‘8 per cent, 
respectively. There was a decrease of 24"8 per cent, in the total sales of 
imported salt. All the vessels carrying salt to Calcutta were steamers.

12. Ininnd bondod wnmhOUSOS. —There were 11 private bonded ware¬ 
houses in this Presidency against 10 at the close of the i-revious year, vk., 
2 at Narainganj (Dacca). 1 at Bhaijrab Bazar (Mymensingh), 1 at Madaripur 
(Faridpur). 4 at Jhalakati (Kakarganj) and 3 at Chandpur (Tipp<‘ra). One 
new gola was opened at Jhalakati. One of the 3 at Chandpur was 
closed during the year. The quantity of salt despatchetl to these 11 inland 
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warehouses from shipboard and iu the ports of Calcutta and Chitiagoug 
was 3,77,070 maunds, as compared with 5,26,790 maunds in 1916-17, showing 
a decrease of 28*4 per. cent. There was,.a decrease of 23,700 maunds or 
55‘6 per cent., in the quantity of salt despatched to bonded warehouses in 
other provinces, the quantity despatched in the year being 18,900 maunds (to 
Ajniiriganj in Assam) against 42,600 maunds in the previous year (6,000 
maunds to Chandbali in Bihar and Orissa and 36,600 maunds to Ajmiriganj). 


CHAPTER III. 
Consumption and prioes. 


15. Consumption. —The total quantity of salt which irnssed into con¬ 
sumption in this Presidency during the year 1917-18 was 69,68,452 maunds. 
This is exclusive of 27,51,437 maunds, the net export by rail, road or river, 
but inclusive of 696 maunds educed from saltpetre. 

16. Pricos of salt in Bon^l generally.— • • « 

• ••*••• -j’ljere was 


an increase of Re. 1-0-7 in the average as oompared with the previous 
year, which is attributed to the rise in the price of imported salt. 

The retail prices in the saliferous districts nliowod an abnormal incrtrase. 
the price per seer ranging from 1 anna 6 pies to 4 annas. The average whole¬ 
sale price per 100 maunds of Liverpool salt, as sold from ship’s side in the 
port of Calcutta, exclusive of duty, was Rs. 273-6-4 against Rs. 145-9-5 in the 
previous year, whilst at Chittagong it was Rs. 409-6. 

In February 1918 Government fixed the maximum prices at which salt 
might be sold wholesale ex-golas and retail in the districts. By Government 
Notification No. 1607Con}. of the 20th March 1918, a higher rate was 
allowed for Chittagong, The maximum prices at which salt may he sold for 
delivery at the Sulke?a and Chittagong salt golaa are now fixed at the 
following rates per K'O maunds ;—

At the same time the maximum retail price of salt was fixed at 1 anr.a 9 pies 
per seer in all places in the Presidency. Burd wan and Chittagong Divisions and 
2 annas per seer in all places in the Dacca and Rajshahi Division-s. 


CHAPTER V. 

Financial Results. 

20 . Recalptf anil Charges.— * * * * 

• • • As compared with 191.6-17 receipts show a 

decrease of Rs. 24,88,252 or 18’6 per cent., and charges of Rs. 28,068 or 8*4 
l)er cent. The net revenue was Rs. 1,06,09,133, which was less than that of 
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the previous year by Rs. 24,60,184 or 18'8 per cent. The decrease in the 
receipts occurred mainly under the head “ Import Duty on Salt.” The 
charffes do n(!ft. include any share of cost of the Customs Preventive Service, 
which is largely employed in safeguarding the salt revenue. * * 

CHAPTER VI. 

Miaoeilanaous. 

21. Saltpetre refineries and soda factories.- -There were three 
licensed saltpetre refineries at Maniktola, Sulkea and Kakurgachi during the 
year, against one at Maniktola in the previous year. No license was issued 
in 1917-18 for the manufacture of sulphate of soda. 

The quantity of refined saltpetre*in-oduced during tlie year was 16,989 
mauiids against 7,.')3-l maunds in the f)reviou8 year. The increase was due 
to greater demand for saltpetre on account of the European War. The 
quantity of salt educed in the process of refinement of saltpetre was 942 
maunds as compared with 42 maunds in 19lr-l7, ami the quantity of aitta 
(impure salt) loft in the course of refinement was 191 maunds against nil in 
the previous year. Six hundred and ninety-six maunds of educed salt were 
sold during the year as compared with Hi maunds in 1916-17. the duty 
realized being Rs. 870 against Rs. 53-12 in the previous year. The license 
fees realized from the saltpetre refineries amounted to Rs, 150.

Th« Report of the Oommifltlioner of Excise and Salt, Benpal, on the Hilministratiim 
of the Salt Department in KenKal during 1917-is, 

The report cuvors a perioii within whicli ahnnrmal coruJitions prevailed 
in the salt market, and a situation arose which necessitated the intervention 
of Government, and the fixation of prices under the Defence of India (Con¬ 
solidation) Rules. A fall in the amount of the st(K*ks at the igfo/a-s led to a 
fear that there would be shortage of stocks, and tin* demand lu'came so 
considerable that prices rose rapidly from the midille of Octolier liU7, eulmi- 
natiiig in a very high figure in the end of Novetnher 1917. High retail 
prices as a (jonsequence prevaihtd tliroughout the provimu*. and led in ]iart 
to loots in hats and bazars. Government took steps to deal witlr ihe 
situation, and while they made arrangements to ensure ample supplies ef salt, 
they fixeil maximum prices for the wholesale and retail sale of salt The 
effect of these measures is seen in the position at the jwesent time. 'I'he 
stocks in the ijolan on the Slat March last amounted ton little over 11 lakhs 
of niaunds, I'Ut liy the end of the first week of August they had increased to 
over 18 laklis of maunds, whihi large supplies are expected in the next few 
months. The abundance of the supply has l(*d to a fall in price, and whole¬ 
sale prices now rule appreciably lielow the maximum fixed in March last. 

2. Reference is made in the Report to the applications made for permis¬ 
sion to manufacture salt locally, and the difficulties attendant on any scheme 
for manufacture by the indigtmoiis methods formerly adople<l in Bengal. 
Government have expressed their willingness to encourage any scheme of 
manufacture under conditions which wdll safeguard the revenue, although 
they have not so far sanctioned any of the applications referred to in the 
Report, which in fact are not likely to mature. 

3. Generally the position as regards salt is far more satisfactory than 
was the case a little while ago, even althnugh prices are still high< r than in 
pre-war limes.

The Report on Police Administration in the Bengal Presidency for the year 1916 
and the Resolution of Government thereon. 


Mr. C. W. C. Pi.owdbn. c.i.k., held the post oi' Jntspector-General 
throughout the year. 

2. The Military Police Battalion under Major Macphereon fully main¬ 
tained its high standard of efficiency, in spite of calls in different directions 
to unaccustomed duties which interfered with its regular training. Good 
accounts have l»*en received of the contingent serving with the expeditionary 
force in Mesopotamia, where a lancte-naik lias recently been awarded the 
Indian Order of-Merit. The battalion suffered a heavy loss in the death of 
its Subadar-Major. Sardar Bahadur GopaJ Chandra Das, who had a most 
distinguished ri'cord of service, and the reversion of Captain Dallas-Smith to 
military <inty at l.h«* end of the year dijprived it of an able and experienced 
officer. 

3. The .superior cadre of the service was increased during the year l»y 
idle aildit.ion of a fifth |)ost of Deputy Inspector-General to hold charge of 
a new Range comprising the districts of Bakarganj, Karidpnr, Noakhali and 
Chittagong, together with the river police. Hitherto, the Deputy Inspectoi- 
('cneral of the Dacca Range has been required to supervise the two 
Divisions of Dacca and Chittagong, both of which are exceptionally lacking 
in communications. The creation of the Bakarganj Range will, it is hoped, 
considerably improve police administration in Eastern Bengal, and the 
transfer of the river |)olice to its^natural centre at Barisal will afford much 
needed relief to the Di’puty Inspector-General in charge of the Criminal 
Investigation Department, the scope of whose work is constantly developing 
in other directions. 

Four more Additional Superintendents of Police were appointed during 
the year in Eastern Bengal, in addition to tlie seven posts created in jwevious 
years. Each of the important districts of Mymensingh and Dacca has now 
t hree Superintendents of Police at headquarters,—an unsuitable arrangement, 
but one which will probably have to be maintained until the projected 
partition of the distriots has been carried out. 

The sanctioned strength of the force was increased daring the year by 
998 men, including 5 inspectors and 99 sub-inspectors, but the proportion of 
police to population is still low in Bengal in comparison with otlier provinces. 
The reorganization of. the subordinate police in Eastern Bengal is nearly 
complete, but a similar reorganization has still to be undertaken in VVestern 
Bengal; in both parts of the Presidency, much remains to be done in break¬ 
ing up unwieldy investigating centres. There can be no doubt too that the 
force is at present overworked. It is frequently ne^cessary to refuse \yell 
earned leave, both because the leave reserve is inadequate and because police- 
stations have to give up men for temporary emergent duties. An increase 
of the leave reserve recently sanctioned by the Secretary of State should 
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help to ease *the situation, and steps are also being taken to ihoiteafle the 
special armed force which was severely tried during the outbreak of h&t 
looting at the beginning of last cold weather. 

4. Recruitment was on the whole satisfactory and the lorco was kept 
well up to its sanctioned strength. The difficulty of securing upcountry men 
is increasing, as was to be expected in view of the large drain on the rural 
population of Northern India for war service. On the other hand, the 
number of local recruits shows a steady increase from year to year, and it is 
satisfactory to find that the old prejudice against joining the police is 
gradually disappearing. In the recruitment of sub-inspectors a most satis- 
factq^' feat ure is the large increase in the number of graduates enrolled— 
more than tliree times that of the previous year. A great improvement will 
have been achieved if young men of good education can be brought in greater 
numbers to look to the police service as affording the chance of a useful 
and honourable career. The difficulties of securing suitable men as head 

\ constables under existing conditions have proved insuperable, and a radical 
change in the system is under consideration. 

5. The number of resignations, though still high, again showed a 
decrease. The question appears to be closely bound up with that of the 
adequacy of the reserve, and the results of reforms in this direction will be 
carefully observed. 

The year was a bad one for health and followed an unusually good one. 
A rise in the mortality statistics was therefore inevitable. The figures, 
however, compare favourably with those for 1915. Illness is mainly malarial, 
and therefore largely preventable; considerable improvement has been 
effected by the supply of cots and nets for police barracks in the interior. 

6. The further increase in the number of men who were rewarded 
either in money or with good service marks may denote either an improve¬ 
ment in the work performed by the force or increased liberality in the 
appreciation of good woi*k. In either case it is a good sign, for the effect of 
increased severity in dealing with serious misdemeanour is doubled by 
correspondingly increased recognition of good service. The amount of money 
disbursed in this way exceeded that spent last year by nearly Rs. 10,000. 

The proportion of men judicially punished remained stationary at 1*8 per 
cent, of the force. Of the 377 criminal cases brought against the police and 
decided during the year, only 59 ended in conviction, and of these the majority 
related to minor oftences. No member of the force was convicted of torture, 
and with the exception of two sub-inspectors convicted of bribery, one of 
whom was subsequently acquitted on appeal, no officer above the rank of head- 
constable was found guilty of any criminal offence. Of the 18 civil suits 
instituted against the police, only one was decreed ; an appeal has been filed 
and is pending. 

7. The river system was extended during the year by the opening of the 
new Ganges Division with five police-stations, and in Eastern Bengal three 
police-stations only remain to be equipped. The value of river patrols working 
in close co-operation with the land branch is exemplified by the fact that in 
the Tippera district only two river dacoities occurred during the year, as 
compared with 23 in the previous year. Six vessels were received during 
the year from the Royal Indian Marine Dockyard, and eight steam-launches 
were built to replace eight vessels taken over by the Military Department.' 
Sanction to acquisition of land at Barisal for the new river police head¬ 
quarters was communicated shortly after the close of the year. 

His Excellency in Council observes with pleasure that during the year 
the river police rescued no less than 87 persons from drowning. 

8. The reports on the village police are, on the whole, encouraging, 
and in several districts there is satisfadtory co-operation between the 
station officers and the panchayats. This is especially the case in areas in 
which the circle system has been introduced. It is reported that in Dacca 
the panchayats have done much gfxxl police woik and are showing increasing 
interest and helpfulness in police matters. Similar results may be 
hoped for elsewhere when the passing of the Village Self-Government 
Bill renders possiWe an extension and development of the circle system. In 
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otli6r difitriotB, however, the resulte shown are less satisfactory. There are 
h^vy arrears of pay in Midnapore, Mymensingh, Bakarganj, R;ingpur and 
Tippera, and in some of these and in other districts, there is appai'eut Hlibe- 
rality in rewarding chaukidars. Good work cannot be expected from the 
rural police in these conditions, and the District Officers concerned should 
look more closely into this branch of the administration. 

9. ^ rilS amonnt spent on the police during the year exceeded the sum 
spent in the previous year by Rs. 5,39,000, the increase being due mainly to 
additions to the force. E.xpenditure on a still larger scale is urgently needed. 
.l)Ut has been postponed owing to' the war. The sum of Ks. 18 lakhs spent on 
buildings was nearly double that of the previous year, but small when 
<}ompared with urgent requirements in the matt(f\* of decent accommalation 
for the police in the inufassal. Such expenditure is well repaid by the 
increased well-being and efficiency of the force, and the Governor in Council 
will continue to do all that is possible in 'tlui way of providing funds for this 
important object. 

10. There was a slight increase, amounting to less than one per cent., in 
the t(»tal volume of cognizable crime, but the statistics relating to the more 
serious forms of crime show a considerable improvement. Murders, dacoities, 
poisoning cases and thefts of arms were all less frequent than in 1916. 
I’here were 437 cases of daeoity compared with 544 in 1916 and 653 in 1915 ; 
the figures foj‘ 1917 are swelled by the inclusion of the Mt-looting cases which 
took place at the end of the year, but which wore not the work of ordinary 
dacoits. The police are to bo congratulated (»n the manner in which they 
have coped with the outbreak of daeoity which occurred shortly after the 
beginning of the war and reached its height in 1915, and the Inspector- 
General is justified in his claim that the force has kqpt pace with the’ 
increased activity of the criminal classes due to the war. The most serious 
feature of the statistics for 1917 is the large increase in burglaries. Tliis 
is, no doubt, due in part to better reporting facilitated by the opening of new 
Investigating centres, but it would seem that the open lawlessness which 
found its vent in daeoities after the outbreak of the war, has now been 
succeeded by greater activity on the part of individual criminals. The 
economic stress and general unrest caused by the war still continue, and so 
Idng as they prevail, the restoration of normal conditions cannot be expected. 

11. It is unsatisfactory to find deterioration in the prompt disposal of 
cases by Magistrates. The causes alleged in some districts are the shortage 
of officers, the more frequent transfers to which this condition gives rise and 
the pre-occupation of subdivisional and other officers wtith work connected 
with the war. These Factors, no doubt, contributed in some cases to the 
unsatisfactory results, but the question is, in general, one of organization and 
forethought, and more husitiess-like arrangements are necessary in fixing 
dates for cases and more firmness in refusing unnecessary adjournments. 
The matter requires constant attention at the hands of Commissioners and 
District Magistrates during their inspections. Similar control is necessary 
in regard to the action of Magistrates in referring petty cases to the police 
for enquiry. The orders issued by Mr. French have brought about a great 
improvement in this respect in the Dacca Division, and similar action might 
well be taken elsewhere. 

12. There was a m(»t satisfactory decrease in revolutionaiy outrages 
during the year, only 9 cases having occurred as compared with 24 in 
1916 and 36 in 1915. All the cases in 1917 were dacoities ; three were 
attended with murder, resulting in the death of six persons. For the firsi 
time since 1907, no police officers met their death at the hands of the 
revolutionary party, though, officer had a narrow escape while arresting a 
dangerous criminal who was armed with a revolver. That the improvement 
in the situation is directly due to the preventive measures taken under the 
Defence of India Act and under Regulation III of 1818 admits of no 
doubt, but success would not have been achieved, but for the skill and 
judgment displayed by the officers of die Intelligence Branch and thtur 
courage and devc^ion to duty in their difficult and dangerous task. The 
Governor in Council desires again to place on record his high appreciation 
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ol' their services. The events of recent months have shown only too clearly 
that the party which seeks to attain its ends by violent' crime .is still active, 
but the record of the year 1917 is a hopeful augury of the final success of the 
police in‘their long struggle with murder and outrage. 

13. The Criminal Investigation Department took energetic action 
during the year in Western Ben^l to rid the mufassal districts of gangs of 
habitual dacoits and thieves. It is generally the case that when an area 
looks black on the crime map, the crime there is due, not to the inhabitants 
of the area as a whole, but’ to a small portion o£ the population who have 
banded together to plunder the rest. By taking action under sections 400 
and 401 of the Penal C.ode against gangs of this sort, the Criminal Investi¬ 
gation Department succeeded in clearing some areas altogether of crime and 
in efiFecting a remarkable reduction in others. 

The Department also secured the conviction of 15 persons for instituting 
fraudulent civil suits. No case of this class that was taken up ended in 
acquittal. 

The section of the Department, which deals with the administration of 
the Criminal Tribes Act, has been strengthened, and ten more gangs were 
brought under the Act during the year. The Act provides control dver 
habitual criminals which can be obtained in no other way, but, as the Ins¬ 
pector-General points out, it needs a large staff to take full advantage of it. 
The need for surveillance after registration was met by the appointment of 
three inspectors and thirteen sub-inspectors for the work. 

The Criminal Investigation Department and the force as a whole, should, 
in future years, be greatly benefited by the accession of officers trained in the 
newly opened detective school at Howrah. The curriculum provides 
instruction in various branches of scientific police work. The establishment 
of the school is an important step towards educating the police in India up to 
the standard of European countries, and is an experiment which will be 
watched with interest. The Organization of a special detective staff for the 
24-Farganas has proved of great assistance to the district police, and has 
done much to improve the control over professional and organized crime in 
the area around Calcutta. 

14. Looking upon the year as a whole, the Governdr in Council sees 
good reason for satisfaction. The force have been hampered by the absence 
of many officers of the Imperial service on military duty and by the unusual 
conditions which have prevailed in the Presidency since the war began ; 
yet their work shows a steady progress. In a year when crime as a whole 
has shown a tendency to increase, serious crime has diminished, and 
energetic steps are being taken to reduce it still further. His Excellency in 
Council congratulates Mr. Plowden on the year’s record and, in particular, ^ 
on the continued improvement of the morale of the force which has been 
efl’ected by his careful supervision. The thanks of Government are due to 
all the officers who have been commended by the Inspector-General for good 
work done during the year.

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MONTHLY WEATHER AND CROP REPORT OF BENGAL FOR 

AUGUST 1918. 

I. OiBracttr of tho season. —The rainfall during the luoiith was greatly 
in excess of the normal everywhere exceptiii^ in Howrah, .lalpaignri. Tippera 
and Noakliali where the fall was sliglitly liolow tho normal. The usual rain¬ 
fall statement is appended. 

II. Progposs of agricultural operations.— Harvesting of untnmn paddy and 
jute was in progress. Transplanting of winter paddy was nearly tiver. 
Weeding commenced. 

III. State of Standlag crops.— The standing crop.s were not faring well 
owing to exces.sive rainfall and floods. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.— The [irospoias of winter rice are 
unfavourable owing to scanty rainfcill at the time of tnmsjilantation followed 
by eiceessive rains and floods during the period of .growth. The outturn of 
autumn |>addy and pite is expected to be tolerably fair on the whoK‘. 

V. Baniaga to Otanding crops. —Oonsidemble damage was done to the 
standing crop.s by the abnormal rise of rivers in Eastern Bengal, the districts 
of Rajshahi and Bogra being the worst sufferers. 
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VI. fionditlM of oirkHiltimil !ttO(rti.^The condition of ngricultaral stock 
was fair. Cattle-disease was found to be prevalent in tbe following 
districts:—Nadiai Miirshidabad, Burdwan, Bankura, Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling, 
Coocli-Beliar and Mymensingh. 

VII. Failure of pasturaio and fotfitor.—Fodder was insuibcient in Siraj* 
ganj subdivision in Pabua and Eisboreganj subdivision in Mymensingh. 

VIII. Friooa of food>gralna.—Duriitg tbe second fortnight of the m*onth 
under review*, the prices of common rice rose in all districts excepting six 
where they remained unchan^d. The price varied from 7 seers 10 chitaks a 
rupee at Comilla to 15 seers a rupee at Natore. 

IX. Conditioii of adrieuitural poopio.—The condition of agricultural 
people was reportetl to be fair.

SutHrnary.—During the week moderate rain generally fell tliroughout the province. 
Transplanting of winter paddy is nearing completion. Weeding continues. Har¬ 
vesting of autumn paddy is well advanced.

Mugii .—As stated in the Preliminary Forecast, the weather, although 
favourable at sowing time, was too wet for the crop in its early stages. The 
rainfall in July was below normal in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, 
but in excess in most of the jute-growing tracts in Eastern and Northern 
BMigal. The August rainfall was again heavily in excess of normal 
throughout tne Presidency. The general result of the wet season was an 
almost constant water-logging of the jute fields and an early rise of the rivers 

CMidition ef the crop. —Owing 'to the unfavourable season' the crop 
outturn is on the whole a |>oor one, especially m the Presidency and Burdwan 
Divisiojas, where large reductions in area nave had to be made from the 
inures of the Preliminary Forecast on account of crop failures. .In Eastern 
ll^gal early harvesting on the lower lying areas, with a consequent cutting 
of much immature jute, was nece.s8itated by the early rise of the rivers. The 
season in Northern Bengal was unfavourable owing to excessive rainfall 
and persistent water-logging. 

' Acreage.- -The area under jute is returned at 2,249,026 acres, a decrease 
of 163,401 acres on last year's final figures. The decrease is attributable Lc 
the low price obtaine<l for last year's crop and the heavy carry over. 

Ollttiirn.—As in previous years, the jienientage figures are calculated 
on the basis of Diviijional normals, which remain as follows:—Dacca and 
Chittagong 3 7 each. Hajshahi 3 Prcsidcnc\ and Burdwan 3 2 bales* 
|)er acre. 

The total outturn of the Bengal croj> is returned at 6,390,934 bales ot 
400 lbs. each against 7,94^,9.56 bales in last year’s forecast, a decrease ol 
1,558.022 bales.

P|«ial Fopeoast of the Jute Cpop of Bihar and 

Orissa, 1918. 
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AorM^e.—The final district returns of the seven jute-growing 
districts of the Province show an area under jute of 150,988 acres or in round 
numbers 151,000 acres as compared with 150,600 acres reported in the pre¬ 
liminary forecast and 223,:K)0 acres reported in the final forecast of last 
year. The large reduction in area in Purnea, the most imjxirtant of the 
jute districts, was due to the low price of jute last year and to the anticipated 
low price this year owing to large stocks remaining in the district, which 
have now been mostly cleared. 

Weather conditions. —In March the rainfall was below the normal in 
all jute-growing districts. In April and May it was above the normal 
everywhere except in Balasore, where it was in slight defect during the 
former month, in dime the rainfall was above the normal except in Balasore, 
where it was slightly below the normal. In July the rainfall was below 
the normal in all jute districts except Muzaffarpur, and in August it was 
above the normal in Muzaffarpur. Bhagalpur, Purnea and the 8antal Par- 
ganas and btdow the normal in the rmnaining three districts. ^ Weather con¬ 
ditions have not l»een favourable in the important districts of Purnea and 
Cuttack on account of ext'essive rain during the jieriod of growth. 

Outtum. —In the important districts of Purnea and Cuttack the outturn 
of the crop has been reported at 75 and 65 per lent. of the normal, respec¬ 
tively, Balasore refiorts an outturn, of 80 j)er cent., and Champaran, 
Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur and the 8antal Parganas report 100 per lent. 

On tne basis of the area and pitrcentage outturn re|iorted by the District 
(iffieers and taking three liales as the normal outturn per acre, the total 
gross outturn of the crop for the Province thi.s year comes to 340,509 bales or 
in round numbers 340,.500 bales. 

The average imfwrt of raw jute into this Province from Nepal during 
the last three years was ei^uivalent to 63,429 hales. This figure added to the 
tiguiKi for the Province arrived at gives a total for Bihar and Orissa of 403,938 
hales or in round numbers 403.900 balps.

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Pinal Foreoaat of the Jute Ci*oi» of Aeeain, 19 ia. 
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Character of the season.— As indicated in the preliminary forecast, in 
the earlier part of the year the weather was not generally favourable. The 
floods of early June were repeated in July and August, when there was 
'iKnormal rain in practically all districts. The crop was very cdfisiderably 
damaged by floods in Sylhet and Goalpara. 

Area sown. —As in previous years, the figures for the jiermanentlv 
settled areas of Sylhet and Goalpara have been compiled by village pancha- 
vets and for other districts by the Land Records staff. 

The total area under the crop as estimated by the Deputy Commissioners 
omes to 97,200 acres against the revised figures of 100,300 acres of last ycai'“ 
and 90,300 acres shown in the preliminary forecast of this year. 
In comparison with the revised area of last year; the area in 
Sylhet has fallen by 5,100 acres and in two other districts by small amounts, 
owing to the low prices of last year; the increases in Goalpara, Kainrup, 
Darrang and Now^ng are mainly due to the influx of Mymensingh settlers . 
itie net decrease of 3,100 ^cres is inainly due to the reduction in Sylhet. Th** 
Deputy Commissioners of all districts except Cachar,'‘Sibsagar and I..akbim 
i-nr have revised the figures reported in the preliminary forecast. 

Outturn. —^The percentage of outturn as estimated by the Deputy Conun is 
-loners is 67 of the normal against 74 (revised) of the previous year. On tnc 
'msis of the normal yield of 3-3 bales per acre for this Province, the outturn 
IS 214,188 bales against 245.849 bales of last year, or a decrease of alxuit 
13 per cent.
